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REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Covi.momvealth  of 

PetmsyJvania : 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  law,  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  for  the  year  ending  June  2,  1890. 

One  of  the  last  official  acts  of  the  late  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, Dr.  E.  E.  Hig"bee,  was  the  completion  of  his  report  for  the 
year  ending-  June  3,  1889.  He  was  stricken  with  paralysis  on  Tuesdaj^ 
December  10,  at  Mifflintown,  while  attending  the  annual  teachers'  insti- 
tute, and  passed  to  his  reward  on  high,  December  13, 1889.  Dr.  Higbee 
was  appointed  to  the  office,  April  1,  1881 ;  reappointed  in  1885,  and 
again  reap]3ointed  in  1889. 

In  his  death  the  commonwealth  sustained  the  loss  of  an  officer  who 
adorned  his  chair  by  his  unimpeachable  integrity,  by  his  remarkable 
discernment,  by  his  courage,  born  of  clear  and  strong  conviction,  by  his 
affability,  by  his  great  learning,  by  his  poetic  nature  and  culture,  and 
by  his  tireless  energy  in  the  discharge  of  duty. 

The  value  of  the  service  rendered  to  the  cause  of  public  instruction  in 
Pennsylvania  by  Dr.  Higbee,  cannot  be  accurately  estimated.  He 
aroused  the  people  to  an  earnest  support  of  the  public  schools.  While 
he  was  in  office  twenty  per  cent,  was  added  to  the  minimum  legal  school 
term  ;  the  sum  annually  expended  upon  school  buildings  was  doubled  ; 
the  amount  of  the  annual  legislative  appropriation  was  doubled ;  and 
the  total  yearly  expenditure  was  brought  up  to  the  great  sum  of  twelve 
millions  of  dollars.  Remarkable  as  are  these  results.  Dr.  Higbee's  work 
was  greatest  in  the  exercise  of  that  influence  upon  superintendents,  di- 
rectors, teachers  and  their  pupils,  which  eludes  the  statistician,  in  cor 
recting  and  elevating  ideals  of  real  scholarship,  of  the  work  of  the 
teacher,  and  of  exalted  christian  character.  His  memory  will  long  be 
cherished  in  the  hearts  of  the  friends  of  public  instruction. 

Comparative  Statistics.  1 

There  is  an  increase  for  the  year  of  eleven  thousand  and  thirty -five 
(11,035)  pupils,  five  hundred  and  seventy-six  (576)  teachers,  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy -six  (476;  schools,  nine  (9)  school  districts,  and  one  (1 ) 
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superintendent.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  o-raded  schools  is  five 
hundred  and  seventy-three  (573).  The  increase  in  the  salary  of  male 
teachers  per  month  is  eighty-six  (86)  cents,  and  in  that  of  female 
teachers  is  twenty-three  (23)  cents.  The  total  increase  of  expenditure, 
including  that  upon  buildings,  is  one  million  and  twenty-six  thousand 
dollars  ($1,026,000). 

CoaCPAEED   WITH    1880, 

the  statistics,  excluding  those  of  Philadelphia,  show  the  increase  of 
pupils  to  be  seventy -eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and  six  (78,706);  of 
teachers,  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty -one  (2,581);  of  schools, 
three  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  (3,173);  of  school  districts, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-three  (133);  of  superintendents,  twenty-six  (26). 
The  average  length  of  the  school  term  has  increased,  in  months,  one 
and  eight-hundi'edths  (1  g^).  The  average  number  of  pupils  in  charge 
of  a  teacher  is  almost  unchanged,  standing  now  between  thirty-eight 
and  thirty -nine.  The  increase  in  the  average  salary  of  male  teachers 
per  month  is  seven  dollars  and  ten  cents  (87.10),  and  in  that  of  female 
teachers  is  four  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents  ($4.69).  The  increase  in  the 
annual  expenditure  for  buildings,  purchasing  and  renting  school  houses, 
is  oue  million  three  himdred  and  twenty-one  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars  ($1,321,800);  and  the  increase  in  the  estimated  value  of  school 
property  is  six  millions  of  dollars  ($6,000,000).  The  average  tax  rate 
for  cuiTent  expenses  has  increased  yVo  mills,  and  that  for  building  pur- 
poses yVo  mills. 

Length  of  School  Term. 

The  minimum  school  term  was  made  six  months  m  1887,  and  great 
benefit  was  thus  conferred  upon  many  childi'en  living  in  districts  where 
the  annual  term  was  too  short  to  make  the  schools  effective  It  is  mani- 
fest that  a  longer  term  is  needed.  The  disti'icts  limiting  their  schools 
to  a  term  of  six  months  have  the  benefit  of  their  investments  in  build- 
ings and  gi'ounds  for  but  half  the  year,  and  when  the  fuel  bill  is  largest. 
The  opening  days  of  a  school  term,  like  the  beginnings  of  other  enter- 
prises, are  least  productive,  The  expense  of  these  opening  days  yields 
least  return  to  the  districts  haying  short  terms.  But  there  are  many 
districts,  laying  the  maximum  of  tax,  unable  to  sustain  good  schools  for 
more  than  six  months.  A  lengthening  of  the  term  in  these  cases,  under 
present  conditions,  would  necessitate  cheai^er  teachers  and  poorer  schools. 
An  increase  in  the  annual  appropriation  will  remove  every  rational 
objection  to  a  lengtheniag  of  the  term,  and  will  thus  greatly  increase 
the  value  of  the  schools. 

District  Supervision. 

In  the  larger  counties  of  the  commonwealth  closer  supervision  of  the 
public  schools  has  become  an  imperative  necessity. 
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Saperintendent  Wickersham,  in  his  report  ten  years  ag-o,  called  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  of  close  supervision  of  schools  by  experts,  and 
fortified  his  position  with  cog-ent  arg-ument.  Superintendent  Higbee, 
in  his  report  for  1886,  earnestly  advocated  closer  supervision  in  the 
rural  districts,  and  afterwards  drafted  a  bill  which  passed  the  House  of 
Representatives  but  failed  in  the  Senate.  In  the  next  session  this  biU 
passed  in  the  Senate  but  failed  in  the  House.  In  his  report  for  1888, 
Dr.  Hig-bee  again  emphasized  this  need  with  an  unanswerable  statement 
of  facts.  It  is  of  incalculable  importance  that  the  bill  referred  to  should 
become  a  law. 

Teachers'  Certificates. 

It  was  hoped,  when  the  provisional  certificates  for  teachers  was  au- 
thorized, as  it  commissioned  teachers  who  had  only  a  fair  knowledge  of 
the  required  branches  and  no  experience  in  teaching,  that  it  would  be 
generally  superseded  within  a  few  years  by  the  professional  or  other 
higher  certificate.  The  tables  show,  however,  that  more  than  half  the 
teachers  hold  only  the  provisional  certificate,  thoug-h  only  one-fourth 
of  these  are  inexperienced.  The  highest  importance  attaches  to  the 
issuing  of  teachers'  certificates,  for  the  character  of  the  schools  in  each 
county  is  chiefly  determined  by  the  superintendent  when  performing  this 
duty.  Those  counties  that  stand  foremost  for  the  excellence  of  their 
schools,  have  had  superintendents  preeminent  in  integrity,  courage  and 
firmness,  as  well  as  in  professional  attainments. 

Temperance  Physiology. 

The  reports  made  to  this  office  indicate  a  very  general  compliance 
with  the  spirit  as  well  as  with  the  letter  of  the  law.  The  penalty  for 
failure  to  comply  with  its  provisions  has  proven  to  be  sufficient  to  secure 
obedience  on  the  part  of  those  not  specially  interested  in  the  subject. 

Manual  Training. 

This  form  of  instruction  has  been  gaining  steadily  in  favor.  The 
labors  of  the  Commission  on  Industrial  Education  have  given  to  it  a 
decided  impetus.  The  state  normal  schools,  with  the  aid  of  the  appro- 
priation for  the  purpose,  have  employed  competent  instructors,  and  pro- 
vided the  necessary  rooms  and  appliances  for  wood-working  at  least. 
The  pupils  enter  into  the  work  with  remarkable  interest.  The  large 
body  of  teachers  annually  graduated  from  these  schools  will  add  mate- 
rially to  the  number  of  those  quahfied  to  give  instruction  in  this  im- 
portant art. 

State  Normal  Schools. 

These  institutions  continue  to  grow  in  usefulness  and  in  popular  favor. 
Under  the  fostering  care  of  the  state  they  have  developed  from  small 
beginnings  until  their  graduates  and  undergraduates,  trained  by  well 
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qualified  instructors,  are  found  in  considerable  numbers  in  every  county, 
contributing  much  to  the  elevation  of  the  public  schools.  The  state 
normal  schools  are  required  to  possess  extensive  buildings  and  grounds, 
and,  without  any  endowment,  they  are  also  required  to  maintain  a  large 
corps  of  skilled  teachers.  These  schools  should  continue  to  receive  the 
liberal  support  of  the  state. 

Tree  Culture. 

The  devastation  by  the  floods  of  1889  gave  dreadful  emphasis  to  the 
importance  of  this  subject.  Educational  books  and  periodicals  indicate 
a  widespread  interest  in  it.  The  tendency  of  the  day  toward  that  which 
is  practical  in  schools  encourages  the  hope  that  the  pupils  of  the  pres- 
ent and  future  will  have  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  tree  culture. 
While  it  is  too  early  to  give  definite  results,  it  may  safely  be  said  that 
while  few  schools  observed  neither  of  the  days  appointed,  many  ob- 
served both.

The  ajjpropriation  for  the  common  schools  was  distributed  among" 
the  several  districts  of  the  State  at  the  rate  of  $1,383  per  taxable,  ex- 
cept in  the  counties  of  Allegheny,  Beaver,  Cambria,  Clarion,  Clearfield, 
Dauphin,  Elk,  Hunting-don,  Lackawanna,  Lebanon,  Lehig-h,  McKean, 
Montg-omery,  Northampton,  Schuylkill,  Union,  Venang-o,  Warren  and 
Wayne,  in  which  the  rate  was  somewhat  less,  owing"  to  a  portion  of  the 
school  fund  being"  used  in  these  counties  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the 
superintendents,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Assembly  approved  April 
29,  1878,  "Prescribing  the  mode  of  fixing"  the  salaries  of  county  super- 
intendents of  common  schools,"  which  permits  an  increase  of  salary  to 
be  voted  by  the  directors  at  the  triennial  convention  in  their  respective 
counties,  "such  increase  to  be  in  all  cases  taken  from  the  school  fund 
of  the  county  thus  voting"."

COUNTY  SUPEKINTENDENTS: 


ADAMS  COUNTY— Aaron  Sheely. 

This  is  my  twenty-fourth  annual  report  as  superintendent,  and  it  is 
with  feelings  of  mingled  regret  and  pleasure  that  I  write  it. 

After  a  service  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  in  a  field  of  labor 
which  is  among  the  most  important  that  can  engage  the  attention  of 
any  one,  which  presents  so  many  opportunities  for  doing  good,  which 
has  been  most  congenial  to  my  tastes  and  habits  of  thought,  which  has 
honored  me  as  few  men  have  been  honored  in  this  county,  which  has 
been  the  means  of  my  forming  so  many  valued  and  cherished  friend- 
shiijs  that  death  alone  can  end,  which  has  formed  my  life  work,  and 
which  has  engaged  the  best  energies  of  my  physical  and  mental 
powers — after  a  service  covering  so  many  eventful  years  and  so  fraught 
with  incident,  it  would  be  strange  indeed  if  I  did  not  experience  a  feel- 
ing of  sorrow  and  regret  at  the  thought  of  relinquishing  forever  a  work 
so  intimately  bound  up  with  my  life. 

At  the  same  time,  I  must  confess  to  a  feeling  of  profound  satisfaction 
and  pleasure  in  the  contemplation  of  a  season  of  much  needed  rest  after 
so  many  years  of  carking  care  and  hard  work. 

The  position  of  a  superintendent  is  by  no  means  a  sinecure.  No  one 
who  has  not  had  the  experience  can  form  an  adequate  conception  of 
the  vast  amount  of  hard  work  involved,  to  say  nothing  of  the  many 
hardships  and  annoyances  incident  to  the  life  of  one  who  tries  to  do 
his  duty. 

The  work  of  a  superintendent  is  never  finished.     There  is  always 
something  to  be  done,  something  to  claim  his  attention.     Every  day 
brings  its  duties  and  its  cares,  and  these  are  often  such  as  to  tax  severely 
the  time,  judgment  and  endurance  of  the  superintendent. 
1  School  Eeport. 
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Most  other  emploj^ments  have  then-  seasons  of  rest  and  enjoyment, 
but  not  so  with  the  county  superintencleney.  Adams  is  not  one  of  the 
largest  counties,  but  even  here  the  superintendent  can  hardly  afford 
to  take  a  day  off  now  and  then.  If  he  does,  he  will  probably  have  to 
work  all  the  harder  afterwards  to  make  up  for  lost  time.  In  this  county, 
the  work  of  a  superintendent  is  simply  one  ceaseless  roimd  of  toil.  What 
with  official  visitations,  examinations,  institutes,  monthly,  annual  and 
district  reports,  educational  conventions,  necessary  reading  and  office 
coiTespondence,  there  is  but  little  time  the  superintendent  can  really 
call  leisure. 

The  battle  for  bread  which  everywhere  obtains,  has  so  greatly  iu- 
tensiffed  the  struggle  for  the  privilege  of  teaching  as  a  means  to  a 
livelihood,  notwithstanding  the  low  wages  generally  paid,  as  to  make 
it  exceedingly  unpleasant  and  difficult  for  a  humane  and  sympathetic 
superintendent  to  do  his  duty.  To  be  obliged,  in  the  face  of  ignorance 
and  prejudice,  to  see  that  the  plain  and  imperative  reqirements  of  the 
law  are  met  in  the  administration  of  school  affairs,  is  not  a  pleasant 
task  :  but  to  know  that  one's  efforts  to  do  his  duty  and  protect  the  public 
interests  are  not  aj^preciated  as  they  should  be,  is  Avell  calculated  to 
make  one  lose  heart  in  the  cause,  and  Avelcome  a  season  of  quiet  and 
rest. 

The  schools  made  excellent  progress  during  the  year, notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  attendance  was  generall}'^  poor,  caused  by  the  prevailing 
influenza,  the  unprecedentedly  bad  condition  of  the  roads  and  the 
phenomenally  bad  Aveather  of  last  winter. 

Teachers,  for  the  most  part,  manifested  a  commendable  disposition 
to  imi)rove  themselves  and  discharge  their  duties  faithfully  and  effi- 
ciently. 

Directors  were  more  than  usually  remiss  in  the  performance  of  their 
duty  in  the  matter  of  visiting  schools,  but  this  remissness  was  probably 
owing  to  the  same  caiises  Avhich  so  seriously  affected  the  attendance 
in  the  schools. 

No  new  houses  were  built,  but  some  eight  were  re-furnished  with  im- 
proved desks  during  the  year. 

Very  little  was  done  in  the  way  of  apparatus  for  the  schools,  except  in 
New  Oxford  borough,  where  the  board,  with  commendable  liberality  and 
public  spirit,  supplied  their  schools  with  most  complete  and  beautiful 
l)hysiological,  geo^Tai^hical  and  historical  charts. 

The  subject  of  tree -planting  received  attention  whenever  necessary  (m 
both  the  spring  and  fall  arbor  days  set  aimrt  for  that  piirpose. 

The  sum  of  $12  44,  contributed  by  teachers  and  pupils  in  this  coimty, 
was  placed  in  my  hands  for  the  Higbee  Memorial  Fund,  and  was  by  me 
forwarded,  less  $1  80  expended  for  postage,  to  the  committee  having 
the  matter  in  charge. 

Other  sums  were  collected  by  cei-tain  persons  for  the  same  purpose, 
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I  understand,  but  they  have  not  come  to  me,  and  I  have  not  been  ad- 
vised as  to  the  disposition  of  the  money  ;  it  was  i^robably  sent  direct 
to  the  committee. 

The  total  amount  collected  through  the  schools  for  the  school  fund 
of  the  Conemaugh  Valley  was  $45  73,  which  was  forwarded  to  Super- 
intendent J.  W.  Leech,  of  Cambria  county,  and  was  by  him  duly  ac- 
knowledged. 

I  would  take  occasion  to  iirg-e  upon  directors,  respectfully,  the  import- 
ance of  forming-,  without  delay,  an  organization  known  as  the  School 
Directors'  Association  of  Adams  County.  The  object  of  such  associ- 
ation is  to  afford  directors  an  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with 
each  other,  and  of  interchanging  views  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the 
association  concerning  various  matters  of  interest  and  importance  to 
them  in  their  official  capacity,  such  as  the  building, furnishing,  heating, 
lighting  and  ventilating  of  school  houses,  school  visitation,  uniformity 
of  text-books,  needed  school  legislation,  and  the  proper  grading  of  the 
schools.  In  this  Avay  a  deeper  interest  in  all  school  work  might  be 
created,  and  doubtless  much  good  could  be  accomplished.  The  di- 
rectors of  many  other  counties  in  the  State  have  affected  ]  )ermanent  or- 
ganizations of  this  kind  with  good  results,  and  it  is  resi)ectfully  sub- 
mitted that  the  time  has  come  for  such  organization  in  Adams. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  county  institute  last  year,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  course  of  study  and  guide  to  be  used  by  teachers 
and  pupils  in  the  several  districts  of  the  county,  designed  to  give 
them  definite  ideas  and  information  as  to  the  work  required  of  them  in 
each  branch  of  study,  thus  unifying  the  work  in  the  common  schools  of 
the  county,  forming  a  basis  for  comparing  the  results  in  the  different 
schools  by  means  of  written  reviews  and  examinations  held  at  regular 
intervals,  and  by  this  means  bringing  about  a  closer  and  more  effective 
supervision. 

Another  object  of  such  graded  course  of  st\idy,  is  to  enable  directors 
and  parents  to  know  better  what  the  common  schools  are  aiming  to  ac- 
complish, and  with  the  hope,  also,  of  gaining  in  this  way  their  active 
sympathy  and  cooperation  in  the  work. 

The  course  of  study  contemplated  has  been  prepared  with  consider- 
able labor,  but  for  Avant  of  funds  to  print  it,  and  for  lack  of  authority 
to  put  the  same  in  operation,  it  is  not  probable  that  the  course  prepared 
by  the  committee,  on  any  other  course,  will  be  adopted  and  introduced 
in  this  county  for  some  time  to  come. 

By  means  of  a  directors'  association,  such  as  elsewhere  suggested, 
the  plan  could  readily  be  carried  into  practical  and  successful  effect. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Gettysburg,  commencing  October 
28,  and  closing  November  1.  The  attendance  was  large  throughout, 
only  three  teachers  failing  to  answer  to  their  names.  Among  the  in- 
structors for  the  day  sessions  were  the  late  lamented  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee, 
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Prof.  Silas  S.  Neff,  Prof.  G.  M.  D.  Eckels,  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,  Dr.  G.  M, 
Philips  and  Prof.  S.  B.  Heiges,  besides  some  local  talent.  All  the 
exercises  were  of  a  high  order  of  excellence,  and  were  productive  of 
much  good. 

In  conclusion  I  return  my  very  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  the 
State  School  Department  for  many  acts  of  kindness  and  courtesy,  and 
to  directors,  teachers  and  citizens  generally  for  their  uniform  con- 
fidence, esteem  and  cooperation.  That  God's  richest  grace  and  bless 
ing  may  ever  accompany  the  schools  and  those  who  administer  them  is 
my  earnest  wish  and  prayer. 


ALLEGHENY  COUNTY— S.  Hamilton. 

As  we  expect  to  publish  a  complete  report  and  distribute  the  same 
among  our  directors  and  teachers,  we  will  confine  this  brief  account  to 
a  general  summary  of  the  work. 

During  the  past  year,  prosperity  has  characterized  our  educational 
interests,  and  substantial  progi'ess  has  been  made  in  almost  every  de- 
partment of  the  work.  The  harmonious  efforts  of  teachers  and  directors 
have  produced  results  both  commendable  and  encouraging.  Their 
evident  determination  is  to  make  education  more  thorough  and  more 
practical. 

We  still  suffer  a  little  from  the  incompetency  of  persons  who  have 
undertaken  the  work  of  teaching  as  a  mere  makeshift,  and  who  lack 
both  professional  training  and  professional  zeal.  But  the  number  of 
such  is  small,  and  upon  the  whole,  our  teachers  are  earnest  and  faithful 
men  and  women  to  whom  teaching  is  a  profession  of  the  highest  dignity, 
a  work  of  greatest  honor  and  usefulness.  They  appreciate  not  only  the 
magnitude  and  the  importance  of  their  work,  but  also  the  high  moral 
responsibilities  that  rest  upon  them. 

QuALiric.\TiONs  OF  Teachers. 

We  are  not  satisfied  with  what  our  schools  are  to-day,  and  we  are 
earnestly  asking  how  can  they  be  made  better.  The  first  step  in  this 
direction  is  found  in  the  better  cpialifications  of  teachers.  We  cannot 
have  a  high  qualit}"^  of  teaching  ability  until  we  have  high  standards  of 
professional  acquirements. 

Every  teacher  ought  to  be  a  person  of  broad  culture,  with  a  knowledge 
far  beyond  that  required  in  the  school  room.  Generous  culture,  high 
moral  and  intellectual  attainments,  Jind  superior  i)rofessional  training 
are  the  necessary  requisites  of  a  good  teacher.  The  person  whose  heart 
is  in  the  work  and  who  brings  with  him  all  the  power  and  intelligence 
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of  these  qualifications,  can  rarely  fail  in  the  school  room.  With  this 
ideal  of  the  true  teacher  before  us,  we  have  endeavored  to  select  from 
the  material  at  hand  the  best  qualified  persons  to  take  charge  of  our 
educational  working-rooms. 

Seven  hundred  and  foui'teen  (714)  applicants  were  examined  and  five 
hundred  and  fifty  eight  (558)  of  them  received  certificates.  The  demand 
for  teachers,  which  must  always  regulate  the  supply,  interfered  some- 
what with  this  policy,  and  we  found  it  necessary  to  issue  certificates  to 
some,  who  otherwise  would  have  been  rejected. 

Supervision. 

The  greatest  obstacle  that  retards  the  progress  in  educational  work 
in  this  large  county,  is  the  lack  of  better  supervision  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts. If  we  had  a  competent  i^rincipal  placed  over  every  twenty -five 
schools,  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  grade  the  schools,  to  secure 
uniformity  in  the  work,  by  the  introduction  of  a  systematic  course  of 
study,  and  to  thoroughly  organize  our  teachers  into  local  institute  work. 
It  would  to  a  large  extent  remove  the  evils  which  result  from  frequent 
change  of  teachers,  and  from  the  failure  of  many  young  teachers  to  thor- 
oughly organize  and  classify  their  schools.  The  school  organization  of 
any  county  is  incomplete  unless  it  can  make  its  influences  felt  by  reach- 
ing the  people  in  everj^  district.  Measured  by  this  standard,  onrs  is  far 
from  perfect.  The  work  of  supervsion  in  this  county  has  grown  beyond 
the  power  that  is  expected  to  do  it.  In  this  important  work  we  need 
more  power  and  more  machinery  to  distribute  and  apply  the  power. 
We  were  able  last  year  to  make  four  hundred  and  ninety -three  (493) 
visits  to  the  schools  of  this  county  ;  many  of  these  visits  were  neces- 
sarily short,  and  therefore  not  productive  of  the  results  which  should 
come  from  proper  supervision. 

County  Institute, 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Pittsburgh  during  the  last  week  of 
August.  We  feared  that  we  would  not  be  able  to  improve  very  much 
upon  the  success  of  our  former  institutes, and  yet  all  join  in  i^ronouncing 
this  one  the  best  yet  held.  We  were  particularly  fortunate  in  the  selec- 
tion of  our  instructors,  and  abler  lectures  are  rarely  heard  from  any 
educational  platform.  The  instructors  were  Miss  M.  E.  Coffin,  Dr. 
A.  E.  Winship,  of  Boston,  and  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder,  of  Indiana,  Pa.  Six 
hundred  and  twenty-three  (623)  teachers  were  present  and  enrolled. 

Dieectors'  Association. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Directors'  Association  was  held 
August  27,  1889.  It  was  not  as  well  attended  as  we  anticipated,  and 
yet  about  eighty  directors  were  present.  These  were  mostly  representa- 
tive men,  who  are  alive  to  the  interests  of  our  schools  and  fully  abreast 
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of  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  educational  ■work  in  recent  years. 
The  progi'amme  consisted  of  a  thoughtful  addi-ess  by  the  president  of 
the  association,  Maj.  Eobt.  E.  Stewart ;  an  excellent  paper  on  the  "  Care 
of  School  Property,"  by  S.  B.  Donaldson,  Esq., and  a  "  Beport  of  f lie  con- 
dition of  the  Schools, "  by  the  superintendent.  The  paper  and  the  report 
were  liberally  discussed,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the 
best  means  of  obtaining  better  school  supervision.  In  conclusion,  I 
desire  to  make  fateful  acknowledgment  of  the  courtesy  and  kind  treat- 
ment that  I  have  received  at  the  hand  of  directors,  teachers  and  patrons 
of  the  schools,  and  of  the  counsel  and  encom'agement  from  the  State 
Department. 


AKMSTRONG  COUNTY— M.\elin  Bowser. 

In  addition  to  the  statistical  report  herewith  submitted, I  respectfully 
add  the  following  unvarnished  statements  in  reg-ard  to  the  (jeneral  con- 
dition of  our  schools,  and  offer  a  suggstion,  which,  in  my  judgment, 
would  i^romote  the  ends  aimed  at  in  the  public  schools  of  this  Common- 
wealth. Many  of  our  schools  are  not  what  I  would  wish  them  to  be, 
but  after  carefully  scanning'  our  last  year's  work,  I  feel  justified  in 
stating-  that  our  g-rowth,  as  a  whole,  has  been  steady  and  healthful. 
That  there  has  been  decided  improvement  in  the  methods  of  our  better 
grades  of  teachers,  results  will  fully  attest.  This  fact  and  a  constantly 
increasing  demand  for  better  teachers,  prove  conclusively  that  the  public 
school  is  steadily  glowing  in  favor  with  the  i^eople,and  that  the  number 
who  believe  that  " anybody  can  teach  school,"  is  constantly  g-rowing 
smaller,  ^lieu  it  is  reduced  to  the  minimum,  we  may  expect  a  gradual 
increase  in  salaries,  until  the  teacher  will  be  rewarded  in  proportion  to 
the  work  he  does.  That  this  is  not  already  done,  is  because  the  "  aver- 
age" citizen  cannot  see  the  teacher's  profession  from  the  same  stand 
point  that  he  sees  that  of  the  farm  hand  or  mechanic.  The  proof  of  this 
is  the  "  horizontal"  salary  report  that  is  too  frequently  sent  me. 

The  "  average  citizen"  claims  that  the  teacher  gets  too  much.  The 
"average"  teacher  claims  that  the  citizen  ofPers  no  inducement  to  stay 
in  the  profession.  There  is,  probably,  more  or  less  truth  on  both  sides. 
But  unpleasant  as  it  may  seem,  everything,  the  teacher  not  excepted, 
is  worth  just  Avliat  it  will  bring  in  the  market.  In  times  of  dearth,  an 
inferior  article  may  bring  a  suijerior  price,  but  the  law  is,  the  superior 
article  must  first  be  produced. 

It  seems  to  me  the  teacher  must  take  the  initiative  in  the  matter. 
"Make  yourselves  necessary,  and  your  success  is  certain,"  is  a  maxim 
that  applies  to  all  avocations  in  life.     I  am  c(mfident  that  the  efficiency 
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of  GUI-  teaching'  force  would  be  greatly  augmented  if  our  directors, 
more  generally,  would  grade  wages  on  a  basis  of  actual  worth. 

In  a  few  cases,  the  discipline  has  been  faulty,  having  been  either 
too  lax  or  too  rigid.  Public  opinion  seems  to  revolt  against  the  old 
stereotyped  form  of  the  "  rod  and  rule,"  which  is  no  doubt,  in  part,  well 
founded.  But,  in  my  judgment,  equally  great  danger  lies  in  the  other 
extreme.  If  there  is  anything  in  which  we  are  retrograding  as  a  nation, 
it  is  a  disposition  to  "  wink  at"  or  disregard  law. 

While  the  experienced  teacher,  with  good  judgment  can  govern  his 
school  without  the  rod,  the  inexperienced  tyro  of  eighteen  or  twenty 
summers  often  makes  a  signal  failure  in  attempting  to  do  so.  In  all 
fairness,  our  teachers  may  be  divided  into  three  about  equal  classes, 
which  I  shall  designate  as  excellent,  fair  and  indifferent.  These  better 
grades  consist  of  those  who  expect  to  make  teaching  a  profession,  those 
who  expect  to  teach  for  a  "  term  of  years,"  and  a  few  with  little  experi- 
ence who  possess  ambition  and  superior  teaching  talent.  The  lower 
^ade  is  composed  of  those  "having  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  branches," 
but  are  lacking  in  judgment  and  ex|)erience,  and  a  few  "  old  timers" 
who  lack  in  ability  or  energy  sufficient  to  rise  above  the  methods  of 
their  fathers. 

This  class  is  undesirable,  and  I  am  censured  by  some  for  licensing 
them  to  teach.  But  those  who  find  fault  should  suggest  some  plan 
whereby  we  can  fill  our  schools  without  them  under  existing  circum- 
stances. After  giving  the  subject  much  thought,  I  am  convinced  that 
any  sweeping  change  would  be  unwise. 

I  take  it  to  be  the  first  duty  of  a  leader  to  promote  harmony  ;  to  not 
antagonize  any  of  his  forces  until  he  feels  confident  of  success  without 
them. 

A  gradual  "  weeding  out"  and  constant  urging  to  better  work,  will, 
ere  long,  fill  every  school  in  the  county  with  at  least  a  fair  gTade  teacher. 

Since  character  is  the  true  end  of  all  teaching,  it  has  been  my  aim 
to  guard  well  the  moral  door  to  the  profession.  My  test  has  been,  only 
those  whom  I  would  wish  to  teach  my  own  children.  If  rumor  be  true, 
there  are  a  few  who  are  not  just  what  they  should  be :  but  as  a  body, 
our  teachers,  undoubtedly,  represent  a  standard  of  virtue,  honor,  and, 
in  many  cases,  of  true  Christian  piety  of  a  very  high  character. 

While  morality  without  intelligence  may  produce  the  bigot  or 
"crank,"  it  is  equally  true  that  a  highly  cultured  intellect  without  a 
correspondingly  enlightened  moral  sense  produces  the  knave  or  the 
thief.  His  aim  is  the  same,  no  matter  whether  he  accomi^lishes  it  by 
political  intrigue  or  stratagem,  or  as  the  midnight  marauder. 

Most  of  our  districts  have  reasonably  good  and  comfortably  seated 
houses  ;  but  we  need  very  much  yet  in  the  way  of  apparatus,  fencing 
and  improving  grounds,  &c. 

If  only  our  people  could  be  made  to  realize  the  moulding  influence 
of  a  child's  surroundings  on  his  future  life  ! 
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Two  districts,  however,  have  made  no  improvements  during  my 
supervision.  I  shall  not  name  them,  but  trust  that  this  statement  will 
awaken  sufficient  cui'iositj^  to  make  them  inquire,  "Is  it  I?" 

Permit  me,  in  this  connection,  to  make  one  or  two  suggestions  in 
regard  to  holidays,  more  especially  in  regard  to  Thanksgiving  and 
Washington's  Birthday.  Closing  the  schools  on  these  two  days,  cause 
an  unnecessar}'^  break  in  the  school  without  any  adequate  return,  in 
either  morals  or  patriotism. 

If  the  object  in  observing  these  two  days  as  holidays,  is  to  foster  in 
the  child,  respectively,  a  spirit  of  gratitude  and  patriotism,  then' clos- 
ing the  schools  is  the  very  best  way  to  not  do  it. 

A  large  percentage  of  om-  childi-en  attach  no  significance  whatever  to 
these  days,  exce}3t  that  they  are  to  be  playdays,  and,  in  some  instances 
I  fear  worse — daj^s  of  rioting  and  gluttony. 

Let  the  law  be  repealed.  On  Thanksgiving  the  teacher  should  be 
required  to  rehearse  the  status  of  the  nation  during  the  past  year,  in 
regard  to  health,  peace,  and  prosperity,  and  have  pupils  engage  in 
exercises  calculated  to  create  and  foster  a  spirit  of  thanksgiving  to  and 
reliance  in  a  Divine  Ruler.  On  Washington's  Birthday,  let  a  flag  be 
displayed,  and  the  exercises  consist  of  national  airs,  orations, rehearsals 
of  our  early  struggles,  incidents  in  the  life  of  Washington  and  other 
distinguished  citizens,  and  quotations  from  Washington's  farewell  ad- 
dress. This,  it  seems  to  me,  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  genius  of  om- 
public  schools,  and  would  be  productive  of  much  good. 

Thanking  the  Department  at  Hamsburg,  the  press  of  the  county,  the 
directors,  citizens,  teachers  and  pupils  for  courtesies  sIiotmi,  I  close  this 
final  report  of  my  first  term's  Avork  with  a  firm  reliance  in  the  people 
and  in  the  Great  Teacher  of  Nations,  that  the  public  schools,  under 
His  guidance,  wall  crown  us  as  a  nation  with  a  higher  Christian  civiliza- 
tion and  Christian  citizenship  than  has  yet  been  realized. 


BEAVER  COUNTY— J.  G.  Hillman. 

My  report  of  the  condition  of  the  school  and  educational  affairs  of  the 
county  is  necessarily  limited,  as  I  have  sei-^^ed  in  the  capacity  of  super- 
intendent only  since  Prof.  J.  M.  Reed's  resignation,  which  occuiTed  in 
January  of  this  year.  v 

The  statistical  report  tells  about  all  there  is  to  say. 

The  intention  has  been  as  nearly  as  possible  to  cany  on  the  work  as 
outlined  by  Superintendent  J.  M.  Reed,  to  visit  the  schools  which  he 
had  not  visited, and  especially  those  where  assistance  or  encouragement 
seemed  to  be  needed. 

Owing  to  the  limited  time  and  the, in  many  jdaces,  almost  impassable 
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roads,  the  visits  were  necessarily  hurried,  and  on  that  account  not  so 
satisfactory  as  they  might  otherwise  have  been. 

So  far  as  I  had  an  opportunity  to  observe,  the  teachers,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  were  working-  earnestly. 

In  quite  a  number  of  the  schools  visited,  the  good  effects  of  our  county 
institutes  and  various  educational  meetings  were  very  apparent. 

I  am  satisfied  that  in  educational  ideas  we  are  growing. 

The  school  boards  of  our  county  are  composed  of  intelligent  men,  and 
their  efforts  to  imjjrove  their  schools  are  appreciated. 

If  we  could  pay  better  salaries  and  have  a  longer  term  of  school,  it 
would  encourage  our  teachers  to  prepare  themselves  better  to  discharge 
the  responsible  duties  they  assume,  and  be  an  inducement  to  our  best 
teachers  to  remain  in  the  profession. 

We  confider^tly  hope  that  in  the  near  future  the  State  appropriation 
for  school  purposes,  will  be  so  generous  that  we  may  accomplish  this 
without  increasing  our  local  taxation. 

The  benefit  to  the  rising  generation  and  to  the  Commonwealth  accru- 
ing from  better  schools  could  not  be  estimated. 

I  have  met  with  the  very  kindest  treatment  from  the  directors, 
teachers,  citizens  and  the  press  of  the  coimty,  for  which  I  desire  to 
tender  my  sincere  thanks. 


BEDFORD  COUNTY— John  H.  Cessna. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  my  ninth  and  last  annual  re- 
port of  the  schools  of  Bedford  county,  to  state  that  there  never  was  a 
year  in  which  more  progress  was  made  than  during  the  year  just  closed. 
Greater  interest  seemed  to  be  manifested  by  the  patrons,  and  directors 
exercised  more  care  in  the  selection  and  appointment  of  teachers  than 
was  done  in  many  of  the  former  years,  and  the  result  was  quite 
noticeable  in  the  schools.  Never  during  the  past  nine  years  did  the 
teachers  render  such  general  satisfaction.  Not  a  complaint  was  heard 
in  localities  when,  from  the  complaints  formerly  heard,  we  had  thought 
the  jjeople  were  bom  to  complain.  All  this  we  think  is  the  result  of 
the  care  exercised  by  directors  in  appointing  the  teachers  to  the  differ- 
ent schools. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  amount  of  damages  done  by  the  floods, and 
the  consequent  expenses  to  rebuild  bridges  and  reiDair  other  damages, 
more  new  school  houses  were  built,  and  of  a  better  kind,  and  more  new 
furniture  was  bought  and  put  in  the  school  rooms  than  during  any  pre- 
vious year.  There  is  a  growing  opinion  among  directors  that  it  is  both 
wisdom  and  economy  to  build  good  houses  and  furnish  them  with  the 
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best  of  fumitiire,  althoug"li  the  first  expense  may  be  o-reater  than  it 
would  be  to  provide  more  ordinary  biiiklings  and  furniture. 

What  has  been  said  in  former  reports,  concerning-  the  need  of  ap- 
paratus, is  still  true,  but  directors  are  slowly  beg'inning-  to  see  the  use  of 
apparatus,  and  are  gradually  putting"  it  into  the  schools.  Charts,  maps, 
<fec. ,  were  put  into  more  schools  during-  the  past  year  than  during  any 
other  one  year  of  my  superintendency . 

Notwithstanding  these  evidences  of  progress  and  improvement,  there 
is  still  room  for  much  work.  Many  new  houses  and  much  new  furniture 
and  apparatus  are  needed  in  some  of  the  districts. 

Twenty-five  public  examinations  were  held  diiring  the  year.  Two- 
hundred  and  ninety  four  (294)  provisional  and  eighteen  (18)  professional 
certificates  were  issued.  Twenty-six  {26)  applicants  were  refused  cer- 
tificates.    The  average  gi'ade  of  certificate  was  better  than  other  years. 

All  of  the  two-hundred  and  eighty -one  (281)  schools  were  visited  but 
seventeen  (17).  Two-huncU'ed  and  ninety  five  (295')  visits  Avere  made 
to  the  schools.  Most  of  the  schools  were  in  good  condition  when  visited. 
Several  local  institutes  and  educational  meetings  were  held  in  different 
parts  of  the  county  during  the  term.  As  a  rule,  the  people  take  great 
interest  in  such  meetings.  These  local  gatherings  of  teachers,  directors 
and  the  general  public,  are  the  most  eft'ective  means  the  superintendent 
has  of  reaching  the  parent  and  creating  favorable  sentiment. 

There  were  one-hundred  and  eighty  (180)  males,  and  one-hundred 
and  one  (101)  females  employed  as  teachers.  One-hundred  and  two 
(102)  had  taught  more  than  five  terms,  and  fifty -seven  (57)  had  never 
taught.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (258)  of  these  teachers  have  never 
attended  any  school  but  the  public  schools  and  the  summer  normal 
schools  held  every  year  in  different  parts  of  the  county.  Only  eleven 
(11)  State  normal  gi-aduates  were  emi)loyed  in  the  county.  With  but 
few  exceptions,  the  teachers  are  worthy,  and  are  deserving  more  salary 
than  they  are  now  getting.  The  exceptions,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  soon 
find  suitable  occupation  at  something  else.  The  inexperienced  teachers 
are  not  always  among  the  exceptions ;  some  of  them  did  very  excellent 
work,  better,  indeed,  than  some  who  have  had  a  dozen  or  more  years 
ex]ierience. 

Ten  or  twelve  summer  noi-mal  schools  are  kept  open  in  different  parts 
of  the  county,  and  are  doing  great  good  in  affording  opportunity  for 
our  young  folks  to  obtain  something  of  a  higher  education  than  that 
furnished  by  the  common  schools.  Some  of  our  best  teachers  come  out 
of  these  schools.  The  private  school  established  a  couple  years  ago  by 
the  Friends,  at  Fishertown,  is  still  in  operation,  but  the  attendance 
during  the  last  term  was  small. 

The  annual  county  institute  was  held  in  the  assembly  hall  of  the 
Bedford  school  building,  December  30,  1889,  to  January  3,  1890,  and 
was  the  most  successful  institute  ever  held  in  the  county.     The  large 
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hall  was  comfortably  filled  all  the  time,  and  ou  Wednesday  and  Thurs- 
day afternoons  and  nights  it  was  crowded  to  overflowing-.  The  insti- 
tute was  better  attended  by  directors  and  others  from  the  country  dis- 
tricts than  ever  before. 

Suitable  memorial  services  in  commemoration  of  the  life  and  character 
of  the  late  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  were  held  on  Wednesday,  and  formed  an 
attractive  feature  of  the  exercises.  Directors  Hon.  J.  M.  Reynolds  and 
Mr.  A.  L.  Hench,  delivered  able  addresses  on  directors'  day. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  most  grateful  thanks  to  all  the 
teachers  of  the  county  for  the  high  respect  with  which  they  always  re- 
garded me,  to  all  the  directors  for  their  support  and  cooperation  in  all 
my  labors,  to  the  press  for  the  use  of  their  columns  to  make  public  any 
matter  of  information,  to  the  ministry  of  the  county  for  the  many  kind 
words  received  from  them,  to  all  the  people  of  the  county  for  the  many 
kindnesses  received  from  them  and  for  the  hospitality  with  which  they 
entertained  me  while  making  my  trips  over  the  county,  and  last,  but 
not  least,  to  the  School  Department  at  Harrisburg  for  the  many  favors 
gi'anted  me  from  time  to  time,  during  my  superintendency.

Schools. 

Another  year  has  run  its  course,  and  I  am   about  to  make  out  my 
ninth  and,no  doubt,  last  official  report  to  the  Department  at  Harrisburg. 

To  say  that  I  worked  hard  during*  the  past  nine  years,  to  improve 
our  public  schools,  is  putting  it  very  mildly,  and  the  results  are  cer- 
tainly very  encouraging.  We  raised  the  standard  of  the  teachers 
twenty -five  per  centum,  and  still  have  plenty  licensed  applicants  to  fill 
all  the  schools,  and  the  pupils  have  made  wonderful  progress.  Owing  to 
the  condition  of  the  roads  and  so  much  sickness  amongst  the  children, 
our  attendance  was  not  so  good  as  last  year,  but  the  work  of  most  of 
the  teachers  was  very  good.  In  making  my  annual  visits  to  the  schools, 
I  was  accompanied  in  nearly  every  district  by  some  of  the  directors, 
and  in  a  few  townships  by  all  of  them. 

If  there  is  anything  that  calls  for  special  attention  at  this  time,  it  is 
that  of  general  culture,  and  the  teachers  can  do  their  pupils  lasting 
good  by  their  own  personal  example.  A  teacher  should  never  do  any- 
thing in  the  jjreaence  of  his  pupils  that  he  would  not  like  them  to  do. 

Institutes. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Reading,  September  23-27,  1889. 
When  I  say  that  the  work  done  by  the  different  instructors  was  very 
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good,  I  am  not  exaggerating  at  all.  Manj^  of  the  plans  given  and  sug- 
gestions made,  Avere  tried  in  the  schools  A\dth  very  good  results.  The 
institute  was  di'S'ided  into  two  sections — teachers  of  experience  in  one 
di\'ision  and  the  beginners  in  the  other.  All  but  seven  of  our  large 
number  of  teachers  were  in  attendance.  The  instinictors  were  Dr.  N. 
C.  Schaeilfer,  Dr.  A.  E.  Home,  Supt.  J.  M.  Coughlin  and  Hon.  D.  B. 
Brunner.  We  held  seventeen  local  institutes  during  the  term.  The 
attendance  at  each  place  was  large,  the  suggestions  made  by  teachers 
and  others  were  good  and  practical,  and  the  work  done  by  the  pupils 
was  ver\'  encouraging. 

Arbor  Day  Results. 

As  one  of  the  results  of  arbor  day  work,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
I  foimd  more  beautiful  house  plants  in  the  school  rooms  the  past  term, 
than  I  ever  did  before.  In  most  cases  they  were  nicely  arranged  about 
the  windows,  and  I  am  sure  that  they  all  assisted  in  teaching  valuable 
lessons.  Besides  the  plants  in  the  houses,  a  large  number  of  trees  were 
planted  at  different  school  houses  in  the  countj'  as  the  following /e«6-  of 
the  many  reports  will  show.  At  the  Brownsville  school-house,  Edwin 
G.  Ruth  planted  fifty-two  very  fine  shade  trees :  E.  D.  Moyer  planted 
eight  at  his  school  in  Heidelberg :  Henry  S.  Machmer  planted  seven- 
teen :  Augustus  Dreibell)is  planted  sixteen  at  Yirginsville,  and  Thos. 
R.  Houck  planted  a  large  number  at  the  Weisstown  school. 

Suggestions. 

1.  Teachers  should  not  depend  too  much  upon  the  text  book,  but 
the}'  should  be  sui-e  that  they  teach  their  j)upils  to  thinh. 

2.  Create  a  good  healthy  appetite  in  your  iiu]iils  to  read,  and  select 
that  which  is  proi)er  for  them  to  penise. 

3.  Cultivate  a  strong  desire  in  the  breasts  of  your  pupils  to  improve 
themselves,  and  bring  all  the  enthusiasm  that  you  can  command  into 
the  school  room,  and  rest  assured  that  your  work  will  be  much  easier 
and  the  results  more  satisfactory. 

4.  Directors,  if  you  have  a  good  teacher,  keep  him,  even  if  you  must 
advance  his  salary. 

5.  Patrons  should  take  so  much  interest  in  the  welfare  of  their  children 
that  they  would  visit  the  schools  occasionally. 

6.  Lyceums  and  literary  societies,  if  properly  conducted,  should  be 
encouraged  by  all  classes ;  they  accomplished  a  great  deal  of  good. 

Memoriam. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  the  death  of  Franklin  8nyder,  treasurer  of  the 
Bethel  school  board.  In  his  death,  the  family  lost  a  kind  father  and 
the  township  a  good  school  man. 
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Changes  and  Improvements. 

Union  and  Topton  changed  their  term  from  six  to  seven  months,  and 
the  Kutztown  board  added  another  month  to  the  term. 

The  Upper  Bern  directors  re-furnished  the  Shartlesville  Grammar 
school  room  with  improved  patent  furniture.  This  township  has  good 
schools  and  excellent  school  property. 

The  Colebrookdale  directors  made  a  great  change  in  the  Gabel  school 
house — they  improved  the  grounds  and  the  building,  and  furnished 
it  with  patent  furniture — a  great  improvement. 

Ruscombmanor  re  -furnished  two  of  its  school  houses  with  patent 
furniture — a  good  beginning.     Keep  on,  gentlemen  ! 

The  Washington  directors  enlarged  the  school  gi'ound  at  Heydt's. 

The  Exeter  directors  supplied  the  meeting  house  school  with  slate 
surface. 

Kutztown  supplied  all  its  school  rooms  with  slate  surface,  and  secured 
Mitchell's  outline  maps  for  the  schools. 

The  Boyertown  directors  supplied  their  three  remaining  rooms  with 
slate  surface. 

Eyrich's  school  house  in  North  Heidelberg  was  very  much  damaged 
by  the  storm  last  May,  but  the  board  repaired  it  thoroughly. 

The  Oberholtzer  schools  in  Washington  and  the  Topton  schools,  were 
supplied  with  full  sets  of  Chambers'  Encyclopaedia.  The  Rehrersburg 
schools  in  Tulpehocken,  the  Oberholtzer  and  Diehl's  schools  in  Wash- 
ington, the  Stonersville  school  in  Exeter,  two  of  the  Sinking  Spring 
schools,  the  Brownsville  school  in  Lower  Heidelberg  and  the  Furnace 
school  in  Rockland,  were  each  supplied  with  a  copy  of  Webster's 
Unabridged  Dictionary.  Funds  to  pay  for  these  books  were  raised  by 
the  teachers  and  pupils  holding  entertainments. 

New  Houses.         • 

The  Albany  directors  erected  a  new  school  house  in  the  Levan  district. 
The  building  is  complete  in  every  respect,  and  reflects  great  credit  upon 
the  directors.  It  was  furnished  with  improved  patent  furniture  and 
slate  surface.  This  township  has  made  wonderful  improvements  in 
schools  and  school  property.  Lower  Alsace  used  to  have  very  poor 
school  houses,  but  last  summer  the  board  decided  to  build  two  new 
ones,  and  they  certainly  did  their  work  very  well.  They  erected  two 
first  class  houses  and  furnished  both  with  improved  furniture  and  slate 
surface. 

Bethel  township  purchased  a  suitable  lot  in  the  Snyder  district,  and 
erected  a  first-class  school  house  on  Ine  same.  This  is  a  wide  awake 
district  and  the  schools  are  doing  capital  work. 

Centre  erected  a  splendid  brick  school  house  in  the  Kauffman  district, 
and  furnished  it  and  the  Phillips  building  with  improved  patent 
furniture. 
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The  members  of  the  Hambmg  board  deserve  special  credit  for  what 
thej'  did  for  theii*  schools.  They  decided  to  put  up  a  school  building 
suitable  for  the  place,  and  they  were  shamefully  abused  for  it.  They 
were  eveu  stopped  by  injunctions  from  the  court,  but  the  majority 
of  the  tax  payers  were  with  the  board.  The  president  of  the  board, 
Richard  J.  M.  Miller,  Esq. ,  proved  to  be  a  capital  leader.  He  knew 
his  duty  and  he  never  flinched,  and  the  result  is,  the  best  public  school 
house  in  the  county  is  at  Hamburg-.  It  was  erected  at  an  expense  of 
about  $25,000,  which  amount  includes  the  large  plot  of  ground  upon 
whicli  the  handsome  and  commodious  brick  structm-e  stands.  The 
plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  by  Architect  Fink,  of  Reading, 
and  the  building  was  erected  by  Moates  and  Dreibelbis,  of  Hamburg. 
The  sti-uctm-e  has  a  front  of  seventy-eight  feet  eight  inches,  with  a 
projection  at  each  end  of  nine  feet  five  inches,  making  its  entire  length 
ninety-seven  feet  six  inches.  The  depth  of  the  main  building  is  sixty- 
four  feet  four  inches,  with  a  in-ojection  on  the  fi-ont  of  six  feet  six 
inches.  The  l^uilding  is  two  stories  high  with  a  large  attic.  Avhich  can 
also  be  converted  into  school  rooms  at  a  comparatively  small  outlay, 
should  the  borough  require  additional  school  facilities.  The  first  and 
sec-ond  stories  are  thirteen  feet  clear  measurement.  There  are  ten 
school  rooms  as  follows :  eight  rooms  twenty-five  by  thirty  feet,  and 
two  rooms  twenty-three  by  thirty-six  feet.  All  of  these  are  finished  in 
a  modern  style,  so  as  to  confonn  with  the  advancing  and  progi-essive 
type  of  modem  school  houses.  The  basement  is  nine  feet  high,  and  the 
Smead  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  building  is  its  most  con- 
si  )icuous  feature.  Special  attention  was  bestowed  upon  sanitary 
matters,  and  in  connection  with  the  excellent  system  of  ventilation 
adopted,  the  building  is  practically  as  perfect  as  human  ingenuity 
could  devise.  The  building  stands  on  a  ]dateau  overlooking  a  large 
portion  of  the  town  awl  smTOunding  tenitory.  The  main  front  and 
north  and  south  ends  are  constructed  of  pressed  and  ornamental  brick, 
while  the  window  and  door  sills  and  trimmings  are  of  HummelstoAvn 
sandstone. 

The  Robesonia  Iron  Company  gave  three  adjoining  building  lots, 
situated  in  Robesonia,  to  Heidelberg  for  school  purposes.  The  board 
showed  its  appreciation  of  the  gift  by  putting  an  ornament  of  a  school 
building  on  the  same.  The  house  is  two  stories  high,  has  four  rooms, 
all  properly  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  and  all  fumished  with  im- 
])roved  patent  furniture  and  slate  siu-face.  It  is  one  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial school  l)uildings  in  the  county.  The  plans  were  prepared  by 
Architect  Fink,  and  the  building  erected  by  Samuel  B.  Keppel. 

Leiss'  school  in  the  same  township  was  also  supplied  with  slate  sur- 
face. 

One  of  the  new  school  houses  in  Lower  Heidelberg  Avas  blown  down 
by  the  storm  of  last  May.  The  board  re-built  it  on  the  same  plan  which 
was  an  aitprovedone.     The  directors  also  remodeled  Stoudt's  school 
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house  and  furnished  it  with  patent  furniture,  -making-  the  building-  equal 
to  a  new  one. 

One  of  the  Jefferson  buildings  was  destroyed  by  the  November  storm 
of  the  preceding-  year. 

The  directors  erected  a  first-class  school  house  in  its  place.  The 
building-  reflects  great  credit  on  the  board. 

The  Maxatawny  board  purchased  a  larg-e  plot  of  ground  in  the 
Seigireid  district  and  erected  a  first-class  school  house  on  the  same. 
The  room  is  large  and  properly  lighted  and  ventilated ;  it  and  the 
room  at  Bower's  station  were  supplied  AA'ith  slate  sui-face.  Muhlenberg 
erected  two  first-class  school  houses ;  both  are  properly  lighted  and 
ventilated,  and  both  have  high  ceilings  and  are  properl}'  furnished. 
Both  were  erected  imder  the  supervision  of  Marks  Schlotman,  Esq. , 
Avho  always  does  good  Avork. 

The  Oley  directors  erected  two  excellent  school  houses ;  one  of  them 
is  a  two-story  building,  Init  thus  far  only  one  room  has  been  used.  A 
few  years  ago  this  townshiji  furnished  its  buildings  with  patent  furni- 
ture, and  now  the  old  buidings  must  make  room  for  new  ones. 

Perry  erected  a  beautiful  school  house  at  Shoemakersville.  It  is  two 
stories  high,  but  thus  far  onlj'  the  first  floor  has  been  used.  This  town- 
ship has  now  good  school  accommodations  for  some  years  to  come. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  Pike  directors  put  a  new  school  house  at 
Lobachsville.  The  building  there  was  very  poor,  but  now  they  have, 
much  to  the  credit  of  the  board,  a  capital  building.  Keep  on,  gentle- 
men ! 

Richmond  put  an  excellent  building  in  the  Kemp  district.  It  is 
a  large  brick  house  comjilete  in  every  particular  including  furniture 
and  slate. 

The  Spring  directoi"s  did  credit  unto  themselves  b}'  the  verj'^  excel- 
lent building  which  the\^  erected  in  the  AdamstoAvn  district.  The  house 
is^large  and  substantial.  It  has  a  very  pleasant  room  which  is  furnished 
with  im]3roved  i)atent  furniture  and  slate  surface. 

AVORK  DONE  BY  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

I  examined  and  copied  the  fifty-three  annual  district  reports  and  for- 
warded them  to  the  School  Department  at  Harrisburg :  held  fifty -four 
iniblic  and  three  special  examinations ;  examined  six  hundi-ed  and  fifty - 
one  applicants,  of  whom  five  hundred  and  twenty-three  received  certi- 
ficates ;  held  the  county  institute  and  seventeen  local  institutes :  made 
five  hundred  and  fifty -seven  visits  to  schools ;  spent  two  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  days  in  official  duty  :  wrote  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
ofticial  letters,  and  traveled  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eight 
(3,908)  miles. 

In  concision,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  directors,  patrons  and 
pupils  for  the  courtesy  shown  me,  and  for  their  kind  cooperation  in 
advancing  the  public  school  system  of  the  county. 
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BLAIR  COUNTY.— John  H.  Likens. 

Schools. 

The  schools  were  well  attended  and  scholars  made  g-ood  progress. 
During  my  whole  term  of  superintendency  I  urged  upon  the  teachers 
and  scholars  thoroughness,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  much  good  is  the 
result.  The  schools  are  better  classified,  the  definitions,  rules  and 
principles  are  better  learned  and  undei-stood  by  the  pupils.  I  always 
protested  against  the  teachers  trying  to  do  more  than  one  thing  at  a 
time;  for  instance,  hearing  a  class  read  and  instructing  another  in 
arithmetic,  at  the  same  time.  If  there  is  any  one  class  that  should 
receive  the  attention  of  the  teacher  mor^  than  an  other,  it  is  reading. 
Scholars  spend  more  of  their  time  learning  to  read  than  in  anything 
else,  and  yet  there  are  few  good  readei-s.  The  reason  is,  they  are  not 
instructed  in  the  elocutionary  principles  of  reading.  Many  teachers,  as 
well  as  scholars,  think  that  if  they  can  only  call  words  properly  at 
sight,  that  is  all  suflicieut.  As  far  as  possible  I  always  heard  the  ad- 
vanced classes  read,  and  gave  instructions,  by  showing  them  the  im- 
portance of  being  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  reading. 

Directors'  Meeting. 

On  Thursday  of  institute  week,  a  directors'  meeting  was  held  in 
connection  with  the  institute.  Quite  a  number  of  topics  were  discussed, 
universal  good  feeling  prevailed  and  all  regretted  that  not  more  time 
could  be  given  to  a  meeting  of  this  kind  on  institute  week.  There 
should  be  more  du-ectors'  meetings  or  institutes.  Eight  or  ten  should 
be  held  annually  in  our  county  in  as  many  different  places,  convening 
at  each  meeting  the  directors  of  adjoining  districts.  We  believe  such 
meetings  would  open  the  way  for  accomplishing  much  good  for  the 
schools. 

Grading  schools  and  salaries,  local  supervision,  building  and  fur- 
nishing schools,  school  grounds,  high  schools,  etc.,  are  topics  which  di- 
rectors should  think  about,  talk  about  and  act  upon,  not  only  with  their 
ovsTi  board  but  with  other  boards.  The  good  that  some  directors  could 
do  at  these  meetings  is  immense.  Their  experience  and  intelligence 
in  school  affairs  Avould  benefit  and  stir  up  others,  and  create  a  stimulus 
which  is  greatly  needed  in  some  districts  of  this  county.  The  directors 
have  the  power.  How  important  that  they  should  use  this  power 
aright !  Oui*  coimty  contains  many  noble  directors,  devoted  head, 
heart  and  hand  to  the  good  cause.  We  meet  them  often.  They  are 
the  conservators  of  the  schools  and  of  the  system.  The  very  best  men 
in  each  district  should  be  selected  and  kept  in  this  office. 

Visitations. 

With  one  exception  all  the  schools  of  the  county  were  visited  once, 
and  quite  a  number  the  second  time.     Oui-  most  eminent  educators 
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agT3e  that  thorough  supervision  and  close  inspection  are  the  surest 
means  of  promoting  advancement.  The  distance  to  travel,  and  the 
number  of  schools  to  visit,  render  it  impossible  for  the  superintendent 
to  discharge  this  duty  with  efficiency.  District  superintendents  should 
be  appointed  who  understand  school  government,  management  and 
methods  of  instruction. 

The  County  Institute  was  held  in  the  Court  house  at  HoUidaysburg, 
commencing  December  30,  1889,  and  was  well  attended  by  teachers, 
professional  men  and  citizens.  Help  from  abroad  consisted  of  Dr.  G. 
G.Groff,  Prof.  D.  C.  Murphy,  Supt.  Brumbaugh  and  Prof.  C.  H.  Albert. 
Home  talent  was  also  abundant.  Great  interest  and  enthusiasm  were 
manifested  throughout  all  the  sessions, 

For  examinations  held  and  teachers  examined,  etc,  examine  my  sta- 
tistical report. 

Conclusion. 

Six  years  have  elapsed  since  the  directors  of  this  county  confided 
in  me  the  resi3onsible  position  of  county  superintendent.  At  the  end 
of  my  first  term,  they  were  pleased  to  endorse  my  previous  course  by 
leaving  the  trust  still  in  my  keeping.  Though  I  have  witnessed  much 
improvement,  I  cannot  say  that  I  am  satisfied  with  what  I  have  done, 
or  with  what  has  been  accomplished.  The  prosperity  of  the  work  has 
not  been  equal  to  my  desires.  Still  we  can  truly  say,  that  no  year  has 
passed  without  some  prosperity. 

In  retiring  to  "  private  life, "  I  wish  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to 
school  directors  for  their  aid  and  comfort ;  to  teachers  for  their  co- 
operation and  sympathy  :  to  friends  for  their  kindness  and  good  will, 
and  to  the  dear  children  for  their  cordial  greetings  and  manifestations 
of  friendship. 


BRADFOED  COUNTY— G.  W.  Eyan. 

This  written  report  "svill  be  brief  as  instructed  by  the  Department. 

The  attendance  at  the  county  institute  was  so  large,  that  the  opera 
liouse  had  to  be  used  instead  of  the  high  school  building,  yet  the 
feature  of  section  drills,  alternating  with  lectures  by  instructors,  was 
retained. 

The  instructors  were  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Drs.  Winship,  Home  and 
Groff,  and  the  evening  lecturers  were  Dr.  Dowling,  Eev.  E.  Nourse, 
Will.  Carleton,  E.  J.  Burdette  and  Eev.  Eussell  Conwell.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  county  institute  instructors  and  lecturers  should  be 
mentioned  by  all  county  superintendents  in  the  annual  report,  so  that 
it  may  be  known  who  are  in  demand  for  such  work, and  superintendents, 
by  consulting  each  other,  may  avoid  the  frauds  and  secure  the  ablest. 
2  School  Eeport. 
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The  Institute  was  regarded  second  to  none,  if  not  the  best  ever  held 
in  the  county. 

Possibly  these  annual  reports  may  not  be  read  by  members  of  our 
leg-islature,  or  be  regarded  by  them  as  Avorthy  of  their  consideration, 
yet  an  item  or  two  may  be  justly  mentioned, that  oii^ht  to  have  attention, 
and  by  the  next  Legislature. 

A  paid  directorship  and  closer  supervision  of  schools  are  two  things 
very  much  needed.  Bills  introduced  into  the  Legislatui'e  to  pay  each 
of  the  six  members  of  a  board  of  school  directors,  or  to  have  assistant 
superintendents,  would  doubtless  fail  of  becoming  a  law  solely  on  ac 
count  of  the  expense,  as  has  been  the  fate  of  similar  measures,  but  a 
l)aid  directorship  and  closer  supervision  might  both  be  secured  at  little 
extra  outlay  as  follows : 

Reduce  the  school  boards  to  three  members,  two  of  whom,  secretary 
and  treasurer,  are  paid  officials  and  elect  for  president  the  most  com- 
petent available  person,  and  have  such  i^ersons  visit  the  schools  house 
one  or  more  times  each  half  year,  and  report  to  the  school  board  and 
county  superintendent,  receiving  for  such  service  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation. Only  one  more  person  would  be  paid  than  at  present,  and 
the  schools  systematically  visited,  and  there  is  no  district  in  which  a 
suitable  person  could  not  be  found  for  such  work.  The  plan,  if  not 
just  what  some  might  "vvish,  would,  it  is  believed,  become  a  law. 

The  last  increase  of  a  half  million  to  our  schools  by  the  legislature, 
should  be  conditioned  that  it  be  used  for  increasing  teachers'  wages, and 
so  attested  in  annual  rei^ort. 

Directors,  generally,  are  doing  finely  in  the  erection  of  good  school 
houses  and  supplying  them  with  patent  furniture,  but  our  State  needs  a 
law  similar  to  one  in  a  sister  State,  requiring  out  buildings  for  differ- 
ent sexes,  on  separate  portions  of  the  school  ground,  under  penalty  of 
loss  of  State  appropriation. 

At  the  triennial  directors' convention  in  May,  1890,  officers  were  chosen 
for  a  convention  of  directors  at  county  institute,  December,  1890. 

The  county  teachers'  association  still  continues  its  quarterly  sessions, 
and  the  graded  and  high  schools  of  the  county  are  even  more  efficient 
in  their  work  of  general  culture  and  the  preparation  of  teachers. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  all  who  have  contributed 
to  the  cause  of  education  in  the  county. 


BUCKS  COUNTY— W.  H.  Slotter. 

The  improvements  in  the  schools  in  different  sections  of  the  county, 
and  the  attempts  made  to  secure  better  educational  advantages,  public 
and  private,  are  evidences  of  ]irogress.  Efforts  were  made  to  induce 
the  trustees  of  a  heaAily  endowed  school  to  locate  the  institution  within 
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our  borders;  another  j)rivate  school  passed  into  the  control  of  a  new 
party  who  oifers  increased  advantages.  The  high  schools  were  more 
larg-ely  attended,  having-  a  greater  number  of  puj^ils  from  the  surround- 
ing districts  than  ever  before.  Their  courses  of  study  were  extended, 
and  their  standard  for  graduation  raised.  Two  rural  districts  adopted 
a  graded  course  of  study,  two  others  lengthened  their  school  term,  two 
were  added  to  the  list  furnishing  free  text-books,  and  four  raised  the 
teachers'  salaries. 

Three  houses  were  built  this  year.  The  one  at  Doylestown  is  large 
and  commodious.  It  is  well  lighted,  heated  and  ventilated  by  the 
Eruttan-Smead  system.  The  basement,  now  used  for  playrooms,  is 
admirably  adapted  for  a  manual  training  department.  The  house  is  a 
credit  to  the  cause,  the  town,  and  the  directors.  The  same  system  of 
heating  and  ventilating  was  put  into  the  Newtown  borough  school 
building. 

The  semi-annual  meetings  of  the  school  directors'  association  were 
well  attended.  The  efforts  of  the  organization  are  commendable.  The 
more  closely  and  carefully  directors  study  questions  relating  to  the 
management  and  work  of  the  schools,  aided  by  intelligent  comparison 
of  views,  the  better  prepared  they  will  be  to  perform  wisely  the  duties 
of  their  office.  The  county  institute  has  lost  neither  in  popularity  nor 
usefulness.  Only  one  teacher  was  absent,  and  she  because  of  sickness. 
The  general  attendance  was  unusually  large.  The  work  by  divisions 
was  again  followed  Avith  success. 

Four  local  institutes  were  held.  The  instructors  did  good  work. 
The  success  of  these  meetings  was  largely  due  to  the  interest  and  help 
of  the  teachers,  directors,  patrons  and  pupils  of  the  districts  in  which 
they  were  held. 

The  county  was  divided  into  twenty-one  local  institute  districts. 
District  institutes  were  organized  in  nearly  all  of  them, holding  monthly 
or  semi-monthly  meetings.  Twelve  or  thirteen  of  these  did  good  work, 
the  rest  failed  from  a  lack  of  suitable  leaders  and  sufficient  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  for  self -improvement  to  seize  this  opportunity. 
These  organizations  can  succeed  only  when  the  members  are  hard  and 
earnest  workers,  and  nothing  will  do  more  to  make  the  schools  yield 
better  results,raise  the  salaries, and  have  the  calling  take  rank  as  a  pro- 
fession, than  a  class  of  such  workers  in  charge  of  the  schools. 

A  committee  of  teachers  appointed  by  the  county  institute  again 
conducted  an  educational  column  in  the  Bucks  county  Intelligencer,  a 
weekly  having  a  large  circulation.  The  paper  was  sent,  free  of  cost,  to 
every  teacher  in  the  county,  and  the  expense  of  the  column  paid  by  the 
editor.  Credit  is  due  the  committee  for  the  valuable  matter  in  the  col- 
umn and  the  faithful  performance  of  duty. 

The  majority  of  our  teachers  did  good  work.  The  causes  foremost 
in  producing  poor  results  were  lack  of  thorough  preparation  and  ex- 
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ecutive  ability.  As  a  consequence,  there  was  a  too  close  adherence  to 
the  text  of  the  book,  f)oor  org-anization,  no  well  defined  ends  at  which 
to  aim. 

Arbor  day  was  generally  observed.  Trees  and  shrubbery  were 
planted.  A  few  districts  enclosed  their  school  yards,  but  too  many  are 
still  open,  offering  few  attractions  and  less  protection  to  the  children. 

We  still  need  more  trained  teachers,  more  high  schools,  or  central 
graded  schools  of  an  advanced  character,  school  libraries,  and  a  general 
adoption  of  the  graded  course  of  study.  Free  text-books  are  gaining 
favor. 

We  tender  our  thanks  to  the  School  Department,  directors,  teachers, 
patrons  and  the  press  of  the  county  for  the  encouragement  and  help 
rendered. 


BUTLEK  COUNTY— W.  G.  Russell. 

Another  school  year  has  passed,  and  in  looking  back  over  the  field, 
marks  of  progress  may  be  noticed.  They  are  by  no  means  as  numerous 
as  one  might  desire,  yet  they  are  such  as  indicate  neither  retrogression 
or  stagnation.  The  teachers  were,  as  a  class,  much  better  qualified 
and  manifested  more  energy  than  ever  before.  I  feel  safe  in  saying  that 
the  teachers  of  last  winter  were  much  better  than  during  any  former 
one.  Directors  manifested  more  anxiety  than  formerly  to  secure  the 
best  talent  offered. 

During  my  visits  the  condition  of  the  schools  was  carefully  inspected, 
the  methods  of  instruction  and  government  employed  by  the  teachers 
noted,  and  when  necessary,  suggestions  for  improvement  were  given 
which  were  always  received  as  cordially  as  they  were  offered,  and  gen- 
erally acted  upon  by  the  teachers.  In  no  previous  year  of  my  con- 
nection wdth  the  superintendency  have  teachers  manifested  so  earnest  a 
desire  for  improvement,  and  they  have  made  a  most  excellent  record 
diu-ing  the  past  yeai\ 

We  are  sorry  to  report  that  in  regard  to  school  apparatus  our  progress 
is  not  so  encouraging.  Its  importance  is  not  duly  appreciated  by  our 
directors,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  limited  amount  which  has  found  its 
way  into  the  schools  during  the  last  decade.  Globes,  maps,  charts, 
mathematical  blocks,  etc.,  are  almost  as  indispensable  in  the  school 
room  as  books  and  slates,  yet  some  of  our  schools  have  been  in  oper- 
ation for  half  a  century  or  more  and  are  still  without  apparatus.  To 
illustrate  the  dark  points  that  are  constantly  arising  to  impede  the  pro- 
gress of  the  student  is  a  difficult  matter,  and  we  believe  that  if  direc- 
tors and  patrons  understood  the  great  value  of  apparatus  in  the  hands 
of  an  efficient  teacher,  we  should  be  under  the  necessity  of  reporting 
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from  year  to  year,  as  is  now  the  case,  this  dearth  of  apparatus  in  so 
large  a  jDercentage  of  our  schools. 

Our  last  county  institute  was  jsronounced  the  most  profitable  and 
successful  educational  meeting  ever  held  in  the  county.  The  interest 
and  enthusiasm  were  unflagging  from  the  opening  session  until  the 
close.  The  attendance  at  times  was  so  large  that  many  could  not  gain 
admittance  and  scores  were  thus  turned  away. 

Our  instructors  were  Miss  Lelia  Patridge,  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaefier,  Prof. 
George  E.  Little,  Dr.  A.  E.  Maltby  and  Prof.  C.  E.  Leslie,  and  well  did 
they  sustain  their  high  reputation  as  earnest,  sound,  practical  institute 
instructors.  Although  the  house  was  densely  packed,  they  were  always 
listened  to  with  the  closest  attention  by  the  entire  audience.  Our 
course  of  evening  entertainments  consisted  of  lectures  by  Prof.  George 
E.  Little,  Dr.  James  Hedley  and  Eev.  Charles.  T.  Steck.  It  was  a 
pleasant  and  profitable  meeting,  and  all  present  expressed  themselves 
as  being  well  jileased  with  the  work  of  the  institute. 

The  county  institute  has  become  a  ijotent  factor  in  tne  educational 
work  of  the  county,  and  is  doing  much  to  educate  public  sentiment  in 
the  right  direction.  The  good  work  of  out  last  institute  makes  itself 
felt  in  every  portion  of  the  county.  A  number  of  local  institutes  were 
held  in  different  parts  of  the  county  during  the  winter  which  were  well 
attended,  and  in  which  great  interest  was  manifested. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  press  of  the 
county  for  their  many  favors  rendered ;  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  for  their  counsel  and  assistance  ;  to  the  directors  for  their 
generous  hospitality ;  to  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation  and  en- 
couragement ;  and  to  the  citizens  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness ;  and  now  I  cheerfully  resign  the  superintendency  of  the  schools 
of  the  county  to  my  successor  Prof.  N.  C.  McCollough,  asking  the 
teachers,  directors  and  patrons  to  accord  to  him  the  same  degree  of  aid, 
cooperation  and  hospitality  which  they  have  always  extended  to  me, 
and  for  which  I  shall  always  feel  grateful. 


CAMBRIA  COUNTY— J.  W.  Leech. 

The  educational  interests  of  our  county  have  much  more  than  kept 
pace  with  the  times.  With  the  exception  of  four  or  five  of  our  districts, 
the  whole  county  has  moved  forward  all  along  the  line. 

Seventeen  new  school  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  and  all 
seated  with  patent  furniture.  Four  of  these  were  built  in  the  flooded 
district :  one  in  Woodvale,  two  rooms ;  one  in  Conemaugh  borough,  four 
rooms ;  one  in  Cambria  borough,  two  rooms ;  one  in  South  Fork  (Ind. ) 
district,  one  room.     This  last  house  was  built  and  furnished  and  pre- 
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sented  to  the  school  board  by  Col.  Unger,  manager  of  the  South  Fork 
Fishing  and  Hunting  Club. 

Our  appeal  for  aid  for  the  schools  of  the  flooded  districts  was  nobly 
responded  to  by  the  friends  of  the  common  schools  all  over  our  State, 
as  the  following  report  ^vill  show :

Since  Woodvale,  Conemaugh  borough,  and  Cambria  borough  were 
compelled  to  erect  buildings  (all  having  been  completely  destroyed  by 
the  flood) ,  the  bulk  of  the  fund  was  given  to  them. 

Millville  and  South  Fork  finding  their  o\vu  resources  sufficient  to 
carry  them  through,  declined  to  receive  any  aid. 

Everything  connected  Avith  the  disbursement  of  this  fund  has  been 
satisfactory  to  all  parties  concerned.  The  first  complaint  remains  to 
be  heard. 

The  commitee  which  sent  out  the  apjDeal  requested  the  late  and 
deeply-lamented  Dr.  Higbee  to  be  custodian  of  this  fund  ;  this  he  de- 
clined, and  substituted  the  name  of  J.  W.  Leech. 

If  the  flood  was  the  most  awful  calamity  of  the  century,  and  it  surely 
loas,  the  noble  form  of  sweet  charity  has  b^^ilded  a  monument  o'er  the 
sad  ruins  which  aching  hearts  can  never  forget,  and  proves  that  man 
is  brother  now  to  man  the  world  o'er. 

Our  county  institute  held  November  18  Avas  the  best  in  every  respect 
ever  held  in  the  county.  Instructors  were  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder,  Dr.  E. 
E.  White,  Superintendent  M.  G.  Brumbaugh,  Prof.  George  W.  lunes, 
of  Blairsville, and  Prof.  M.  E.  Bennett,  of  Morrell  Institute,  Johnstown. 
Evening  lecturers  Conwell,  Bruce,  B.  K.,  Dr.  White  and  Colonel  San- 
ford. 

Very  successful  local  institutes  were  held  in  many  of  the  foremost 
districts  in  the  county.  These  meetings  are  aAvakeniug  an  interest 
among  the  people.  Our  teachers  generally  have  been  doing  better 
work  than  ever  before.  They  are  enthusiastic,  industrious  and  loyal. 
This  is  our  greatest  cause  for  encouragement.  They  are,  after  all,  the 
most  important  factor  in  the  education  of  our  children. 

There  are  many  things  yet  to  be  improved,  some  of  which  are  :  Lack 
of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  parents ;  irregular  and  careless  attendance 
by  many  pupils.  Filthy  water-closets  which  it  seems  to  be  no  one's 
duty  to  look  after.  Lack  of  necessary  books  and  apparatus,  and  the 
election  of  men  to  the  office  of  school  director  whose  sole  aim  in  life 
seems  to  be  to  lower  the  school  tax  and  school  expenses. 

We  are  not  going  to  correct  these  errors  all  at  once,  but  will  leave 
some  for  f utui'e  generations. 
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CAMEEON  COUNTY— H.  L.  Pearsall. 

The  public  schools  of  Cameron  county  have  passed  a  successful  year. 

Enterprise  has  erected  a  new  school  house  which  was  much  needed. 

Our  school-boards  have  very  generally  been  liberal  in  providing*  new 
and  needed  apparatus.  All  districts  in  the  county  now  have  outline 
wall  maps  of  the  state  and  anatomical  charts  while  many  schools  have 
considerable  additional  apparatus. 

The  schools  of  Emporium  deserve  special  mention.  Under  the  prin- 
cipalship  of  Prof.  H.  H.  Weber  an  excellent  course  of  study  has  been 
inaugurated.  The  second  annual  commencement  exercises  of  the 
graduating-  class  was  a  creditable  effort,  held  in  the  Opera  House  April 
25. 

The  County  teachers'  institute  held  in  Driftwood  compared  favorably 
with  any  of  its  predecessors. 

The  several  local  institutes  held  were  a  marked  improvement  on  pre- 
vious sessions,  which  I  think  is  largely  due  to  the  teachers  taking  a  more 
active  part  in  the  exercises. 

Two  years  ago  we  dwelt  at  length  in  our  report  upon  the  value  of  the 
undivided  school  term  and  the  poor  progress  and  attendance  diiring  the 
summer  term.  But  some  districts  still  divide  the  term  and  have  schools 
open  during  July  and  August  and  are  likely  to  continue  this  pernicious 
custom  until  stopped  by  legislative  action. 

If  a  personal  or  family  reference  is  admissible  in  closing  this  report, 
will  say  that,  owing  to  the  continued  illness  of  our  little  daughter,  which 
illness  we  have  reason  to  believe  was  brought  on  and  sustained  by  the 
climatic  conditions  of  Cameron  county,  we  determined  to  retire  from  the 
superintendency  at  the  close  of  the  present  term.  In  retiring  we  de- 
sire to  express  our  most  sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  School  De- 
partment, the  directors,  teachers,  pupils  and  patrons  of  the  schools  of 
our  county  for  the  uniform,  courteous  and  friendly  treatment  accorded 
me  during  the  seven  years  of  continuous  service. 

And  with  a  hope  for  higher  attainment  in  our  already  exalted  system 
of  common  schools  I  cordially  pass  my  official  title  to  my  worthy  suc- 
cessor. 


CAEBON  COUNTY— T.  A.  Snyder. 

Earnest,  steady  and  thorough  work  is  the  record  of  most  of  the 
schools  of  Carbon  county  for  the  year  ending  June,  1890.  A  higher 
standard  of  scholarship  is  being  required  of  the  teachers  in  most  of  the 
districts  and  the  teachers  are  demanding  and  are  receiving  better  pay. 
Most  of  the  districts  are  giving  the  teachers  the  benefit  of  the  increased 
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State  appropriation,  either  by  leng-thening-  the  school  term  or  by  in- 
creasing the  salaries.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
further  increased  aj)propriation  which  \\dll  be  distributed  by  the  State 
next  year  vn\\  be  used  by  all  the  directors  for  the  advancement  of  the 
schools  and  not  for  the  lowering  of  the  tax  rate  to  a  fewer  number  of 
mills  on  the  dollar. 

A  few  of  the  schools  of  the  county  are  making  the  mistake  of  pushing 
the  pupils  too  rapidly  through  the  common  school  branches  into  the 
higher  branches,  simply  to  haA^e  them  graduate.  This  is  doing  a  posi- 
tive injury  to  the  pupils  and  to  the  educational  interests  in  the  districts, 
for  the  pupils  and  their  parents  have  an  idea  that  all  is  learned  that  is 
worth  learning  when  they  graduate  from  the  high  school  with  very 
high  percentages,  and  no  further  effort  is  made  to  procure  a  more 
thorough  and  better  education. 

Each  district  should  see  that  the  pupils  are  required  to  pass  a  thor- 
ough examination  in  all  the  branches  passed  and  then  only  on  marks 
that  give  them  a  true  idea  of  their  proper  standing. 

The  examination  in  the  coimty  course  is  rigid,  but  not  too  much  so, 
the  pupils  when  they  graduate  from  the  same  understand  their  true 
standing,  and  many  of  them  take  a  further  course  of  instrction  in  higher 
institutions  of  learning.  Classes  graduated  in  the  county  coiirse  at 
Lehighton,  Summit  Hill,  East  Mauch  Chunk,  Tresckow  and  Nesque- 
honing. 

The  class  at  Lehighton,  being  the  largest,  having  eleven  in  number, 
and  at  Summit  Hill,  the  next  in  size,  having  six  in  number.  Classes 
graduated  at  Mauch  Chunk  and  at  Lansford  but  they  Avere  not  examined 
by  a  committee  selected  the  same  as  in  the  county  course.  Nothing 
can  do  the  public  school  cause  more  injury  in  a  community  than  the 
graduating  of  its  pupils  Avith  high  percentages  and  great  eclat  when 
they  do  not  desei-A'e  it.  The  public  soon  becomes  thoroughly  disgusted 
with  the  schools  in  general  and  all  interest  is  lost  in  the  schools. 

The  better  class  of  pupils  are  withdrawn  from  the  public  schools  and 
sent  eleswhere.  It  is  hoped  that  this  matter  will  receive  the  careful 
consideration  of  the  teachers,  directors  and  parents  and  that  proper 
safeguards  will  be  thrown  around  all  our  high  schools,  so  that  a  high 
standard  can  be  maintained  and  good  work  be  accomplished  everywhere 
throughout  the  county. 

Mahoning  towTiship  built  two  comfortable  new  school  buildings  dur- 
ing the  last  year ;  East  Penn  township  built  a  good  school  building  at 
Ginders  ;  Lower  Towamensing  township  directors  built  a  comfortable 
new  school  house  at  the  Eire  Line  ;  the  Banks  township  directors  built  a 
well  lighted  and  well- ventilated  one-roomed  school  building  at  Beaver 
Meadow  to  accommodate  the  growing  school  popiilation  in  that  town  : 
two  fine  four-roomed  school  buildings  are  in  progi'ess  at  Lansford  and 
one  at  Nesquehoning,  both  towns  are  growing  rapidly  and  a  number  of 
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new  schools  will  be  necessary  to  accomodate  the  large  school  i^opulation 
at  the  ojiening  of  the  schools  next  fall.  Thus  the  good  work  goes  on  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  county  and  old,  badly-ventilated  and  small 
school  buildings  are  fast  giving  way  to  good,  well -lighted,  well  venti- 
lated and  commodious  school  buildings. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  good  work  will  continue  until  all  the  pupils  in  the 
county  will  have  the  advantage  of  a  good  school  building. 

The  county  and  local  institutes  last  year  were  largely  attended.  The 
instructors  at  the  comity  institute  were  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,  principal  of 
the  Millersville  State  Normal  School ;  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder,  principal  of 
the  Indiana  State  Normal  School ;  Miss  Sarah  B.  Barber,  of  Palatinate 
College;  Dr.  J.  W.  Kedway,  of  Philadelphia ;  MissMathilde  E.  Coffin, 
of  Millersville ;  Prof.  D.  A.  Augsburg,  of  New  York ;  Miss  Mary  K. 
Plaisted,  of  Peekskill,  New  York,  and  Miss  Jean  Glenn,  of  Asbury 
Park,  New  Jersey. 

The  evening  lecturers  were  Dr.  James  Hedley,  of  Cincinnati,  on  "  The 
Sunny  Side  of  Life"  ;  Hon.  Charles  Steck  on  "  The  Hero  Recognized 
and  Unrecognized"  ;  Hon.  George  R.  Wendling  on  "Popular  Delu- 
sions, "  and  Rev.  Waldo  Messaros,  of  New  York  city,  on  "  Hooks  in  Our 
Noses. " 

Rev.  W.  P.  Stevenson,  of  Maucli  Chunk,  and  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder,  de- 
livered excellent  addresses  to  the  directors  and  parents  on  Thursday 
afternoon.  Nearly  every  teacher  in  the  county  attended  full  time  and 
the  total  attendance  for  the  week  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
county.  Much  interest  was  taken  in  the  lectures,  and  the  large  opera 
house  was  crowded  each  evening. 

The  institute  was  largely  attended  by  citizens  and  directors  from  all 
parts  of  the  county,  and  the  people  of  Lehighton  did  all  they  could  to 
help  the  institute  along. 

The  institute  was  in  session  when  the  sad  news  of  the  sickness  and 
death  of  our  most  worthy  State  Superintendent,  Hon.  E.  E.  Higbee, 
was  telegraphed  over  the  wires. 

Appropriate  resolutions  were  at  once  drafted  and  presented  and  the 
institute  showed  its  appreciation  of  our  most  worthy  leader  of  the  past 
by  a  standing  vote.  When  the  call  for  the  Higbee  Memorial  Fund 
was  made  little  Carbon  responded  at  once  and  contributed  one  hundred 
and  eighteen  dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($118. 30)  as  her  share  of  the  fund. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  thank  the  school  directors,  teachers,  cit- 
izens and  ■  the  press  for  the  hearty  support  which  they  have  given  me 
at  all  times  when  endeavoring  to  advance  the  schools  of  the  county. 
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CENTRE  COUNTY— D.  M.  Wolf. 

The  pro^-ess  of  oiu-  schools  dui-ing-  the  past  temi  was  greatly  hin- 
dered by  the  prevailing  influenza,  causing  in-egular  attendance  in 
many  districts  and  in  some  reducing  it  to  less  than  half  the  enrolment. 

New  houses  were  built  in  the  following  districts :  College,  one,  two- 
room  ,  Gregg,  one ;  Howard  township,  one  ;  Spring,  two,  one  a  two- 
roomed  building ;  Walker,  one.  The  house  in  College  is  specially  pleas- 
ing in  its  architectiu'al  design,  so  also  those  in  Spring ;  the  one  in 
Gregg  is  of  brick  and  excellent  as  regards  design  and  convenience ; 
those  in  Howard  and  Walker  are  plain  but  substantial  and  comfort- 
able buildings. 

Improved  seating  is  gradually  displacing  the  old  and  uncomfoi-t- 
able  furniture,  whilst  natural  slate  is  slowly  but  surely  taking  the  place 
of  the  usual,  but  unsatisfactory,  black-boards ;  maps  and  charts  were 
supplied  in  many  districts. 

Our  county  institute  was  the  center  of  much  interest  and  of  good 
work.  The  receipts  from  lectures  and  entertainments  are  not  so  large  as 
the  attendance  would  indicate,  because,  as  the  institute  is  supported  in 
part  by  public  money,  we  have  given  as  many  free  lectures  as  j)ossible 
and  placed  the  admission  to  pay  lectures  at  twenty-five  cents,  thus 
opening  the  doors  to  many  who  could  not  have  paid  higher  rates. 

The  commencement  of  the  Belief onte  high  school  Avas  very  credit- 
able to  the  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  sustaining  their  parts  un- 
usually well.  The  address  of  Dr.  Waller  was  well  received  by  a 
large  audience  and  Avhilst  the  memory  of  Dr.  Higbee  is  gratefully 
cherished,  a  cordial  gi-eeting  and  a  hearty  Godsjieed  are  extended  to 
his  successor. 

The  permanent  organization  of  directors  entered  into  several  years 
ago,  is  steadily  growing  in  its  power  for  e^ood,  and  its  influence  is  al- 
ready felt  in  the  educational  work  of  the  county. 

In  the  main  om-  teachers  are  earnest,  faithful  and  progi-essive,  though 
some  are  content  if  they  "can  only  get  a  certificate,"  whilst  directors 
are  too  often  readj'^  to  accept  such  ;  and  j'et  it  is  difficult  to  discriminate 
as  those  with  lower  grade  certificates  frequently  do  better  work  in  the 
school-room  than  others  AAdtli  the  higher  certificates  or  diplomas. 

And  now  in  closing  this,  my  last  report,  I  -ftash  to  express  my  grateful 
acknowledgment  of  the  helpful  kindness  constantly  sho-wn  me  during 
the  past  nine  years  and  bespeak  the  same  for  my  successor. 
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CHESTEE  COUNTY— Joseph  S.  Walton. 

There  is  a  growing  tendency  to  retain  oiir  tried  and  efficient  teachers, 
to  avoid  change  and  inexperience  and  to  improve  the  working-  outfit  of 
the  schools. 

Scarcely  twelve  per  cent,  of  our  teachers  were  beginners  dui"ing  the 
l^ast  year. 

Three-fourths  of  the  force  have  received  normal  school  training. 
One  hundred  and  forty  (140)  hold  the  higher  grade  certificates — thus  we 
were  enabled  to  begin  the  year's  work  better  equipped  than  usual. 
There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  noted  all  along  the  line  of  in- 
struction, but  especially  so  in  reading  and  primary  work ;  much  of  this 
is  due  to  a  new  feature  introduced  into  our  late  county  institute. 

Through  the  courtesy  and  interest  of  the  faculty  of  the  West  Chester 
State  Normal  School,  each  one  of  our  teachers  was  enabled  to  witness, 
for  three  hours  during  the  week — the  regular  model  school  work,  as  con- 
ducted by  Miss  Mary  A.  Spear  and  Miss  Eva  J.  Blanchard.  The  re- 
sults of  this  plan  have  proved  far  more  valuable  than  anticipated. 
It  produced  more  direct  returns  than  the  entire  remaining  sessions 
of  the  institute.  Could  we  in  some  way  further  enlist  a  more  substan- 
tial public  support  of  what  has  been  so  well  begun — by  more  and  bet- 
ter school  facilities — more  beauty  and  comfort  in  and  around  the  school 
houses,  more  books  and  apparatus — libraries  and  reading  tables,  &c. ,  — 
more  encouragement  and  interest  among  jDatrons.  Could  we  eliminate 
from  the  public  mind  the  belief  that  teachers  can,  in  some  mysterious 
way,  "  make  bricks  without  straw, " — Americanize  the  ever-increasing 
flow  of  foreign  speech  and  thought,  stem  the  tide  of  vice  and  criminal- 
ity, and  present  the  state,  the  home  and  the  church,  with  the  highest 
crown  of  modem  times,  men  and  women  ;  could  we  eliminate  from  the 
public  mind  the  fact  that  this  can  be  done  for  thirty -five  dollars  per 
month,  without  extra  books  and  apparatus,  we  would  stand  upon  the 
threshold  of  a  new  era  in  the  educational  history  of  our  country. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  organize  teachers'  reading  circles  in  con- 
nection with  our  local  associations,  which  has  been  rewarded  with  only 
partial  success.  We  trust  another  year  will  secure  greater  interest  in 
this  much-neglected  department. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  different  local  associations, 
district  number  one  invited  the  county  association  to  a  meeting  at 
Berwyn,  this  was  well  attended  and  did  much  good.  Besides  these 
meetings  planned  and  conducted  by  the  teachers,  four  local  institutes 
and  several  evening  meetings  were  held.  Examinations  have  been  con- 
ducted in  all  those  districts  where  a  graded  course  of  study  permits  us 
to  examine  pupils  and  grant  diplomas  to  those  who  have  creditably 
completed  the  prescribed  course. 

Our  county  directors'  association  is  growing  in  influence  and  effici- 
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ency.  At  a  recent  semi-annual  meeting,  the  subject  of  manual  training- 
was  thoroughly  discussed  and  much  interest  manifested.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  hold  meetings,  visit  school  boards  and  explain  the 
advantages  of  this  additional  factor  in  educating  oui-  youth.  As  a  result 
of  their  earnest  labor,  three  more  districts  have  decided  to  introduce  it 
and  many  others  speak  warmly  of  the  plan. 

It  is  proposed,  in  those  districts  convenient  to  railroads,  to  employ  a 
competent  instructor  one  or  two  days  each  week.  The  shops  are  to  be 
located  in  the  basements  of  the  schopl  houses.  It  was  further  agreed 
by  our  directors,  that  a  State  directors'  association  was  desirable,  and 
delegates  were  appointed  to  attend,  when  such  a  convention  should  be 
called. 

All  but  sixteen  (16)  of  oui-  sixty -eight  (68)  school  districts  furnish 
the  text  books,  and  in  two  rm-al  districts,  the  stationery  and  all  neces- 
sary supplies  free  of  cost.  All  but  three  or  four  of  these  sixteen  dis- 
tricts supply  half  to  two-thirds  of  the  necessary  books.  It  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  by  another  year,  with  the  assistance  of  the  increase  in  the 
State  appropriation,  we  may  be  able  to  report,  that  every  school  dis- 
trict in  Chester  county  supplies  the  text  books. 


CLARION  COUNTY— C.  F.  McNuir. 

No  radical  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  workings  of  the  schools 
of  Clarion  county  since  my  last  annual  report.  During  the  past  year, 
conditions  have  not  been  the  most  favorable  for  good  work.  The  winter 
was  very  open,  we  had  almost  continuous  rain  and  bad  roads.  Much 
more  than  the  usual  amount  of  sickness  prevailed  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  winter,  partly  on  account  of  which,  there  seemed  to  be  a  general 
stagnation  in  business  of  all  kinds,  and  the  schools  were  not  an  except- 
ional branch.  About  one-half  of  the  schools  were  closed  from  one  to 
three  weeks  between  the  holidays,  and  the  close  of  the  term.  Attend- 
ance was  irresTilar.  It  was  a  struggle  to  keep  school  going,  let  alone 
keeping  up  enthusiasm.  Considering  the  difficulties  encountered,  our 
teachers  were  faithful  and  persevering,  and  did  much  excellent  work. 

Low  wages  and  division  of  the  school  year  into  summer  and  winter 
terms,  often  taught  by  different  teachers  too,  in  some  districts,  are  still 
barriers  to  progress  in  this  county.  If  it  is  the  desire  of  parents,  living 
in  rural  districts,  to  make  the  educaticm  of  their  chikben  a  secondary 
aifair,  and  send  them  to  school  during  their  spare  moments  only,  prob- 
ably four  months'  school  would  answer  their  purpose.  The  two  months 
summer  school  is  usually  taught  by  beginners  and  attended  by  primary 
pupils  only.  But  little  good  is  realized  by  the  taxpayer  or  general 
public  by  this  short  term.     A  still  further  disadvantage  follows  in  the 
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difficulty,  in  securing-  an  efficient  teacher  for  the  winter  term,  on  account 
of  its  furnishing-  employment  for  so  short  a  time.  Better,  much  better, 
hire  a  little  help  in  the  fall  and  spring-,  and  give  the  children  an  op- 
portunity of  g-oing-  to  school  Avhen  they  are  old  enough  to  accomplish 
something-  by  study.  The  amount  paid  for  public  schools  by  the  aver- 
ag-e  taxpayer  in  rural  districts  is  very  small,  when  compared  with  the 
cost  of  educating  his  children  away  from  home,  in  academies  and 
normal  schools.  In  those  higher  institutions  we  find  the  classes  in  the 
common  branches  crowded,  even  after  they  have  been  studied  by  the 
same  pupils  in  the  public  schools  for  ten  years  or  longer.  I  am  aware 
that  this  is  not  very  creditable  to  om-  public  schools,  and  yet  it  seems 
to  be  true. 

Arbor  Day  was  not  generally  observed  by  the  schools  throughout  the 
county.  The  grounds  in  most  districts  are  not  enclosed,  and  trees 
planted  thereon  are  soon  destroyed.  Many  of  our  school  houses  are 
situated  in  natural  groves,  and  are  abundantly  shaded.  Our  county 
institute  was  one  of  much  interest,  and  gave  entire  satisfaction.  Prof. 
Richard  G.  Boone,  teacher  of  pedagogy  in  Indiana  State  University, 
and  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  were  the  regular  day  instructors  for  the  week. 
Some  of  the  teachers  of  the  Clarion  State  Normal  and  prominent  local 
teachers  in  the  county  gave  instruction  also.  Prof.  J.  S.  Brown,  of 
Canton,  Ohio,  had  charge  of  the  music.  Evening  lectures  were  delivered 
by  John  R.  Clarke,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  ;  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  of  the  School 
Department  at  Harrisburg ;  Joseph  Cook,  of  Boston,  and  Hon.  B.  K. 
Bruce,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  The  attendance  of  teachers  was  larger 
than  usual.  Ministers  and  prominent  citizens  were  present  from  all 
parts  of  the  county.  Our  people  in  Clarion  and  vicinity  turned  out  en 
masse  at  both  the  day  and  evening  sessions.  A  few  directors  were  pre- 
sent and  organized  an  association  ;  Capt.  J.  Z.  Brown  was  ejected  presi- 
dent and  M.  E.  Hess,  secretary.  \       ^^^  •%  "^V^

CLEARFIELD   COUNTY— Matt  Savage. 

This  report  closes  the  work  of  six  very  busy  years,  and  in  chasing 
back  through  these  years,  very  many  strange  comparisons  may  be 
found.  It  might  be  interesting  to  speak  of  many  of  the  changes  in 
our  school  affairs,  but,  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  we  will  forbear. 

The  presentation  of  flags  to  fully  one  third  of  the  schools  of  the 
county,  was  a  special  feature  of  the  year's  work.  The  erection  of  some 
very  fine  school  houses  in  certain  sections  of  the  comity,  proves  the 
hold  that  progress  has  ujjon  the  minds  of  our  school  directors.  They 
are  all  handsome  convenient  and  comfortable.  Less  than  a  dozen  houses 
in  the  county  have  the  old-fashioned  desks.     The  grounds  are  being 
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cleaned  up,  and  in  many  instances  fine  shade  trees  are  growing,  as  a 
result  of  our  Arbor  Day  work.     Let  this  good  work  go  on. 

Oui"  county  institute  was,  in  eveiy  way,  the  finest  ever  held  in  the 
county.  This  seems  the  universal  sentiment,  and  from  the  hundreds 
that  could  not  gain  admission,  either  day  or  evening,  it  would  seem 
that  the  enthusiasm  of  our  people  is  away  up. 

AVe  had  for  our  day  instructors.  Prof.  S.  G.  Smith,  Prof.  S.  S.  Netf , 
Prof.  G.  W.  Innes,  and  Prof.  B.  C.  Youngman.  Besides  these,  the 
school  principals  and  leading  teachers  of  the  county  gave  addresses 
and  read  able  i^apers  on  important  educational  topics.  Miss  Anna 
Gibson,  soloist,  and  Miss  Anne  Nash  Blair,  elocutionist,  aided  materi- 
ally in  the  entertainment  feature. 

The  lectirrers  were  Dr.  James  Hedley,  Hon.  W.  C.  P.  Breckinridge 
of  Kentucky,  Will  Carleton  and  the  Nye  and  Biley  combination.  A 
charming  feature  of  the  day  work,  was  the  dumb-bell  drill,  given  by 
Miss  Georgia  Martin  and  her  pupils,  of  the  Clearfeld  schools. 

The  school  work  during  the  six  years  just  closed,  was  all  that  we  had 
hoped  it  would  be,  and  while  at  times  there  may  have  seemed  to  be 
friction,  yet  all  ended  well.  For  the  many  courtesies  and  kindnesses  of 
teachers  and  pupils,  the  hospitalities  of  the  people,  and  the  co-operation 
of  all,  we  are  everlastingly  indebted. 


CLINTON  COUNTY— D.  M.  Beungaed. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  in  educa- 
tional matters  throughout  the  county.  I  find  much  to  commend  and 
not  a  little  to  censure.  If  there  is  one  thing  more  than  another  that 
merits  the  care  and  attention  of  the  American  citizen,  it  is  oui-  system 
of  public  schools.  They  are  the  underlying  structure  of  our  government. 
By  properly  educating  the  coming  citizen,  we  strengthen  and  perpet- 
uate the  boon  of  free  government,  as  handed  down  to  us  by  our  patriot 
fathers. 

Three  new  school  houses  were  built  during  the  yeal',  one  in  Allison, 
one  in  Colebrook  and  one  in  East  Keating.  They  were  all  furnished 
with  patent  desks,  besides  other  necessary  school  apparatus.  Several 
other  houses  were  furnished  Avdth  paitent  seats  and  desks.  There  are 
still  twenty-seven  rooms  without  suitable  furniture.  We  trust  these 
may  soon  be  supplied.  Modern  improvements  are  just  as  necessarj'^  in 
the  school-room  as  anywhere  else.  Slate  sm-faces,  in  a  number  of  in- 
stances, were  made  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  black-board,  which  was 
oftentimes  unfit  for  use,  and  a  source  of  discouragement  to  teacher  and 
pupil.  Maps,  charts  and  dictionaries  were  pm-chased  in  a  number  of 
districts.     A  piano  was  purchased  for  the  Eenovo  high  school,  and  an 
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organ  for  the  Log-aiiton  schools.  The  necessary  apparatus  should  be 
placed  into  every  school -room,  and  every  teacher  required  to  use  it. 

Our  school  yards  should  all  be  surrounded  with  neat  and  durable 
fences.  The  school  "rounds  should  also  be  planted  with  trees.  These 
things  would  add  materially  to  the  welfare  of  every  community. 

The  teaching-  force  included  thirty -four  normal  g-raduates,  besides 
fifty -four  who  have  had  more  or  less  training'  at  onv  State  normal 
schools.  This  we  consider  praiseworthy  as  well  as  noteworthy.  The 
State  incurs  great  expense  in  maintaining-  these  schools,  and  our  young- 
people,  especially  those  who  expect  to  teach,  should  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantag-es  which  they  offer.  A  more  direct  benefit  results  from 
the  work  of  the  trained  than  the  untrained  teacher.  It  is  true,  many 
are  failures  with  all  such  aclvantag-es,  but  it  is  equally  true,  that  with- 
out the  training-,  they  would  be  still  gi-eater  failures. 

A  few  of  our  teachers  are  fairly  well  paid.  The  mass  of  tiiem  are  not. 
Twenty  or  twenty-five  dollars  does  not,  ivill  not,  and  cmi  not  secure 
efficient  teaching-  services  anywhere. 

With  the  assistance  the  State  gives,  teachers'  salaries  should  be  in- 
creased and  more  apparatus  provided  for  our  schools.  Any  other  dis- 
position of  this  fund  is  virtually  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  law. 

There  should  also  be  some  discrimination  in  fixing  the  salaries  of 
teachers.  It  is  not  g-ood  economy,  and  is  practiced  nowhere  else,  ex- 
cept in  fixing-  teachers'  salaries,  to  pay  the  novice  as  much  as  the  tried, 
faithful  teacher,  with  an  experience  of  from  five  to  twenty  years.  In 
almost  everything-  else  skilled  labor  receives  due  consideration  and 
recog-nition.  Neither  should  the  numerical  size  of  the  school  have  any- 
thing- to  do  with  the  g-rading-  of  salaries.  It  requires  as  much  time  and 
teaching-  ability  to  teach  ten  pupils  as  forty  pupils. 

One  district  had  the  two-term  system,  thus  virtually  not  according- 
to  all  of  school  ag-e  the  benefit  of  the  minimum  term.  In  rural  districts 
many  of  the  larg-er  pupils  are  necessitated  to  labor  on  the  farm,  and 
the  schools  should  be  kept  open,  that  they  too  may  have  the  advantag-e 
of  as  much  of  the  whole  term  as  jDossible.  The  g-reatest  g-ood  to  the 
g-reatest  number  should  be  made  the  rule  invariably. 

A  number  of  local  institutes  were  held  and,  with  one  exception,  well 
attended.  The  i)rogi'essive  teacher  was  always  present  and  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  work.  Bad  roads  and  inclement  weather  hindered  a 
few  from  being-  in  attendance. 

The  county  teachers  institute  was  held  at  Lock  Haven,  December 
17-21.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  were  enrolled.  The  instructors  were, 
Dr.  Edward  Brooks,  Profs.  F.  V.  Irish,  D.  B.  Simpson  and  D.  C. 
Murphy.  Evening-  lectures  and  entertainments  were  given  by  Dr. 
Edward  Brooks,  Prof.  S.  T.  Ford  and  John  R.  Clarke.  The  teachers' 
reunion  was  held  on  Monday  evening.  The  music  was  directed  by 
Prof.  E.  E.  Adams.  One  of  the  pleasant  features  of  the  institute — day 
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and  evening — was  the  very  excellent  singing  by  Miss  Jean  Glenn. 
Thus  has  ended  a  year  of  hard  and  incessant  toil,  a  striving  to  lift  school 
work  to  a  higher  plane.  While  our  success  in  some  departments  of 
the  work  did  not  measure  up  to  expectations,  we  believe  that  even  fail- 
ure after  long  stiiviug,  is  gi-ander  than  success  without  striving. 

Much  has  been  done  in  the  past,  but,  we  believe,  that  even  more  has 
been  left  undone. 

May  God  aid  us  all — directors,  teachers  and  patrons  to  live  and  labor 
in  the  development  of  the  coming  man  and  woman. 

May  the  standard  of  excellence  in  all  that  is  good,  and  useful,  and 
beautiful,  fully  measui-e  up  to  the  intelligence  we  claim. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Department  for  counsel  received  ; 
the  local  press  for  publishing  educational  matter ;  the  directors  and 
teachers  for  their  co-operation,  and  patrons  and  ]iupils  for  many  kind- 
nesses bestowed. 


COLUIMBIA  COUNTY— J.  S.  Grimes. 

During  the  i)ast  year  new  school  houses  were  erected  in  the  follow- 
ing to\vnships  :  Bloomsbui-g,  one  ;  Briar  Creek,  one  ;  Conyngham,  one  ; 
Fishing  Creek,  one  ;  Jackson,  one  ;  Locust,  one  ;  Orange,  one. 

The  high  school  building  recently  erected  in  Bloomsburg,  is  in  width 
on  Centre  street,  62  feet  4  inches  and  92  feet  6  inches  in  depth,  with 
corner  tower  that  projects  7  feet  toward  Centre,  and  4  feet  5  inches  on 
the  south  ;  there  are  two  side  stair  towers  30  feet  5  inches  long  by  15 
feet  13  inches  wide.  The  basement  is  9  feet  high  in  the  clear,  and 
contains  the  dry-air  closets,  heaters,  those  being  set  in  their  nests,  two 
in  each,  so  constructed  that  either  one  or  both  can  be  fired,  as  the 
atmosphere  may  require,  and  coal  cellar. 

The  first  floor  is  divided  into  four  recitation  rooms  by  a  center  hall, 
leading  back  from  the  front  entrance  to  a  transverse  hall,  that  connects 
the  side  stair  towers.  These  halls  are  eight  feet  wide,  and  entirely 
unobstructed  throughout  their  entire  length,  so  as  to  i3ro\dde  ample 
means  of  ingress  and  egress.  The  front  rooms  are  twenty-four  by 
thirty-four,  and  the  rear  ones  twenty-eight  by  thirty-six,  being  of  sufii- 
cient  size  to  accommodate  fifty  pupils  in  each,  all  of  them  being  sup- 
plied vdth.  wardrobes  for  teachers  and  pupils,  and  furnished  with  sta 
tionary  washstand  and  bowl.  Three  stair  ways  lead  to  the  second 
story  which  is  divided  into  a  hall  fifty  by  fifty-six,  two  recitation  rooms 
seventeen  by  twenty-four  and  a  library  and  directors'  room  twenty- 
four  by  twenty-six,  which  is  supplied  with  a  stationary  bookcase. 

The  Rutan  and  Smead  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  is  used. 
The  total  cost  of  the  building,  heating,  furniture,  etc.,  was  $25,330.47. 
Tliis  is  the  best  public  school  building  in  this  part  of  the  State.

The  directors  have  not  only  been  careful  to  erect  ^ood  buildings,  but 
have  also  exercised  great  care  in  the  selection  of  school  sites,  furniture 
and  black-boards. 

Slate  black-boards  were  placed  in  the  Rohrsburg  school  and  in  half 
of  the  schools  in  Locust  township. 

In  consequence  of  la  grippe,  rainy  Aveather  and  muddy  roads,  it  was 
impossible  for  me  to  visit  the  winter  term  of  the  Diltz  and  Montgom- 
ery schools  in  Sugar  Loaf  township,  but  I  have  visited  the  Diltz  and  a 
number  of  the  other  schools  in  that  township  in  July  and  August. 

The  Montgomery  school  (except  a  number  that  were  temporarily 
closed  when  I  was  there)  is  the  only  school  that  I  failed  to  visit  during 
all  the  years  of  my  superintendency.  The  school  closed  much  earlier 
than  I  thought  it  would,  but  it  closed  only  a  day  or  two  before  I  got 
there. 

All  my  time  has  been  occupied  in  the  interest  of  the  schools.  Many 
of  them  were  visited  twice  and  some  of  them  three  and  four  times. 

The  grippe  caused  me  many  miles  of  extra  driving,  I  found  as  many 
as  three  teachers  absent  from  their  schools  in  a  single  day  on  account 
of  sickness. 

The  county  institute,  pronounced  by  competent  critcis  the  best  ever 
held  in  this  county,  was  held  at  Bloomsburg  during  the  week  com- 
mencing, Monday,  December  16.  The  following  were  the  instructors 
and  lecturers :  Dr.  Mary  Allen,  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Dr.  Ira  Brown,  Prof. 
J.  P.  Welsh,  Mrs.  Alma  Sager  Welsh,  Superintendent  D.  A.  Harman, 
Misses  Enola  B.  Guie,  Clara  E.  Smith,  Annie  Miller,  Profs.  Wm. 
Noetling,  C.  H.  Albert,  H.  F.  Chapin,  T.  B.  Shannon,  J.  F.  Harkins, 
L.  P.  Sterner,  J.  S.  Sterner,  J.  S.  Kline,  E.  O.  Excell,  G.  E.  Wendling, 
Dr.  Nourse,  Will  Carleton,  Leland  Power. 

Successful  local  institutes  were  held  in  Benton,  Fishing  Creek, 
Orangeville,  Millville,  Rohrsburg,  Numidia  and  Centralia. 

Prof.  I.  O.  Goho  delivered  a  popular  lecture  at  the  Orangeville  in- 
stitute, Hon.  Henry  Houck  at  the  Millville  institute,  and  State  Superin- 
tendent Waller  at  the  Centralia  institute. 

Miss  Helen  Ferguson,  Superintendents  Freeman  and  Estler  and  a 
number  of  other  prominent  instructors  rendered  valuable  assistance. 
The  institutes  were  Avell  attended  and  great  interest  was  manifested  in 
the  exercises. 

Last  September  a  graded  course  of  study  for  the  ungraded  schools 
of  the  county  was  carefully  prepared  and  sent  to  the  directors  of  the 
county  for  their  inspection,  and,  if  it  met  with  their  approbation, 
adoption.  When  I  visited  the  schools,  I  found  it  used  in  nearly  all  of 
them. 

I  Avill  close  this,  my  final  report,  in  the  language  of  Paul  Logan,  who, 
while  engaged  in  the  woods  chopping  wood,  was  passed  by  his  pastor, 
who  was  on  horseback  and  on  his  way  to  the  annual  conference  for  a  new 
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field  of  labor.  Paul  dropped  his  axe,  stepped  up  to  him,  placed  his 
hand  on  his  pastor's  knee  and  said  :  "  Many  are  the  leaves  of  the  forests, 
many  the  sands  on  the  sea  shore,  more  numerous  still  the  drops  of  the 
ocean  and  the  stars  of  heaven,  but  more  numerous  than  all  these  are 
the  blessings  I  would  invoke  upon  thee."  Blessings  more  in  number 
than  all  these  do  I  invoke  upon  the  public  schools  of  Columbia  county. 
I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  pupils,  teachers,  directors, 
new^spapers  of  the  county,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and 
the  people  of  the  countj^  whom  I  conscientiously  tried  to  serve,  for 
their  friendlj'  and  generous  support  in  the  discharge  of  my  official 
duties  during  the  past  nine  years. 


CRAWFORD  COUNTY— J.  ^Y.  Sturdevant. 

In  my  last  report  I  expressed  mj^  intention  of  reporting  this  year 
on  the  effect  of  the  increased  State  appropriation  on  local  taxation. 

The  tax  levy,  I  am  glad  to  find,  on  careful  study,  has  declined  but 
little  with  the  doubling  of  the  amount  of  the  State  appropriation.  In 
1889  it  was  reduced  for  the  entire  county  less  than  half  a  mill  from  the 
average  for  the  five  preceding  years.  Many  of  the  larger  townships 
made  no  reduction  and  a  few  an  increase.  One  of  the  largest  and  most 
prosperous  townships,  however,  I  am  sorry  to  find,  reduced  its  tax 
one -seventh  below  the  lowest  amount  it  had  been  in  five  years — and 
maintained  but  the  minimum  requirement  of  six  months'  school.  The 
question  arises  in  my  mind  whether  the  people  of  that  township  would 
consciously  vote  for  such  reduction  in  taxation  and  for  the  minimum 
term  of  school.  If  they  would  do  so,  perhaps  the  board  did  right  in 
so  deciding — for  under  our  State  system  the  schools  can  be  just  as  good 
and  just  as  poor  as  the  people  wish  them. 

The  average  single  ungraded  schools  of  this  county  will  never  be- 
come satisfactory  to  anybody  thoroughly  acquainted  with  them  and 
qualified  to  judge  of  their  comparative  Avortli,  until  there  is  a  change 
in  our  school  system  that  will  give  us  district  supervision,  trained 
teachers,  and  a  longer  term. 

We  need  district  supervision  to  give  teachers  individual  instruction 
in  methods  and  management,  to  insure  good  work  in  all  the  schools, 
to  make  the  work  systematic  and  uniform,  to  test  the  work  of  each 
teacher  early  in  the  term,  so  as  to  dismiss,  before  it  is  too  late,  any  that 
are  incompetent,  and  to  enable  each  pupil  to  be  graded  and,  if  he  com- 
l^letes  the  course,  graduated.  Pu]iils,  especially  the  older  ones,  would 
then  have  a  definite,  desired  goal  to  reach,  and,  by  attendance  and 
earnest  effort,  would  try  to  reach  it.  It  will  be  an  honor  yet  to  be  a 
graduate  of  the  common  schools. 
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What  city  having-  twenty  schools  o  '  upwards  would  dispense  with 
its  superintendent"?  yet  the  more  scattered  the  schools  the  more  need 
of  supervision,  for  the  teachers  in  such  schools  learn  less  that  is  helpful 
from  each  other. 

Referring"  to  country  schools,  Hon.  John  W.  Dickinson,  in  one  of  his 
reports,  says :  "  If  all  the  schools  of  the  Commonwealth  were  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  educated  men,  acting-  as  ag-ents  of  the  school 
committees,  Avell-trained  teachers  would  soon  be  found  instructing-  pro- 
perly-graded classes  of  enthusiastic  pupils  in  well-devised  courses  of 
study. "  And  he  closes  by  declaring  that  more  depends  on  the  close 
supervision  of  the  schools,  than  on  all  other  factors  of  the  case  com- 
bined. 

A  liberal  allowance  for  the  cost  of  a  district  superintendent  for  every 
twenty  schools  is  ten  per  cent,  of  the  present  cost  of  our  schools.  But 
this  system  could  be  made  to  greatly  increase,  and  perhaps  double, 
the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  We  must  have  much  poor  work  until 
there  is  a  training-  requirement  added  by  our  laws,  or  until  the  young 
teacher  adds  it  himself.  Too  many  of  our  schools  are  filled  by  ap- 
prentices— not  apprentices  to  masters  in  the  art  of  teaching-,  but  to 
themselves. 

If  it  is  asked,"  Why  do  you,  as  superintendent,  grant  certificates  to 
such?"  I  answer,  because  the  act  of  April  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  an  act  that  ought  to  be  repealed,requires  the  issuing  of  cer- 
tificates to  applicants  passing  in  certain  branches  but  "  possessing  little 
or  no  experience  in  teaching. "  But  this  act  does  not  require  directoi-s 
to  employ  such  teachers  if  they  can  get  better.  The  word  "  experi- 
ence, "  too,  applied  to  a  teacher,  is  very  misleading. 

Many  so-called  "  experienced"  teachers  are  simply  experienced  in 
poor  methods  that  there  is  no  changing. 

By  a  "  trained  teacher"  is  meant  one  who  has  assisted  a  skilled 
teacher  and  learned  the  art  under  proper  direction. 

From  frequent  and  almost  daily  observation  I  realize  most  strongly 
that  the  poor  work  of  the  untrained  teacher,  compared  with  the  work  of 
one  who  has  taught  as  an  assistant  with  a  skilled  teacher,  is  a  tremend- 
ous drawback  to  our  educational  progress.  And  I  am  equally  convinced 
that  a  requirement  of  previous  training  for  all  who  shall  hereafter  be- 
come teachers  is  entirely  feasible.  Let  the  training  be  under  any  pro- 
fessional teacher  in  any  public  or  "model  school. "  Make  it  necessary 
and  it  will  be  done.  It  would  be  of  little  avail  for  instance  to  man  the 
locomotives  of  our  railroads  with  youths  who  had  had  no  training  for 
engineers,  and  expect  the  trains  to  be  on  time  and  passengers  to  be 
landed  safe.  Such  engineers  should  go  for  a  time  out  of  the  cab  into 
the  tender.     An  exact  parallel  is  found  in  the  young  untrained  teacher. 

We  need  for  the  single  schools  a  longer  and  a  continuous  term.  And 
we  are  moving  in  that  direction.     No  district  school  should  stop  with 
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less  than  eig-ht  months'  school.  Then,  with  an  attractive  gi'aded  course 
of  study  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  parents,  the  older  pupils  could 
be  kept  in  school  the  entire  term.  As  it  is  now,  but  few  of  the  older 
pupils  in  the  country  attend  school  more  than  the  "  winter"  term  of 
three  months.  Pupils  whose,  parents  live  in  the  towns  attend  school 
as  many  months  in  one  year  as  their  country  cousins,  with  equally  pros- 
perous parents,  do  iri  three  years  under  the  present  custom. 

Neary  all  teachers  having  primary  pupils  now  supply  some  kinder- 
garten and  other  material  with  which  to  interest  and  employ  the  little 
people.  School  boards  could  very  pro[)erly  second  financially,  the  ef- 
fort of  the  teachers  in  this  direction. 

Candidates  for  certificates  are  now  required  to  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age.  The  number  of  surplus  teachers  has  been  steadily  re- 
duced by  the  doctrine  of  the  "  survival  of  the  fittest. " 


CUMBEKLAND  COUNTY  -A.  J.  Beitzel. 
Progress. 

The  general  status  and  progress  of  our  schools  during  the  year  under 
review  are  exemplified  in  the  tabular  statistics  accompanying  this  re- 
X^ort,  and  therefore  need  no  elaborate  discussion  here. 

Owing  to  the  more  liberal  policy  recently  adopted  by  the  State  to- 
ward the  public  schools,  the  reports  for  the  past  two  years  will  be  more 
critically  examined  than  many  previous  ones.  The  friends  and  the  ene- 
mies of  free  i)opular  education  will  alike  seek  to  gather  data  therefrom 
to  maintain  their  resi^ective  positions  on  this  important  question. 
Although  the  latter  are  in  a  ho]:)eless  minority,  yet,  we]are  sorry  to  say, 
their  influence  is  sufficient  in  some  instances  to  retard  the  growth  of 
local  interests.  Very  little  comfort  for  that  class,  however,  is  to  be  ab- 
stracted from  the  practical  results  of  our  schools.  The  records  reveal 
the  fact  that  the  conditions  and  progress  heretofore  characteristic  of 
educational  affairs  liave  been,  in  general,  maintained  during  the  past 
two  years.  It  is  true  there  were  here  and  there  reactions  and  retro 
gi'essions,  but  these  have  been  more  than  counterbalanced  by  judiciotis 
improvements,  careful  direction  and  healthy  growth.  As  to  the  future, 
the  indications  are  more  than  hopeful.  With  our  enthusiastic  and  eflici- 
ent  corps  of  teachers,  the  aid  of  intelligent  and  progressive  directors, 
the  warm  and  generous  support  of  the  friends  of  the  public  schools,  the 
elevating  and  gi-owing  influence  of  the  normal  school  in  our  midst  and 
the  formative  i)ower  of  the  public  press,  greater  prosperity  must  resiilt. 
Let  us  concentrate  to  bring  about  the  ideal  C(mditions  thus  ably  set 
forth  by  Ex -Governor  Andrew  G.  Curtin  :  "  When  the  common  school 
system  shall  have  unfolded  all  its  vast  power ;  when  a  cor])s  of  trained 
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and  educated  teachers  shall  have  taken  the  field  ;  when  the  text-books 
used  in  the  schools  shall  be  Avisely  selected,  and  the  school -house  built 
upon  the  most  apoved  model ;  when  its  protection  and  progTess  shall  be 
the  first  object  of  the  g-overnment — then  will  all  its  mig-hty  agencies  to 
do  good  be  felt,  the  public  mind  refined  and  enlightened,  labor  ele- 
vated, patriotism  purified,  our  rei)ublican  form  of  government  fixed  on 
an  immutable  basis,  and  the  people  crowned  with  its  benefits  and 
blessings. " 

New  School  Buildings 

Two  new  buildings  were  erected — one  in  Frankford,  and  the  other  in 
the  Fourth  ward  of  the  borough  of  Carlisle.  The  former  is  a  large  single 
room  brick  building-,  with  provisions  for  safe  and  eft'ective  ventilation 
and  furnished  with  improved  furniture  and  other  necessary  equipments 
for  school  work — a  credit  to  the  district  and  to  the  board ;  the  latter, 
an  imp  sing-  structure,  also  of  brick,  with  trimmings  of  Gettysburg- 
granite,  undoubtedly  the  finest  in  desig-n,  architecture  and  appoint- 
ments, in  the  county.  There  are  two  double  door  modes  of  entrance, 
with  Avide  stair- ways  leading-  to  the  second  story.  The  heating-  and 
ventilation  are  eft'ected  by  the  Smead  system.  The  rooms  are  well 
lig-hted  and  commodious.  The  cellar  contains  two  separate  pla3^-rooms 
— one  for  each  sex — paved  and  plastered,  with  dry  closets  contig-uous 
to  each.  The  g-rounds  upon  which  the  building-  stands,  being-  consider- 
ably elevated  above  the  street,  will  be  terraced  to  a  surrounding-  wall, 
a  foot  hig-h,  and  surmounted  by  a  neat  iron  fence.  The  building-  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  C.  P.  Humrich,  Esq.,  Hon.  Theodore  Comman 
and  A.  A.  Line,  Esq.,  are  to  be  commended  for  the  progressive  spirit 
evinced  in  the  discharg-e  of  their  duties. 

Sanitation. 

The  request  for  brevity  forbids  us  from  making-  further  sugg-estion 
in  this  direction  through  this  medium  this  year,  but  we  desire  to  ex- 
press our  gratification  over  the  fact  that  our  appeals  for  the  improve 
ment  of  the  hyg-ienic  conditions  of  school-rooms  have  been  kindly 
received  and  favorably  considered.  Not  a  house  was  built  during-  the 
past  two  years  that  is  not  constructed  with  this  end.  But  the  discharge 
of  the  directors'  duty  alone  Avill  not  suffice  on  this  line.  Teachers  nmst 
utilize  the  conditions  and  appliances  placed  at  their  command,  and  su])- 
plement  their  use  with  judicious  instruction. 

In  no  department  of  knowledge  can  so  much  be  accomplished  for  the 
g-eneral  g-ood  with  so  little  expenditure,  as  in  teaching-  the  elements  of 
sanitary  science.  Right  living  brings  health  and  happiness,  and  these, 
in  turn,  competence  and  peace  to  their  x^ossessors. 

Examinations. 
The  usual  examinations  for  provisional  certificates  for  graduation 
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from  high  schools,  and  for  the  promotion  of  advanced  grammar  grades, 
^vere  held  with  satisfactory  results.  The  elevation  of  the  standard  of 
qualifications  for  provisional  certificates  continues  in  the  effect  of  reduc- 
ing the  number  of  applicants. 

Institutes. 

The  county  institute  was  held,  as  usual,  at  Carlisle,  the  county  seat, 
and  was  a  success  in  every  particular.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  institute  every  teacher  was  present.  The  work  of  the  instructors 
was  practical  and  well  adapted  to  our  needs.  The  evening  lectures  were 
well  patronized. 

Local  institutes  were  held  in  Mechanicsburg,  Newville  and  Mt. 
Holly.  They  were  all  well  attended  and  the  exercises  were  interesting 
and  profitable.  Very  successful  district  institutes  were  conducted  l^y 
the  teachers  of  Upper  Allen. 

A  number  of  educational  meetings  were  also  held  in  different  sections 
of  the  county  with  gi-atifying  results. 

Flag  Presentations. 

The  Order  of  Junior  American  Mechanics,  of  the  borough  of  New 
Cumberland,  presented  two  beautiful  American  flags  and  three  Bibles 
to  the  school  board  of  that  place  for  the  use  of  the  schools,  and  a  flag 
and  three  Bibles  to  the  East  Pennsboro'  board  for  the  use  of  the  schools 
in  Wormleysburg.  The  occasion  of  the  presentation  at  the  former  place 
was  on  Decoration  Day  in  the  jiresence  of  a  large  gathering  The  pres- 
entation addi'ess,  on  behalf  of  the  Order,  was  made  by  A.  G.  Miller, 
Esq. ,  of  Carlisle,  and  the  remarks  of  acceptance  on  behalf  of  the  board, 
by  the  county  superintendent. 

The  presentation  at  Wormleysburg  took  place  on  the  Fourth  of  July, 
and  the  exercises  were  reported  as  equally  interesting. 

The  yoiith,  early  inspired  by  such  examples  of  i)atriotism,  and  in- 
stiiicted  in  the  principles  of  our  free  government,  will  develop  into 
manhood  with  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  duties  of  citizenship  and 
loyalty  to  his  country. 

In  Memoriam. 

Death  again  invaded  our  ranks  and  removed  two  of  our  most  devoted 
school  men  from  the  scenes  of  their  earthly  labor — Mr.  W.  P.  Hutchin- 
son,a  teacher  in  the  schools  at  Boiling  Springs, and  Mr.  A.  M.Billiman, 
a  director  of  Mifflin  township.  Both  were  highly  esteemed  citizens  in 
their  respective  communties.  They  are  gone,  but  their  examples  still 
remain. 

Conclusion. 

The  only  serious  hindrance  to  the  progi-ess  of  the  schools  was  due  to 
the  universal  epidemic,  la  grippe ;  in  other  respects,  the  usual  high 
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average  and  precentage  of  attendance  were  sustained.  In  conclusion, 
I  desire  to  extend  my  very  sincere  thanks  to  teachers,  directors  and 
citizens  in  g-eneral,  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  numberless  court- 
esies, to  the  county  press  for  their  interest  in  behalf  of  our  schools, 
and  to  the  School  Department  for  valuable  aid  and  counsel.  We  must 
necessarily  omit  other  important  items  on  account  of  required  brevity. 


DAUPHIN  COUNTY— R.  M.  McNeal. 

While  the  year  just  closed  has  not  been  characterized  by  any  marked 
changes  in  the  methods  employed  in  the  work  of  the  schools,  or  in  the 
policy  of  the  management,  and  has  not  witnessed  anything  startling  in 
the  way  of  results,  it  has  been  a  year  of  faithful  honest  work  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers,  that  has  produced  substantial  growth  and  progress. 

Four  new  school  houses  were  erected  during  the  year,  two  brick  and 
two  frame,  all  good  comfortable  houses,  supplied  with  first-class  furni- 
ture, and  two  of  them  with  slate  boards.  Five  old  buildings  were  sup- 
plied with  new  patent  furniture,  and  a  number  furnished  with  slate 
boards. 

A  year  ago  I  reported  three  districts  without  any  patent  furniture. 
Since  that  report,  Londonderry  built  a  two-story  brick  house  and  fur- 
nished it  with  the  latest  improved  desks.  This  year  they  expect  to  put 
the  same  kind  of  furniture  in  a  number  of  their  old  buildings.  We 
are  compelled  to  continue  Mifflin  and  Middle  Paxton  in  the  list  of  dis- 
tricts without  any  patent  furniture,  but  hoi)e  that  both  of  them  will 
move  out  of  it  before  another  report  is  issued. 

The  apparatus  was  increased  in  a  number  of  the  schools  of  the  county, 
Millersburg  purchasing  more  than  any  other  single  district. 

To  the  districts  already  furnishing  "  free  text-books, "  the  following 
were  added  during  the  year ;  Lykens  borough,  readers  and  physiolo- 
gies ;  Rush,  readers,  spellers,  arithmetics  and  physiologies  ;  Williams, 
arithmetics,  grammars  and  physiologies.  These  districts  contemplate 
adding  studies  each  year  until  all  the  books  used  in  their  schools  are 
furnished  free.  Nearly  all  the  school  libraries  in  the  county  increased 
their  number  of  books  during  the  year.  Uniontown  added  an  encyclo- 
pedia of  ten  volumes  and  several  other  works. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Harrisburg,  November  11  to  15. 
The  same  plan  was  continued  that  has  been  followed  during  the  last 
three  years,  that  of  dividing  the  institute  into  four  sections  during  the 
forenoon  sessions  and  meeting  as  one  body  in  the  afternoons.  Our  day 
instructors  were  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, Deputy  Superintendent  Henry  Houck,  Superintendent  I.  Freeman 
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Hall,  of  Leominster,  Mass ;  Normal  School  Principals,  E.  O.  Lyte,  Z. 
X.  Snyder  and  G.  M.  D.  Eckels,  Prof.  AVilliam  Noetling,  Superinten- 
dents J.  M.  Coug-hlin,  B.  K.  Johnson,  and  L.  E.  McGinnes,  Prof.  J.  F. 
Barton  and  Misses  Mathilde  E.  Coffin  ;  Anna  Buckbee  and  Jennie  F. 
Givler. 

The  evening  lectures  and  entertainments  were  g-iven  bj'  Hon.  R.  G. 
HoiT,  Rev.  Dr.  P.  S.  Henson,  Rev.  Dr.  A.  A.  Willetts  and  Lee  L. 
Grumbine,  Esq. 

In  the  practical  character  of  the  instruction,  the  earnest  attention 
given  to  the  work  by  the  teachers,  and  the  public  interest  manifested, 
we  have  never  had  a  more  successful  institute. 

The  local  institute  work  was  continued  during-  the  year  and  several 
interesting  and  profitable  meetings  held  in  different  parts  of  the  county. 

A  district  institute  was  maintained,  diu'ing  the  school  term,  in  Upper 
Paxton  township,  by  requirement  of  the  board  of  directors. 

In  addition  to  the  local  institutes,  I  held  a  number  of  educational 
meetings  in  different  sections  of  the  county, in  session  a  single  evening, 
for  the  purpose  of  awakening  educational  sentiment  in  the  sub-districts 
in  which  they  were  held. 

There  is  a  steady  imi)rovemeut  in  the  scholastic  and  professional 
qualifications  of  our  teachers  as  a  class.  It  is  true,  there  are  still  a  few 
employed  who  have  no  interest  in  the  work  beyond  the  wages  they 
receive.  The  great  majority  of  our  teachers  however,  are  earnest,  faith- 
ful, conscientious  workers  who  would  do  still  more  to  qualify  themselves 
had  they  the  proper  encouragement.  If  directors  would  pay  better 
salaries,  and  discriminate  between  good  and  indifferent  teachers,  we 
would  have  no  difficulty  in  securing  qualified  teachers. 

There  are  too  many  applicants  for  teachers'  certificates  who  have 
had  no  school  advantages  outside  of  the  public  schools,  and  who  do  not 
think  they  need  additional  i^reparation  for  the  teachers'  work.  As  soon 
as  they  are  somewhat  proficient  in  arithmetic  they  think  they  are  pre- 
liared  to  teach  and  apply  for  examination.  They  are  deficient  in  lan- 
guage, geography,  history,  grammar  and  methods  of  teaching. 

Because  of  the  low  salaries  paid,  the  best  of  these  must  be  granted 
certificates  each  year.  If  the  salaries  in  all  the  districts  of  the  county 
were  sufficient  to  maintain  a  higher  standard  of  qualifications,  and  to 
require  special  preiiaration  for  the  work,  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  schools. 

Since  last  report  the  American  flag  has  been  placed  in  a  large  numl)er 
of  our  school  rooms.  This  has  been  mainly  due  to  the  Patriotic  Sons 
of  America  and  the  American  Mechanics.  In  some  instances  these 
orders  purchased  flags  and  put  them  in  the  schools.  In  other  districts 
the  flags  were  piu"chased  by  the  directors,  the  teachers  and  the  pupils, 
as  a  result  of  these  organizations  agitating  the  matter.  In  some  of  our 
school  rooms  there  are  several  flags  tastefully  an-anged,  sers'ing  the 
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double  purpose  of  ornamenting"  the  rooms  and  teaching'  patriotism  and 
honor  for  the  flag*  of  our  nation. 

Be-speaking-  the  continued  co-operation  and  support  of  teachers,  di 
rectors  and  friends  of  education,  that  have  been  so  g-enerously  bestowed 
in  the  past,  we  enter  courag^eousl}'  on  the  labor  of  another  year,  hoping- 
for  increased  interest  and  more  rapid  advancement  in  all  departments 
of  our  work.  . 


DELAWAEE  COUNTY— A.  G.  C.  Smith. 

Very  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  in  our  schools  during- 
the  year.  The  teachers  have  been  very  earnest  in  their  labors  and  show 
a  desire  to  accomplish  the  best  work  possible  in  the  school  room.  As 
evidence  of  the  spirit  of  advancement  on  the  part  of  our  teachers  at 
our  last  county  institute,  they  unanimously  resolved  to  pursue  a  course 
of  professional  reading-.  While  many,  no  doubt,  failed  to  carry  out  the 
plan,  yet  others  pursued  the  course  adopted  very  carefully,  and  excellent 
results  were  shown  in  the  examinations.  The  schools  benefited  by  it, 
because  of  g-reater  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  who  g-ained  fresh 
inspirations  from  a  systematic  study  of  their  work.  The  teachers'  as- 
sociation continued  to  hold  its  meeting's  regularly  throug-hout  the  term, 
and  the  interest  in  them  as  manifested  by  both  teachers  and  patrons 
is  on  the  increase. 

The  teachers'  institute  was  held  in  Chester  City  for  the  first  time  in 
twenty -four  years.  I  quote  from  one  of  the  county  papers  concerning 
its  success : 

"  We  last  week  g-ave  the  opening  exercises  of  this  convention  (the 
teachers'  institute) .  It  can  be  said  tmly  that  this  (36th)  was  the  most 
interesting,  valuable  and  successful  of  all  ever  held  in  this  county. 
The  programme  throughout  was  admirably  chosen,  the  diversions  "  out 
of  hours"  as  well  as  the  entertainments  in  the  evening  being  highly  ex- 
hilarating, mentally  as  well  as  physically,  whilst  the  business  sessions 
were  thoroughly  practical,  and,  therefore,  intrinsically  profitable  to  all 
in  attendance.  Superintendent  Smith  deserves  more  than  ordinary 
thanks  for  the  admirable  management  of  this  institute.  We  are  con- 
fident that  every  teacher  who  attended  will  admit  that  the  time  and 
money  it  cost  were  both  well  spent."  Every  teacher  registered  and 
attended  the  sessions.  The  instructors  were  Mrs.  Alma  Sager  Welsh, 
Prof.  Alex.  E.  Frye,  Miss  Sarah  L.  Dunning,  Dr.  Geo.  M.  Philips, 
Prof.  Geo.  E.  Little  and  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,  Prof.  George  Gilbert  of  Ches- 
ter, Dr.  W.  H.  Appleton,  president  of  Swarthmore  College;  Hon.  Wil- 
liam Ward  of  Chester ;  Jos.  Ad.  Thomson,  president  of  Media  school 
board,  and  Dr.  D.  W.  Jefferis,  president  of  the  board  of  education  of 
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Chester  City  ;  each  read  excellent  papers  on  subjects  relating  to  the 
profession.  A  nnml^er  of  the  teachers  read  i^ai^ers  and  entered  into 
discussions  which  added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  sessions.  A  visit 
was  made  to  the  ship -yard  one  afternoon  and  it  proved  to  be  a  very 
interesting  and  instiaictive  occasion.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
John  B.  Ptoach  Ave  were  shown  all  through  the  works  and  permitted  to 
see  all  of  the  different  parts  of  the  great  ocean  steamers,  to  see  the 
vessels  in  their  different  stages  of  completion — from  the  laying  of  the 
keel  to  the  last  finishing  touch,  and  to  go  on  board  the  "  Kansas  City, " 
a  new  vessel  recently  launched,  and  inspect  its  different  ai^artments. 
We  were  taken  to  and  from  the  ship-yard,  as  well  as  to  the  old  "  Penn 
House"  in  Upland,  built  by  Wm.  Penn,  and  said  to  be  the  oldest  house 
in  the  State,  free  of  charge,  through  the  kindness  of  the  public-spirited 
president,  (E.  M.  Cornell)  of  the  Chester  City  Passenger  Railway 
Company.  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee  who  spent  a  day  and  a  half  with  us  and 
gave  the  institute  three  very  able  and  soul-stirring  addresses,  visited 
the  ship-yard  with  us  and  was  much  pleased  with  what  he  saAv  and 
congratulated  our  teachers  upon  being  able  to  enjoy  such  a  treat. 

The  exhibit  of  work  done  by  pupils  of  the  Chester  City  schools  was 
a  very  interesting  and  instnictive  feature  of  the  institute.  I  feel  very 
gi'ateful  to  the  teachers  of  the  city  for  the  care  they  took  in  the  iDrepara- 
tion  of  the  exhibit,  and  to  City  Superintendent  Charles  F.  Foster,  not 
only  for  the  interest  he  took  in  the  exhibit  but  for  his  assistance  in  the 
general  detail  work  of  the  institute. 

Seven  new  buildings  were  erected  during  the  year.  All  of  them  are 
first-class  houses  and  furnished  with  modem  appliances.  South  Chester 
built  a  four-room  brick  school  house  for  the  use  of  their  colored  cliil- 
(h'en.  They  also  built  a  two-storj^  addition  to  one  of  their  old  buildings. 
Radnor  built  two  veiy  fine  stone  buildings,  one  at  Piadnor  Station, 
containing  two  rooms,  and  the  other  at  Wayne,  containing  four  rooms. 
Darby  township  built  a  new  brick  school  house  at  Thatcherville.  Eddy- 
stone,  a  new  borough  and  the  third  borough  taken  from  Ridley  toAvn- 
ship  dimng  the  last  four  years,  remodeled  their  two-room  Ijuilding  and 
now  have  one  of  the  finest  foiu'-room  buildings  in  the  county.  Upper 
Darby  joined  with  the  citizens  and  built  at  Lansdowne.  The  direc- 
tors have  three  cheerful  school  rooms  on  the  first  floor,  and  the  citizens 
a  fine  hall  on  the  second.  Lower  Chichester  built  a  grammar  school 
building  containing  two  rooms.  It  had  been  needed  badly  for  some 
years,  because  of  the  condition  of  the  building  rented  by  the  board  for 
the  use  of  the  grammar  school.  Clifton  Heights  borough  built  a  two- 
story  addition  to  their  school  house.  All  of  these  districts,  except 
Lower  Chichester,  were  obliged  to  build  to  meet  the  demands  of  a 
rapidly  increasing  population.  South  Chester,  Lower  Chichester,  Clif- 
ton Heights,  Darby  township.  Upper  Darby,  Eddystone,  Media, Ridley 
township  and  Rutledge,  each  opened  a  new  school  and  Radnor  opened 
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two.  Upper  Providence  closed  one  school  at  Blue  Hill  because  the 
attendance  would  not  justify  two  schools  as  heretofore.  This  makes 
an  addition  of  ten  schools  to  the  number  reported  last  year.  There  are 
a  number  of  schools  yet  with  an  enrolment  of  sixty  or  more.  They 
should  be  divided  and  an  additional  teacher  employed. 

There  were  not  as  many  changes  in  the  teaching-  force  as  in  previous 
years.  Seventeen  teachers  left  the  profession,  two,  Mrs.  Anna  M. 
Bailey,  of  Media,  and  Miss  Sallie  E.  Slater,  of  South  Chester,  declined 
reappointment  in  order  to  go  to  Burmah  as  missionary  teachers. 
Eighteen  left  the  county,  some  for  better  positions  and  others  because 
their  work  was  not  satisfactory.  Sixteen  accepted  other  positions  in 
the  county.  Sixteen  of  our  teachers  had  no  previous  experience,  two  of 
them  being  normal  graduates.  Fifty -two  have  taught  ten  years  and 
over,  and  fifty -two  more  have  taught  between  five  and  ten  years. 
Eighty-three  teachers  held  provisional  certificates,  twenty-four  held 
professional  certificates,  twenty-eight  held  permanent  certificates, 
eleven  held  normal  school  certificates,  and  thirty  held  normal  school 
diplomas.  Eighty-two  of  our  one  hundred  and  seventy -six  teachers 
have  been  normal  school  students.  Since  the  normal  schools  are 
especially  designed  to  train  persons  in  the  method  and  practice  of 
teaching,  a  greater  proportion  of  our  teachers  should  take  at  least  one 
year's  instruction  at  such  a  school. 

The  directors  of  Darby  borough  opened  three  night  schools  which 
were  very  successful.  Two  of  them  were  taught  by  the  day  teachers. 
Two  night  schools  were  opened  in  Upland,  but  they  were  not  as  success- 
ful as  the  directors  had  hoped  for.  The  great  difficulty  was  in  securing 
suitable  teachers  for  such  work. 

Many  improvements  were  made  to  buildings  and  grounds  in  a  number 
of  the  districts  in  the  county,  and  additional  apparatus  was  placed  in 
several  of  the  schools.  Among  these  districts  were  Aston,  South  Ches- 
ter, Chester  township.  Concord,  Edgemont,  Nether  Providence  and 
Thornbury.  The  Media  schools  have  been  re-organized  f.ind  a  revised 
course  of  study  has  been  adopted.  They  give  promise  of  much  more 
satisfactory  results.  Upland,  Darby  borough  and  Rutledge  adopted 
cuorses  of  study  and  have  had  them  published  in  neat  pam]ihlet  form. 

Our  directors'  association  held  three  meetings  during  the  year,  one 
in  November,  one  in  February  and  one  on  the  6th  of  May  immediately 
after  the  election  of  a  county  superintendent.  At  the  February  meeting 
they  adopted  a  resolution  approving  of  the  idea  of  holding  a  State 
convention  of  school  directors.  At  the  May  meeting  they  unanimously 
adopted  a  course  of  study  which  they  recommended  to  the  districts  of 
the  county  that  do  not  already  have  a  course  adopted,  and  suggested 
that  a  diploma  be  given  to  those  pupils  who  should  complete  the  course 
and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  same.  The  teachers  of  four 
schools  recommended  pupils  for  examination  at  the  close  of  this  term. 
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Five  pupils  passed  a  very  creditable  examiuatiou  and  were  presented 
Avitli  diplomas,  which  were  especially  lithographed  for  Delaware 
county. 

Directors  should  see  that  each  school  house  in  their  several  districts 
has  a  thorough  cleaning  during  vacation.  This  should  be  done  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  opening  of  the  schools,  then  have  the  school  rooms 
aired  the  Saturday  before  the  day  of  opening.  The  windows  siiould  be 
well  cleaned,  the  stove  pipe  taken  down  and  cleaned,  the  cellar 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  in  many  places  deodorized  and  the  out-houses 
cleaned  and  repaired.  The  out-houses  should  have  frequent  attention 
from  the  directors  during  the  term.  No  one  can  estimate  the  evil  in- 
fluences arising  from  a  neglected  out-house.  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
many  in  the  county  have  been  found  in  as  good  condition  as  any  con- 
nected with  oui-  homes.  Why  may  not  all  be  so  ?  A  little  more  watchful- 
ness is  all  that  is  needed. 

Most  of  our  schools  continuing  through  the  month  of  June,  the 
question  has  arisen  :  Why  not  have  the  school  year  end  with  the  first 
Monday  in  July  instead  of  the  first  Monday  in  June?  It  would  make 
far  less  trouble  for  many  of  our  directors,  and  they  have  repeatedly 
expressed  the  hope  that  the  law  might  be  changed. 

I  am  gT»  .eful  to  the  directors  and  teachers  for  the  earnest  support 
they  have  given  me  in  everything  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  our 
schools.  I  thank  the  patrons  and  general  public  for  the  increased 
interest  they  have  taken  in  the  system  of  public  education,  and  for  the 
many  kind  words  spoken  to  cheer  me  along  in  my  work  in  so  diversified 
a  field.  I  thank  the  papers  of  the  county  and  Chester  City  for  the  sub- 
stantial aid  they  have  given  the  schools,  by  publishing  articles  of  in- 
terest upon  public  school  work,  gratuitous  notices  of  educational  meet- 
ings and  reports  of  the  same.  I  especially  thank  them  for  the  hearty 
support  given  the  last  county  institute  and  for  many  kind  words  con- 
eming  my  work.

ELK  COUNTY— C.  J.  Swift, 

In  reviewing  the  educational  work  of  the  i^ast  year  we  are  able  to 
discover  that  substantial  progress  has  been  made  toward  a  sound  and 
healthy  basis.  Many  features  of  school  Avork  in  our  county  might  be 
mentioned  in  evidence  of  this  fact.  ()ne  feature  of  special  interest 
and  encouragement  to  me ;  and  one  to  which  I  have  referred  in  pre- 
ceding reports,  is  the  increased  interest  manifested  by  teachers  in  the 
special  preparation  necessary  to  good  work  in  the  school  room.  In  this 
county,  as  is  doubtless  the  case  in  others,  we  occasionally  meet  with 
teachers  who,  bv  lack  of  interest  in  their  work,  intimate  tliat  there  is  no 
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special  ueed  for  anything  further  than  a  knowledge  of  the  branches  to 
be  taught,  in  order  to  do  good  teaching,  but  we  are  glad  to  report  that 
the  number  of  teachers  entertaining  this  opinion  is  growing  less  year 
by  year. 

The  norinai  schools  of  our  country,  the  county  and  district  institutes 
in  connection  with  the  educational  press,  are  gradually  but  surely  doing 
their  work.  While  it  may  yet  be  said  with  much  truth  that  the  vocation 
of  teaching  has  not  reached  the  plane  here  it  can  justly  be  called  a  pro- 
fession, we  believe  we  can  see  in  Elk  county  evidences  of  a  decided  tend- 
ency in  that  direction.  A  goodly  number  of  our  teachers  have,  during 
the  past  year,  attended  normal  schools,  and  we  expect  as  a  result  of  this, 
the  fruits  of  well-defined  and  intelligent  labor.  We  are  glad  to  be  able 
to  report  that  the  school  ofiicers  are  encouraging  special  preparation, on 
the  part  of  the  teacher,  by  the  care  which  they  exercise  in  selecting,  and 
the  salaries  which  they  are  willing  to  pay  tlioroughly -educated  and 
well-trained  teachers.  According  to  the  present  rapid  growth  of  senti- 
ment in  favor  of  the  teaching  which  may  be  termed  professional  in  the 
highest  sense,  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  only  the  teachers  who  are 
willing  to  qualify  for  their  work,  as  the  lawyer,  the  physician,  the  sur- 
geon, as  the  men  and  women  in  all  the  other  professions  are  obliged  to 
qualify,  will  be  allowed  to  hold  the  responsible  position  of  teacher.  In 
justice  to  all  concerned,  directly  or  indirectly,  we  can  hardly  refrain 
from  saying  let  the  day  soon  come. 

Another  feature  worthy  of  mention, and  one  prominent  in  this  county, 
is  the  effort  which  is  being  *put  forth  to  throw  a  home-like  attraction 
about  our  schools.  Unsuitable  buildings  are  being  repaired  and  re- 
painted or  displaced  by  new  ones,  and  when  new  ones  are  to  be  erected 
healthful  location  with  pleasing  surroundings  has  much  to  do  in 
choosing  the  site. 

The  subjects  of  heat,  light,  ventilation,  furiture  and  apparatus  are 
prominent,  and  receive  the  attention  of  nearly  all  who  are  interested  in 
the  erection  and  equipment  of  school  buildings. 

With  the  above  features  prominently  manifested,  we  feel  justified  in 
saying  that  our  work  is  progressing. 

My  labors  as  superintendent  during  the  past  year  present  no  marked 
contrast  to  those  of  preceding  years. 

The  schools  of  the  county,  with  one  or  two  exceptions  were  visited 
by  me,  and  many  of  them  two  or  more  times.  In  a  goodly  number  of 
my  visits  I  was  accompanied  by  school  officers  and  friends  of  education. 

During  my  stay  at  the  different  schools  I  aimed  to  note  carefully  the 
methods  employed  and  the  kind  of  work  that  was  being  done,  giving,  as 
a  parting  word,  suggestion  when  needed  and  commendation  when  de- 
served. 

Eleven  public  examinations  were  held  at  which  eighty-one  provis- 
ional certificates  were  granted.

The  coTinty  institute,  held  earlj'  in  November,  was  unusually  well  at- 
tended by  both  teachers  and  citizens,  and  seemed  to  be  appreciated  and 
enjoyed  by  all.  Several  districts  institutes  were  held  subsequent  to 
that  of  the  county,  two  townships  holding  them  regnlarlj'  once  each 
month. 

I  think  I  can  readily  discern  a  nearer  approach  to  uniformity  of 
method  and  harmony  in  school  work  as  a  result  of  these  monthly  edu- 
cational meetings. 

During  the  year  six  school  buildings  have  been  erected  among  which 
are  three  intended  for  gi-aded  schools.  In  closing  we  would  add  that,  as 
a  whole,  the  events  of  the  j^ear  now  closed  have  been  such  as  to  lead  us 
to  thank  God  for  the  past  and  take  courage  for  the  future. 


ERIE  COUNTY— Thomas  C.  Miller. 

In  submitting  ni}'^  first  general  I'eport  to  the  State  Department  allow 
me  to  say  that  I  may  have  been  unable  to  form  a  tme  estimate  of  the 
educational  condition  of  the  county  dui'ing  the  seven  mouths  that  I  have 
had  of  Prof.  J.  M.  Monison's  unexpired  term. 

A  fair  degree  of  efiiciency,  on  the  whole,  has  been  attained  during  the 
year  that  is  past,  and  in  many  instances  most  superb  work  has  been 
done  :  however  satisfactory  it  may  have  been,  there  is  certainly  plenty 
of  room  for  great  imi)rovment. 

The  main  part  of  the  work  is  done  by  the  teachers  ;  as  a  whole  they  are 
full  of  enthusiasm  and  are  devoted  to  the  cause ;  a  large  percentage  of 
them  realize  the  importance  of  preparation,  and  this  is  hopeful ;  oul}'  a 
few  try  to  crowd  themselves  into  the  teacher's  desk  without  pi'evious 
training  as  teachers.  All  should  be  impressd  with  the  rnintterahJe  ivorth 
of  the  human  soul  and  the  fact  that  education  should  develop  the  pos- 
sibilities of  the  child  in  the  direction  of  his  tastes  and  talents  so  long 
as  they  are  good  and  noble. 

I  hoi)e  that  a  building  era  has  struck  Erie  county  and  that  in  a  few 
years  the  whole  of  Pennsylvania's  lake  county  will  be  dotted  with  the 
beautiful  temples  of  learning  that  adorn  some  of  the  districts.  Seven 
new  houses  were  erected  diu-ing  the  past  year,  two  of  them  are  good 
brick  edifices  and  \s-ill  compare  quite  favorably  with  the  best  although 
by  no  means  as  good  as  the  best,  the  others  are  substantial  frame 
buildings,  but  not  up  to  the  gi-ade  of  houses  that  we  want  to  see.  School 
houses  and  all  the  appliances  connected  with  them,  should  be  as  good 
and  complete  as  our  own  dwellings.  Many  of  the  school  rooms,  through 
the  taste  of  the  teachers,  are  made  home-like  by  means  of  pictures  and 
plants:  directors  and  parents  should  encourage  this  spirit  as  the  chil- 
dren spend  M  large  i)ai't  of  their  time  at  school,  and  the  suiToundings 
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should  be  made  pleasant.  Nearly  all  the  houses  are  supplied  with 
patent  furniture  and  many  with  the  new  and  beautiful  seats  of  the 
present  day,  only  a  few  retaining-  the  old  styles  of  forty  and  fifty  years 
ag-o  and  only  one  chair. 

No  g"ood  teacher  can  do  the  most  efficient  work  unless  supplied  with 
the  latest  apparatus.  A  poor  teacher  is  like  a  poor  machine,  neither 
can  do  good  work,  no  matter  how  much  is  expended  upon  him.  Many 
of  the  schools  in  the  county  are  wholly  destitute  of  tools  of  any  kind. 

Mill  creek  township  is  most  generous  in  her  policy,  providing  Web- 
ster's Unabridged  Dictionary,  globe,  complete  school  chart,  Yaggy's 
physiological  chart,  map  of  Pennsylvania,  astronomical  chart,  numeral 
frame  for  each  school,  and  some  schools  have  cyclopedias,  organ  and 
school  library.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  "  Complete  School 
Chart,"  published  by  Ivison,  Blakeman  and  Co.,  is  being  put  into  many 
of  the  schools  of  the  county  at  present. 

The  county  institute  was  under  the  management  of  my  predecessor 
Prof.  J.  M.  Morrison ;  it  was  held  at  Edinboro'  and  was  largely  at- 
tended :  the  result  of  the  instruction  was  clearly  manifest  in  the  schools 
of  the  county. 

Several  local  institutes  were  held  in  various  parts  of  the  county,  but 
especially  worthy  of  mention  and  of  great  value  is  the  Mill  Creek  town- 
ship institute,  held  the  second  Saturday  of  each  month  at  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  rooms,  corner  Tenth  and  Peach  streets,  Erie  Pa.  This  institute  has 
assumed  a  permanent  and  substantial  character,  having  been  in  exist- 
ence for  years,  and  the  teachers  would  as  soon  think  of  absenting  them- 
selves from  school  without  a  valid  and  conscientious  excuse,  as  from  the 
monthly  institute.  The  exercises  consist  of  class  drills,  discussions  on 
methods  in  the  various  branches,  essays  and  an  occasional  oration,  and 
the  teachers  go  away  feeling  that  the  time  has  been  well  and  profitably 
spent,  and  that  they  have  gained  something  to  help  carry  them  through 
the  succeeding  month.  The  directors  of  the  county  are  a  representative 
class  of  men,  and  want  to  see  the  schools  prosper,  but  some  boards  try 
to  carry  on  their  schools  on  too  poor  a  plan  ;  the  policy  should  be  gener- 
ous and  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  times. 

Directors  should  visit  the  schools  more  regularly  and  systematically, 
and  parents  should  step  in  often  and  encourage  both  teachers  and 
pupils. 

I  would  suggest  that  some  means  be  adopted  to  make  the  standard 
of  certificates  uniform. 

A  one -term  system  with  a  holiday  vacation  would  be  beneficial  in 
many  respects. 

The  people  of  Erie  county  are  clamoring  for  uniformity  of  school 
books. 

I  have  visited  nearly  all  the  schools  of  the  county,  and  some  of  them 
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twice,  since  my  appointment ;  the  work  of  some  of  them  was  much  inter- 
fered with  on  account  of  sickness  among"  pupils. 

We  look  forward  to  a  year  of  educational  prosperity,  and  trust  that 
all  things  may  work  together  for  the  highest  good  of  humanity  and  the 
glory  of  God. 


FAYETTE  COUNTY— L.  M.  Herrington. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  advancement.  Teachers  have  learned 
that  a  mere  preparation  to  answer  questions  propounded  by  a  superin- 
tendent is  not  a  preparation  adequate  for  first-class  work  in  the  school 
room. 

Our  teachers  are  reading  more  and  better  works  on  methods,  and  are 
preparing  in  the  State  normals  and  other  training  schools  for  a  higher 
class  of  Avork,  and  the  results  are  plainly  apparent  in  the  class  rooms 
of  such  teachers.  Still  there  are  many  of  our  teachers  greatly  in  need 
of  the  help  held  out  to  them  in  the  line  of  methods,  but  are  content  to 
remain  in  the  old  ruts.  Until  we  have  a  full  complement  of  teachers 
from  training  schools,  or  composed  of  those  that  have  trained  themselves 
properly  by  reading  and  experience,  we  may  expect  to  remain  where 
we  are — some  of  us  where  our  grandfathers  were. 

Use  the  word  method  of  teaching  beginners  to  read,  in  some  of  the 
rural  districts,  instead  of  the  old — very  old — and  honored  A-B-C 
method,  and  hear  the  howl  of  "  righteous  indignation"  that  springs 
from  each  home  in  that  district.  The  teacher's  resignation  would  be 
demanded  in  this  case. 

Too  many  pupils  leave  the  school  room  one  term  as  pupils,  to  enter 
it  the  next  term  as  teachers.  Many  of  our  school  rooms  have  been 
beautified  and  made  home-like  by  inner  decorations.  One  teacher,  at 
an  expenditure  of  less  than  three  dollars,  with  the  assistance  of  her  will- 
ing pupils,  transformed  a  most  cheerless  into  a  very  inviting  room. 
Teachers  may  perform  many  other  duties  than  merely  conducting  recita- 
tions and  maintaining  order ;  some  of  which  are  of  almost  as  much  im- 
portance and  value  to  the  pupil  as  the  two  afore-mentioned.  Arbor  Day 
is  not  generally  observed ;  the  people  are  engaged  in  "  clearing  out" 
rather  than  i)lanting  trees. 

The  school  rooms  are  gradually  being  filled  with  first-class  furniture. 
Mountain  districts,  with  a  tax  levy  for  school  purposes  reaching  the 
limit  to  i^ay  twenty-six  dollars  per  month  for  teachers,  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  purchase  the  best  fumitui-e  and  apparatus.  Other  districts 
are  mostly  sup]3lied.  Separate  colored  schools  are  still  maintained  in 
Luzerne  township  and  the  borough  of  Uniontown.  No  excuse  has  been 
given  in  the  case  of  the  former,  but  in  the  latter,  it  is  claimed  that  the 
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colored  patrons  desire  separate  schools.  When  colored  pupils  demand 
admission  to  the  white  schools,  they  are  told  that  there  is  no  room  (?) 
for  them.

I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  teachers,  directors,  press  and  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  for  valuable  assistance, 


FOREST  COUNTY— G.  W.  Kerr. 

As  will  be  shown  by  the  statistical  report,  the  attendance  during  the 
past  year  has  not  been  regular.  Many  of  our  schools,  on  account  of 
sickness,  had  to  be  closed  during  the  months  of  January  and  February, 
while  others  that  were  open  did  not  have  an  attendance  of  over  forty 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  pupils.  This  made  a  break  in  our 
schools  from  which  they  did  not  fully  recover.  Because  of  sickness 
of  pupils,  sickness  of  teachers,  and  the  resignation  of  several  teachers 
to  accept  more  lucrative  iDositions,  many  of  our  schools  did  not  do  as 
good  work  as  they  should  have  done. 

Buildings. 

Tionesta  township  built  two  new  houses  during  the  past  year,  one  of 
which  supplies  a  new  district.  Green  township  also  built  a  new  house, 
supplying  a  new  district.  All  are  good  frame  buildings  with  good  fur- 
niture and  slate  black-boards. 

New  furniture  has  been  placed  in  four  houses  in  Tionesta  township. 
Every  building  in  the  county  is  now  well  supplied  with  furniture. 

Teachers. 

Many  of  our  teachers  worked  faithfully  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties 
m  the  school-room,  while  others  seemed  to  be  "  putting  in  the  time" 
for  the  money  they  receive — having  no  other  aim  in  view.  Directors 
in  some  of  the  townships  where  terms  were  short  and  salary  low  had 
great  difficulty  in  securing  teachers,  being  forced  to  employ  inexperi- 
enced teachers,  with  the  lowest  grade  of  certificates. 

In  order  that  all  schools  might  be  filled  I  licensed  some  teachers 
that  I  had  previously  rejected. 

In  districts  where  the  term  is  continuous  and  the  salary  good,  there 
is  no  difficulty  in  securing  good  teachers. 
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Examinations. 

During-  the  year,  I  held  ten  public  examinations,  at  which  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven  applicants  were  examined  and  eighty-two  provisional 
certificates  were  issued.  The  examinations  were  well  attended  by  di- 
rectors and  patrons  of  the  schools. 

County  Institltie. 

The  county  institute  held  the  week  commencing  December  30,  gave 
general  satisfaction.  The  instructors  were  Prof.  L.  L.  Himes,  of  the 
Clarion  State  Normal  School :  Superintendent  H.  L.  Pearsall,  of  Cam- 
eron county;  George.  E.  Little,  of  Wshington,  D.  C,  and  Mr.  F.  A. 
Wheeler,  of  West  Hickory.  The  evening  lectures  delivered  by  George 
E.  Little  and  Col.  L.  F.  Copeland  were  well  attended.  Taking  every 
thing  into  consideration,  I  think  we  had  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  profitable  institutes  ever  held  in  Forest  county. 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  we  should  have  text  books  furnished 
free,  either  by  the  county  or  the  State.  The  law  regarding  institutes 
should  be  so  changed  as  to  allow  all  superintendents  to  draw  an  insti- 
tute fund  of  two  hundred  dollars  from  the  countj^  treasury. 

The  review  of  the  past  gives  us  courage  to  look  for  good  results  in 
the  future.  We  acknowledge  our  thanks  for  aid  and  all  kindness  shown 
us — to  the  directors,  teachers  and  all  friends  of  education  from  whom 
we  received  help. 


FRANKLIN  COUNTY-  F.  H.  Slyder. 

We  are  fully  satisfied  that  the  condition  of  schools  improves  with 
each  succeding  year,  yet  we  are  aware  that  the  improvement  is  by  no 
means  as  rapid  as  the  friends  of  popular  education  desire.  The 
work  of  rightly  training  the  youth  of  our  land  to  be  good  citizens,  is  a 
work  that  stands  second  to  none.  We  trast  that  all  good  people  of  om* 
gi-eat  Commonwealth  may  awake  to  the  fact  that  "  education  is  the 
chief  defense  of  a  nation. " 

Teachers 

As  a  rule  oiu"  teachers  are  earnest  workers.  It  is  to  be  lamented 
that  in  ome  of  our  districts  the  efforts  of  a  number  of  our  best  workers 
are  not  properly  appreciated.  We  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when 
oui"  people  may  fully  appreciate  the  efforts  of  men  and  women  who  do 
their  work  well.  It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  conscientious  and  pains- 
taking teachers  will  be  paid  a  salary  of  some  respectability.     AVhen 
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we  want  a  good  job  of  work  done,  we  are  compelled  to  pay  a  fair  price 
for  such  work,  and  just  why  it  ought  not  hold  g"ood  in  the  teachers' 
work,  we  cannot  understand. 

We  notice  most  excellent  work  being  done  in  the  primary  grades, 
and  it  is  our  wish  that  the  very  best  teachers  be  placed  in  charge  of  these 
grades  hereafter.  Some  persons  are  of  the  opinion  that  any  one  can 
teach  primary  pupils.  We  trust  that  this  view  of  the  matter  may  ever 
be  foreign  to  the  directors  of  Franklin  county. 

Directors,  place  in  the  primary  grades  the  very  best  teachers  you  can 
get,  and  pay  them  their  price.  You  cannot  pay  a  good  primary  teacher 
too  much. 

When  a  large  building  is  to  be  erected  the  important  thing  to  see  to 
is  the  foundation,  and  how  much  more  necessary  it  is  to  see  that  the 
teacher  who  is  placed  in  charge  of  our  little  boys  and  girls  is  an  indi- 
vidual who  knows  "  how"  to  build  and  fashion  the  dear  little  ones  so 
that  they  may  grow  up  to  be  useful  and  honored  citizens.  We  need 
men  and  women  of  true  worth  to  instruct  the  youth  of  our  land. 

The  example  of  a  true  teacher  will  do  much  in  developing  character, 
and,  after  all,  is  not  this  what  we  should  seek? 

Educational  Agencies. 

Our  institute  is  growing  yearly.  The  room  in  which  we  hold  our 
sessions  seats  about  nine  hundred  persons,  but  it  is  entirely  too  small 
as  we  had  at  least  twelve  hundred  persons  in  attendance  on  directors' 
day  of  last  institute. 

A  local  institute  was  held  at  Mercersbui-g,  January  31,  to  February  1, 
1890.  Many  teachers'  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  county  during 
the  term,  and  we  feel  sure  much  good  has  been  done  in  bringing  the 
people  together  to  discuss  practical  questions  and  to  create  more  in- 
terest in  educational  matters. 

Peters  township  was  the  only  district  to  lengthen  the  term  to  six  and 
one-half  months.  We  feel  that  this  board  made  a  step  in  the  right 
direction,  and  may  other  boards  be  disposed  to  progress  in  the  same 
line. 

Charts  and  furniture  have  been  purchased  more  liberally  than  usual 
throughout  the  county. 

Houses. 

Three  new  houses  were  built  this  j'^ear  in  the  following-named  dis- 
tricts :  Quincy,  Montgomery  and  Washington.  All  are  good,  commodi- 
ous buildings,  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  and  furnished  with 
good  black-boards  and  patent  furniture. 

Attendance. 

The  attendance  was  somewhat  interfered  with,  owing  to  la  grippe. 
We  visited  all  the  schools  in  the  county  once,  and  quite  a  number  the 
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second  time.  More  time  is  spent  with  teachers  having-  little  or  no  prac- 
tice than  with  the  teachers  of  experience. 

One  more  year  has  been  added  to  the  work,  and  we  trust  the  work 
has  been  wisely  directed.  As  we  enter  upon  another  term  we  ask  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  good  people  of  the  county.  We  thank, 
most  heartily,  all  who  in  any  way  contributed  to  make  our  work  plea- 
sant. Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for 
promptly  responding-  to  referred  questions. 

As  we  enter  upon  the  new  year,  may  we  be  able  to  do  a  still  gi'eater 
work.  It  is  our  earnest  desire,  that  we  may  have  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  directors  and  teachers,  and  all  those  interested  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  boys  and  g-irls  of  our  grand  old  county.  Let  us  join 
hands  in  this  nojole  work,  and  see  if  we  cannot  elevate  the  schools  to  a 
still  higher  plane. 


FULTON  COUNTY— B.  W.  Peck. 

Two  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year ;  one  in  Belfast  town- 
ship and  one  in  Dublin.  Both  are  substantial  frame  structures.  That 
in  Dublin  was  built  at  the  village  of  Burnt  Cabins,  and  contains  two 
rooms,  both  on  the  ground  floor.  It  is  used  for  a  graded  school.  The 
only  mistake  consisted  in  making  the  rooms  too  small. 

Quite  a  number  of  new  houses  are  needed  in  the  several  districts  of 
this  county  ;  but  they  are  in  those  where,  even  with  low  salaries,  a  high 
rate  of  tax  is  required  to  keep  the  schools  open. 

The  character  of  the  work  done  by  our  teachers  compares  very  favor- 
ably with  that  done  in  other  counties  favored  with  higher  salaries.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  our  directors  will  api)ly  the  sum  furnished  by  the 
increased  appropriation  to  increasing  the  salaries  of  an  industrious, 
hard-working,  but  sadly  underpaid  class.  While  the  average  salary  in 
the  county  is  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  know 
that  a  very  large  percentage  of  them  are  constantly  endeavoring  to 
improve  themselves,  and  thereby  the  efficiency  of  our  schools,  by  ac- 
quiring new  methods,  by  reading  educational  journals,  and  by  attending 
schools  at  home  and  abroad.  I  feel  proud  of  the  number  of  successful 
teachers  now  filling  responsible  positions  in  this  and  other  States,  who 
obtained  their  start  in  this  county.  On  account  of  the  meager  salaries 
paid,  as  soon  as  our  teachers  reach  that  point  when  their  worth  becomes 
recognized,  they  are  enticed  into  other  sections  by  higher  salaries.  A 
serious  hindrance  to  efficiency  in  the  work  is  the  manner  of  supplying 
text -books.  Formerly  the  merchants  throughout  the  county  kept  in 
stock  the  books  used  in  the  schools,  and  little  trouble  was  experienced 
in  obtaining  such  books  as  were  needed.     More  recently  the  book  agent 
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appeared  and  induced  directors  to  put  in  his  books,  offering,  as  an  in- 
ducement, books  at  wholesale  prices  to  the  directors.  After  this  had 
been  accomplished  the  books  were  not  kept  at  the  stores,  and,  as  the 
boards  changed,  the  matter  of  ordering  supjDlies  was  neglected  or  re- 
fused ;  and,  in  consequence,  in  some  districts,  there  is  a  book  famine. 
No  one  thing  would  do  our  schools  more  good  than  that  of  directors 
furnishing  the  text-books  free  to  pupils. 

I  visited  all  our  schools  twice,  and  part  of  them  the  third  time.  When 
it  is  considered  that  to  do  this  means  the  covering  of  four  hundred  and 
forty-two  square  miles  of  territory,  bounded  on  the  east  and  on  the 
west  by  mountains,  with  two  parallel  ranges  bejtween,  and  not  a  mile 
of  raiload,  some  idea  of  the  exposure  and  labor  may  be  conceived. 
This,  then,  is  sweetened  by  the  magnanimous  reward  of  eight  hundred 
dollars  a  year.  I  shall  not  say  that  the  minimum  salary  of  the  super- 
intendent is  too  low. 

Having,  as  we  do  in  this  county,  a  uniform  term  of  six  months,  I 
arranged  to  have  all  the  schools  of  the  county  open  on  the  same  day, 
namely,  the  seventh  day  of  October.  The  county  institute  was  held 
during  the  week  immediately  preceding  the  opening  of  the  schools. 
The  teachers  were  thus  enabled  to  carry  into  their  schools  at  the  open- 
ing, all  of  the  inspiration  and  help  they  obtained  at  the  institute. 
The  argument  used  by  those  who  always  fear  to  step  aside  from  the 
beaten  track  of  custom,- that  the  teachers  would  not  attend,  proved  to  be 
groundless,  as  the  attendance  of  teachers  has  never  been  greater  at  any 
previous  institute. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  the  teachers,  patrons,  county  press, 
and  School  Department  for  the  many  encouragements  and  courtesies 
received  during  the  past' year.  I  trust  our  relations  may  be  as  pleasant 
during  the  coming  year  as  they  have  been  in  the  past. 


GEEENE  COUNTY— A.  J.  Waychoff. 

The  statistical  report  contains  many  points  often  rementioned  in  this, 
but  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  repeat  them  here. 

The  schools  of  this  county  are  in  as  good  condition  as  could  be  ex- 
pected under  the  present  system  of  management.  There  has  been  in 
the  past  few  years  a  marked  improvement  in  the  class  of  work  done, 
and  yet  the  schools  are  far  from  being  what  they  ought  to  be. 

The  lack  of  thoroughly  skilful  teachers  is  caused  largely  by  the  low 
wages,  and  the  low  wages  is  caused  by  the  immature  good  judgment 
of  directors  and  patrons  concerning  school  work,  and  the  tendency  of 
so  many  superintendents  to  issue  certificates  to  all  who  may  apply. 
The  standard  of  ability  to  teach  is  much  too  low. 
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The  miscellaneous  issuing  of  good  certificates  to  all  renders  com- 
petition so  gi'eat  that  when  directors  and  patrons  do  not  do  the  part, 
which  should  be  done  by  the  superintendent,  many  of  our  best  teachers 
will  annually  seek  other  fields.  Perhaps  no  class  of  i3ersons  feel  this 
more  than  the  time  experienced  teacher. 

We  are  making  some  steps  forward.  A  very  great  number  of  our 
houses  were,  dui'ing  the  last  year,  seated  with  the  most  approved 
seating.  More  than  one  hundred  dictionaries  have  been  placed  in  the 
same  number  of  schools  by  the  school  boards.  Three  years  ago  only 
about  thirty-five  schools  were  supplied  with  these  helps,  now  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty-five  schools  have  this  much  needed  reference 
book. 

I  trust  that  this  county  will  never  hesitate  in  the  noble  work  of  edu- 
cating her  children  in  such  a  manner  that  they  may  contribute  more 
to  their  own  welfare  and  to  the  welfare  of  others,  and  to  the  stability 
of  good  government. 


HUNTINGDON  COUNTY— M.  G.  Brumbaugh 
General. 

The  schools  of  our  county  have  had  a  constanf  and  substantial  growth 
during  the  year.  The  general  public  have  been  enthusiastic  in  their 
support  of  our  work.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  great  number  of  edu- 
cational meetings  and  local  institutes,  held  in  the  several  sections  of 
our  county,  and  to  the  almost  i)henomcnal  gi'owth  of  our  county  in- 
stitute. We  are  having  a  better-directed  and  altogether  more  available 
school  sentiment  than  ever  before  Much  good  apparatus,  and  many 
approved  houses  have  been  added  ;  in  fact,  it  has  been  the  most  pro- 
gressive and  valuable  year  of  my  experience. 

Special. 

1  cannot  retire  from  a  position,  to  which  I  have  given  six  years  of  my 
life,  without  mentioning  several  matters  to  which  we  should  give  the 
most  earnest  heed. 

The  scholastic  attainments  of  our  teachers  have  advanced  until  they 
are  ample  for  the  present  demands  of  our  schools.  This  does  not  imply 
that  these  attainments  are  what  they  should  be  from  the  professional 
side,  nor  from  the  side  of  the  average  teacher's  ideal.  But  there  is  a 
lack  of  knowledge  of  hoiv  to  teach.  The  fallacy,  that  if  you  know  a 
thing  you  can  teach  it,  is  still  lived  if  not  believed  by  many  of  our 
teachers  and  directors.  Not  what  one  knows,  but  what  he  can  skilfully 
impart,  is  the  measure  of  his  value  as  a  teacher.  As  long  as  the  "  marks" 
on  the  certificate  are  by  law  and  by  citizens  held  so  prominently  before 
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our  teachers  as  a  test  of  fitness  to  teach,  so  long-  will  we  have  a  fruitful 
source  of  failure, 

Let  us  add  a  higher  test.  Not  merely  ability  to  impart,  but  such 
skill  in  that  impartation  as  shall  give  permanent  value  and  utility 
to  the  child,  is  the  ideal  short  of  which  it  is  unsafe  and  unwise  to  place 
our  standard.  Have  you  the  power,  by  your  presence,  movements,  and 
words,  to  challenge  and  awaken  and  direct  thought  along  proper  lines 
in  your  pupils'?  If  so,  you  are  a  teacher.  The  test  is  not  to  be  found  in 
the  distance  you  have  led  your  pupils,  but  in  the  directions  they  are  led 
with  absolute  guarantee  against  future  retreats.  I  am  more  and  more 
convinced  that  the  matter  taught,  either  in  kind  or  amount,  is  not  so 
important  as  we  are  inclined  to  think.  It  is,  however,  vitally  important 
to  measure  the  impulses  for  good  living  and  goodness  given  in  that 
teaching,  and  to  account  as  most  skilful  that  teacher  whose  influence 
for^ood  follows  and  fashions  the  whole  after  life  of  the  pupil-citizen. 

In  the  violent  agitation  of  the  "  new"  and  the  "  old, "  have  not  the 
teachers  been  held  in  check,  halted  between  two  opinions,  hesitating 
to  enter  upon  a  "  new"  whose  principles  are  as  yet  crude  and  indefinite  ; 
and  fearful  of  continuing  in  an  "  old"  to  be  dubbed,  "  fogies"  ?  Out  of 
this  maze  of  uncertainty  has  any  good  yet  come  %  How  much  will  come  ? 
Is  there  not  danger,  that  while  they  halt  on  the  old  track  they  once  con- 
fidently trod,  and  as  yet  see  no  new  one-half  so  clearly  defined,  into 
which  they  may  safely  and  unhesitatingly  turn,  his  very  uncertainty 
and  halting  may  be  a  half  defeat  to  the  gi-eat  educational  advances  of 
the  century?  I  oppose  no  "new."  I  placate  no  "old."  That  education 
that  is  traditional  is  doomed.     Education  must  be  prophetic. 

It  is  barely  possible,  that  while  the  so-called  "  new"  is  searching  for 
truth  among  the  glorious  and  almost  sacred  but  broken  fountains  of 
antiquity,  the  so-called  "  old"  will  catch  the  inspiration  of  the  present 
and,  becoming  the  "  newest  of  the  new,"  fit  the  child  of  to-day  with  the 
conditions  of  to-day  for  the  honored  citizenship  of  to-morrow.  Then 
will  come  the  dawning  of  the  new  day  of  educational  life,  growth,  de- 
velopment and  fruitage. 

Institutes. 

Six  years  ago,  two  hundred  and  ten  teachers  and  about  three  hiuidred 
citizens  attended  our  first  institute.  It  cost  $346.65.  This  year  our 
institute  cost  $1,134.60,  and  was  attended  by  two  hundred  and  forty- 
five  of  our  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  teachers,  and  over  one  thou- 
sand and  four  hundred  of  our  best  citizens.  The  sessions  were  ad- 
dressed by  our  lamented  and  dearly  loved  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  his  worthy 
deputy,  Hon.  J.  Q.  Stewart ;  His  Excellency  Gov.  James  A.  Beaver, 
Adutant  G8neral  Hastings,  Dr.  E.  E.  White,  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,  Super- 
intendent James  Coughlin,  Profs.  J.  W.  Red  way,  Geo.  E.  Little,  Jos. 
E.   Barton,   and  L.   S.  Shimmell ;  lecturers,   Horr,  Clary,  Nourse  and 
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Carleton,  and  musicians  Wm.  Berry,  Jean  Glenn  and  Ida  M.  Pecht. 
It  was  a  feast  of  good  thing-s. 

Finally. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  pupils,  citizens,  editors  and  directors  of  our 
county  for  continuous  and  heartj"^  support  during-  all  my  labors.  To 
the  noble  teachers  of  the  county,  who  gave  me  always  the  most  earnest 
and  enthusiastic  support,  and  who,  at  our  late  county  institute,  croAvned 
a  long  series  of  kindnesses  by  presenting  me  a  complete  set  of  "  The 
American  Encyclopedia, "  I  return  my  most  cordial  and  sincere  thanks. 
May  your  futu7-e  labors  be  crowned  with  great  success,  and  may  you 
have  for  reward  in  this  world  an  hundred  fold,  and  in  the  world  to 
come  eternal  life  1 


INDIANA   COUNTY— W.  A.  Cochran. 

In  presenting  this  our  sixth  and  last  annual  report  of  the  schools  of 
Indiana  county  we  have  nothing  to  report  that  is  either  new  or  start- 
ling in  the  development  of  popular  instniction  in  the  county  during 
the  past  school  year.  There  is  develoi)ing  more  and  more  every  year 
a  disposition  among  teachers  to  make  special  preparation  for  their 
work.  They  are  as  well  supplied  with  good  educational  books  and  jour- 
nals as  the  teachers  of  any  county  in  the  State.  The  salaries  paid  and 
the  length  of  term  are  not  a  sure  criterion  by  which  to  judge  of  the  in- 
tellectual or  professional  qualifications  of  many  of  them. 

The  examinations  during  the  past  year  were  conducted  upon  the  same 
general  principles  as  formerly,  with  the  usual  number  of  applicants. 
The  work  done  by  the  teachers  was  of  a  higher  grade  than  it  was  a  few 
years  ago.  This  is  the  direct  result  of  the  work  of  our  State  normal 
school,  and  the  select  schools  throughout  the  county.  The  majority 
of  the  applicants  had  been  in  attendance  at  one  of  these  schools  during 
the  summer.  We  would  like  to  say,  confidentially,  that  persons  who 
intend  to  follow  teaching  should  give  themselves  a  thorough  training 
for  the  work,  while  those  Avho  do  not  exjDect  to  make  it  a  permanent 
business  should  get  out  of  it  as  soon  as  possible.  I  trust  that  the  day 
may  soon  come,  when  applicants  for  schools,  will  be  required  by  law 
to  hold  a  diploma  from  a  State  normal  school  or  other  institution  of 
equal  value.  Other  professions  have  reached  this  point,  why  not 
teaching? 

Our  county  institute  was  one  of  the  most  successful  ever  held  in  the 
county.  Nearly  every  teacher  in  the  county  was  in  attendance  every 
session.  The  large  hall,  holding  over  one  thousand  people,  was  filled 
during  the  day  sessions.  The  day  instructors  were  :  Dr.  J.  B.  De  Motte, 
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of  De  Pauw  University ;  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder,  of  the  Indiana,  Pa.,  State 
Normal  School,  and  Theodore  F.  Seward  of  the  Teachers'  Training- 
School,  New  York  city,  and  Dr.  De  Motte,  Col.  Russell  H.  Conwell, 
and  A.  M.  Hammers  were  the  evening  lecturers.  The  work  done  by 
Dr.  De  Motte  and  Dr.  Snyder  was  both  interesting  and  practical,  and 
the  good  effects  of  it  will  be  found  in  the  schools  of  the  county  for  some 
time  to  come.  Prof.  Seward  presented  the  Tonic  Sol-Fa  to  our  teachers 
and  althoug"h  the  time  was  limited,  the  teachers  acquired  quite  a  know- 
ledg-e  of  the  system.  This  is  certainly  the  system  of  vocal  music,  and 
if  the  people  would  acquaint  themselves  with  its  principles  it  would 
not  be  many  years  until  its  use  would  become  g-eneral. 

There  has  been  quite  an  improvement  in  school  property  during-  the 
past  few  years.  Indiana,  West  Indiana,  Blairsville  and  many  rural  dis- 
tricts can  boast  of  as  good  buildings  as  are  to  be  found  anywhere  m  the 
State.  The  Indiana  and  the  West  Indiana  buildings  have  been  supiDlied 
with  the  Smead-Rutan  system  of  heating  and  ventilation.  Two  years' 
test  has  proven  that  this  is  all  that  is  claimed  for  the  system.  While  we 
speak  favorably  of  these  buildings,  there  are  a  few  districts  in  the 
county  where  more  room  is  needed.  Gettysburg,  Covode,  Marchand, 
Gai*field,  Centreville  and  North  Blairsville  should  have  graded  schools. 
New  houses  are  also  needed  in  sections  of  Banks,  Montg-omery  and 
Centre  townships.  A  little  better  care  of  school  property,  on  the  part 
of  some  pui3ils,  teachers  and  citizens,  would  not  be  amiss. 

The  schools  of  Indiana,  West  Indiana,  Blairsville  and  Saltsburg- 
have  arrang-ed  an  excellent  course  of  study,  upon  the  completion  of 
which  the  pupils  are  graduated  and  g-iven  a  diploma. 

With  this  report  we  close  our  labors  as  superintendent.  Our  suc- 
cessor. Prof.  A.  M.  Hammers,  is  a  man  well  qualified,  by  long-  and 
successful  experience  in  the  school  room,  for  the  duties  of  the  office. 
He  Avill  do  his  part  faithfully.  We  ask  every  director,  every  citizen, 
every  teacher,  every  pupil,  in  the  county  to  g-ive  Prof.  Hammers  his 
earnest  support  and  encouragement.  By  so  doing  his  labors  will  be 
lightened  and  he  will  be  greatly  encoui'aged  in  his  work.  The  work  of 
the  past  six  years  has  been  pleasant  to  us  and  we  trust  profitable  to  the 
schools  of  the  county.  We  hope  to  see  them  continue  to  prosper  and 
become  second  to  none  in  the  State. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  permit  us  to  thank  the  members  of  the  De 
partment,   for  many  acts  of  kindness  shown  us,    the  directors  and 
teachers  for  encouragement  and  support,  the  press  for  many  favors 
shown  and  the  citizens  of  the  county  for  entertainment  given  us  during 
our  official  work. 
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JEFFERSON  COUNTY— J.  H.  Hughes. 

In  reviewing-  the  work  of  the  past  year  there  are  many  encouraging- 
features  as  well  as  some  discouraging-  ones.  While  we  find  evidences 
of  growth  and  advancement,  we  are  conscious  of  many  short-coming-s. 
We  have  accomplished  so  little  in  comparison  with  what  we  would  like 
to  have  done  and  what  our  schools  need.  While  candor  forces  us  to 
the  acknowledg-ment  of  some  deficiencies  still  we  are  glad  that  we  have 
not  been  retrograding ;  on  the  contrary  we  believe  that  substantial 
progress  has  been  made  in  many  departments  of  the  work.  Notable 
among  the  evidences  of  improvement  are  the  demands  on  the  part  of 
our  people  for  good  schools,  a  longer  and  continuous  term,  a  desire  and 
determination  of,  on  the  part  of  directors,  to  secure  and  maintain 
better  teaching  talent  in  the  schools,  as  well  as  a  very  commendable 
ambition  among  the  teachers  to  equip  themselves  for  successful  work. 

The  number  of  good  school  houses  is  growing  larger  each  year.  Sev- 
eral good  houses  were  built  during  the  past  year  and  well  furnished. 

Punxsutawney  borough  is  conpleting  a  very  fine  brick  house  of  eight 
rooms.  It  speaks  well  for  the  good  taste  and  progressive  spirit  of  the 
directors  and  citizens  of  that  thriving  town.  The  building  will  be 
supplied  with  the  Smead-Ruttan  system  of  heating  and  ventilating. 
This  is  a  beautiful  stracture,  conveniently  located  and  adds  much  to  the 
material  wealth  of  the  place.  The  Reynoldsville  school  property  has 
been  much  improved  and  the  building  supplied  with  a  system  of  steam 
heating.  This  board  has  displayed  remarkable  energy  in  their  efforts  to 
provide  suitable  school  facilities  for  their  rapidly  growing  population. 
They  have  a  school  population  of  nearly  seven  hundred  scholars  in  one 
building  of  eight  rooms.  The  Brookville  ])ublic  school  building,  located 
north  of  town,  near  the  center  of  a  four-acre  ))lot  of  ground,  made  beau- 
tiful by  landscape,  shade  and  ornamental  trees,  suiTounded  and  ap- 
proached by  flag  stone  pavements,  is  certainly  a  fit  place  for  the  children 
and  youth  to  be  taught  the  principles  of  aesthetics  and  thus  acquire  a 
love  for  the  beautiful.  The  board  is  now  having  specifications  prepared 
for  a  very  fine  dwelling  house  for  the  use  of  the  janitor  to  be  located  on 
the  school  grounds.  While  many  lines  of  progress  have  been  pushed 
forward  during  the  year,  yet,  in  general,  I  think  the  educational  inter- 
ests of  the  county  have  scarcely  kept  pace  with  the  growth  in  wealth 
and  development  in  the  various  lines  of  industry  in  our  midst.  As  the 
vast  resources  of  bituminous  coal  in  this  region  are  developed  and 
brought  into  the  market,  there  is  a  corresponding  increase  in  our  pop- 
ulation, and  so  an  expansion  of,  and  improvement  in, the  school  facilities 
of  the  county  becomes  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  our  rapidly 
increasing  school  population.  In  comparing  the  school  report  of  1884 
with  that  of  1890,  I  find  in  six  years  an  increase  of  over  two  thousand 
in  the  number  of  scholars  enrolled  in  the  schools  of  this  county. 
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There  has  been  nearly  a  corresponding-  increase  in  the  number  of 
schools  ;  there  being  thirty-seven  more  than  in  1884.  The  total  number 
of  scholars  enrolled  in  the  schools  of  the  county  during-  the  past  year  is 
about  eleven  thousand.  There  are  two  hundred  and  twenty -two  school 
rooms  in  which  to  educate  and  care  for  the  physical,  intellectual  and 
moral  culture  of  this  vast  multitude  of  boys  and  girls.  This  makes  an 
average  of  fifty  pupils  in  each  school.  Of  course,  many  schools  in  the 
sparsely  populated  districts  have  considerably  less  than  this  number, 
while  many  in  the  more  closely  settled  places  are  in  a  very  crowded  con- 
dition. We  have  schools  some  with  forty -eight  double  seats  and  an 
enrolment  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  different  pupils  during  the  term. 
The  schools  in  the  towns  are  very  generally  in  a  crowded  condition. 
The  pressing  need  of  this  county  is  more  money  and  more  schools. 
There  are  scholars  enough  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  schools,  instead 
of  two  hundred  and  twenty -two,  the  number  now  in  operation.  Of 
course  our  quota  of  two  million  dollars  State  appropriation  for  the 
ensuing  year,  instead  of  one  million  and  a  half ,  as  heretofore,  will  re- 
lieve matters  somewhat.  The  State  appropriation  should  not  be  less 
than  three  million  dollars  each  year,  and  we  trust  the  School  Depart- 
ment will  continue  to  press  the  matter  on  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
tui'e  until  this  amount,  at  least,  is  reached.  Until  we  have  funds  suffici- 
ent to  keep  our  schools  open  longer  each  year  and  pay  better  salaries 
we  cannot  expect  our  best  teachers  to  remain  in  the  schools. 

We  are  each  year  losing  many  of  our  best  teachers  because  of  a  short 
term  and  low  wages.  Notwithstanding  these  hinderances,  our  schools 
are  making  commendable  progress.    It  is  slow,  it  is  certain. 

In  closing  this  brief  report,  I  but  express  the  feeling  that  is  upper 
most,  in  thanking  the  directors,  teachers,  pupils  and  all  with  whom  I 
have  been  brought  in  contact  in  the  administration  of  my  official  duties, 
for  the  uniform  kindness,  courtesy  and  helpful  support  so  generously 
given  me.  I  am  much  indebted  to  the  School  Department  at  Harris- 
burg  for  wise  counsel  and  kind  forbearance  in  many  things,  and  to  the 
editors  of  the  county  for  the  generosity  of  their  open  columns  for  all 
matters  of  interest  to  the  schools  and  the  people. 


JUNIATA  COUNTY— W.  E.  Auman. 

In  submitting  this,  my  last  report,  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able 
to  say  that  the  schools  of  Juniata  county  have  been  in  a  fairly  prosper- 
ous condition  the  past  year.  While  there  were  a  few  failures  it  is  also 
true  that  the  work  done  in  a  number  of  schools  was  not  entirely 
satisfactory. 

I  am  sorry  to  see  so  many  teachers  quit  the  profession  every  year. 
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This  county  employed  twenty-two  beginners  the  last  term,  that  means 
that  so  many  teachers  of  the  previous  year  either  left  the  county  or 
quit  the  iDrofession.     A  good  teacher  should  be  retained  at  any  price. 

One  great  mistake  is  made  in  this  county  in  regard  to  teachers,  I 
do  not  care  how  successful  a  teacher  may  have  been,  the  people  and 
directors  will  change  him  to  some  other  school  for  fear  he  may  not 
succeed.  Some  say  two  terms  are  enough  for  any  teacher  in  the  same 
school.  It  is  a  mistake.  Keep  your  teachers  just  as  long  as  they  prove 
to  do  good  work.  Go  and  visit  them,  and  not  listen  to  stories  told 
about  them.  I  feel  confident  that  we  have  many  honest,  industrious, 
and  earnest  teachers.  I  am  proud  to  say  to  my  successor  you  have  an 
excellent  corps  of  teachers,  treat  them  well. 

Four  new  school  buildings  were  erected  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
are  substantial,  neat  and  commodious,  excej^t  the  one  in  Monroe  town- 
ship, which  is  built  of  very  inferior  material,  and  the  work  was  not  done 
according  to  specifications.  I  have  not  sufiicient  space  to  give  even  a 
brief  description  of  those  deserving  of  creditable  mention.  The  im- 
provement made  in  fumitui-e  has  been  very  commendable. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Mifflintown.  All  the  teachers  but 
one  were  in  attendance.  The  instnictions  were  interesting  and  practical. 
Much  that  was  taught  has  borne  fruit  in  its  application  to  the  every- 
day work  of  the  school  room. 

Six  years  ago  I  experienced  considerable  annoyance  at  the  neglect 
shown,  in  many  instances,  in  the  matter  of  cleanliness  in  the  school 
room.  All  this  has  changed,  and  it  is  a  rare  thing  to  find  a  room  that 
is  not  neat  and  clean.  In  a  large  number  of  houses  the  teachers  and 
pupils  have  put  up  window-shades,  pictures,  mottoes,  etc.,  which  serve 
to  render  their  rooms  home-like  and  attractive,  besides  having  a  good 
effect  upon  the  minds  and  morals  of  the  childi'en. 

Two  huudi-ed  and  eighteen  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  In 
this  work  I  was  accompanied  by  eighty-two  directors  and  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty -nine  citizens. 

With  this  report  my  labors  as  superintendent  of  the  schools  of 
Juniata  county  for  the  past  six  j'^ears  close. 

I  most  cheerfully  resign  the  responsibilities,  anxieties  and  emolu 
ments  of  the  office  to  my  successor,  Prof.  J.  H.  Carney,  who  is  in  every 
respect  worthy  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  him,  and  I  sincerely  ask 
for  him  the  same  hearty  co-operation  that  has  been  given  me.  I  am 
constrained  to  make  it  a  revelation  of  my  gi-ateful  feelings  toward  the 
many  who  have  contributed  so  much  toward  the  i)leasure  and  efficiency 
of  my  work.  Your  charity,  forbearance  and  sympathy  have  been  daily 
multiplied  unto  me.  The  recollection  of  your  kindness,  generosity, 
hospitality  and  numberless  courtesies  to  me  will  ever  afford  the  most 
sincere  pleasure. 

I  now  desire  to  thank  the  teachers,  directors,   patrons,  press  and 
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pulpit  for  the  cordial  support  they  have  g-iven  us,  and  the  Department 
for  their  kind  and  generous  treatment,  and  upon  all,  as  well  as  upon  our 
incomparable  system  of  education,  we  invoke  the  blessings  of  Heaven. 


LACKA.AVANNA  COUNTY— N.  S.  Davis. 

The  teachers  of  this  county  have  been  doing  good  work  during  the 
past  year.  The  percentage  who  have  never  taught  has  been  small,  and, 
therefore,  the  proportion  of  experienced  teachers  in  the  countj'^  has 
been  large.  Quite  a  number  of  State  normal  school  graduates  have 
been  teaching  in  the  county,  and  they  have  given  excellent  satisfaction 
in  every  case.  A  few  new  buildings  were  erected  during  the  year  and 
a  number  of  old  buildings  were  thoroughly  repaired.  A  pleasant  one- 
room  building  has  been  placed  in  Covington  township.  This  build- 
ing is  not  large  but  is  large  enough  for  present  needs.  It  is  well  lighted, 
seated  with  good  furniture  and  supplied  with  good  slate  board. 

The  directors  very  wisely  secured  a  large  lot  for  this  building  instead 
of  a  small  one.  A  one-room  building  has  been  erected  in  Dickson  City 
for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  a  large  number  of  pupils  who  were 
located  a  long  distance  from  the  other  buildings.  A  two-room  build- 
ing has  just  been  completed  in  Winton  borough.  Only  one  of  the  rooms 
has  been  needed  thus  far,  but  it  is  expected  that  both  will  be  in  use  at 
an  early  day . 

The  building  just  completed  in  Olyphant  is  the  finest  that  has  been 
erected  in  the  county  for  some  years.  It  is  a  two-room  building  with 
large  roomy  hall  and  stairway.  The  Smead  system  of  heating  and 
ventilation  has  been  employed.  The  excellent  location,  the  handsome 
outside  appearance  and  the  well-planned  interior,  leave  nothing  to  be 
desired.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  district  in  the  county  has  better 
buildings  than  Olyphant.  The  last  vacation  was  improved  by  the 
Jermyn  board  in  introducing  the  Smead  system  in  their  large  eight- 
room  building.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  Lackawanna,  Old 
Forge  and  other  districts. 

An  unusually  large  amount  of  school  apparatus  has  been  purchased 
during  the  past  year.  The  directors  have  been  liberal  in  this  matter 
and,  as  a  result,  our  schools  are  better  supplied  than  ever  before.  Night 
schools  are  increasing  in  number  and  imj)ortance.In  ten  districts  of  this 
county  night  schools  are  open  at  least  three  months  each  year.  These 
schools  are  attended  by  young  men  and  boys  who  are  at  work  during 
the  day.  The  last  county  institute  was  held  in  Scranton,  last  October. 
The  institute  was  attended,  not  only  by  the  county  teachers,  but  by  the 
teachers  of  Scranton,  Carbondale  and  Dunmore,  making  an  enrolment 
of  nearly  five  hundred.     Many  of  the  teachers  took  an  active  part  in  the 
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proceedings  of  the  institute.  Dr.  Mary  Allen  and  Alex.  E.  Frye  were 
the  instructors  from  abroad.  The  proceedings  were  interesting- 
throughout  the  whole  week,  and  the  attendance  of  directors  and  citizens 
was  large. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  aided  me  in 
any  way  in  the  educational  work  of  the  county, 


LANCASTEK  COUNTY— M.  J.  Brecht. 

Oui-  schools  moved  along  the  line  of  "  the  usual  annual  growth. "  If 
anything  they  have  been  growing  more  popular.  The  attention  they 
receive  by  the  average  patron  shows  that  they  have  become  more  inti- 
mately identified  with  the  thought  and  interests  of  the  masses.  With 
us  it  is  no  longer  simply  a  new  house  and  nothing  above  and  beyond  it, 
but  a  new  house  that  is  substantial,  spacious,  properly  heated,  well- 
lighted,  tastefully  furnished,  properly  located,  conveniently  reached, 
in  brief  wisely  adopted  to  the  health,  growth  and  comfort  of  the  child. 
Nor  is  it  any  longer  the  practice  to  employ  a  teacher  with  a  certificate 
merely,  but  a  teacher  who  has  power  to  supplement  fair  scholarship  with 
a  cheerful  sympathetic  heart,  tact  and  enthusiasm  and  other  natural 
stamina  so  essential  to  intelligent  school  work.  An  honest  pride 
possesses  our  people  to  advance  the  schools  to  a  higher  i)lane  of 
usefulness  and  they  fully  understand  that  this  can  only  be  done  through 
the  agency  of  "  good  pay"  for  "  good  work. "  From  Avhat  source  shall 
the  money  come?  Local  taxation,  excepting  here  and  there  a  locality,  is 
relatively  high  and  cannot  be  made  much  higher  without  becoming 
burdensome.  Revenue  must  come  from  another  source  if  we  ever  ex- 
pect to  pay  salaries  that  will  justify  a  man  to  take  up  teaching  and 
equip  himself  for  it  as  a  life-work  in  the  same  sense  that  the  physician 
and  mechanic  follow  their  chosen  work.  Why  not  increase  the  annual 
appropriation  ?  If  education  of  the  people  subsoils  and  conditions  very 
largely  the  character  and  industries  of  a  people,  what  mistake  is  made 
to  secure  legislation  that  will  appropriate  several  millions  to  the  school 
fund  that  are  now  directed  into  other  and  more  incidental  channels  ?  If 
the  place  accorded  to  the  common  school  in  the  social  fabric  is  correct 
let  us  at  once  put  our  theory  to  the  test  and  see  if  the  taste  of  the  pud- 
ding is  all  or  in  the  substance  what  the  "  recipe"  promises. 

In  the  present  position  of  oui*  school  system,  which  is  practically  in 
the  experimental  stage,  yet  as  fully  matured  as  local  taxation  will  ma- 
ture it  under  the  existing  condition  of  things,  it  seems  to  be  the  right 
step  in  public  policy  for  the  State  to  give  us  a  more  liberal  suppoi-t. 
Wliat  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  presenting  facts  and  statistics  to  our 
next  Legislature  that  will  prevail  upon  them  to  give  nsjive  instead  of 
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two  millions  appropriation  instead  per  annum  ?  Let  us  rally  in  behalf 
of  this  object  and  not  quit  until  Ave  have  accomplished  it ! 

"  Closer  supervision"  is  a  needful  thing- !  And  who  knows  this  fact 
half  so  well  as  those  who  have  counties  like  "  little  states"  in  area  and 
where  one  visit  to  a  school  a  year  is  impossible  even  by  constant  trudg- 
ing" through  "  fair  and  foul  weather"  from  September  till  April.  Super- 
vision in  such  cases  is  truly  a  name  instead  of  a  fact.  To  remedy  this 
irregularity  there  should  be  permissive  legislation  to  elect  district  sup- 
erintendents. This,  however,  is  not  enough.  Provision  must  be  made 
for  funds  to  pay  for  such  supervision.  To  enact  a  law  without  this 
precaution  would  simply  be  adding  another  dead  letter  to  the  many 
laws  of  similar  character  upon  our  statute  books.  Additional  appro- 
priation would  pave  the  way  for  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  and  would 
insure  its  general  adoption.  With  its  adoption  we  would  begin  to  realize 
the  value  of  the  money  ])aid  annually  for  the  support  of  our  schools. 

The  iJrinciple  of  the  plan  is  correct.  Our  people  have  long  ago  recog- 
nized the  force  of  it  on  the  farm,  in  the  work-shop  and  at  the  commer- 
cial desk  ;  and  in  the  near  future  it  Avill  be  regarded  as  the  most  effective, 
as  well  as  cheapest,  way  of  making  the  resources  of  the  schools  an  avail- 
able factor  in  life.  In  connection  with  this  I  am  prompted  to  submit  an- 
other matter  that  I  think  should  receive  the  attention  of  the  next  Legis- 
lature. Rightly,  and  with  more  than  ordinary  pride,  we  talk  of  our 
"  system  of  schools"  in  Pennsylvania.  Now  a  "  system"  of  a  permanent 
character  implies  organization  not  only  at  one  end  but  also  at  the  other 
end  and  between  the  ends.  Even,  further,  the  organization  must  not  be 
provisional  in  one  jiart  and  permanent  in  another,  but  a  well-knitted 
and  uniform  organization  throughout,  giving  stability  and  prestige  to 
the  entire  system-  Is  this  true  of  our  "  system  of  schools"  in  this  com- 
monwealth ?  What  provision  is  made  by  the  law  for  the  keeping  and 
filing  of  the  records,  papers  of  interest  and  school  documents  in  the 
townships  and  counties! 

Have  not  we  been  making  the  school  history  for  the  last  half  century  ? 
How  do  the  data  upon  which  Ave  can  put  our  fingers  compare  with  those 
that  are  missing  never  to  be  resurrected?  Would  not  it  be  more  satis- 
factory, more  like  business  methods,  if  we  could  go  to  each  county  seat 
to  examine  items  of  school  interests  from  that  county,  like  we  can  go  to 
the  State  Department  to  examine  items  of  State  interest?  A  place 
should  be  provided  for  this  pur]iose  in  the  court  house  in  every  county. 
Besides  official  papers  it  should  be  made  like  enough  to  contain  books 
and  other  educational  material  to  make  it  in  every  sense  a  center  to 
stimulate  and  crystallize  school  sentiment.  Some  counties  may  enjoy 
these  privileges  but  there  are  some  that  do  not ;  and  to  guard  against 
the  continual  changes  in  the  office  of  superintendent  and  directors,  by 
means  of  which  nearly  all  matter,   excepting  that  which  is  directly  re- 
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quired  by  the  Department,  is  scattered  in  fragments  along  the  busy 
thoroughfare  of  life,  it  seems  to  me  the  right  thing  to  urge  legislation 
in  this  direction  that  the  system  may  be  made  a  uniform,  compact 
whole,  from  Hanisburg  to  every  hamlet  in  the  commonwealth. 

The  directors'  convention  held  last  October,  was  one  of  the  important 
school  events  of  the  year  and  was  the  first  meeting  ever  held  expressly 
by  these  officials  to  discuss  the  present  and  future  school  prospects  of 
the  county.  Before  this  they  held  their  meetings  during  the  week  of 
comity  institute,  but  each  year  the  questions  for  discussion  became 
greater  in  number  and  finally  they  agreed  to  meet  at  a  time  when  they 
could  give  full  and  undivided  time  to  the  business  of  the  schools.  After 
exchanging  views  upon  topics  of  vital  interest  to  the  county  and  ex- 
pressing their  sentiment  in  resolutions  they  appointed  a  committee  to 
draw  up  a  circular  letter  to  be  issued  over  the  State  asking  directors  of 
the  various  counties  to  join  them  in  holding  a  State  convention  of  direc- 
tors. 

The  appeal  asks  for  petitions  to  the  Legislature  to  provide  a  fund  to 
defray  the  traveling  expenses  of  delegates  to  the  convention.  Action 
of  this  kind  looking  towards  a  general  co-operation  may  be  the  initial 
steps  of  lifting  our  schools  upon  a  broader  plane  of  recognition  and 
efficiency. 

The  county  and  local  institutes  were  pronounced  interesting  and 
practical.  Governor  Beaver  honored  us  with  his  presence  at  the  county 
institute  and  gave  us  a  strong  plea  in  behalf  of  industrial  education. 
At  this  session,  also,  Dr.  Higbee  gave  us  the  last  lesson  from  his  ripe  ex- 
perience and  gifted  mind,  and  his  words  were  instinct  wdth  a  tenderness 
that  touched  the  soul  of  his  hearers  with  the  divine  responsibility  of 
teaching  and  training  the  young  minds,  never  to  be  forgotten.  In  the 
memory  of  the  soul  of  thousands  who  learned  to  know  Dr.  Higbee  will 
be  enshrined  in  sacred  light  the  pure  and  sunny  life  of  this  kind  and 
good  man. 

Among  other  features  of  progress  may  be  mentoned,  a  continued 
growth  of  the  libraiy  in  district  schools ;  a  larger  ratio  of  professional 
literature ;  a  small  per  cent,  of  increase  in  the  length  of  term  in  a  few 
districts ;  better  appliances  for  the  new  houses,  and  a  slight  advance 
in  teachers'  salaries — 

All  directly  connected  with  the  schools,  either  officially  or  personally 
gave  ample  proof  of  their  devotion  to  the  cause,  and  the  substantial  re- 
sults obtained  in  some  directions  and  the  laudable  efforts  attempted  in 
others,  attest  the  efficiency  of  theii'  services. 
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The  year  just  closed  has  been  fairly  progressive,  and  the  support 
g-iven  our  schools  has  been  more  liberal  than  in  the  past. 

Wages  in  many  places  have  been  increased,  terms  lengthened  and 
much  valuable  apparatus  has  been  purchased. 

While  in  none  of  the  districts  are  the  text-books  all  purchased  from 
the  public  fund,  yet  in  some  of  them  a  part  are  supplied  with  gratifying 
results.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the  directors  will  soon  see  their  way  clear  to 
supply  all  the  books  necessary  free  of  cost  to  the  pupils. 

Examinations. 

Twelve  examinations  were  held,  at  which  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  applicants  were  examined,  one  hundred  and  ninety  of  which  re- 
ceived provisional  and  three  professional  certificates.  No  work  of  the 
superintendent  is  more  laborious  or  responsible  than  holding  examina- 
tions and  issuing  certificates,  as  the  success  of  the  entire  year  depends 
on  the  care  with  which  it  is  done. 

Institute. 

Our  county  institute  was  held  December  16  to  20,  and  was  attended 
by  all  the  teachers  except  two,  one  of  whom  was  sick  and  unable  to  be 
present.  The  instructors  were  Prof.  McClymonds,  of  Slippery  Rock 
State  Normal  School  Superintendent  R.  K.  Buehrle,  of  Lancaster ; 
Superintendent  J.  M.  Reed,  of  Beaver  Falls,  and  Prof.  J.  W.  Snyder,  of 
Fifth  ward  schools,  Allegheny.  Lecturers  Hon.  R.  G.  Hon- and  Jahu 
DeWitt  Miller.  A  concert  was  also  given  by  the  Boston  Ideal  Man- 
dolin Club.     The  institute  was  pronounced  a  success  by  all  present. 

About  twenty  local  institutes  were  held  throughout  the  county,  and 
were  w«ll  attended  by  both  teachers  and  patrons.  These  local  institutes 
are  very  useful  in  creating  an  interest  in  the  locality  where  held. 

School  Property. 

In  most  of  the  districts  the  houses  are  good  and  substantial  buildings, 
well  heated  and  lighted  and  good  furniture.  Only  two  districts  have 
the  old-fashioned  wooden  seats  and  desks,  and  one  of  them — Wilming-- 
ton — is  now  replacing  them  with  modem  furniture.  Lawrence  county 
is  not  a  very  profitable  field  for  agents  in  that  line  of  goods. 

Visitations. 

All  of  the  schools  but  two,  which  were  not  in  session  at  the  time,  were 
visited,  and  a  number  were  visited  twice,  making  one  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  visits  during  the  year.  The  roads  being  so  very  bad  dur- 
ing a  great  part  of  the  year,  made  this  part  of  the  work  very  laborious 
well  as  as  unsatisfctory. 
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One  hundred  and  sixty-one  teachers  were  employed,  twenty-seven 
were  without  previous  experience,  eighty -six  had  taug-ht  five  years  or 
more  and  forty  eight  less  than  five  years. 

This  fact  speaks  volumes,  and  tells  us  that  our  schools  will  never  be 
what  they  ought  to  be  until  some  means  be  adopted  to  prevent  this 
constant  changing  in  the  proft^ssion. 

Teachees. 

While  some  of  our  teachers  are  careless,  or  lazy  if  you  please,  and  as 
a  result  fail  to  do  satisfactory  work,  yet  manj'  of  om*  failures,  or  partial 
failui-es,  are  due  to  failure  of  parents  to  co-operate.  No  teacher  can 
succeed  without  the  co-operation  of  parents,  and  no  one  ought  to  fail 
when  he  has  it.  A  gi-eat  deal  of  complaint  is  made  that  parents  do  not 
\'isit  the  schools  as  much  as  thej^  should. 

While  that  may  be  and  probably  is  trae,  they  can  do  much  to  assist 
the  teacher  in  obtaining  and  holding  the  confidence  of  their  children  at 
home,  by  not  always  encouraging  the  child  in  his  dislikes  and  com- 
plaints. 

And  now,  in  closing  this  my  final  report,  let  me  thank  the  directors 
for  their  encouragement  and  co-operation ;  the  people  for  their  un- 
bounded hospitality  ;  the  teachers  for  their  earnest  faithful  work,  and 
the  press  for  its  generous  support  and  willingness  to  open  its  columns 
for  the  dissemination  of  educational  intelligence. 


LEBANON  COUNTY— Jno.  W.    Snoke. 

The  school  work  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  No  material  changes 
were  made  in  the  management  of  om-  school  work.  Whatever  has  here- 
tofore proved  good  and  tiiistworthy,  has  been  supported  and  encour- 
aged. I  have  eveiy  reason  to  believe  that  our  directors  and  teachers, 
with  a  few  exceptions,  fully  realize  the  responsibilities  of  the  positions 
they  occupy,  and  that  they  utilize  their  best  efforts  to  promote  the  wel- 
fare of  oiu"  public  schools. 

New  houses  were  erected  as  follows  :  One  in  Jackson,  one  in  Bethel 
and  one  in  Jonestown  borough.  The  two  built  in  Jackson  and  Bethel 
are  good  substantial  buildings,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  sup- 
plied with  slate  black-board  and  improved  patent  furuitm-e. 

The  one  erected  in  JonestoA\-u  deserves  more  than  a  passing  notice. 
The  old  houses  marked  "imfit  for  use,"  have  disappeared,  and  in  their 
place,  JonestoM-n  has  one  of  the  best  buildings  in  the  county.  It  is  a 
commodious,  fom--room  brick  building,  located  on  an  eminence  in  the 
southern  portion  of  the  borough,  commanding  a  grand  view  of  the 
beautiful  suiTounding  comatry.     It  is  complete  in  all  its  parts  and  sup- 
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plied  with  first-cLiss  patent  furniture.  Let  |)raise  and  credit  be  given 
to  the  six  noble  men  under  whose  supervision  the  building  was  erected, 
and  to  those  who  gave  them  support  in  their  undertaking. 

The  increase  of  apparatus  made  during  the  year,  was  comparatively 
slight.  All  the  schools  of  South  Annville  were  suT3]3lied  with  outline 
maps,  and  their  primary  schools  with  A])pleton's  reading  charts. 

Six  of  the  schools  of  Mill  Creek  were  supplied  with  outline  maps. 
Many  of  our  schools  are  deficient  in  apparatus,  and  we  sincerely  hope 
that  our  directors  recognize  that  a  teacher  must  have  tools  in  order  to 
do  efficient  work.  Apparatus  is  to  the  skilful  teacher  what  improved 
machinery  is  to  the  farmer  of  to-day.  All  the  schools  not  having  the 
following  apparatus  should  gradually  be  supplied  with  it :  Unabridged 
dictionaries,  globes,  outline  maps,  reading  charts,  physiological  charts, 
supplementary  readers,  materials  for  busy  Avork,  blinds  for  all  the 
windows,  thermometers  and  last,  yet  not  least,  slate  black-boards. 

There  is,  however,  a  factor  in  school  work  of  vastly  greater  impor- 
tance than  apparatus.  It  is  the  teacher.  No  other  factor  can  claim 
superiority  to  the  teacher.  Because  of  this  importance,  what  manner  of 
man  or  woman  should  the  teacher  be  *?  This  question  should  frequently 
be  meditated  upon  by  the  school  director.  In-eproachable  character, 
cheerfulness,  loving  kindness,  firmness,  self-control,  a  clear  idea  of  the 
aim  of  education,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  i)rinciples  and  tniths  under- 
lying all  true  teaching,  combined  with  scholastic  attainments,  these 
are  some  of  the  qualifications  of  those  into  whose  care  and  keeping  we 
may  entrust,  with  safety,  the  chidi-en  of  to-day,  the  generation  of  to- 
morrow. Generally  speaking,  our  teachers  are  zealous,  industrious  and 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  To  my  knowledge,  but  a  few 
are  no  subscribers  to  one  or  the  other  of  our  educational  journals.  Many 
are  broadening  their  views  of  teaching,  by  reading  professional  litera- 
ture and  by  visiting  the  schools  under  the  best  teachers.  However, 
close  observation  in  the  school  room  and  in  my  associations  with  the 
teachers,  led  me  to  discover  that  too  many  teachers  are  merely  sub- 
scribers to  journals  and  not  readers  of  tlie  same.  I  cannot  forbear  to 
say,  that  we  have  a  few  teachers,  whose  sole  ambition  is  a  certificate, 
a  school  and  the  salary. 

With  two  exceptions,  I  visited  all  the  schools  twice,  nearly  one -half  of 
them  thrice,  and  those  of  Cornwall  and  North  Lebanon  (Ind.)  four 
times.  The  total  number  of  visits  to  the  schools  is  four  hundred 
and  ninety-six.  Most  of  the  schools  were  found  in  a  progressive  con- 
dition. In  comparing  the  work  of  the  different  teachers,  the  fact  is 
readily  observed,  that  true  efficient  work  in  the  school-room,  does  not 
depend  so  much  on  scholarship  as  on  professional  skill.  Let  the  teach- 
ers, therefore,  assiduously  devote  some  of  their  time  to  studying  child 
nature,  to  acquiring  skill  in  the  imparting  of  knowledge  and  to  secur- 
ing the  best  methods  for  teaching  the  different  branches.     During  my 
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second  visit  I  was  accompanied  by  the  directors,  sometimes  by  a  full 
board. 

Fourteen  public  and  two  special  examinations  were  held  during  the 
year.  Two  hundred  and  fourteen  applicants  were  examined,  of  whom 
one  hundred  and  eighty-six  received  jjrovisioual  certificates  ;  one  a  pro- 
fessional certificate  and  twenty-seven  were  rejected.  These  examina- 
tions were  quite  well  attended  by  directors  and  citizens. 

The  county  institute  was  in  every  respect  a  success.  The  instructors 
were  Superintendent  James  M.  Coughlin,  of  Luzerne  county  ;  Superin- 
tendent K.  M.  McNeal,  of  Dauphin  county ;  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  princi- 
pal of  Keystone  State  Normal  School :  Rev.  J.  C.  KeiDhart,  president 
of  Lebanon  Valley  College;  Rev.  W.  C.  Schaeffer,  president  of 
Palatinate  College;  Rev.  Geo.  Holzai^hel,  president  of  Schuylkill 
Seminary ;  Prof.  Geo.  W.  Bowman,  of  Lebanon  Yalley  College,  and 
Prof.  M.  N.  Balliet,  of  Palatinate  College. 

Many  of  the  teachers  participated  in  the  work.  The  evening  lectures 
were  delivered  by  Lee  L.  Grumbine,  Esq. ,  Hon.  Geo.  R.  Wendling, 
Rev.  Chas.  T.  Steck,  JahuDe  Witt  Miller,  D.  D.,  and  on  Friday  even- 
ing the  Boston  Ideal  Banjo  and  Mandolin  Club  gave  an  entertainment. 
Following  the  county  institute,  local  institutes  were  held  in  about  one- 
half  the  districts,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  profitable. 

In  Memoriam. 

Death  entered  our  ranks  during  the  year,  and  removed  two  of  our 
most  devoted  teachers,  W.  B.  Harp,  Palmyra,  and  Ezra  J.  Klick,  East 
Hanover.  Their  death  was  keenly  felt  and  deeply  mourned  by  all  who 
knew  them. 

"  Leaves  have  their  time  to  fall, 
And  tlowers  to  wither  at  the  north  wind's  breath, 

And  stars  to  set ;  but  all — 
Thou  hast  all  seasons  for  thine  own,  O  Death! 

In  conclusion,  I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness  and  hospitality 
received,  the  hearty  co-operation  of  directors  and  teachers,  the  interest 
manifested  in  our  work  by  the  public  press  of  the  county,  and  the  coun- 
sel and  assistance  of  the  Department.  May  God  prosper  and  pre- 
serve our  public  schools. 


LEHIGH    COUNTY— J.  O.  Knauss. 

The  statistical  rei^ort  for  this  year  contains  a  full  statement,  showing 
the  condition  of  our  schools  as  they  now  are. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  rejjort  steady  progress,  no  retrogi-ading 
steps  having  been  taken. 
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Houses. 

Six  substantial  well-arraug-ed  brick  school  houses  were  built,  and  all 
supplied  with  patent  furniture  and  natural  slate  for  black-board  use, 
as  follows  :  Lowhill,  one ;  Lynn,  one  with  two  rooms ;  Upper  Milford, 
one  with  two  rooms ;  Washing"ton,  one,  creating-  a  new  sub-district,  and 
Weisenberg,  two.     Six  other  rooms  were  supplied  with  patent  furniture. 

The  boroug-h  limits  of  Slating-ton  have  recently  been  extended,  which 
will  affect  the  schools  of  the  borough,  and  those  of  Washington  towoi- 
ship  from  whose  territory  the  addition  to  the  boroug-h  has  been  taken. 

Pelton's  outline  maps  with  spring-  rollers  and  canopy  case  were 
placed  in  all  the  schools  of  Upper  Saucon,  into  ten  of  North  AVhite- 
hall  and  two  of  Emaus. 

The  school  term  of  Macung-ie  boroug-h  was  lengthened  from  seven 
months  to  eight  months,  and  of  Salisbury  township  from  six  months  to 
seven  months. 

The  salary  of  teachers  was  increased  in  a  number  of  districts. 

Emaus  and  Slatington  boroug-h  high  schools  graduated  their  first 
classes  this  year.  Each  of  these  boroughs  had  in  use  a  regular  course 
of  study  for  a  number  of  years,  but  had  not  taken  the  step  for  gradua- 
tion. Nearly  all  the  boroug-h  and  town  schools,  and  a  number  of  the 
country  schools,  had  regular  closing-  exercises  at  the  close  of  the  term. 
These  exercises  proved  very  interesting-  and  were  well  attended.  If 
properly  conducted  these  exercises  must  bring  good  results. 

An  exhibition  of  school  work  was  given  by  the  Catasauqua  schools. 
The  work  of  the  primary  and  advanced  primary  schools  was  placed  on 
exhibition  in  one  room,  and  that  of  the  secondary,  grammar,  intermedi- 
ate and  high  schools  in  another  room.  The  first  room  exhibited  the 
pupils'  work  in  clay-modeling,  paper-folding,  cutting  and  weaving, 
language  and  number  work,  drawings,  etc.  In  the  other  room  was 
shown  written  review  work  in  the  several  branches  according  to  grade, 
penmanship,  drawing,  map-drawing,  product-maps,  historical  charts, 
etc.  The  exhibition  was  visited  by  many  of  the  patrons  and  friends  of 
education  who  admii'ed  the  work  very  much. 

The  usual  number  of  educational  meetings  was  held  and  consisted 
of  one  meeting  of  teachers  and  directors  in  each  township,  before  the 
opening  of  the  schools  in  fall,  and  eight  local  institutes  held  in  different 
sections  of  the  county. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  our  progressive  teachers  and  to  the  principals 
of  graded  schools,  in  their  untiring  efforts  to  make  these  meetings  a 
success.  The  meetings  were  well  attended  by  teachers,  directors  and 
friends  of  education  and  proved  successful. 

We  were  aided  at  the  county  institute,  held  in  October,  by  the  late 
Hon.  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  Doctors  Schaeffer,  Philips,  Lyte,  Home, 
Baer ;  Professors  J.  A.  Bowman,  M.  P.  Keagle  and  T.  W.  Bevan , 
Superintendents  L.  B.   Landis  and  J.  M.  Coughlin ;  and  Miss  L.  E. 
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Patridg^e.  Rev.  G.  A.  Schwedes  delivered  the  annual  German  addiess, 
and  Prof.  C.  A.  Marks  had  charge  of  the  music.  Evening-  lectures  were 
delivered  by  Rev.  Waldo  Messaros,  Rev.  G.  Munay  Klepfer,  Col.  G. 
W.  Bain  and  Mr.  Chas.  T.  Steck.  The  institute  was  divided  into  three 
sections  for  three  half-day  sessions. 

The  institute  was  a  decided  success.  All  the  teachers  but  two  were 
present,  and  eighty  directors  attended  one  or  more  days.  On  "  Direc- 
tors' Day,"  the  directors  discussed  in  separate  session,  among  other 
topics,  the  following:  1.  Proper  care  of  school  gTounds.  2.  A  model 
school  A'isit  by  a  model  school  director.  3.  A  coiu^se  of  study  for  gradua- 
tion in  the  public  schools.  4.  The  duties  of  school  directors  in  the 
education  of  public  sentiment. 

Our  schools  did  fair  work  during  the  .year,  although  the  attendance 
was  not  as  regular  as  it  had  been  in  pre\dous  years.  Bad  roads  and 
sickness  caused  iiTegular  attendance. 

Most  of  our  teachers  are  progressive  and  energetic,  and  conscientious 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  high  calling.  Nearly  all  study 
standard  educational  works  and  are  regular  readers  of  some  leading 
educational  journals. 

The  appeal  from  the  flooded  districts  of  the  (^onemaugh  Valley  for 
aid  was  responded  to  nobly,  and  our  schools  in  the  count j^  not  includ- 
ing the  city  of  Allentown,  contributed  $435.17,  of  which  $210.43  was 
forwarded  to  Mr.  D.  J.  Jones,  secretary,  for  the  benefit  of  Johnstown 
public  schools,  and  $224. 74  to  J.  W.  Leech,  superintendent  of  Cambria 
county,  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  scht)ols  impoverished  by  the  flood, 
outside  of  Johnstown. 

My  thanks  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  all  who  in  any  man- 
ner aided  us  in  our  work. 


LUZERNE   COUNTY— James  M.  Coughlin. 

We  have  just  closed  a  very  successful  year's  work  in  the  schools  of 
Luzerne  county. 

I  experienced  unusual  difficulty  in  reaching  all  the  schools  in  thr 
country  districts,  on  account  of  the  condition  of  the  roads.  It  is  neces- 
sary to  make  four  visits  each  day,  in  order  to  reach  every  school  during 
the  term.  It  was  difficult  to  visit  more  than  three,  and  frequently  only  ■ 
two,  in  consequence  of  which  I  failed  to  reach  seventy -one  schools  at 
the  close  of  the  school  year. 

I  visited  four  hundred  and  seventy -six  schools  and  made  in  all  five 
hundred  and  nineteen  visits. 

The  tendency  of  late  years  is  toward  introducing  too  much  Avork  in 
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the  schools,  the  purjjose  of  which  is  not   clearly  understood  by  many 
who  are  engaged  in  teaching. 

If  means  and  ends  in  education  are  clearly  distinguished,  the  means 
employed  need  not  be  limited.  An  effort  was  made  to  counteract  this 
tendency,  to  discourage  experimental  work,  and  to  encourage  simplify- 
ing all  educational  process.  The  problem  is  simply  this,  to  teach  the 
children  to  read  intelligently,  to  write  a  good  hand  and  write  it  rapidly^ 
to  apply  the  fundamental  rules  of  arithmetic  to  business  practices,  and 
to  speak  and  write  the  English  language  grammatically.  The  school 
that  accomplishes  this  work  thoroughly  is  a  success ;  the  schools  that 
fail  to  place  the  child  in  possession  of  these  elements  of  a  good  educa- 
tion is  a  failure,  even  though  all  the  latest  schemes  of  education  may 
have  been  introduced. 

Thirty  local  institutes  and  educational  meetings  were  held  during 
the  year.  The  most  valuable  and  important  work  of  the  superintendent 
is  along  this  line.  In  these  meetings,  he  is  brought  face  to  face  with 
the  i^atrons  of  the  schools,  and  has  an  opportunity  to  point  out  such  de- 
fects in  the  operation  of  the  school  system  as  should  be  corrected  by  the 
people,  and  can  bring  before  them  educational  work  and  inspiring 
lectures  to  arouse  public  interest  and  secure  popular  support.  Ad? 
ditional  supervision  in  a  county  as  large  as  Luzerne  is  absolutely 
necessary  in  order  to  do  efficient  work,  and  provide  the  time  that  is  de- 
manded for  other  work  aside  from  school  visitations  and  the  examina- 
tion of  teachers. 

The  county  institutes  have  grown  steadily  in  interest  and  popular 
favor  during  my  connection  with  the  schools  as  superintendent.  The 
meeting  held  the  past  year  was  an  unusually  interesting  and  profitable 
one.  Vocal  music,  objective  drawing,  applied  psychology  and  tempe- 
rance physiology  received  special  attention. 

My  highest  ambition  has  been  to  place  the  schools  in  charge  of  well- 
qualified  teachers.  The  statistics  show  that  the  grade  of  teachers  in 
the  county,  has  steadily  improved  from  year  to  year.  Less  than  onel 
half  the  number  of  teachers  employed  the  past  year  held  provisiona- 
certificates,  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  gi-aduated  at  the  State  normal 
schools,  sixty-six  held  professional  and  sixty-one  permanent  certifi- 
cates. 

The  remarkable  interest  shown  by  the  directors  for  the  past  six  years 
in  putting  up  first-class  houses  was  continued  the  past  year. 

Nine  school  houses  were  built  costing  in  the  aggregate  one  hundred 
and  fifty-six  thousand  dollars.  The  high  school  building  on  Union 
street,  Wilkes-Barre,  is  an  elegant  building,  equipped  with  every 
modem  convenience,  and  has  a  seating  capacity  for  seven  hundred 
pupils.  The  Custer  street  building  in  Wilkes-Barre  is  also  a  very  fine 
building,  a  model  of  neatness  and  architecture,  and  is  situated  on  the 
most  beautiful  site  in  the  entire  valley. 
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WyominsT,  Hanover,  Pittston  township,  Plymouth  borough,  and 
Kingston  to^vnship  built  houses  deserving  creditable  mention.  West 
Pittston,  Newport  and  Edwardsville  are  erecting  buildings  intended 
to  be  ready  for  occupation  at  the  opening  of  the  next  school  term. 
I  am  gratified  at  being  able  to  report  the  schools  as  progressing  in 
every  department.  But  little  attention  has,  as  yet,  been  paid  to  the 
act  of  Legislature  permitting  the  purchase  of  text-books  at  the  expense 
of  the  districts.  Only  thii-ty-four  schools  are  reported  as  having  all  text 
books  provided  free  of  charge.  I  hope  in  the  near  future  all  tlie  school 
districts  in  the  county  will  furnish  free  text-books. 

In  making  this  my  final  repoi-t  of  the  schools  of  Luzerne  county,  it 
is  natural  to  look  back  over  the  twelve  years  of  service  now  concluded ; 
and,  while  there  are  many  things  that  might  have  been  done  better  had 
we  been  able  to  control  all  the  circumstances  attending  them,  there  is, 
at  the  same  time,  some  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  honest,  faithful  and 
conscientious  work  was  done  during  all  these  years.  The  schools  of  the 
county  occupy  a  favorable  position  when  compared  with  other  counties 
of  the  State.  The  progress  of  the  children  has  been  steady  and  con- 
tinuous :  their  work  has  always  been  creditable  and  in  many  schools 
excellent,  and  the  character  of  the  instruction  has  been  so  directed  as 
to  aim  at  higher  culture  and  to  develop  in  the  children  the  principles 
of  a  pure  and  noble  life. 

I  do  not  wish  to  claim  an  undue  proijortion  of  credit  for  the  condition 
of  the  schools  as  they  now  are,  nor  for  the  progress  made  in  them  from 
year  to  year.  I  have  been  ably  supported  in  the  work  by  many  earnest 
and  well -qualified  directors,  whose  devotion  to  the  cause  of  education, 
and  whose  unselfish  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  children,  challenges 
admiration.  I  have  had  the  faithful  support  and  earnest  co-operation 
of  as  noble  and  self-sacrificing  men  and  women  as  the  profession  of 
teaching  contains.  I  only  ask  to  be  remembered  as  having  spared  no 
effort  of  mind  or  body  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  schools,  and 
elevate  the  profession  of  teaching,  to  awaken  public  interest  and 
stimulate  a  growth  of  popular  sentiment  favoring  the  maintenance  of 
first-class  schools.  The  work  is  now  a  Y>art  of  our  educational  history. 
The  success  of  a  superintendent  is  not  so  much  in  what  he  does  himself 
as  in  what  he  inspires  others  to  do.  May  I  not  hope  that  during  these 
years  I  have  given  inspiration  to  many  who  were  discoui^aged,  and 
dropped  a  thought  here  and  there  that  may  find  root  in  good  ground 
and  bear  fiiiit  for  the  good  of  futiu'e  generations  ?  May  I  not  hope  that, 
though  we  are  separated  ofticially  from  each  other,  we  are  still  united 
in  the  work  of  popular  education? 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
for  its  assistance,  the  directors,  teachers  and  citizens,  for  their  co-opera- 
tion, and  the  press  for  its  uniform  coui'tesy. 
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LYCOMING  COUNTY -Chaeles  Lose. 

The  average  per  cent,  of  attendance  of  pupils  for  the  school  year  just 
closed  was  slightly  lower  than  that  of  the  preceding-  year,  owing  to  the 
bad  condition  of  the  roads  during  the  winter ;  yet  the  work  done  by  the 
schools  sui"passed  both  in  character  and  amount  the  work  of  any  previ- 
ous year.  Nothing  so  truly  marks  the  standing  of  the  schools  as  the  in- 
terest the  people  manifest  in  their  welfare,  and  this  interest  has  never 
been  greater  than  at  the  present  time.  In  the  selection  of  teachers, 
adoption  of  books,  classification  and  gradation  of  schools,  building  and 
furnishing  of  houses  and,  in  fact,  in  everything  that  in  any  way  affects 
the  prosperity  of  the  schools,  nearly  all  patrons  now  have  a  lively  con- 
cern. Under  such  supervision  the  schools  must  make  progress.  Poor 
work  by  teachers  or  bad  management  by  directors  will  not  be  tolerated. 

Of  the  six  new  buildings  erected  in  the  county  those  of  Picture  Rocks 
and  Hughesville  boroughs  deserve  particular  mention.  In  the  former 
a  four-room  frame  house  was  built  whose  appearance  is  a  credit  to 
the  town.  The  rooms  are  well  lighted,  and  the  heating  and  ventilating 
arrangements  are  nearly  perfect.  In  Hughesville  a  six-room  brick 
building  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $10,000.  It  is  so  arranged  that  the 
three  rooms  on  the  second  floor  can  be  thrown  into  one,  making  a  large 
hall  for  educational  meetings.  It  is  heated  with  steam,  and  lighted  by 
numerous  large  windows.  A  bell  weighing  eight  hundi*ed  and  twenty- 
five  pounds  calls  the  boys  and  girls  together  at  school  time.  The  build- 
ing presents  a  very  imposing  appearance,  and  shows  excellent  manage- 
ment and  careful  oversight  on  the  j)art  of  the  school  board.  The  other 
four  houses  were  erected  in  the  coimtry  districts  and  are  as  handsome, 
comfortable  and  convenient  as  the  directors  knew  how  to  make  them. 
Some  work  on  rural  school  architecture  that  is  modem,  scientific  and 
yet  i)lain  and  practical,  seems  to  be  very  much  needed.  School  boards 
generally  build  as  well  as  they  know.  Seventeen  houses  were  supplied 
with  new  patent  furniture  during  the  year,  and  a  number  of  slate 
black-boards  were  substituted  for  the  wooden  ones. 

Vocal  music  and  drawing  have  received  j)articular  attention  in  our 
county  in  the  last  few  years.  A  competent  instructor  in  each  branch 
is  always  secured  for  the  week  of  the  county  institute,  and  teachers  are 
advised  to  give  these  two  subjects  as  much  attention  as  possible  At  the 
Lycoming  county  normal  all  the  students  preparing  to  teach  receive 
special  instruction  in  music  and  drawing,  and  these  two  branches  are  put 
on  the  certificates  of  all  persons  who  have  pursued  a  thorough  course 
in  the  same.  In  addition  to  this  the  value  of  music  and  drawing  in  the 
public  schools  is  discussed  at  all  the  eductional  meetings  held  through- 
out the  county  and  the  best  methods  of  teaching  them  presented.  The 
results  so  far  have  not  been  all  that  might  be  expected,  yet  a  good  start 
has  been  made.     In  the  boroughs,  vocal  music  and  drawing  are  taught

regularly  and  scientifically,  and  all  the  schools  in  the  country  dis- 
tricts have  daily  exercises  in  the  former  and  weekly  or  semi-weekly  les- 
sons in  the  latter.  The  class  diills  in  music  given  before  oiu-  educational 
meetings  and  the  specimens  of  drawing  presented  show  plenty  of  talent 
among  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Williamsport  in  December.  Psy- 
chology and  the  history  of  pedagogy,  drawing  and  ijenmanship, 
music,  gi'ammar  and  language,  physiology,  literatui-e  and  primary 
methods  were  the  subjects  lirought  before  the  different  sections  of 
teachei's.  Great  pains  were  taken  to  secure  as  instructors  an  expert  in 
each  branch  who  confined  himself  to  the  one  line  of  work  for  which  he 
was  engaged. 

The  Lycoming  County  Teachers"  Exchange,  meeting  in  the  superin- 
tendent's office  in  the  court  house,  on  the  last  Saturday  of  each  month, 
to  discuss  educational  questions,  does  a  great  deal  of  good  work. 
Nearly  one  hundred  teachers  are  in  attendance  at  each  meeting.  The 
county  commissioners  have  recently  given  the  exchange  a  much  larger 
room,  which  has  been  newly  papered,  painted  and  furnished  with  eight 
dozen  chairs,  a  table  and  a  large  book-case.  The  case  is  filled  with 
books  and  the  walls  ornamented  A\'ith  pictui-es  and  maps,  the  property  of 
the  Exchange.  The  display  work  has  gi-own  to  be  a  leading  feature  of 
both  the  count}'  institute  and  the  local  institutes.  The  annual  meeting 
of  the  association  brings  out  some  of  the  best  work  of  the  teachers  in 
the  way  of  papers  on  advanced  educational  questions. 

The  success  of  our  schools  depends  almost  entirely  on  the  efficiency 
of  the  teachers.  No  teacher  can  do  good  work  who  has  not  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  branches  to  be  taught  and  the  best  methods  of  present- 
ing them.  It  consequently  follows  that  all  persons  expecting  to  teach 
should  make  special  preparation  for  the  work,  and  that  all  teachers 
that  have  been  in  the  work  for  a  number  of  years  should  be  constantly 
striving  to  improve  with  the  times.  To  learn  the  modem  and  scientific 
methods  of  teaching  those  branches  that  have  made  so  much  ad- 
vancement in  the  last  decade  ;  to  prepare  in  those  special  subjects  that 
are  now  a  part  of  every'  good  school's  coiu'se ;  to  imitate  Chaucer's 
scholar,  "  And  gladly  wolde  be  leme  and  gladlj^  teche  ;"'  and  to  lose  no 
opportunity  of  fitting  himself  to  train  boys  and  girls  for  the  highest 
manhood  and  womanhc^od,  is  the  duty  of  every  teacher. 


McKEAN     COUNTY— W.  P.  Eckels. 

Our  schools  have  closed  a  most  prosperous  year.  They  have  been 
better  than  ever  before,  because  they  have  had  better  teachers  and  the 
directors  have  been  more  interested. 
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In  nearly  every  township  the  school  houses  have  been  repaired  and 
considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  school  g-rounds. 

One  more  township  (Annin)  has  adopted  the  long  term  system  and 
others  are  debating-  the  matter. 

Four  new  school  houses  have  been  built  in  the  county.  The  one  at 
Eldi-ed  is  the  best  in  the  county.  There  are  two  or  three  places  in  the 
comity  where  the  schools  are  not  in  as  good  shape  as  they  might  be. 

The  directors  allow  their  teachers  to  begin  their  term's  work  when 
they  please  and  close  up  for  a  day  or  two  when  they  wish. 

These  schools  open  at  any  time  from  the  fi  ;st  of  April  to  the  first 
of  June,  for  the  summer  term,  and  the  same  way  for  the  winter  term. 

Our  institute  was  the  best  we  have  ever  had  in  the  county. 

Om-  county  association  met  in  Kane  and  held  a  most  delightful  three- 
days'  session. 

Our  schools  and  teachers  are  both  rising  in  grade,  and  we  do  not  fear 
for  their  future. 


MEECEK  COUNTY— S.  H.  McCleery. 

It  g-ives  us  pleasure  to  rejaort  that  the  work  done  in  our  schools,  was 
g-enerally  satisfactory,  notwithstanding  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic, 
la  grippe,  and  much  inclement  weather.  The  average  attendance  will 
doubtless  fall  below  that  of  former  years. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  falls  far  short  of  our  ideal.  The  difficulties 
have  been  mentioned  in  former  reports,  and  need  not  be  repeated  here. 
As  in  former  years,  the  county  institute  was  supplemented  by  various 
local  institutes  so  arranged  that  every  teacher  could  attend  one  or  more. 
Teachers  have  been  faithful  in  attendance,  and  have  exerted  themselves 
to  make  these  meetings  interesting  and  profitable. 

The  work  in  the  high  schools  is  more  thorough.  The  review  of  the 
common  English  branches  is  an  improvement.  Thirty-six  pupils  were 
graduated  this  year,  with  the  promise  of  larger  classes  in  the  future. 

The  specialists  in  -wTiting  and  vocal  music  have  been  rewarded  by 
excellent  results. 

Mercer  county  is  well  supplied  with  academies  and  higher  institutions 
of  learning :  JamestowTi  Seminary  and  Thiel  College,  in  the  northwest ; 
Fredonia  Institute  in  the  center ;  McElvaine  Institute  in  the  northeast ; 
Grove  City  College,  in  the  southeast,  with  the  Slippery  Rock  State 
normal  only  two  miles  from  the  southeastern  border ;  Clark  Academy 
and  Hall  Institute,  in  the  west,  and  Westminster  College  on  the  south- 
west. 

The  contributions  of  our  schools  to  the  Higbee  mounument  fund 
amounted  to  $36.47,  to  the  aid  of  the  Johnstown  schools,  including 
contributions  from  Sharon  and  Greenville,  to  $218.50. 
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During  the  six  years,  we  have  made  2,189  visits  to  schools,  have  held 
167  public  examinations,  have  examined  an  average  of  600  ayjplicants  for 
certificates  each  j-ear,  have  received  over  5,000  letters,  have  written  over 
5,000  official  communications,  have  traveled  over  18,000  miles  on  official 
business,  have  received  and  forwarded  282  districts  reports,  and  spent  78 
days  in  attending  educational  meetings.  This  information  is  given  for 
those  who  imagine  that  the  office  of  county  superintendent  is  a  sinecure. 
Among  farmers,  there  seems  to  be  considerable  opposition  to  the  office, 
and  in  a  farmers'  convention  recently,  it  was  resolved,  that  the  county 
superintendency  should  be  abolished.  Many  people  believe  it  a  useless 
expense,  because  they  see  so  little  of  the  superintendent,  and  because 
it  is  so  Avell  understood  that  he  cannot  do  efficiently  all  the  work  re- 
quired of  him.  No  one  can  do  justice  to  three  hundi'ed  and  sixteen 
schools,  the  people  know  it,  and  say,  aw^ay  with  the  office  !  The  time 
is  surely  ripe  for  the  district  superintendency. 

It  is  with  mingled  feelings  of  pleasm-e  and  regret,  that  we  survey  the 
whole  six  years'  work.  Some  good  has  been  accomplished,  substantial 
progress  is  plainly  visible.  We  are  only  sorry  that  more  progress  has 
not  been  made. 

The  standard  has  been  raised  each  year  as  high  as  the  circumstances 
would  permit.  Teachers  have  been  urged  to  attend  school  during  vaca- 
tion, to  read  educational  literature  and  to  visit  other  schools.  Aspi- 
rants have  been  advised  to  attend  professional  schools  and  to  i^repare 
themselves  for  good  work,  before  offering  their  service  to  school  boards. 
Teachers  have  been  advised  in  regard  to  their  failings  and  instructed 
in  better  methods  at  every  opportunity.  The  work  of  the  county  insti- 
tute has  been  shaped  to  meet  the  wants  of  teachers,  as  observed  by  the 
superintendent  during  his  visitations. 

Lackawannock,  Wilmington,  Shenango,  Hempfield,  Sugar  Grove  and 
Perry  now  have  a  continuous  term.  The  other  rural  districts  would  do 
well  to  follow  the  same  plan  speedily. 

Every  district  in  the  county  should  pay  their  teachers  more  liberally, 
retain  the  best,  and  require  better  qualifications  of  those  who  enter  the 
profession.  Many  of  our  best  teachers  emigrate  annually  because 
they  receive  more  pay  elsewhere.  This  is  a  disgrace  to  Mercer  county  ; 
an  example  of  false  economy. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  thank  the  State  Department  for  its  aid 
and  courtesy.  Thanks  are  due  also  to  the  directors,  patrons  and  teach- 
ers, and  we  trust  that  the  same  generous  hospitality,  kind  sympathy 
and  cordial  support,  which  have  ever  been  extended  to  us,  will  be  given 
our  worthy  successor. 
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MIFFLIN  COUNTY— J.  A.  Myers. 

Reviewing-  the  work  of  the  past  year,  it  is  with  no  little  satisfaction 
that  we  are  able  to  report  increased  interest  and  advancement  in  educa- 
tional work. 

The  general  public,  directors  and  teachers  are  more  and  more  aroused 
to  the  needs  of  our  schools,  and  are  making-  commendable  effort  to 
increase  their  effectiveness.  We  still  find  much  that  is  needed  to  reach 
the  ideal.  It  seems  there  can  always  be  found  some  directors  who  do 
all  in  their  power  to  defeat  any  movement  of  progress  or  improvement. 
A  few  teachers  still  find  places  and  positions  in  the  schools  who  are 
not  a  success.  These  are  not  always  the  beginners,  but  may  be  those 
who  are  beyond  the  superintendent's  examinations.  Notwithstanding 
these  drawbacks  our  teachers  and  directors,  as  a  body, have  been  earnest 
in  their  work,  doing  the  best  the  means  and  circumstances  would 
allow.  Only  about  six  per  cent,  of  our  teachers  were  beginners,  which 
goes  to  -show  a  greater  tendency  to  retain  teachers  than  ever  before  ;  as 
this  is  the  lowest  per  cent,  of  new  teachers  in  any  year.  Our  directors' 
conventions  deserve  notice.  They  have  been  by  no  means  the  least 
factors  in  educational  progress.  At  these  meetings  have  been  discussed 
many  questions  relative  to  the  needs  of  our  schools,  among  which  the 
free  text  book  question  has  been  investigated,  and  an  outline  for  a 
course  of  study  for  ungraded  schools  has  been  adopted,  and  will  be 
compiled  and  published  for  the  use  of  the  schools  some  time  the  com- 
ing winter.  We  feel  like  saying  in  this  connection,  we  see  no  reason  why 
the  State  should  not  have  a  course  of  study  arranged  especially  for 
ungraded  schools.  Teachers  who  are  not  professionals  teach  what 
they  like,  or  know  best,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  else  that  the  child  should 
be  taught  in  order  to  properly  develop  all  his  power,  hence,  instead  of 
a  steady  and  continued  growth,  the  child  is  dwarfed  and  stunted  from 
the  start  and  never  becomes  properly  develojDed. 

Let  this  course  of  study  be  on  some  such  basis  as  this  :  With  the 
first  reader  grade  should  be  taught  such  work  in  numbers,  such  in 
language,  such  in  observation  lessons,  talks  on  geography,  etc.  With 
second  reader,  a  com]plete  and  comprehension  outline  of  such  work  as 
pupils  of  that  grade  should  be  taught,  and  so  through  the  several 
grades.  Then  it  matters  not  what  books  are  used  or  whether  the  pupil 
comes  from  the  beginning  of  the  term  or  the  middle,  and  he  will  be 
ready  to  take  up  the  several  steps  of  his  work  as  he  advances.  Again, 
new  teachers  coming  in  will  know  exactly  what  has  been  taught  to  the 
pupils  by  simply  knowing  the  gi'ade.  We  would  like  to  have  this 
discussed  and  acted  upon  at  our  next  State  Teachers'  Association. 

Our  schools  suffered  very  much  during  the  winter  from  prevailing 
ei^idemics.  In  many  cases  the  percentage  was  lowered,  but  the  enrol- 
ment was  fully  up  and  above  the  previous  winter. 
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Two  new  houses  were  built  and  several  others  furnished  with  patent 
furniture.  The  directors  are  giving  the  matter  of  apparatus  more  at- 
tention than  in  the  past  years,  yet  we  have  some  schools  without 
either  maps,  charts  or  globe. 

Local  institutes  and  educational  metings  were  held  all  over  the 
county  and  with  very  fair  success.  Lectures  and  entertainments  were 
given  in  various  places  for  the  benefit  of  the  several  school  libraries 
as  already  organized. 

Our  county  institute  was  one  of  the  best  ever  held  in  the  county. 
Every  teacher  but  one  was  present,  and  a  fnll  corjjs  of  good  instructors, 
together  with  the  best  available  lecture  talent,  furnished  a  week  of 
unusual  instruction,  entertainment  and  profit.  We  trust  we  may  be 
able,  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  patrons,  teachers,  and  directors,  to 
keep  on  advancing  the  interests  of  the  public  schools. 


MONROE  COUNTY— J.  W.  Paul. 

We  are  glad  to  say  in  the  report  of  our  schools  for  the  past  year 
that  there  are  many  evidences  of  gi'owth  and  progress. 

Many  of  our  school  houses  have  been  substantially  repaired  and  re- 
seated with  improved  furniture,  adding  much  to  the  appeai'ance  of  the 
rooms,  as  well  as  to  the  comfort  of  pupils  and  teachers. 

Considerable  apparatus  has  been  placed  in  the  schools,  and  some 
to^vnships,  notabh'^  Stroud,  has  put  natural  slate  black-boards  in  all  the 
schools  in  the  district. 

Price  township  has  replaced  the  rickety  old  shell  at  Pricebm^g  form- 
erly used  as  a  school  house,  with  a  new  and  substantial  building,  and 
Middle  Smithfield  has  i:)ut  a  set  of  comprehensive  charts  in  each  of  her 
eleven  schools.  The  people  in  general  are  manifesting  a  desire  for 
better  schools,  and  are  shoAving  a  willingness  to  sustain  them,  while 
our  teachers  and  directors  are  endeavoring  to  secure  the  same. 

Salaries  in  a  number  of  districts  have  been  increased,  fewer  teachers 
of  low  grade  certificates  have  been  employed,  and  there  has  been  less 
changing  of  teachers.  Our  directors  and  teachers  have  been  zealous, 
enterprising  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of  duty.  Of  course,  we 
still  have  a  few  Avho  lack  the  proper  amount  of  zeal  and  interest  in  the 
work.  They  fail  to  subscribe  for  and  read  educational  journals,  and 
neglect  proper  preparation  before  appearing  before  their  classes. 
These  must,  as  a  natural  consequence,  before  the  steady  march  of  edu- 
cational progress,  drop  out  of  the  profession. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  directors  and  teachers  for  their  assistance 
and  to  the  Department  for  kindnesses  shown. 
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MONTGOMERY  COUNTY-R.  F.  Hoffecker. 

After  a  close  review  of  the  year's  work  we  can  safely  assert,  without 
misleading-  the  public,  that  we  are  still  on  the  line  of  progress. 

Houses  and  Furniture. 

Improvements  in  school  buildings  are  undoubtedly  on  the  increase. 
In  those  recently  erected,  attention  has  been  paid  to  ventilation,  heat- 
ing, lighting  and  facilities  for  study. 

The  surroundings  of  the  school  houses  are  receiving  care,  but  there  is 
some  neglect  on  this  point.  Trees  are  often  planted  and  not  cared  for 
afterwards.  Arbor  Days  have  revealed  the  necessity  of  larger  grounds, 
and  now  more  extensive  building  lots  for  school  purposes  are  frequently 
selected.  The  change  in  school  furniture  is  not  yet  complete.  Old- 
fashioned  wooden  desks  are  found  in  about  twenty  school  rooms,  but 
they  are  destined  to  become  very  soon  a  thing  of  the  past.  Nearly  all 
of  the  schools  are  provided  with  globes,  maps,  dictionaries  and  other 
necessary  apparatus.  The  introduction  of  libraries  is  almost  an  out- 
growth of  the  last  decade.  At  first,  the  growth  was  very  slow,  but  a 
living  interest  has  been  awakened  and  an  impetus  given  that  will  pro- 
duce rich  results.  Two  years  ago,  we  had  but  twenty-four  school 
libraries.  We  now  ha\'e  fifty-eight  an  increase  of  thirty -four  in  two 
years. 

There  are  three  districts  that  have  not  even  a  dictionary,  but  they 
will  soon  and  perhaps  rapidly  move  in  a  right  direction. 

Schools. 

Each  year  seems  to  add  to  the  interest  and  vitality  of  a  large  number 
of  the  schools. 

The  graded  school  system  for  rural  districts  has  succeeded  admirably. 
The  county  embraces  fifty  school  districts.  Twenty -two  of  these  dis- 
tricts have  not  adopted  the  "  graded  course, "  but  several  of  them  are 
considering  the  introduction  of  it  the  coming  school  year.  Wherever, 
the  system  has  been  adopted,  teachers  work  harder,  pupils  remain 
longer,  attend  more  regularly  and  generally  leave  the  school  on  com- 
mencement days  eager  for  higher  attainments.  All  the  schools  having 
a  graded  course,  and  many  ungraded  schools,  have  done  excellent 
work,  and  their  influence  is  perceptibly  felt  in  the  communities  in 
which  they  are.  All  the  districts  but  fifteen  furnish  free  text-books. 
We  hope  to  see  the  county  a  unit  in  this  matter. 

The  schools  feel  the  throb  of  public  feeling  and  respond  generously 

to  appeals  for  aid.     They  sent  to  the  afflicted  schools  of  Johnstown,  the 

sum  of  $211.29,  and  gave  towards  the  "  Higbee  memorial  fund,"  $93.50. 

School   saving  banks  have  just  gained  a  foot -hold  in  the  county. 

6  School  Report. 
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They  liave  onlj^  been  established  in  three  districts,  representing  twenty 
Bchools. 

Teachers. 

The  standard  of  acquirements  for  provisional  certificates  has  been 
gradually  raised,  and  candidates  come  much  better  prepared.  In  ed- 
ucational literature  teachers  are  advancing. 

Forty  teachers  of  the  county  attended  the  summer  school  of  methods 
held  in  Konistown  last  summer.  A  large  number  of  the  teachers 
possess  good  teaching  powers,  and  if  higher  salaries  were  given  we 
could  secure  and  hold  many  more  valuable  workers.  Every  year  we 
lose  good  efficient  teachers.  It  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  so  many 
male  teachers,  who  have  the  requisite  qualifications  to  become  men  of 
note  in  the  profession,  leave  it  for  more  lucrative  business.  We  earn- 
estly long  for  the  day  when  higher  wages  shall  be  paid  to  efficient, 
competent  teachers,  and  there  shall  be  great  inducements  given  to  re- 
tain able  male  teachers. 

Educational  Agencies. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  NorristoAVTi  beginning  October  21, 
and  lasted  five  days.  It  was  in  every  respect  a  large  and  successful 
meeting.  On  Thursday  of  institute  week  the  directors  met  and  formed 
an  association  to  be  known  as  the  "  Montgomery  Coimty  School  Direc- 
tors' Association. "  They  held  another  meeting  last  March.  Various 
subjects  pertaining  to  the  best  interests  of  the  schools  were  discussed. 
This  association  can  become  a  powerful  factor  in  advancing  and  unify- 
ing the  schools  of  the  count J^  Five  local  institutes  were  held  dui'ing 
the  year,  two  days  being  devoted  to  each.  There  is  no  doubt  these 
institutes  make  large  returns  for  the  time  and  labor  expended  in  or- 
ganizing them. 

Progressive  school  ideas  are  infused  through  them  that  could  not  be 
given  in  any  other  way.  They  also  arouse  competition  in  the  schools 
and  awaken  a  spirit  of  honest  rivalry.  There  is  a  great  desire  in  many 
parts  of  the  county  to  secure  these  institutes,  and  five  applications  have 
already  been  made  a  year  in  advance.  The  public  school  commence- 
ments are  becoming  good  educational  agencies,  by  drawing  a  large 
number  of  pupils,  teachers,  directors  and  citizens  together.  At  these 
meetings  there  are  always  several  educational  addresses  made  on  the 
necessity  and  importance  of  good  schools 

C0N(!'LUSI0N. 

In  the  annual  examinations  we  have  tried  to  sift  the  applicants,  so 
that  the  school  boards  can  have  the  best  from  which  to  choose.  Yet, 
we  cannot  place  before  them  a  complete  corps  of  good  instmctors. 
Higher  salaries  and  longer  school  terms  are  requisite  to  retain  a  full 
force  of  exf)erienced,  competent  teachers. 
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We  rejoice  in  the  exteusion  of  the  g-raded  system,  the  increased  cir- 
culation of  free  text-books  and  the  introduction  of  libraries.  But  we 
are  not  yet  fully  equipped.  We  need  a  closer  professional  supervision. 
Not  until  the  schools  are  placed  under  careful,  frequent  and  judicious 
inspection  will  they  attain  the  eminence  for  which  we  have  labored. 

Again,  we  tender  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  State  Department  for 
aid  so  promptly  g-iven,  to  the  public  press  for  their  warm  support,  and 
to  the  directors  and  teachers  for  efficient  help  so  often  rendered. 


MONTOUR  COUNTY— W.  D.  Steinbach. 

Dm-ing  the  year  I  found  many  things  to  commend  and  a  few  to  con- 
demn. Owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  during-  the  year  our 
schools  were  not  as  well  attended  as  we  desired  to  see,  however,  in  most 
schools,  the  teachers  kept  up  the  interest  throughout  the  entire  term, 
and  the  averag-e  attendance  was  as  good  as  could  be  expected.  I  re- 
gret to  mention  the  fact  that  many  of  our  school  rooms  I  found  in  a 
very  dirty  condition.  I  found  upon  investigation  that  some  few  of  the 
teachers  had  their  rooms  swept  but  once  a  week,  some  few  twice  and 
others  oftener.  I  found  that  where  such  was  the  case,  the  order  of  the 
school  was  very  low.  Nothing  will  lower  the  moral  standing  of  a  school 
so  much  as  a  dirty,  untidy  room.  Every  school  room  ought  to  be  swept 
every  evening  after  school,  and  nicely  dusted  the  next  moring.  Direc- 
tors should  look  carefully  into  this  matter,  and  the  teacher  who  does  not 
keep  a  clean  school  room  should  not  be  emj^loyed.  I  would  urge  that 
directors  visit  their  school  oftener,  and  see  that  every  thing  is  in  proper 
order  and  that  the  teacher  is  doing  her  duty.  I  find  that  the  closer 
the  supervision  the  better  the  work  in  our  schools.  I  cannot,  as  a 
rule,  visit  the  schools  in  the  country  districts  more  than  twice  during 
the  school  term,  hence,  if  directors  would  aim  to  visit  their  schools  once 
a  month,  it  would  add  largely  to  the  supeiwision,  and  the  result  would 
be  far  better  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  Parents  ought  to  visit 
the  schools.  I  find  the  best  schools  are  those  which  are  most  visited. 
Nothing  will  so  much  encourage  the  teacher  and  the  pupils  as  frequent 
visits  from  the  patrons. 

Looking  back  over  the  three  past  years  of  my  supervision,  I  have 
many  reasons  to  be  greatly  encouraged  for  the  coming  three.  There 
seems  to  be  a  more  harmonious  feeling  among  our  teachers  and  educa- 
tional forces  than  has  existed  for  some  time  past.  We  seem  certainly 
to  be  in  the  line  of  progress.  Teachers  are  awakening  and  are  realizing' 
more  and  more  the  high  and  responsible  positions  they  occupy.  Our 
teachers  did  good  faithful  work  last  year,  notwithstanding  the  many 
difficulties  they  had  to  encounter ;  I  hope  they  will  still  do  better  from 
year  to  year. 
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Some  few  of  our  young  teachers  did  not  come  up  to  my  expectations. 
It  would  be  well  if  the  directors  employ  no  one  under  twenty  years. 

Our  county  institute  was  well  attended  by  the  teachers.  The  day 
instruction  was  of  an  elevating  and  interesting  character.  Our  evening 
lectures  were  good  and  were  largely  attended.  All  expressed  them- 
selves as  highly  i^leased.   ' 

Seventeen  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  graduated  from  the  Danville 
high  school.  The  course  of  instruction  in  this  school  is  very  good  and 
it  is  very  largely  attended. 

Thanking  the  pupils  and  teachers,  the  directors  and  patrons,  for  past 
courtesies  and  encouragements  so  generously  given,  and  ti-usting  and 
hoping  the  good  work  may  continue,  I  close  this  my  third  annual 
report. 


NORTHAMPTON  COUNTY— J.  H.  Werner. 

The  schools  during  the  past  year  have  made  material  progress.  The 
teachers  have  been,  in  most  cases,  inspired  with  the  true  spirit,  not 
teaching  for  the  dollars  and  cents  alone,  but  laboring  for  the  best  in- 
terests and  highest  good  of  the  pupils. 

Buildings. 

There  have  been  five  houses  built  during  the  year.  Two  were  built 
in  Upper  Nazareth  township,  one  in  Washington  township,  one  in 
Williams  township  and  one  in  the  borough  of  Bangor,  which  is  an 
ornament  for  the  town.  All  were  furnished  with  slate  black-boards  and 
with  improved  patent  desks. 

Great  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  apparatus  of  the  schools 
during  the  year. 

School  Room  Decoration. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  refer  to  the  gi-eatly  increased  interest  on 
the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils  in  this  matter.  Many  of  oui'  school 
houses  have  been  transfonned  from  dull,  cheerless,  uninviting  places, 
to  places  of  real  homelike  comfort  and  beauty. 

Teachers. 

Most  of  the  teachers  seem  to  realize  that  successful  teaching  requires 
study  and  preparation.  "How  to  teach,"  has  become  an  important 
question  among  teachers,  and  has  led  to  greater  study  and  more  pro- 
fessional reading.  It  is  no  longer  rare  for  teachers  to  have  more  studies 
on  their  certificates  than  those  required  by  law. 
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Visitations. 

Five  hundred  and  six  visits  were  made.  All  the  borodgh  schools 
were  visited  twice  and  some  three  times.  The  township  schools  were 
all  visited  twice  except  a  few  which  were  not  in  session  at  the  time  of 
my  visit. 

Institutes. 

The  comity  institute  held  November  11  to  15,  1889,  was  a  success  in 
point  of  atendance,  instruction,  entertainment  and  enthusiasm.  Dis- 
trict institutes  were  held  at  eig-ht  different  places  tliroughout  the 
coimty. 

Conclusion. 

As  this  is  the  last  report  as  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  North- 
ampton county,  I  wish,  therefore,  to  say,  in  closing,  that  during  the 
nine  years  that  I  have  held  the  office  and  endeavored  to  discharge  its 
duties,  I  have  been  treated  with  great  kindness  by  teachers,  directoi-s 
and  people,  and  with  uniform  courtesy  by  the  officers  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction,  which  favors  from  all  I  thankfully  acknowledge. 


NOETHUMBERLAND   COUNTY— W.  E.  Bloom. 

In  submitting  this  my  third  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  this 
county  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  note  that  during  the  past  year  both 
our  directors  and  teachers  have  worked  in  harmony,  and  that  as  a  re- 
sult the  cause  of  education  has  made  commendable  i^rogress. 

Two  buildings  were  erected  during  the  year.  The  one  at  Mt.  Carmel 
is  of  brick,  three  stories  in  height,  with  a  large  hall  on  the  third  floor, 
and  four  rooms  on  each  of  the  others.  It  is  heated  and  ventilated  by 
the  Smead  system,  the  black-boards  are  of  natural  slate,  and  the 
furniture  of  the  latest  pattern  and  best  make.  The  building  reflects 
credit  not  only  upon  the  directors  under  whose  administration  it  was 
erected,  but  also  upon  the  intelligence  of  the  community  in  which  it  is 
located. 

The  other  building,  at  Turbutville,  is  frame,  two  stories  in  height, 
with  two  rooms  on  each  floor.  This  building  has  also  the  latest  and 
best  furniture,  and  like  the  one  at  Mt.  Carmel,  reflects  credit  upon  all 
who  were  instrumental  in  its  erection. 

The  grounds  of  both  buildings  are  of  ample  size  to  afford  the  children 
places  for  play  and  recreation.  Those  of  Turbutville  have  been  planted 
with  ornamental  and  shade  trees,  and  those  of  Mt.  Carmel  will  in  the 
near  future  receive  similar  attention. 

Oirr  county  institute  was  held  during  the  third  week  of  November, 
and  was  in  all  respects  a  success. 
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The  teachers  of  two  of  the  iiiral  districts,  Chillisquaque  and  Coal  and 
of  nearly  all  the  boroughs  hold  meetings  for  the  consideration  and 
discussion  of  educational  topics. 

Many  of  our  teachers  recognize  the  fact  that  one  of  the  most  potent 
means  for  improving  themselves  in  their  profession,  is  the  reading  of 
live  educational  journals  ;  however,  there  are  here  and  there  still  a  few 
who  do  not  feel  the  necessity  of  improvement. 

My  observations  lead  me  to  the  conclusion  that  many  of  the  young 
people  of  our  county,  and  some  of  the  teachers,  do  not  give  as  much 
attention  to  general  reading  as  they  should.  In  an  age  like  ours,  of 
cheap  daily  and  weekly  p)apers,  it  is  a  discredit  for  any  one  to  grow  wp 
ignorant  of  the  events  that  are  daily  occiuTing  in  his  oAvn  and  other 
lands. 

During  my  term  of  office  thus  far,  I  have  annualh'  visited  every 
school  in  the  county  once,  some  twice  and  even  three  times.  While  the 
schools  are  in  session  I  give  nearly  all  my  time  to  \isitation. 

This  report  ends  my  first  term's  work  as  superintendent  of  the 
schools  of  the  county.  In  looking  back  over  the  jDast  three  years  I 
see  much  for  encouragement  and  many  lessons  of  profit  for  the  future. 
My  thanks  are  due  to  all  who  have  in  anywise  aided  me  in  promoting 
the  cause  of  education  in  the  county. 


PEEEY  COUNTY— E.  U.  Aumiller. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  uneventful ;  and,  in  consequence  of 
the  staid  and  settled  character  of  our  school  affairs,  this  report  must  of 
necessity  be  similar  to  those  of  preceding  years.  Bad  roads,  excessive 
rain  and  much  sickness  were  elements  tending  to  injure  the  schools. 
But  I  am  glad  to  say  that,  in  spite  of  these  hindrances,  the  schools, 
with  few  exceptions,  accomplished  a  gi'eat  amoimt  of  good. 

Improvements. 

A  new  brick  house  belonging  to  Liverpool  township  was  erected 
within  the  limits  of  the  borough  of  Liverpool.  It  is  furnished  with  pat- 
ent seats — but,  unfortunately,  the  sizes  are  too  small  to  accommodate 
all  the  pupils  properly.  Newport  built  an  annex  to  the  main  building. 
It  contains  two  rooms  which,  owing  to  the  flood,  were  not  finished  nor 
supplied  with  furniture.  The  old  stone  house  at  Pisgah,  in  Spring 
toA\-nship,  was  razed  to  the  gi'ound,  and  a  new  stone  building  was 
erected  near  the  former  site.  It  is  a  very  substantial  building,  and  no 
doubt  will  be  a  landmark  for  generations  to  come.  It  contains  new  pat- 
ent furniture.  The  house  at  Elliottsburg,  in  the  same  district,  was 
also  re-seated  with  new  desks.     A  new  brick  was  erected  upon  the  site

of  the  old  Mountain  Home  building-  in  Saville.  It  is  furnished  with 
new  patent  furniture,  and  the  windows  are  protected  by  wire  screens 
instead  of  wooden  shutters.  This  is  a  good  feature.  It  protects  the 
windows  from  stones  and  other  missiles  (unless  they  be  very  small) , 
keeps  out  tramps,  saves  the  trouble  of  opening  and  shutting*  the  blinds, 
as  well  as  the  annoyance  of  slamming  and  banging  on  windy  days. 
Of  course  no  windows  thus  protected  should  be  without  ciu'tains  on  the 
inside  to  regulate  the  light. 

A  new  frame  house,  furnished  with  patent  furnitui'e,  was  erected  at 
Loysville,  in  Tyrone  townshii?.  Loysville  formerly  had  two  graded 
schools  in  one  building,  but  the  directors  thought  proper  to  make  two 
ungraded  schools  out  of  two  graded  schools  by  erecting  two  separate 
buildings.  The  result  is  that  one  of  the  schools  has  an  enrolment  of 
sixteen  and  the  other  ffity-two  pupils,  while  both  have  lost  the  advan- 
tages of  more  thorough  grading  and  classification. 

At  Briners,  in  the  same  district,  the  old  wooden  desks  were  replaced 
with  modern  furniture.  Three  rooms  in  Duncannon  and  two  in  Rye 
township  were  neatly  papered.  I  know  of  no  better  nor  cheaper  plan 
for  hiding  dingy  walls. 

Of  the  rooms  now  occupied  for  school  purposes,  one-hundred  and 
seven  are  supplied  with  suitable  fui'niture,  and  eighty  contain  primitive 
wooden  desks,  distinguished  mainly  by  their  inadequate  qualities  and 
the  "jack  knife's  carved  initial."  The  school  rooms  in  Bloomfield, 
Buffalo,  Duncannon,  Howe,  Landisville,  Liverpool  borough,  Marys- 
ville.  Greenwood,  New  Buffalo,  and  Newport  are  all  supplied  with 
patent  furniture.  .  The  following  districts  are  partially  supplied,  the 
first  number  indicates  j^atent  desks,  and  the  one  following  wooden : 
Blain,  1 — ^1 ;  Centre  8 — 1,  Juniata,  4 — 3 ;  Liverpool  township,  6 — 1 ; 
Madison  N.  E.,  4—3;  Madison,  S.  W.,  3—5;  Miller,  2—1;  Millers- 
town,  1—2  ;  Oliver,  3—3  ;  Penn,  5—7  ;  Saville,  9—4 ;  Spring,  5—5  ; 
Toboyne,  3 — 5  ;  Tuscarora,  3 — 5  ;  Tyrone,  6 — 4. 

The  following  districts  have  the  old-style  wooden  desks  in  all  their 
rooms :  Carroll,  Jackson,  Bye,  Watts,  Wheatfield.  During  the  six 
years  of  my  incumbency  twenty-six  new  houses  were  erected,  and  thirty 
five  rooms  were  furnished  with  patent  furniture  ;  besides  these  many 
decided  improvements  of  minor  importance — such  as  the  enlargement 
of  grounds,  more  and  better  black  board-surface,  better  heating  and 
ventilation — have  been  added.  There  are  three  districts  sadly  in  need 
of  it  where  no  improvement  in  buildings,  grounds  or  furniture  has 
been  made,  but  the  county  as  a  whole,  I  am  glad  to  say,  has  advanced 
in  this  direction  further  than  during  any  like  period  since  the  inaugu- 
ration of  the  common  school  sysem. 
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Schools. 

Marked  improvement  was  made  through  out  the  county  in  order, 
study  and  classification. 

These  are,  in  my  opinion,  the  three  most  impoi"tant  elements  in  the 
economyof  teaching,  and  if  they  be  properly  sustained  the  secondary 
features  of  a  good  school  will  not  be  wanting.  A  uniform  course  of 
study, intelligently  conformed  to  by  the  ungraded  schools  of  the  county, 
would  accomplish  very  desirable  results.  There  are  many  difficulties 
in  the  way  of  the  adoption  of  such  a  coiu'se,  but  they  can  all  be  met  and 
surmounted  if  teachers  and  directors  will  work  in  unison. 

Two  of  my  predecessors  made  laudable  efforts  in  this  direction,  and 
both  met  with  a  measure  of  success,  but  I  doubt  whether  the  time  and 
labor  expended  in  either  case  were  justified  by  the  results.  It  is  well 
nigh  impossible  to  ojierate  a  system  successfully  if  it  do  not  commend 
itself  to  the  intelligent  judgment  of  a  large  majority  of  the  people.  I 
think  however  that  we  are  now  ready  to  apply  a  moderate  and  reason- 
able scheme  of  this  nature.  I  have  looked  with  special  care  into  the 
gi'adiug  and  classification  of  every  school  in  the  county — frequently 
conferring  wdth  teachers  and  advising  them  upon  this  imT)ortant  feat- 
lU'e.  All  intelligent  and  progressive  teachers  appreciate  the  advant- 
ages of  such  a  coui'se,  while  the  inexperienced  feel  the  need  of  some- 
thing to  direct  their  ill-defined  ideas  of  teaching. 

County  uniformity  in  text-books  would  remove  one  of  the  principal 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  adopting  and  applying  a  uniform  course  of 
study.  There  are  many  other  advantages  which  the  i)eople  as  well  as 
the  schools  would  derive  from  using  the  same  school  books  in  every 
district  of  the  county,  but  as  I  hope  in  the  near  future  to  bring  this 
matter  j^rominently  before  the  teachers  and  directors,  further  discussion 
in  this  report  may  be  amiss. 

There  are  at  present  forty-eight  graded  and  one-hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  ungi-aded  schools,  making  a  total  of  one-hundred  and  eighty-seven. 
Were  it  not  for  the  injudicious  location  of  school  houses  in  some  dis- 
tricts, and  the  topographj'^  of  the  land  causing  an  unequal  distribution 
of  people  in  others,  PeiTy  county  could  accommodate  all  her  children  in 
one  hundred  and  fifty  schools,  with  an  average  enrolment  of  forty-five 
pupils  to  a  school. 

During  the  period  of  my  office,  one  school  in  Spring,  one  in  Tuscarora, 
one  in  Centre,  one  in  Bloomfield,  one  in  Liverpool  township  and  one 
in  New  Buffalo — six  in  all — were  disbanded,  and  the  pupils  distributed 
among  other  schools  in  the  various  districts.  During  the  same  time, 
one  school  in  Toboyne,  one  in  Madison,  S.  W,  one  in  Penn,  one  in  Eye, 
one  in  Marysville  and  one  in  Oliver  (formerly  Aker's)  —six  in  all — were 
organized. 
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Teachers. 

The  teachers  g-ave  more  general  satisfaction  during  the  last  year 
than  I  have  formerly  known.  The  unfitness  of  several  for  the  profession 
of  teaching-  Avas  fully  demonstrated,  but  less  could  not  be  expected 
from  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  teachers,  especially  when  thirty - 
two  of  the  number  were  novices.  It  must  not  be  inferred,  however, 
that  the  inefficient  work  is  all  done  by  the  young  teachers.  They 
usually  have  zeal,  enthusiasm  and  a  consciousness  of  their  weakness, 
important  characteristics,  frequently  lacking  in  the  self-satisfied  ex- 
perienced teacher.  But  the  impetuous  desire  of  so  many  young  men 
and  women  to  teach  school  is  a  potent  element  for  the  reduction  of 
salaries.  Their  great  object  is  to  get  a  start  in  the  profession,  and  the 
salary,  for  the  time  being,  is  a  matter  of  secondary  importance.  This 
gives  directors  an  opportunity  (often  utilized)  to  dictate  terms  to 
worthy  teachers,  whose  domestic  relations  will  not  allow  them  to  go 
abroad  to  follow  their  jirofession.  The  highest  salary  jiaid  to  any 
teacher  was  $65.00  the  lowest,  $16.00.  The  highest  average  salary 
paid  in  any  district  was  $41.50  ;  the  lowest,  $18.25.  Forty-one  teachers 
received  salaries  varying  from  $25.00  to  $65.00;  and  one  hundred  and 
forty-six  received  from  $16.00  to  $25.00.  The  average  salary  of  all  the 
teachers  was  a  trifle  over  $25.00,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
about  four-fifths  of  our  teachers  receive  less  than  the  average.  The 
boroughs  pay  by  far  the  better  salaries  and  their  terms  are  consider- 
ably longer.  The  average  mill  rate  for  school  purposes  is  nearly  twice 
as  great  in  the  boroughs  as  in  the  country  districts. 

We  cannot  have  good  schools  when  we  employ  inefficient  teachers, 
and  good  teachers  cannot  be  employed  at  a  mean,  beggarly  salary.  It 
must  be  admitted,  however,  that  many  excellent  teachers  work  for  sala- 
ries which  greatly  discount  their  abilities.  In  fact  there  were  but  few 
teachers  who  received  what  they  were  worth.  I  think  the  low.-water 
mark  has  been  reached  in  a  number  of  districts.  One  thing  is  certain, 
greater  liberality  must  be  shown  to  the  teachers  if  we  wish  to  main- 
tain our  creditable  loosition  among  the  progressive  counties  of  the  State. 
How  can  a  teacher  sustain  himself  on  a  salary  of  $20.00  per  month? 
less  money  than  is  received  for  the  performance  of  the  rudest  and  most 
unskilled  labor.  How  can  he  feed,  clothe  and  shelter  his  wife  and 
children?  not  mentioning  luxuries  or  incidentals.  Or,  suppose  that 
the  teacher  be  young  and  unmarried,  as  in  fact  most  of  ours  are,  how 
will  he  pay  for  boarding,  books,  tuition  and  clothing  becoming  to  his 
station,  upon  a  salary  of  $120  per  annum?  There  are  many  of  this  latter 
class,  but  they  are  usually  sheltered  by  the  parental  roof  and  backed 
by  the  family  exchequer.  No  doubt  the  people,  and  especially  the 
farmers,  are  tax-ridden,  but  of  all  taxes  paid  the  school  tax  is  more 
specific  in  its  purposes,  better  applied,  and  bigger  in  its  returns  than 
all  the  rest.     There  is  no  district  in  PeiTy  county  so  poor  as  not  to  be 
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able  to  pay  its  teachers  at  the  rate  of  S25.00  per  month.  In  several 
districts  the  State  appropriation  is  nearly  one-half  of  the  amount  paid 
in  teachers' salaries,  and  in  a  large  number  it  amounts  to  one-third. 
I  believe  in  economical  administration  of  school  affairs,  but  economy 
does  not  mean  that  the  cheapest  is  the  best.  It  does  not  mean  that 
$120.00  should  be  spent  in  a  failui-e,  when  $150.00  would  accomplish 
the  purpose. 

Institutes. 

The  teachers'  institute  was  well  attended.  Dr.  S.  B.  Heiges,  Ex- 
principal  Shippensburg-  Normal ;  Prof.  G.  D.  M.  Eckels,  principal 
Shippensbiu'g  Normal ;  Prof.  C.  H.  Albert,  Bloomsburg  Normal ; 
Prof.  L.  E.  McGinnes,  superintendent  Steelton ;  Prof.  J.  M.  Arnold, 
principal  Bloomfield  Academy,  and  Prof.  G.  G.  Brown  (pennmnaship 
and  di-aA^ing)  constituted  the  corps  of  instructors.  Prof.  T.  M.  Stal- 
ford,  principal  Duncannon  Academy  delivered  a  day  lecture.  Twenty 
different  teachers  filled  places  on  the  programme.  All  the  time  was 
fully  employed,  and  the  highest  degree  of  interest  prevailed  during  the 
entire  session.  The  subject  matter  was  well  adapted,  well  prepared  and 
well  presented. 

Evening  lectures  were  delivered  by  Rev.  W.  E.  H.  Deitrick,  Rev. 
Chas.  T.  Steck,  Rev.  Dr.    Robt.  Nourse,  and  Hon.  Geo.  R.  Wendling. 

District  institutes  were  held  at  Blain,  Landisburg,Ickesburg,  Millers- 
town,  Newport,  Marysville  and  Liverpool.  Bad  roads  and  inclement 
weather  interfered  with  several;  ortherwise  they -were  all  highly  suc- 
cessful. 

I  desire  in  conclusion  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  the  people  of  the 
county  for  their  imif oim  courtsey  and  hospitality ;  to  the  directors  for 
their  substantial  endorsement  of  my  labors,  and  to  the  public  press  of 
the  county  for  the  dissemination  of  educational  intelligence. 


PIKE  COUNTY— J.  A.  Kipp. 

My  twelfth  year  of  the  superintendency  now  closed  has  brought  but 
few  changes,  yet  the  work  seems  to  be  encouraging  :  teachers  generally 
have  done  their  duty  ;  the  furnishing  of  three  townships  with  free  text- 
books and  two  school  houses  with  the  automatic  school  desks,  is  a  step 
in  the  I'ight  direction  by  the  directors. 

No  material  change  having  been  made  in  apparatus  teachers'  salar- 
ies, we  wish  to  quote  from  oiu-  last  report  the  following :  "  The  State 
appropriation  and  the  limitation  of  mills  on  the  dollar  to  be  levied  for 
school  purposes,  should  be  considered  by  the  directors  for  the  increas- 
ing of  apparatus  and  the  hiring  of  teachers,  as  a  means  from  the  State 
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and  people  towards  bettering-  the  condition  and  standard  of  our  schools. 
This  means,  by  its  judicious  expenditure,  should  cause  an  increase  of 
apparatus,  a  longer  term,  with  better  wages  to  teachers,  the  result  of 
which  would  be  a  higher  standard  of  education, "  all  of  which  we  hope 
in  the  near  future  to  be  able  to  report. 

Death,  the  grim  reaper  that  garners  for  eternity, has  entered  the  ranks 
of  education,  and  removed  from  our  midst  the  Hon.  E.  E.  Higbee, 
an  able  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  Mr.  E.  E.  Smith,  of 
Greene  township,  an  excellent  teacher.  They  are  dead,  but  by  their 
works  and  examples  we  shall  ever  know  them. 

The  county  institute  was  fairly  attended  and  the  teachers  materially 
assisted  in  the  work.  Prof .  George  Twitmeyer,  of  Honesdale,  Pa.,and 
Superintendent  M.  F.  Cass,  of  Tioga  county.  Pa.,  did  good  work  as 
instructors.  Several  directors  gave  their  time  and  attention  to  the  in- 
stitute, especially  J.  H.  Van  Etten,  who  attended  the  entire  session. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  glad  to  state  the  directors  are  selected  from  the 
most  intelligent  men  of  the  district.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  children 
of  the  several  districts  for  the  cordial  welcoming  in  my  visitations, 
to  patrons  for  their  hospitality  shown  during  my  tours  through  the 
county,  to  teachers  for  the  warm  receptions  at  examinations  and  visits 
to  their  school  rooms,  and  to  the  Department  for  the  valuable  assistance 
given. 


POTTEE  COUNTY— H.  H.  Kies. 

Few  changes  have  been  made  in  our  general  school  work  during  the 
year,  yet  we  are  looking  upward  and  progressing  steadily.  Teachers 
have  done  more  i3rofessional  reading-  and  shown  greater  zeal  in  educa- 
tional meetings  than  heretofore ;  as  a  result  they  are  using  better 
methods  and  arousing  keener  interest  among  their  pupils.  A  careful 
examination  of  their  work  shows  that  they  aim,  not  merely  to  store  the 
pupils'  minds  with  facts,  but  to  teach  them  to  think  as  well.  In  short 
they  are  advancing  toward  that  standard  which  the  needs  of  the  present 
and  the  indications  of  the  future  demand. 

Six  educational  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  several  planned 
for  the  winter  were  given  up  on  account  of  the  almost  impassible  con- 
dition of  the  roads.  The  county  institute  convened  at  Coudersport  in 
October.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  were  in  attendance.  With  such  in- 
structors and  lecturers  as  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Superintendent  James 
M.  Coughlin,  Alexander  E.  Frye,  George  E.  Little  and  J.  Dewitt 
Miller,  this  meeting  could  not  fail  to  furnish  new  inspiration  for  the 
work. 

Seven  new  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  one  each  in  Hec- 
tor and  Roulet,  two  in  Keating,  and  three  in  West  Branch.     Excepting 
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two  in  West  Branch  all  are  models  of  neatness  and  convenience.  The 
one  in  Konlet  is  a  large  four-room  building-  arranged  for  a  gi*aded 
school.  A  number  of  old  houses  have  been  renovated  and  directors  in 
several  districts  have  manifested  commendable  zeal  in  fumishing-  ap- 
paratus 

More  attention  should  be  given  to  beautifying  the  school  gTounds. 
Very  few  of  these  are  fenced  and  in  many  instances  trees  planted  by  the 
IDupils  and  teachers  have  been  destroyed  by  cattle  running  at  large. 
Until  directors  take  this  matter  in  hand,  clear  up  and  grade  the  school 
yards,  and  substantially  fence  them  it  will  be  of  little  use  to  plant  trees 
and  otherwise  ornament  the  gi'ounds. 

In  last  year's  repoi-t  an  earnest  appeal  was  made  for  the  continuous 
term.  This  is  now  re-emphasized.  Many  needed  improvements  can 
hot  be  made  with  the  annual  term  divided  and  new  teachers  employed 
for  each  half  term.  Forty-fiA'e  schools  had  continuous  terms  during  the 
year  just  ended  against  twenty -nine  the  previous  year.  The  ensuing 
year  will,  I  trust,  show  a  much  larger  increase. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  t^U  who  have  contributed  to  the  im- 
provement of  our  schools. 


SCHUYLKILL  COUNTY— G.  W.  Weiss. 

The  interest  in  education  has  been  gi-adually  increasing.  Our 
teachers  are  progressive  and  enthusiastic,  and,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
they  belong  to  the  vanguard  of  the  educational  forces  of  the  state. 

Our  directors  are  alive  to  the  best  interests  of  the  schools.  They 
are  gradually  increasing  the  teachers'  salaries,  yet  many  of  our  good 
teachers  are  greatly  underpaid. 

Directors'  Association. 

The  directors'  association  which  has  been  a  prominent  factor  in  ad- 
vancing the  educational  affairs  of  this  county,  held  its  last  annual 
meeting  at  Pottsville,  December  18,  1889.  The  following  is  an  extract 
of  the  proceedings :  "  The  ninth  annual  convention  of  the  School 
Directors'  Association  of  Schuylkill  coimty  was  held  in  the  court  room 
at  Pottsville  on  the  18th  of  December,  1889,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  The 
president, Dr.  G.  W.  Kennedy,  in  the  chair,  opened  the  convention  with 
an  appropriate  address  upon  the  objects  of  the  association  and  its  in- 
fluence in  promoting  the  interests  of  the  public  schools.  Dr.  W.  W. 
Stewart,  of  Tremont  read  a  strong  paper  on  '  The  Condition  of  the  Air 
in  School  Rooms  '  which  was  followed  by  an  interesting  discussion  of 
the  subject  by  Messers  Jones,  Kennedy,  and  Lenker.  Appropriate  res- 
olutions on  the  death  of  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  State  Superintendent  of 
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Public  Instruction,  were  presented  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Wilder,  of  Cressona, 
and  adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote.  Mr.  Wilder  also  presented 
a  resolution  requesting  Governor  Beaver  to  appoint  Hon.  Henry 
Houck  to  the  office  of  State  Superintendent,  which  was  adopted  by  a 
unanimous  vote.  Mr.  C  H.  Barnard,  of  Ashland,  presented  a  resolution 
on  the  necessity  of  having  uniform  text-books  for  use  in  the  schools  of 
the  county  which  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

"  The  afternoon  session  was  taken  up  principally  in  reading  a  paper 
by  John  A.  Sullivan,  Esq.,  on  the  subject,  'Do  we  get  the  best  results 
in  school  work  for  the  money  expended?'  The  paper  was  an  able  one 
and  presented  many  valuable  facts  and  suggestions.  It  was  discussed 
by  Messrs.  Harris,  Barnard,  Lenker,  Schoener  and  others.  The  fol- 
lowing officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  President,  E.  C. 
Wagner,  vice  president,  Robert  A.  Harris,  secretary,  R.  A.  Wilder, 
treasurer.  Major  Levi  Huber;  executive  committee,  Peter  Stanton, 
David  A.  Jones,  Dr.  C.  Lenker,  Hon.  William  M.  Bochert  and  G.  C. 
Schrink.  A  committee  of  ten  members  was  appointed  to  attend  a  con- 
vention to  form  a  State  Association  of  Directors  whenever  it  should  be 
called."  This  was  the  lare-est  and  most  enthusiastic  meeting  of  direc- 
tors ever  held  in  the  county,  and  its  influence  will  be  felt  in  every  branch 
of  school  work. 

Houses. 

Fourteen  school  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  past  year — one 
in  each  of  the  following  districts,  Cass,  rrailey,West  Mahanoy,  Orwigs- 
burg,  Rahn,  Ryan,  Tremont  township,  Union,  East  Union,  two  in 
in  Reilly,  and  three  in  East  Mahanoy. 

The  Orvvigsburg  school  building  is  a  fine  brick  structure.  It  has  a 
frontage  of  sixty-six  feet  and  eight  inches  and  a  similar  depth  with  a 
rear  wing  thirty-six  by  thirty-six  feet.  There  are  six  school  rooms, 
thirty  by  thirty -one  feet,  three  on  each  floor,  a  large  corridor  on  the 
first  floor,  and  a  directors'  room,  eighteen  by  eighteen  feet,  on  the 
second  floor,  facing  the  street,  besides  several  cloak  departments. 
Three  stairways  lead  to  the  second  floor  and  there  are  five  entrances 
to  the  building.  It  is  constructed  of  hard  burnt  brick,  surmounted  with 
a  tower  and  is  thirty -four  feet  and  three  inches  high. 

Each  room  has  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  square  feet  of  slate  sur- 
face and  is  lighted  by,  at  least,  six  windows.  The  inside  is  wainscotted 
and  finished  with  yellow  pine.  The  building  is  heated  and  ventilated 
by  Smead's  furnaces,  and  apparatus.  Smead's  dry-closet  system  is  also 
used.  The  furnaces  and  closets  are  in  the  cellar.  The  building  is 
ventilated  without  opening  a  window.  The  windows  are  supplied  with 
inside  slat  blinds  and  the  rooms  furnished  with  patent  desks.  The  cel- 
lars are  so  arranged,  that  they  can  be  used  as  play-grounds.  Estimated 
cost  of  building,  $18,000.

Frailey  erected  a  large  brick  building  at  Donaldson,  containing  six 
rooms,  each  about  thirty  feet  square  with  fourteen  feet  ceiling.  Each 
room  is  supplied  with  j)orcelain  basin  and  i-unning  water.  A  coat  room 
is  connected  with  each  room.  A  room  about  eight  feet  square,  for  use 
of  directors,  is  over  the  main  entrance  hall  of  the  first  floor.  Each  of 
the  school  rooms  has  its  own  entrance.  All  the  doors  of  the  building 
open  outwards.  The  building  is  fitted  up  with  first-class  steam  heating 
apparatus.  There  are  ventilating  flues  supplying  all  partsof  the  build- 
ing with  pure  air.  The  inside  of  the  building  is  wainscotted  in  natural 
wood.  The  windows  are  supplied  with  inside  slat  blinds  and  all  the 
rooms  are  furnished  with  j)atent  desks  and  slate  surface.  A  tower  sur- 
mounts the  building.  Union  towoiship  directors  erected  a  fine  two-story 
brick  building  forty-eight  by  fifty  feet,  containing  fom-  rooms,  entrance 
halls,  a  basement  hall  and  cloak  rooms.  There  is  a  separate  entrance 
for  each  room.  The  inside  of  the  building  is  wainscotted.  All  the 
rooms  are  furnished  with  patent  desks,  and  supplied  with  plenty  of 
slate  surface.  The  building  is  heated  with  steam.  It  is  well  arranged 
in  every  particular.  Eahn  directors  erected  a  spacious  two-story  eight- 
room  frame  building.  It  contains  eight  school  rooms  two  recitation 
rooms,  a  supply  room,  a  directors'  room,  cloak  rooms,  a  large  hall  on 
«ach  floor,  entrance  rooms.  The  basement  under  the  building  is  intended 
PS  a  play -room  in  stormy  weather.  The  building  is  heated  and  ven- 
tilated by  Smead's  furnaces  and  apparatus.  The  inside  of  the  building 
is  wainscotted,  all  the  rooms  are  furnished  with  patent  desks,  and  sup- 
plied with  ample  slate  surface.  This  building  is  a  credit  to  the  town- 
ship. East  Mahanoy  erected  three  (one  one-room  and  two  two-room) 
elegant  frame  buildings,  all  are  wainscotted,  supplied  with  plenty  of 
slate  smface  and  furnished  with  patent  desks,  and  are  heated  from  the 
cellar  by  /"^eaters.  They  are  fine  buildings.  East  Mahanoy  should 
have  more  of  them. 

West  Malranoy  directors  constructed  a  well-arranged  and  neatly -fin- 
ished two-room  two-story  frame  building ;  one  room  on  each  floor 
twenty -nine  l>y  thirty -one  feet,  ceiling  thirteen  feet ;  two  cloak  rooms 
to  each  room.  Each  school  room  is  furnished  with  single  patent  desks, 
and  contains  thirteen  windows.  The  inside  is  wainscotted.  The  rooms 
are  supplied  with  ample  slate  sm-face. 

Tremont  township  board  constructed  a  fine  one-room  frame  building 
thirty  by  fifty  ""eet,  ceiling  fourteen  feet,  wainscotted,  two  cloak  rooms, 
entrance  hall.  It  is  furnished  with  patent  desks  and  two  hundred  square 
feet  of  slate  surface.  The  building  is  surmounted  by  cupola  and  bell, 
and  surrounded  by  one  acre  of  campus  properly  enclosed  by  a  fence. 

Ryan  township  directors  erected  a  one-room  frame  building  twenty- 
eight  by  forty  feet,  ceiling  fourteen  feet,  with  cloak  rooms,  entrance 
hall,  all  wainsc  otted,  furnished  with  patent  desks,  supplied  with  one 
hundred  and  thirty-five  square  feet  of  slate  surface,  and  heated  from 
cellar  by  a  novelty  furnace.     It  is  a  fine  structure. 
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Cass  erected  a  two-room  frame  building-  fifty-two  by  forty-eight  feet, 
ceiling-  fourteen  feet,  vestibules,  all  wainscotted,  furnished  with  patent 
desks  and  supplied  with  ample  slate  surface. 

Reilly  erected  two  one-room  frame  buildings  furnished  v<ith  patent 
desks,  wainscotted  and  supplied  with  black-board. 

East  Union  directors  built  a  frame  building  twenty-six  by  thirty- 
eight  feet,  containing  one  school  room,  cloak  rooms,  vestibule,  all 
wainscotted  and  furnished  with  patent  desks. 

Space  forbids  to  give  a  detailed  description  of  each  building ;  all  are 
well  built  and  pleasantly  located.  The  directors,  under  whose  supervi- 
sion the  new  buildings  have  been  erected,  in  the  various  districts,  de- 
serve the  thanks  of  their  constituents. 

The  commendable  work  is  still  continuing.  The  directors  of  Delano, 
Tremont  boroug-h  and  Butler  are  now  erecting-  fine  buildings.  Descrip- 
tions of  them  will  be  given  in  our  next  annual  report. 

Thirty-five  school  rooms  have  been  furnished  with  patent  desks  in  the 
following  districts :  Butler,  Cass,  Frackville,  Frailey,  McKeansburg, 
East  Mahanoy,  West  Mahanoy,  Minersville,  Orwigsburg,  Pine  Grove 
borough.  Pine  Grove  township,  Rahn,  Reilly,  Ryan,  St,  Clair,  Tre- 
mont township.  Union,  East  Union  and  Yorkville. 

Fracksville  placed  a  clock  costing  $700  in  tower  of  school  building, 
and  enclosed  the  school  grounds  with  an  iron  fence  costing  $598. 

North  district  repainted  its  school  houses.  Schuylkill  Haven,  at  a 
cost  of  $1,500,  introduced  hot-water  in  heating  their  large  school  build- 
ing. Port  Carbon  expended  $400  in  the  improvement  of  their  school 
property. 

Appaeatus. 

Increase  of  school  apparatus  was  made  in  the  following  districts :  But- 
ler purchased  Appleton's  reading  charts  and  Webster's  Unabridged 
Dictionaries ;  Cass,  slate  surface,  five  sets  outline  maps,  seven  maps  of 
Pennsylvania  and  five  Appleton's  charts ;  Foster  supplied  all  schools 
with  White's  Manikin  and  Appleton's  charts  ;  Frackville  directors  pur- 
chased three  sets  of  outline  maps  with  springs  ;  Frailey  supplied  its 
schools  with  nine  hundred  and  eighty-two  square  feet  of  slate  surface ; 
Gilberton  added  Appleton's  charts ;  Girardville,  three  Parker's  num- 
ber charts ;  Hegins,  anatomical  charts ;  East  Mahanoy,  slate  surface 
and  Appleton's  charts ;  West  Mahanoy  purchased  three  Appleton's 
charts,  ten  Parker's  number  charts,  three  sets  of  outline  maps  on 
springs,  two  globes,  three  sets  anatomical  charts  and  slate  surface ; 
North  Manheim  supplied  all  its  schools  with  slate  surface ;  Miners- 
ville purchased  two  sets  of  outline  maps  and  added  about  fifty  volumes 
to  the  public  school  library,  which  now  contains  about  two  hundred 
volumes  -,  Mt.  Carbon  added  Appleton's  charts  and  anatomical,  charts ; 
New  Philadelphia  supplied  its  schools  with  slate  surface ;  New  Ring- 
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gold  added  a  globe  and  Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary  ;  Orwigsburg 
supplied  all  schools  with  slate  smiace ;  Pine  Grove  township  pur- 
chased three  Appleton's  reading  charts,  and  supplied  one  school  with 
slate  surface;  Port  Carbon  added  Webster'  Unabridged  Dictionary 
and  stand ;  Poi-t  Clinton,  set  of  maps  and  supplied  all  schools  with 
slate  surface ;  Kahn,  five  Appleton's  chai-ts,  six  sets  of  Pelton's  out- 
line maps  on  springs,  and  ample  slate  surface  for  all  schools ;  Eahn 
also  supplied  all  text-books  free  ;  Keilly  purchased  Appleton's  charts 
and  slate  sui-face  ;  Kyan  supplied  one  room  with  slate  surface  ;  Schuyl- 
kill Haven  purchased  outline  maps,  supplementary  readers  and  ma- 
terial for  busy  work ;  Tremont  township  added  two  hundi-ed  square 
feet  slate  surface. 

The  Knights  of  Labor  of  Frackville  deserve  special  commendation 
for  presenting  $70  to  the  school  directors  of  their  borough  to  purchase 
books  for  public  school  library. 

Institute. 

The  annual  county  teachers'  institute,  which  was  held  at  Pottsville, 
was  a  very  large  and  enthusiastic  educational  meeting.  Of  the  six 
hundred  and  forty -one  teachers  of  the  county,  all  but  five  were  present 
and  enrolled.  The  new  feature  of  the  institute,  was  the  exhibition  of 
school  room  work  of  the  county.  During  the  forenoon  of  each  day, 
the  institute  was  di^'ided  into  four  sections. 

Three  local  institutes  were  held  at  Hegins,  Tower  City  and  Schuyl- 
kill Haven.  These  meetings  were  very  largely  attended.  The  spacious 
halls  and  benches  were  filled  to  overflowing,  so  that  many  had  to  be 
turned  away  for  want  of  room.  Superintendent  Houck  and  Dr.  Home 
delivered  evening  lectiu-es,  and  gave  instruction  in  methods.  The 
teachers  gave  excellent  class-drills,  at  both  local  and  coimty  institutes, 
and  the  addi*esses  and  essays  of  teachers  and  directors  manifested  care- 
ful preparation. 

Exhibits  of  School  work. 

The  exhibits  of  school -work  in  numbers,  geography,  language,  draw- 
ing, writing,  clay  modelling,  relief  maps,  etc. ,  including  all  branches 
of  school -work,  at  county  and  local  institutes,  have  been  very  creditable 
to  teachers  and  pupils.  In  fact,  they  greatly  exceeded  our  expectations. 
They  were  an-anged  for  inspection,  according  to  grades  and  districts, 
in  a  large  hall,  specially  rented  for  that  purpose.  By  this  means,  the 
teachers,  directors  and  citizens  of  the  county,  were  afforded  an  excellent 
opportunity  of  inspecting  the  results  of  the  very  best  and  most  progres- 
sive methods,  as  practiced  in  our  schools. 

Personal  Work. 

I  held  forty  public  examinations,  examined  five  hundred  and  nineteen 
(519)    applicants,  of  whom  I  rejected  one  hundred  (100.)     I  held  a 
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county  institute  and  three  local  institutes,  attended  the  State  Teachers' 
Association  and  the  final  examination  at  Ivutztown  Normal.  I  visited 
all  the  schools  but  four,  and  many  of  them  twice.  The  whole  number 
of  visits  amounted  to  (626)  six  hundred  and  twenty-six. 

C/ONCLUSION. 

I  heartily  thank  the  Department  of  Public  Instraction,  the  public 
press  of  the  county,  the  directors,  the  teachers,  and  the  friends  of  edu- 
cation for  their  many  courtesies,  their  valuable  co-operation  and  effi- 
cient service  rendered. 


SNYDEK  COUNTY— Chas.  W.  Hermann. 

During  the  past  year  the  schools  of  this  county  moved  steadily  on- 
ward. Steady  growth  is  more  desirable  than  spasmodic  disproportion- 
ate growth.  Healthy  growth  should  always  be  along  the  line  of  public 
sentiment.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  in  many  parts  of  the  county,  there 
is  a  vigorous  sentiment  in  favor  of  better  schools  and  school  facilities. 

While  the  results  of  the  last  year  have  been  gratifying,  Ave  are  not 
satisfied.     We  hope  for  greater  and  better  things  in  the  year  to  come. 

New  BuildincxS,  Furniture,  etc. 

During  the  year  several  new  buildings  were  erected  and  occupied, 
accounts  of  which  have  been  given  in  my  former  reports.  The  houses 
which  were  erected  are  superior,  in  many  respects,  to  those  built  but  a 
few  years  ago.  It  pays  to  bulid  goa,d  substantial  houses,  though  they 
cost  a  little  more  at  first.  Several  houses  have  improved  facilities  for 
ventilation,  a  feature  that  all  school  officers  should  take  into  consider- 
ation. 

A  number  of  houses  were  refurnished  with  im^n-oved  furniture.  There 
are  only  a  few  districts  that  cling  to  the  old  uncomfortable  desk. 
Several  townships  furnished  their  houses  with  excellent  slate  black- 
boards. 

Not  enough  attention  is  paid  to  school  grounds.  But  few  grounds 
are  fenced.     Grounds  cannot  be  improved  so  long  as  they  are  commons. 

The  Teachers, 

As  a  rule,  are  alive  professionally.  Intellectual  requirements  only, 
are  not  always  indicative  of  success,  but  coupled  with  energy  and  en- 
thusiasm, are  generally  a  safe  guarantee  to  success.  We  need  more 
teachers  who  show  that  zeal  and  persistent  effort  that  wins  success  in 
any  pursuit  of  life.  We  lose  yearly  many  of  our  most  successful  teachers 
on  acount  of  low  wages.  How  long  will  directors  be  willing  to  allow

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many  of  our  skilful  teachers  to  leave  the  county  for  a  little  more  wages? 
It  pays  to  keep  skilled  teachers,  though  they  cost  a  few  dollars  more. 

Examinations. 

The  standard  of  qualification  for  a  teacher's  certificate,  was  advanced 
as  far  as  the  demand  for  teachers  would  permit,  and  just  about  a  suffi- 
cient number  to  meet  this  demand  was  licensed  to  teach.  The  legitimate 
results  of  such  a  course  must  be  satisfactory  to  all  elements  concerned. 
The  demand  for  teachers  sometimes  compels  us  to  issue  certificates  to 
persons  who  should  be  in  school.  From  twenty  per  cent,  to  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  of  our  teachers  are  beginners. 

Directors. 

Most  of  our  directors  are  progressive.  We  need  men  who  are  willing, 
at  times,  to  go  in  advance  of  public  opinion.  The  duties  of  the  directors 
are  of  vital  importance,  and  all  such  officers,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  should  be  actuated  by  motives,  that  tend  to  promote  the  effici- 
ency of  the  common  schools. 

Institute. 

The  county  institute  convened  at  Middleburg  November  30  to  Decem- 
ber 4.  The  attendance,  as  usual,  was  large  the  entire  week.  Every 
one  looks  forward  to  the  county  institute,  for  a  week  of  profit  and  en- 
tertainment. All  but  two  teachers  were  present,  nearly  all  remaining 
the  entire  week.  Instruction  in  nearly  all  the  branches  was  given  by 
Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Prof.  Bible  and  Superintendents  Peck  and  Myers. 
Evening  lectures  were  delivered  by  Dr.  Waller,  Prof.  Perrine  and  Rev. 
Chas.  T.  Steck,  and  a  literary  entertainment  was  given  by  Prof.  Bible. 

The  institute  was  a  success  in  every  respect.  Local  institutes  were 
held  in  the  different  districts  into  which  the  county  was  divided.  The 
value  of  such  meetings  cannot  easily  be  over-estimated. 

YlSITATIONS. 

The  usual  number  of  \'isits  (230)  was  made.  Quite  a  number  of  di- 
rectors visited  with  me  but  not  as  many  as  should.  Teachers  and 
pupils  are  encouraged  in  the  work  by  an  occasional  visit  from  directors 
and  parents. 

Conclusion. 

No  teacher  can  grow  professionally  without  professional  literature. 
Teachers  may  be  subscribers  for  journals  and  yet  not  develop.  We 
must  assimilate.     To  read  is  not  necessarily  to  grow. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  State  Department  for  assistance  and  en- 
couragement, to  the  directors  and  citizens  for  aid  and  hospitality,  to 
the  teachers  for  the  earnest  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  schools  and  to  the 
press  of  the  county  for  gratuitous  publication  of  matter  pertaining  to 
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the  schools.  We  hope  that  the  future  years  will  be  still  richer  and 
more  glorious  in  the  fruition  of  mind,  heart  and  hand,  than  the  past 
has  been. 


SOMEKSET  COUNTY— J.  M  .  Berkey. 

The  last  school  year  has  been  rather  uneventful,  and  I  have  therefore 
little  of  importance  to  report.  I  believe,  from  evidences  substantial 
and  conclusive,  that  the  schools  of  our  county  are  steadily  improving 
from  year  to  year,  but  the  progress  is  neither  so  marked  nor  so  rapid 
as  the  friends  of  education  desire.  We  have  many  excellent  schools 
that  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  their  opportunities,  but  we  must 
also  admit  that  there  are  yet  many  —too  many —  which  are  lacking  in 
all  the  essentials  of  good  work. 

Our  teachers,  as  a  class,,  are  making  an  earnest  effort  to  meet  halfway 
every  substantial  encouragement  towards  proper  efficiency  ;  but  poor 
school  houses,  uncomfortable  furniture,  irregular  attendance,  lack  of 
interest,  want  of  proper  text-books  and  apparatus,  low  salaries,  etc. — 
these  are  obstacles  in  the  way  of  educational  progress  that  teachers 
alone  cannot  overcome. 

It  is  a  matter  of  encouragement,  however,  to  note  the  increasing  in- 
terest in  the  schools  by  the  people.  That  the  schools  are  what  the 
people  want  them  to  be  is  a  truism  long  ago  established ;  and  better 
educational  facilities  for  the  boys  and  girls,  therefore,  must  come  by 
way  of  an  enlightened  iDublic  sentiment.  Much  has  been  done  during 
the  year  to  reach  the  people  by  way  of  educational  meetings  and  local 
institutes  in  every  section  of  the  county.  These  meetings  were  gen- 
erally well  attended  and  will  doubtless  be  the  means  of  future  good. 

During  the  year  the  schools  of  Salisbury,  Confluence  and  Ursina 
boroughs  were  graded,  and  a  courseJ|)f  study  adopted  for  each.  In 
these  schools,  as  in  others  similarly  regulated,  the  effect  has  been  most 
satisfactory  and  beneficial.  Seven  of  our  boroughs  now  have  thoroughly 
graded  schools,  and  it  is  admitted  on  all  hands,  that  in  all  of  these 
.districts  the  schools  are  doing  very  much  better  work  than  was  ever 
done  under  the  old  system.  Twenty -four  pupils  were  graduated  from 
these  schools  at  the  close  of  the  term  in  connection  with  interesting  and 
appropriate  commencement  exercises. 

As  shown  by  the  statistical  report,  eight  new  school  houses  were 
built  during  the  last  year.  All  of  these  new  houses  are  first  class,  and 
a  credit  to  their  respective  districts.  Fourteen  rooms  were  supplied 
with  new  furniture.  It  will  be  but  a  few  years  doubtless,  until  all  our 
school  rooms  will  be  supplied  with  improved  patent  furniture. 

Two  years  ago,   I  began  the  publication  of  an  "  Annual  County 
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Report, "  giving-  complete  and  accurate  statistics  of  each  school  and 
district,  and  a  full  outline  of  the  work  done  in  and  for  the  schools  dui"- 
ing  the  year.  This  report  is  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and  a  copy 
sent  to  each  teacher  and  director  in  the  county.  It  has  been  very  favor- 
ablj'^  received  and  I  believe  has  done  much  to  unite  and  hannonize  the 
school  Avork  of  the  county  and  to  stimulate  and  encourage  the  educa- 
tional forces  in  each  district.  Although  not  authorized  by  law,  this 
work  has  been  approved  b}^  the  State  Superintendent,  and  endorsed 
by  the  directors  of  the  county  at  their  last  triennial  convention.  I 
shall,  therefore,  continue  to  publish  such  a  report  so  long  as  it  shall 
seem  to  be  a  factcu'  in  the  educational  progi-ess  of  the  county. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Department  for  their  help  and 
advice  so  often  needed  and  so  kindly  given;  the  directors,  teachers, 
and  citizens  of  the  county  for  their  support,  encouragement  and  assist- 
ance accorded  me  in  my  ofhcial  work ;  and  with  the  exi^erience  of  the 
last  three  years  to  aid  me,  with  a  re-election  to  encoiu'age  me,  and  an 
increased  salary  to  stimulate  m(%  I  go  forward  to  do  what  I  can  for  the 
schools  of  Somerset  countj'^  during  the  next  three  years. 


SULLIVAN    COUNTY— M.  R.  Black. 

The  work  of  one  year  is  so  similar  to  that  of  another  that  there  can 
be  but  little  variety  in  annual  reports.  While  the  educational  interests 
of  the  coimty  have  not  advanced  so  rapidly  as  could  be  desired  they 
have  at  least  proved  satisfactory. 

Three  new  buildings  were  erected  dm'ing  the  year,  two  in  CheiTy 
and  one  in  Colly.  These  buildings  all  contained  large  rooms  and  were 
well  supplied  with  new  patent  tuniitiu-e. 

Many  of  our  teachers,  notwithstanding  inadequate  salaries,  are  seek- 
ing earnestly  and  faithfully  to  do  their  whole  duty  to  their  pupils  and 
striving  for  that  improvement  which  will  give  them  constantly  in- 
creasing power  to  develop  and  strengthen  mind  and  character.  But 
we  have  others  also  who  lack  almost  every  element  of  the  tiiie  teacher, 
yet  must  be  tolerated  to  keep  the  schools  open  the  minimum  term.  Our 
directors,  for  the  most  part,  have  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  advan- 
tages of  procuring  the  services  of  teachers  with  advanced  education 
and  professional  training.  But  instances  are  not  wanting  where  the 
inexperienced  have  taken  i^recedence  of  the  professional  teacher.  I 
hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  ability,  not  favoritism  or  relation- 
ship, shall  determine  the  choice  of  all  teachers. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Laporte,  during  the  week  com- 
mencing December  30,  1889.  The  lecturers  and  instnietors  were 
Professor  B.  E.  James,  of  Montrose,  Pa., Superintendent M.  F.  Cass,  of 
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Tioga  county  >  Professor  H.  K.  Sanford,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  ;  Dr.  A.  R. 
Home,  of  Allentown,  Pa. .  The  work  done  during-  the  week  was  very 
practical  as  well  as  instructive,  and  all  seemed  deeply  interested. 

The  district  and  local  institutes  in  a  number  of  districts  did  good 
work  during  the  term.  The  time  was  principally  occupied  at  these 
institutes  in  discussing  school  management  and  better  methods. 

The  annual  session  of  the  normal  institute  was  held  at  Sonestown. 
This  institute  consisted  of  a  five  weeks'  term  and  was  attended  by  about 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  our  teachers. 

Some  Things  we  Need. 

1.  We  need  a  course  of  study  for  graded  and  ungraded  schools. 
In  many  of  our  schools  the  studies  are  arranged  and  pursued  in  a  lia})- 
hazard  manner,  entirely  inconsistent  with  thorough  teaching.  The 
adoption  of  a  well-arranged  course  of  study  for  the  schools  of  the  county 
would  greatly  systemize  the  work  and  add  thoroughness  and  efficiency 
to  every  school  in  the  county.  A  plan  for  the  introduction  of  a  course 
of  study  for  the  schools  of  the  county  will  be  presented  during  the 
coming  school -year. 

2.  We  need  uniformity  of  text-books.  Teachers  are  constantly  an- 
noyed and  hindered  in  their  work  by  a  want  of  proper  text-books  in 
their  respective  schools.  The  law  is  imperative  yet  the  directors  are 
slow  to  act.  County  uniformity  is  what  is  needed  to  conduct  our  schools 
with  economy  and  efficiency.  It  would  certainly  be  a  matter  of  economy 
in  the  end,  as  well  as  a  very  great  aid  to  the  teachers  in  classifying  their 
schools,  to  have  the  books  provided  by  school-boards  suited  to  the  abil- 
ities of  the  pupils. 

3.  We  need  better  attendance.  During  the  past  three  years  the 
average  daily  attendance  has  been  about  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
number  of  piTpils  enrolled. 

If  this  condition  of  affairs  continues  to  exist,  we  cannot  expect 
thoroughness  in  the  general  school-work.  The  absence  of  a  single 
pupil  may  hinder  the  progress  of  a  whole  class.  We  cannot  hope  for 
better  results  until  the  attendance  becomes  regular. 

Conclusion. 

I  return  sincere  thanks  to  directors,   teachers,   editors ,  the  State 
Department,  and  patrons  of  our  schools  for  the  encouragement  they 
have  given,  and  trust  that  the  coming  school  year  will  be  the  most 
prosperous  in  the  history  of  our  county. 
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SUSQUEHANNA  COUNTY— U.  B.  Gillet. 

Much  is  being  done  to  improve  oiu*  school  bmldings  by  repairing- 
and  reseating  the  older  ones.  But  comparatively  few  buildings  are  in 
use  now  that  show  the  unmistakable  signs  of  that  epoch  in  school 
historj'  when  every  e^^.dence  of  comfort  and  refining  cultiu'e  were 
wholly  wanting  at  the  ordinary  cross-roads  school  house. 

About  three-foiu'ths  of  the  buildings  are  now  seated  with  patent  fur- 
nitui-e,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  notice  that  the  energetic  jack-knife  has 
been  almost  wholly  restrained  from  its  defacing  work. 

With  the  constant  addition  of  shade  trees,  and  the  beautifying  of  the 
interior  of  the  rooms  and  of  the  grounds,  may  be  discovered  evidences 
of  refinement  not  to  be  expected,  where  all  the  siuroundings  are  sug- 
gestive of  slovenly  and  vicious  habits. 

Many  schools  are  now  furnished  with  the  "  Complete  Chart, "  and  but 
few  are  wholly  destitute  of  apparatus.  The  county  institute  was 
again  very  satisfactory  in  attendance,  interest  and  work.  The  instiiic- 
tors  were  practical  and  tireless  in  theii-  efforts  to  make  the  session  a 
profitable  one  for  teachers.  In  addition  to  very  valuable  work  by 
teachers  of  our  county,  we  had  Prof.  S.  S.  Nefi^,  Drs.  Home  and  Waller, 
and  Superintendent  Cass,  all  of  whom  did  excellent  work. 

Local  institutes  again  received  much  attention,  about  thirty  five  being 
held  in  the  county  during  the  year.  The  movement  made  in  some  sec- 
tions of  the  State,  to  effect  an  organized  county  association  of  directors, 
that  shall  be  tributary  to  a  State  organization,  is  commendable.  The  at- 
tempt to  have  a  "directors'  day,"  in  coimection  with  the  county  insti 
tute,  has  accomplished  something,  but  the  dissimilarity  of  topics  per 
tinent  to  the  two  meetings,  makes  it  impossible  to  realize  the  greatest 
amount  of  good  for  one  bodj',  "wdthout  detracting  from  the  other.  An 
association  of  the  directors  of  a  county,  properly  officered  and  con- 
ducted, will  be  scarcely  second  in  beneficial  results  to  that  of  the 
teachers'  institute. 


TIOGA  COUNTY— M.  F.  Cass. 

In  reviewing  the  year's  work  just  ended  we  see  many  very  encourag- 
ing things.  Notwithstanding  the  extremely  disastrous  flood  of  June 
first, which  was  followed  by  another  in  July,  and  still  another  in  Novem- 
ber, almost  every  district  in  the  coimty  had  its  full  quota  of  months  of 
school  at  the  same  or  increased  salary. 

Teachers  have  been  faithful  in  their  work  and  loyal  to  the  profession, 
as  is  manifested  in  the  results  of  their  labors  and  the  attendance  on 
all  educational  meetings. 
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Judg'ing'  from  the  result  of  the  various  examinations  held  throughout 
the  countj^  more  thorough  jjractical  work  was  never  done.  Our  graded 
schools  are  doing  excellent  work.  I  see  one  very  encouraging  featui-e 
of  their  management,  in  the  fact  that  the  disposition  to  crowd  every- 
thing into  the  course  is  giving  i:)lace  to  a  determination  to  make  the 
course  i^ractical,  containing  only  so  much  subject  matter  as  can  be 
thoroughly  mastered  in  the  time  given  for  the  work.  Directors  should 
be  more  watchful  of  their  respective  com'ses  of  study  and  not  allow 
them  to  be  crowded  with  every  different  teacher's  hobby. 

Twelve  local  institutes,  three  meeings  of  the  teachers'  association  and 
the  county  institute  have  }5een  held.  The  attendance  at  these  meetings 
was  never  better,  and  there  is  much  enthusiasm  manifested  by  the  pa- 
trons and  friends  of  the  schools.  Oiu"  teachers  were  almost  all  at  the 
county  institute.  They  were  there  to  attend  the  first  session  and  re- 
mained until  the  close  of  the  last.  This  speaks  well  for  the  teachers, 
and  asserts  the  success  of  the  institute. 

Amongst  other  able  instruction,  we  enjoyed  the  pleasui-e  of  listening 
to  the  utterance  of  the  cro^^^ling  thouglits  of  that  excellent  life,  which 
was  soon  afterwards  taken  to  the  Paradise  above.  We  shall  miss  the 
presence  of  our  beloved  Dr.  Higbee  in  our  future  meetings,  but  the 
golden  precepts  he  gave  us  at  his  last  visit  and  which  seemed  to  come 
from  one  who  could  peer  into  the  future  existence,  \nl[  ever  cheer  and 
enthuse  us  in  oui*  work. 

But  little  has  been  done  in  furnishing  ap])aratus  or  in  i)roviding  bet- 
ter furniture  for  the  school  rooms.  This  is,  no  doubt,  owing  to  the  close 
times  caused  by  the  floods  of  the  past  yeai*. 

Directors  have,  in  some  instances,  taken  great  interest  in  the  work 
and  by  visiting  the  schools,  attending  the  educational  meetings,  done 
much  to  make  the  schools  more  efficient.  I  would  recommend  that  all 
directors  visit  their  respective  schools  and  identify  themselves  Avitli  the 
every,  day  work  of  the  same.  lam  aware  that  no  pay  is  allowed  for 
this  sei-vice,  but  when  a  person  accepts  the  position  he  is  in  duty 
bound  to  do  the  work. 

You  ^^^ll  see,  by  the  report  of  our  normal,  that  it  is  keeping  pace 
with  the  onward  march.  Never  in  its  history  has  it  done  better  work 
or  been  more  successful  than  during  the  past  year. 

Allow  me  to  repeat  a  few  suggestions  : 

Let  every  director  in  the  county  take  the  Pennsylvania  School  Journal 
at  public  expense,  as  is  his  privilege.  'Every  teacher  should  take  it 
also. 

Pay  teachers  a  living  salary. 

Give  us  a  continuous  school  term  of  nine  months 

Do  not  have  school  in  July  and  August. 

Stand  by  your  teacher  or  turn  him  out. 

Take  no  step  backward. 
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Let  our  motto  be  onward  and  upward. 

In  making:  this  my  last  annual  report,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks 
to  all  who  have  so  ably  assisted  me  in  the  work  dvu"ing  the  past  nine 
ytears.  I  feel  that  the  many  steps  in  advance  that  have  been  made,  are 
due  to  the  efficient  work  of  my  worthy  supportera 


UNION   COUNTY— B.  K.  Johnson. 

Another  school  year  has  passed  into  history,  and  the  results  must  and 
will  tell  for  good  or  evil.  The  success  of  our  school  system  undoubtedly, 
owes  much  to  intelligent  supervision  and  wise  legislation  ;  but  above 
and  beyond  these  agencies,  the  teacher  towers  up  as  the  one  great  essen- 
tial necessary  to  the  success  of  our  noble  system  of  public  education. 
Lawmakers  can  definitely  define  the  working  limits  of  the  sj'^stem,  and 
school  officers  can,  as  far  as  the  letter  of  the  law  allows,  execute  its  l)e- 
hest,  but  if  intelligence,  neatness,  courtesy,  honesty  and  morality  are  to 
adorn  the  structure,  it  is  because  the  teacher  is  the  representative  of 
these  qualities.  He  is  the  sunlight  that  is  to  give  warmth  and  vitality  to 
those  who  are  supposed  to  draw  their  inspiration  from  him. 

While  the  education  of  the  mtellect  is  commendable,  and,  indeed 
necessaiy,  still  the  teacher  who  leans  on  this  staff  alone,  will  only  par- 
tially succeed.  The  time  was  when  knowledge  of  itself  was  considered 
sufficient ;  but  as  the  refining  and  uolifting  sjiirit  of  Christianity  has 
been  broadening  and  deepening,  so  in  like  manner,  have  individuality. 
love,  sympathy  and  utility  become  a  part  of  the  very  essence  of  the 
great  brotherhood  of  humanity.  Therefore,  the  teacher  who  would 
succeed  in  developing  real  men  and  women,  such  as  this  country  must 
have,if  her  laws  and  institiitions  are  to  be  kept  intact,  must,  in  addition, 
be  the  possessor  and  dispenser  of  tact,  skill,  moderation,  enthusiasm, 
perseverance,  love  and  faith. 

"  Tact"  is  a  noble  word  ;  it  conveys  the  idea  of  keeping  in  touch  with 
one's  environments ;  many  teachers  over  look  this  germinal  idea  and 
fail. 

Rules  and  methods  of  procedure  are  powerful  aids  to  success,  pro- 
vided they  fit  the  occasion. 

But  no  set  of  rules,  however  well  formulated,  will  comi^letely  meet 
the  ever-varying  emergencies  of  life.  A  method  of  itself  is  a  lifeless 
thing,  but  when  the  teacher  breathes  his  personality  into  it,  then  and 
only  then  does  it  become  a  living  force.  Methods  are  legion,  principles 
are  few,  but  they  are  everlasting.  The  successful  teacher  masters 
principles  and  becomes  independent  as  a  thinker  and  worker,  while  the 
one  who  ties  up  methods  and  de^^ces  as  his  only  hope,  may,  to  the 
uninitiated,  appear  to  succed,  but  to  those  who  have  looked  down  deep 
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iuto  the  human  soul,  he  stands  forth  as  the  representative  of  what  he  is 
in  reality — an  imitator. 

On  a  certain  occasion,  the  Saviour  was  asked  what  must  be  done  to 
inherit  eternal  life.  The  answer  was,  "  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength, 
and  with  all  thy  mind." 

The  education  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  this  country  demands  sincerity 
of  thought  and  purpose,  fervor,  intensity  and  intelligence  upon  the  part 
of  educators  at  every  point  of  procedure. 

Teachers,  here  lies  before  us  a  field  heaven-wide  in  its  extent. 
What  are  its  limits,  and  who  can  determine  its  possibilities?  This 
realm  of  mind,  body  and  soul  lying  between  childhood  and  manhood, 
is  the  field  in  which  we  are  placed  to  sow  and  reap  ;  and  when  we  have 
done  our  best,  we  must  still  expect  to  meet  with  difficulties  and  dis- 
couragements, but  it  is  the  disposition  we  make  of  them  that  will 
determine  success  or  failure. 

"Some  murmur  when  their  sky  is  clear

VENANGO  COUNTY— George  B.  Lord. 

With  pleasure  I  report  to  you  the  continued  prosperity  and  efficiency 
of  the  schools  of  Venango  county  for  the  year  ending  June  1,  1890. 

Buildings. 

New  buildings  have  been  erected  in  Jackson,  Canal,  Plum  and 
Richland  townships,  the  last  one  named  being  worthy  of  especial  men- 
tion. It  occupies  a  very  sightly  location,  has  ample  grounds,  well 
graded  and  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  fifty-six  to  sixty  pupils. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  seating,  light  and  ventilation, 
and  on  the  whole  we  consider  it  a  "  model  country  school  house. " 
The  others  mentioned  are  good  comfortable  buildings  in  every  way, 
and  compare  favorably  with  our  other  "  first-class  houses. " 

Three  new  houses  will  be  erected  this  coming  season  in  time  for  the 
opening  of  the  fall  schools,  one  each  in  Plum,  Sugar  Creek  and  Presi- 
dent townships. 

The  directors  all  assure  me  that  these  shall  be  good  houses  in  every 
particular,  and  I  promise  you  a  full  report  of  them  when  they  are  com- 
pleted. 
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Appakatus. 

In  the  line  of  school  apparatus  more  has  been  done  the  past  year 
than  in  any  preceding-  one  since  the  schools  of  the  county  have  been 
under  my  supervision  ;  maps,  charts  and  books  of  reference  have  been 
supplied  to  a  great  many  districts  and  the  tendency  seems  to  be  to  use 
the  additional  State  appropriation  almost  entirely  in  this  line. 

Length  of  Teem. 

Our  school  term  is  longer  for  the  present  report  than  ever  before. 
As  will  be  seen  by  the  statistical  report  accompanying  this,  nearly  all 
the  districts  have  at  least  seven  months'  school  while  one  large  district 
has  nine  months,  another  eight,  and  I  am  assured  by  the  directors  of 
two  more  of  our  larg-est  districts  that  they  will  probably  have  eight 
months  continuous  terms  the  coming  year.  The  added  increase  of 
State  appropriation  for  the  next  two  years  has  aided  gi-eatly  in  this  de- 
cision, and  if  our  next  Legislature  will  make  the  appropriation  three 
millions,  you  may  look  for  a  term  in  Venango  county  closely  approxi- 
mating eight  months. 

Institutes. 

Our  coimty  institute  held,  December  16  to  21,  1889,  fully  sustained  our 
g-ood  reputation  in  that  branch  of  the  educational  work.  The  attend- 
ance was  very  lai'ge  throughout  the  entire  session,  the  order  all  that 
could  be  desired,  and  the  instruction  of  the  most  practical  character. 

The  evening  entertainments  were  very  largely  patronized  by  the 
general  public  and  met  with  approbation  from  all  classes  of  om-  citizens. 

A  series  of  local  institutes  was  held  in  different  sections  of  the  county, 
and  in  spite  of  storms  and  the  worst  roads  ever  seen  in  this  county, 
they  were  very  well  attended  by  teachers,  directors  and  citizens. 

The  local  institute  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  our  edu- 
cational work  and  seems  to  be  more  efficient  each  succeeding  year. 

Teachers. 

Oiu"  teachers  are  showing  a  very  commendable  zeal  in  self-improve- 
ment, and  whatever  is  for  the  good  of  the  teacher  must  benefit  the 
school.  A  large  number  of  educational  periodicals  are  taken  and  read 
by  the  teachers  of  the  county,  and  every  year  an  increasing  number  are 
attending  the  normal  schools  and  colleges  of  the  vicinity.  ScA'eral  good 
schools  for  teachers  and  yoong  people  preparing  to  teach  are  well 
patronized  d.uring  each  vacation  period  in  the  county.  Very  few  young 
men  and  women  now  seek  to  enter  the  teachers'  ])rofession  without 
making  some  special  preparation  for  tlieir  work. 

Our  special  need  at  present  seems  to  be  a  proper  gradation  and 
classification  of  the  work  in  our  ungraded  schools  and  with  this  in  view 
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"  A  course  of  study  and  grading*  for  country  schools"  has  been  iDre- 
pared  and  we  hope  in  the  next  report  to  state  that  this  is  in  successful 
operation  in  every  school  district  in  the  county. 

Personal  Work.    - 

During"  the  year  just  closed  I  have  made  three  hundred  and  eig-hteen 
visits  to  schools,  reaching-  every  school  in  my  jurisdiction  but  one 
which  was  closed  when  I  was  in  the  district.  Several  have  been  visited 
twice  during  the  year  and  a  few  three  times :  the  average  length  of 
visit  being-  one  and  one-half  hours. 

I  have  held  twenty -six  public  and  two  special  examinations  at 
which  there  were  four  hundred  and  fifty -five  applicants  and  one  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  failures  ;  have  attended  two  county  and  eight  local  in- 
stitutes, and  traveled  over  five  thousand  miles  in  the  leg-ular  duties  of 
the  office. 

In  conclusion  I  return  my  heartiest  thanks  for  the  cordial  support 
and  co-operation  that  I  have  received  from  directors,  teachers  and 
patrons  of  the  schools,  and  to  the  State  De^aartment  for  the  uniform 
courtesy  and  kindness  extended  to  me  during"  the  last  six  years,  and 
hope  for  a  continuance  of  the  same  kind  treatment  for  the  ensuing  term. 


WAEREN  COUNTY— H.  M.  Putnam. 

Diu'ing  the  past  year  nine  new  schools  have  been  opened  and  a 
gratifying  spirit  of  progress  has  been  manifested  in  school  work. 

The  majority  of  townships  are  rapidly  substituting-  improved  furni- 
ture for  the  old  wooden  desks,  and  slate  black-boards  are  steadily  g-ain- 
ing-  in  favor.  All  but  six  districts  have  more  than  six  months  of  school 
each  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  will  have  at  least  seven  by  the  time 
another  report  is  written. 

From  observations  made  in  visiting-  the  schools  of  the  county  several 
means  of  improvement  have  been  suggested. 

1.  Directors  should,  if  possible,  visit  schools  more  fi-equently.  The 
schools  of  a  district  might  be  divided  among"  the  directors,  so  that  each 
school  could  be  visited  at  least  once  a  month.  If  this  closer  super- 
vision can  be  secured  in  no  other  way,  directors  should  be  paid  for 
their  time  and  required  to  visit  the  schools. 

2.  More  apparatus  should  be  furnished.  In  some  school  rooms  even 
black-board  erasers  are  wanting.  Each  school  should  be  supplied 
with  an  Unabridged  Dictionary,  and  the  teachers  should  be  made  re- 
sponsible for  its  safe  keeping.  Charts  for  country  schools  are  pub- 
lished, that  embrace  a  wide  rang-e  of  subjects  and  are  not  very  expen- 
sive. In  the  hands  of  a  g-ood  teacher,  they  are  of  incalculable  value 
to  a  school. 
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3.  School  building's  and  gi-ounds  should  be  made  pleasant  and  at- 
tractive ;  out-buildings  and  fences  kept  in  good  repair,  and  teachers 
made  responsible  for  damages  during  school  houi's. 

4.  More  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  ventilation  of  school  rooms. 
In  the  majority  of  country  districts  no  aiTangments  are  made  to  secure 
fresh  air,  and  in  consequence  i^upils  are  breathing  impure  air  almost 
constantly.  In  the  buildings  to  be  erected,  this  important  matter 
should  receive  attention. 

5.  Each  teacher  should  strive  to  establish  a  school  library  in  his 
district.  More  can  be  done  in  this  direction  than  one  would  imagine, 
if  the  teacher  has  energy  to  push  matters.  Any  work  that  a  teacher 
does  for  the  improvement  of  his  school  not  only  helps  his  pupils  but 
advances  his  own  interests. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Wairen,  November  18  to  22,  and 
was  attended  by  a  large  body  of  enthusiastic  teachers.  Two  hundred 
a,ii,d  eighty-six  were  enrolled,  forty  more  than  ever  before.  All  ex- 
pressed themselves  well  pleased  with  the  programme,  and  all  dis- 
l)layed  a  lively  interest  in  their  work.  Local  meetings  were  held  at 
Pittsfield,  Garland,  Glade  and  North  Clarendon.  In  these  gatherings 
one  can  see  that  the  leaders  of  the  county  are  alive  to  the  importance 
of  their  work,  and  that  each  succeeding  year's  work  is  better  than  the 
last. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  some  districts,  though  not  so  generally 
as  was  desired.  Our  gi'aded  schools  are  making  rapid  progress,  several 
have  adopted  a  coui'se  of  study  and  are  making  preparations  for  ex- 
cellent work  in  the  future. 

Classes  were  graduated  in  Sheffield,  Barnes  and  Youngsville  with 
ai)pr()priate  exercises  during  May. 

In  the  Tidioute  and  Wan-en  schools,  the  work,  as  usual,  has  been  very 
good.  The  manual  training  department  at  Tidioute  has  made  steady 
progTess,  and  the  results  (jf  the  work  ^jrove  tin;  value  of  such  schools. 

Prof.  A.  B.  Miller, who  has  so  loug  and  so  successfully  conducted  the 
Warren  schools,  has  resigned,  and  his  successor,  Prof.W.  L.  McGowan, 
will  assume  c<mtrol  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term.  Prof.  Miller  leaves 
the  school  with  the  knowledge  that  his  labors  have  l)een  appreciated, 
as  the  resolutions  of  the  board  of  directors  and  of  the  alumni  of  the 
school  will  show.  His  work  has  been  eaniest  and  efficient  and  the 
school  owes  its  xu-esent  high  standing  to  his  care  and  attention. 

The  citizens  of  Corydon  proved  themselves  in  the  van  of  progress  last 
February,  Ijy  electing  two  ladies  as  scliool  directors.  The  ladies  are 
well  educated  and  in  every  way  fitted  for  the  position. 

The  Indian  school  has  been  in  session  seven  months,  with  Bennio 
Huff  as  teacher.  April  30  was  a  red  letter  day  in  the  history  of  the 
Warren  and  Glade  schools,  it  being  the  day  selected  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  flags  to  those  schools  by  the  Patriotic  Order  of  the  Sons  of 
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America.  Appropriate  exercises  were  arranged,  aud  the  affair  passed 
off  very  pleasantly. 

During-  the  past  year,  I  have  held  seventeen  regular,  and  several 
special  examinations,  made  two  hundi-ed  and  ninety-three  visits  to 
schools,  anproved  and  forwarded  twenty-nine  annual  district  reports, 
wrote  over  seven  hundi'e.i  official  letters  and  attended  to  other  official 
business.  Have  met  with  kind  words  and  cheerful  greetings  in  every 
district  in  the  county,  and,  in  consequence,  look  forward  with  pleasant 
anticipation  to  the  year  to  come. 

My  thanks  are  due  the  Department,  directors  and  teachers,  and  all 
who  have  in  any  way  aided  in  the  advancement  of  the  educational 
interests  of  the  county. 


WASHINGTON  COUNTY— Geo.  A.  Spindler. 


If/^^ 


As  a  rule  the  schools  of  this  county  have  prosi)ered  fairly  during  the 
past  year.  Many  of  the  teachers  are  up  with  the  advanced  ideas  on 
education,  a  goodly  number  being  graduates  of  nonnal  schools.  The 
greatest  obstacle  in  the  way  of  rapid  advancement  is  the  shortness  of 
the  term  and  the  meager  salaries  paid.  When  the  people  see  the  false 
economy  of  short  temis  and  low  salaries  then  will  the  public  schools 
advance  more  rapidly. 


WAYNE  COUNTY— T.  H.  Kennedy. 

Our  schools  show  fair  progress  and  teachers  are  steadily  improvingf 
in  knowledge  of  methods  of  teaching.  As  the  teacher  improves  so  does 
the  school,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  our  teachers  are  steadily 
gaining  in  efficiency.  We  still  ru-ge  upon  them  the  tnith  that  to  build 
character  is  the  ultimate  aim  of  fdl  true  teaching.  That  our  boys  and 
girls  need  an  education  which  secures  physical  health,  mental  activity, 
and  moral  soundness  ;  which  fits  them  for  the  right  discharge  of  life's 
duties,  either  high  or  low ;  which  makes  them  complete  men  and 
women,  are  ideas  which  many  of  our  teachers  recognize  in  their  work. 

Nearly  all  the  schools  were  visited  once,  many  twice,  and  some  three 
times.  Two  hundred  and  seventy -nine  visits  were  made.  In  many  of 
these  the  superintendent  was  accompanied  by  one  or  more  'directors. 
In  these  visits  it  has  ever  been  our  custom  to  recognize  earnest  endeavor 
and  to  rebuke  slackness  or  neglect  of  duty,  to  encourage  and  commend 
all  work  worthy  of  encoiu'agement  or  commendation,  and  to  suggest 
such  changes  as,  in  our  opinion,  would  l>e  for  the  good  of  the  school. 
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There  is  need  of  closer  supervision  than  can  be  g-iven  under  the  present 
system.  The  superintendent  suggests  changes  or  recommends  a  certain 
line  of  work,  but  too  often  is  not  able  to  repeM  his  visit  and  so  can 
not  be  sure  that  his  suggestions  or  recommendations  are  carried  out. 

Two  new  school  houses  were  built  in  Manchester,  one  in  Oanaan, 
one  in  Damascus  and  one  in  Dreher.  The  annual  institute  was  in 
every  sense  a  success.  The  character  of  the  instruction  given  was  such 
as  to  give  teachers  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of 
teaching,  and  of  organizing,  conducting  and  controlling  schools.  The 
instructors  were  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.,  Dr.  D.  C.  Thomas,  Dr.  G.  M. 
Philips  and  Professors  G.  W.  Twitmyer,  Kimber  Cleaver,  J.  F. 
Dooley  and  G.  P.  Ross.  Evening  lectui-es  Avere  given  by  Dr.  Waller, 
Dr.  Thomas,  Dr.  Phillips,  Jahu  DeWitt  Miller  and  Theodore  F.  Clark. 
An  excellent  paper  was  read  by  Miss  Jennie  Cooper. 

Diu'ing  the  six  years  ending  June,  1889,  the  monthly  salaries  of  male 
teachers  increased  froru  $31.23  to  $32.84,  only  a  trifle  over  one-half  of 
one-per  cent ;  and  salaries  of  female  teachers  increased  from  $20. 58,  to 
$23.89  per  month,  a  little  over  one  and  six-tenths  per  cent.  The  amount 
collected  for  school  purposes,  including  the  State  appropriation,  in 
1883,  was  $53,470;  collected  in  1889,  $91,211,  an  increase  of  over  sev- 
enty per  cent.  It  will  be  seen  that  salaries  have  not  increased  in  pro- 
portion to  the  increase  of  fund  collected  for  school  purposes.  This  is, 
in  part  due  to  expense  incurred  in  improving  school  property,  and  snp- 
plying  fuel  and  contingencies,  including  books,  maps,  charts,  etc. ,  for 
which  was  expended,  in  1883,  $8,770,  and  in  1889,  $23,650,  an  increase 
of  over  one  hundi-ed  and  sixty -nine  i^er  cent.  The  estimated  value  of 
school  property  in  1883  was  $131,400,  and  in  1889  it  was  $161,250,  an  in- 
crease of  over  twenty-three  per  cent.  Houses,  furniture  and  apparatus 
are  very  important,  and  improvement  in  these  must  indicate  growth, but 
the  teacher  is  the  strongest  educational  factor  and  should  be  given  an 
equal  chance  to  grow.  Now  that  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
State  is  double  what  it  was  four  years  ago  it  is  hoped  that  the  salaries 
of  teachers  will  be  enlarged  and  the  status  of  our  schools  raised. 

The  adoption  of  free  text-books  is  on  the  increase. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  teachers  and  friends  of 
education  for  their  many  courtesies,  and  valuable  co-operation — to  di- 
rectors for  many  favors,  not  the  least  of  which  is  a  unanimous  re-elec- 
tion. My  thanks  are  also  tendered  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion for  many  favors,  and  to  the  public  ])ress  of  the  county  for  the  gratu- 
tious  publication  of  notices  of  teachers'  examinations,  items  concern- 
ing the  schools,  and  full  reports  of  institute. 
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WESTMOEELAND  COUNTY— G.  H.  Hugus. 

A  loug-er  school  term,  increased  salaries,  more  professional  teachers, 
better  school  houses  and  a  strong^er  j)ublic  school  interest,  are  certainly 
evidences  of  the  success  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year. 

Local  institute  work  has  done  more  to  increase  public  interest  in  our 
schools,  than  any  other  single  agency.  With  one  exception  every  town- 
ship in  this  county  has  had  a  system  of  local  or  township  institutes. 
These  meetings  have  been  a  source  of  great  advantage  to  the  inexperi- 
enced teacher,  by  bringing  him  in  contact  with  the  best  teachers, and  by 
affording  him  an  opportunity  to  observe  exemplifications  of  the  best 
methods  of  instruction  by  the  brightest  minds  in  his  district.  The  di- 
rectors have  not  failed  to  see  the  utility  of  these  conventions,  and  in 
some  localities,  they  have  allowed  their  teachers  an  increase  of  salary 
for  their  attendance  upon  and  participation  in  these  meetings.  Our 
county  institute  exhibited  the  same  interest  and  enthusiasm  which 
have  characterized  these  meetings  for  some  years.  The  enrolment 
exceeded  that  of  any  other  year.  The  instructors  and  lecturers  Avere 
Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  Dr.  Albert  E.  Maltby,  Prof.  L.  Irving  Handy,  Dr. 
Z.  X.  Snyder,  Miss  Lelia  E.  Patridge,  Dr.  Gunsaulus,  Eev.  Kobt. 
Nourse,  Col.  Russel  H.  Conwell  and  Dr.  James  Headley.  A  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  institute,  as  taken  by  an  efficient  short-hand 
reporter,  was  printed  in  Damphlet  form  and  a  copy  sent,  free,  to  every 
teacher  in  the  county. 

Allegheny,  East  Huntingdon,  Penn,  North  Huntingdon,  Hempfield, 
Mt.  Pleasant,  Salem,  Sewickley,  and  Washington  townships,  Youg- 
hoigheny  (Ind.)  and  Scottdale  and  Bunker  Hill  boroughs  have  erected, 
during  the  past  year,  some  very  excellent  houses.  The  buildings  erected 
in  Scottdale  and  Bunker  Hill  deserve  special  notice.  Both  are  two- 
story  brick  structures,  the  former  costing  about  twenty  thousand,  and 
the  latter  ten  thousand  dollars.  These  are  very  handsome  and  sub- 
stantial houses  and  certainly  reflect  great  credit  on  the  directors.  Irwin 
and  Jeannette  have  made  provisions  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings 
during  the  coming  year 

Historical,  physiological,  geographical  and  reading  charts  are  found 
in  most  of  our  schools.  Music  and  drawing  are  receiving  about  as 
much  attention  as,  in  our  judgment,  the  present  age  demands. 

Since  you  desire  a  very  brief  report  in  addition  to  the  statistics  fur- 
nished you,  let  me  say,  finally,  that  while  there  is  room  for  ereat  im- 
provement in  many  of  our  schools,  yet  we  have  sufficient  knowledge 
of  the  character  of  the  work  that  is  being  done,  to  wan-ant  us  in  report- 
ing substantial  progress  in  the  educational  affairs  of  this  county. 
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WYOMING  COUNTY— Asa  S.  Keeler. 

During-  the  i^ast  year,  a  two-story  school  house  was  built  at  Forkstou 
villag-e.  Tunkhannock  township  supplied  all  her  schools  with  the  im- 
proved furniture.  A  large  number  of  schools  were  supplied  with  maps, 
charts,  etc.  The  last  annual  county  institute,  which  was  held  in  the  court 
house  at  Tunkhannock,  January  6  to  10,  1890,  had  the  largest  atten- 
dance of  teachers  of  any  institute  ever  held  in  this  county,  only  five 
teachers  w'ere  absent. 

In  Northmoreland  township,  the  school  board  refused  to  admit  the 
legally  elected  school  directors,  and  the  result  was  quo  warranto  pro- 
ceedings against  the  illegal  directors,  resulting  with  a  judgment  of 
ouster  at  the  August  sessions. 

During  the  coming  year,  a  new  school  house  will  be  built  in  Exeter 
township.  Tunkhannock  borough  will  lengthen  its  school  term  and 
another  gi-ade  will  be  added  to  the  Mehoopany  village  school. 

My  sincere  tlianks  are  due  to  the  teachers,  citizens,  editors  and 
directors,  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the  directors  for  a  third  election 
to  the  important  office  of  county  superintendent,  and  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  for  courtesy. 


YORK  COUNTY— H.  C.  Brenneman. 

It  affords  me  pleasm-e  in  submitting  this,  my  third  annual  report,  to 
note  that  diu'ing  the  past  year  the  schools  of  York  county  have  been 
in  charge,  with  few  exceptions,  of  earnest  and  enthusiastic  teachers. 
Our  teachers  are  giving  more  attention  to  professional  study,  conse- 
quently they  pass  better  examinations  and  the  work  done  by  them  is 
better  adapted  to  reach  practical  results.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  elim 
inate  from  the  course  of  study  much  that  is  technical  and  of  no  prac- 
tical value,  and  teach  more  of  what  Avill  be  useful  to  the  pupils  when 
they  leave  school  to  engage  in  the  active  pursuits  of  life.  Many  of  the 
directors  are  no  less  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  than  are 
the  teachers.  More  visiting  Avas  done  by  directors  during  the  last  term 
than  was  customary  heretofore.  Still  closer  attention,  on  the  part  of 
directors,  to  the  actual  Avork  of  the  schools  will  result  in  much  good. 
In  a  number  of  districts  the  directors  visited  the  schools  in  company 
with  the  county  superintendent  and  the  results  of  these  visits  Avere  very 
satisfactory. 

The  improvements  in  school  accommodations  are  annually  more  and 
more  engaging  the  attention  of  the  directors,  in  the  way  of  better 
houses,  improved  furniture  and  more  needed  apparatus. 
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The  local  institute  work  was  continued  and  mucli  interest  was  mani- 
fested in  the  meetings  by  teachers,  dirctors  and  patrons. 

The  county  institute  was  pronounced  the  most  beneficial  -in  its  re- 
sults of  any  ever  held  in  the  county. 

In  quite  a  number  of  the  schools,  libraries  were  started.  The  senti- 
ment for  a  "  school  library"  has  taken  hold  of  pupils  and  teachers,  and 
a  commendable  effort  was  made  in  many  school  districts  with  very 
encouraging  results. 

Generally  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  very  encouraging  and  I 
trust  the  lessons  taught  will  prove  as  valuable  as  the  work  has  been 
-encouraging  to  the  county  superintendent.

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REPORTS 


City  and  Borough  Superintendents. 


ALLEGHENY— John  Moreow. 

Nothing-  transpired  during  the  year  to  mar  the  harmonious  Avorking 
of  our  schools. 

The  subject  of  form-study  and  drawing  has  been  started  and  a  good 
beginning  has  been  made.  During  the  coming"  year  we  hope  to  make 
stili  further  progress  in  this  work.  Our  teachers,  as  a  rule,  take  very 
kindly  to  it.  True,  we  have  a  few  dead  weights  in  our  ranks  that  will 
have  to  be  carried  along  by  the  workers.  We  expect  this,  however, 
and  have  not  been  disappointed. 

I  will  add  in  this  connection  that  nothing  has  been  introduced  into 
our  schools  since  my  connection  with  them,  that  is  so  ajggestive  and 
calculated  to  start  children  to  do  independent  thinking-,  as  this  branch. 
It  requires  earnest  work  though  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  No  drone 
need  take  hold  of  it.  It  is  not  popular  with  this  class  of  teachers. 
They  have  no  time  for  it,  they  are  over- worked  or  too  tired.  There  is 
always  something  the  matter  with  them  when  good  honest  work  is  to 
be  done.  We  must  be  patient,  the  day  may  possibly  come  when  these 
barnacles  will  have  to  let  go.  Until  that  time  comes,  if  it  ever  does 
come,  innocent  children  will  have  to  suffer. 


ALLENTOWN— L.  B.  Landis. 

I  report  an  increase  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  in  total  enrolment, 
but  a  decrease  of  ninety  in  average  attendance.  The  diif erence  in  these 
items  is  owing  to  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness.  There  has  never 
been  a  time  within  the  last  twenty  years  when  there  was  as  much  sick- 
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ness  among-  children  as  during  the  year  just  past.  La  grippe,  measles, 
chicken-pox,  mumps  and  diphtheria  followed  one  another  in  close  suc- 
cession. For  four  months  our  lower  grade  schools  suffered  from  poor 
attendance.  At  times  less  than  half  the  number  was  present.  It  was 
only  by  extraordinary  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  that  they  were 
able  to  secure  the  usual  results ;  but  even  their  hardest  work  was  in- 
sufficient in  several  instances. 

New  Houses. 

The  board  has  decided  to  erect  two  six-room  buildings,  one  in  Fifth 
ward  in  order  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  schools  there,  and 
the  other  in  First  ward,  to  take  the  place  of  an  old  house  that  has  been 
pronounced  unsafe.  Plans  and  specifications  are  now  being  prepared, 
and  work  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrangements 
can  be  made. 

Primary  Work. 

While  we  endeavor  to  give  proper  attention  to  all  the  grades,  we 
consider  primary  work  as  of  first  importance.  Much  attention  has  been 
given  for  several  years  to  primary  reading.  Heretofore  copy-book 
^Titing  was  commenced  in  the  fourth  year.  Our  second  year  pupils 
Are  now  allowed  the  use  of  pen  and  ink  as  soon  as  their  slate  writing 
is  approved,  as  regards  form,  slant,  spacing  and  uniformity  of  height. 
In  numbers,  the  pupils  handle  objects  until  the  required  work  can  be 
done  without  reference  to  them.  At  the  proper  time,  we  give  drill  in 
ihe  abstract  combinations  and  separations  imtil  they  are  known  at 
sight,  thus  securing  unusual  rapidity  and  accuracy  in  the  fundamental 
•operations.  Our  language  work  which,  we  now  begin  in  the  third  year, 
is  already  giving  us  most  excellent  results  in  the  higher  grades. 

Morals  and  Manners. 

For  some  years,  we  have  given  regular  as  well  as  incidental  instruc- 
tion and  training  in  morals  and  manners.  Our  efforts  in  this  direction 
5Qay  be  inadequate  for  the  formation  of  character,  but  teachers  who 
have  been  connected  with  our  schools  for  years  do  not  fail  to  notice 
a  more  manly  deportment  in  school  and  on  the  street.  The  time  is 
easily  recalled  when  a  teacher  could  scarcely  pass  along  the  street, 
without  being  called  after  from  some  street  comer.  Oui-  pupils  noAv 
seldom  pass  their  teachers,  without  observing  the  rules  of  good  society. 

Public  Favor. 

Our  schools  have  always  enjoyed  the  good  will  of  the  public,  but  it 
is  gratifying  to  notice  that  thej^  are  still  gi-owing  in  popular  favor. 
The  gi-adual  improvement  which  has  taken  place  in  our  primary  grades 
the  past  several  years,  has  left  private  schools  scarcely  any  pupils  of 
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the  legal  school  age  ;  in  fact,  so  i^oorly  were  they  attended,  that,  with 
but  one  exception,  they  Avere  obliged  to  close  during  the  winter  months. 
This  statement  does  not  include  private  schools  under  the  care  of  the 
churches.     Their  enrolment  is  probably  two  hundred  and  fifty. 

Recommendations. 

The  following  are  the  subjects  of  some  of  the  recommendations  in  my 
report  to  the  board,  July  1,  1890  : 

1.  Shorter  sessions  for  primary  pupils. 

2.  Better  yard  supervision. 

3.  Increased  high  school  facilities. 

4.  The  adoption  of  the  system  of  school  savings  banks. 

A  Suggestion. 

The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  would,  I  think,  do  the  school 
officers  of  the  State  a  service  that  would  be  highly  appreciated,  if  it 
were  to  publish  the  decisions  of  the  State  Superintendent  monthly  in 
the  School  Journal.  This  is  done  in  several  other  States,  and  was,  at 
one  time,  the  practice  of  the  School  Department  of  this  State.  I  shall 
content  myself  with  simply  making  the  suggestion,  as  the  advantages 
must  be  apparent  to  all.  < 


ALTOONA— D.  S.  Keith. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  general  prosperity  in  educational 
work.  The  addition  of  eight  rooms  to  the  Fifth  ward  school  house  was 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  January,  and  immediately  thereafter 
occupied.  The  building  had  been  heated  for  several  weeks  previous  to 
its  occupancy  and  was  in  fair  condition  to  be  used.  It  is  built  of  brick, 
and  the  entire  building  now  contains  twelve  rooms.  The  halls  are  spa- 
cious and  the  flights  of  stairs  easy  to  ascend.  The  rooms  are  furnished 
in  the  most  substantial  manner,  each  having  about  one  hundred  seventy- 
five  square  feet  of  slate  black-board  and  desks  of  the  most  improved 
manufacture.  Connected  with  each  room  is  a  clothes  apartment,  and 
in  this  is  a  suitable  water  basin  and  spigot.  The  heating  apparatus 
of  Smead,  Willis  &  Co.  is  used.  This  same  plan  of  heating  is  used 
in  the  new  building  in  the  Eighth  ward,  and  has  been  found  to  work 
very  successfully.  The  floor  of  the  cellar  is  cemented  and  part  of  it  is 
used  for  play  rooms.  The  Fifth  ward  has  now  ample  accommodations. 
The  Sixth  ward  building,  however,  was  so  much  crowded,  that  two 
schools  of  the  lower  grades  attended  only  half  day  sessions,  one  room 
thus  accommodating  two  schools.  The  Fourth  ward  building  was  also 
much  crowded.     And  in  the  Eighth  ward  it  was  necessary  to. rent  a 
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room.  A  building'  ou  the  comer  of  First  avenue  and  Fifth  street  is  now 
in  course  of  erection,  and  is  to  be  completed  by  the  first  of  October. 
This  will  make  three  building's  for  the  Eighth  ward,  containing-  in  all 
thirty-two  rooms.  In  the  Sixth  ward,  a  site  for  another  house  has  been 
selected  the  ground  purchased  and  a  building  begun  ;  it  will  contain 
eleven  rooms,  and  is  to  be  completed  by  August,  1891.  It  is  hoped, 
that  when  these  buildings  are  completed,  the  school  population  can 
be  suitably  accommodated.  The  population  of  the  city  has,  during 
the  past  ten  years,  increased  more  than  fifty  per  cent. 

Some  of  our  teachers  have  pursued  a  coiu'se  of  professional  reading 
and  study,  and  attended  a  three  week's  course  at  the  Pennsylvania 
Summer  School  of  Methods,  held  at  Altoona  during  July,  1889.  I  re- 
gret, however,  that  many  did  not  take  advantage  of  the  means  to  better 
qualify  themselves  for  teaching.  Teachers  ought  never  to  become  too 
old  to  grow.  Growth  should  be  one  of  their  highest  aims.  It  is  the 
growing  teacher  that  feels  lack  of  power,  strives  to  g-ain  it,  and  can 
stimulate  growth  in  pupils. 

A  very  successful  institute  was  held  the  first  week  of  September. 
Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder,  principal  of  the  Indiana  State  Normal  School ;  Prof. 
G.  M.  D.  Eckels,  principal  of  the  Shippensburg  State  Normal  School ; 
Prof.  Geo.  P.  Bible  of  the  Lock  Haven  State  Normal  School,  and  Miss 
Sarah  Row,  training  teacher  at  Reading,  were  present  as  instructors. 


ASHLAND— William  C.  Estler. 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  report  progress  on  the  part  of  all  interested 
in  the  public  schools  of  our  borough. 

Memorial  exercises  relative  to  the  death  of  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee  were 
held  in  each  school  room.  Pupils  and  teachers  contributed  liberally 
toward  the  memorial  fund. 

Fall  Arbor  Day  was  obseiwed.  The  exercises  were  of  a  literary  char- 
acter. 

Old  and  antiquated  maps  were  taken  from  four  rooms,  and  Johnston's 
latest,  in  veneer  cases,  substituted. 

Supplementary  work  in  arithmetic,  geography  and  language  were 
added  to  the  reference  work  of  the  teachers.  New  and  improved  pencil 
sharpeners  were  placed  in  three  buildings. 

The  introduction  of  color,  form  and  line  work  in  the  primary  and 
sub-secondary  schools  gave  satisfactory  results.  The  interest  mani- 
fested by  the  children,  and  the  ability  dispi  ved  in  dealing  with  the 
subject,  were  a  surprise  to  the  teachers. 

A  system  of  single-entry  book-keeping  was  successfully  conducted  in 
the  grammar  school.     The  subject  was  introduced     s  an  experiment, 
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but  the  results  were  such  as  to  commend  the  study  being  made  a  perma- 
nent one. 

To  the  high  school  library  seventy  (70)  new  volumes  were  added, 
and  the  same  number  rebound. 

In  order  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  walls,  a  few  years  since, 
a  number  of  school  rooms  were  calcimined.  Through  the  action  of  the 
elements  the  walls  became  anything  but  attractive.  This  is  now  being 
remedied  by  painting  a  room  in  each  building  every  year. 

As  a  closing  thought  we  wish  to  return  thanks  to  our  teachers  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  professional  duties ;  to  the  Ashland 
press  for  their  many  courtesies ;  and  to  our  progressive  board  of  edu- 
cation for  complying  with  all  reasonable  demands  tending  to  promote 
the  best  interests  of  our  public  schools. 


BEAVER  FALLS— J.  M.  Reed. 

Professor  M.  L.  Knight  who  had  charge  of  the  schools  here  for 
thirteen  years  resigned  in  December  last  to  accept  a  better  paying 
position,  and  my  work  commenced  in  January. 

No  "new  departures"  were  made  but  the  former  plans  were  followed 
as  closely  as  possible. 

I  found  when  I  came  here  a  good  educational  atmosphere  and  an 
earnest  band  of  workers.  To  my  predecessor,  the  teachers,  the  board  of 
education,  and  the  parents  and  pupils  is  due  a  debt  of  gratitude  for 
the  great  assistance  given  me  in  the  school  work. 

Teachers'  meetings  were  held  each  week  to  consider  plans  and 
methods.  Every  effort  is  made  to  reach  the  individual  in  instruction  and 
have  developed  in  him  that  which  will  make  a  strong,  useful,  patriotic, 
christian  life. 

The  graduating  class — sixteen  in  number — was  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  The  very  large  audience  in  attendance  at  the 
graduating  exercises  shows  a  general  interest  which  is  of  great  value 
to  the  schools. 

Our  town  is  growing  rapidly  and  with  it  we  wish  our  schools  to  grow, 
not  only  in  number  but  into  the  greatest  benefit  to  each  pupil  as  well. 


BETHLEHEM— Thomas  Fakquhae. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report  concerning  the 
condition  of  Bethlehem  borough  public  school  district  and  the  i^ublic 
schools  therein.  The  district  is  in  an  excellent  condition  financially. 
The  tax-rate  is  low  and  the  board  of  directors  is  careful  in  its  ex- 
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penditures.  The  members  of  the  board  are  alive  to  the  interests  of 
public  education  and  are  advancing  with  prudence  and  with  wisdom 
along  all  the  lines  of  improvement  that  experience  sanctions. 

Within  the  year  a  tAvo-story  brick  building  with  eight  rooms  for 
schools,  and  apartments  above  for  the  janitor,  was  erected.  This  build- 
ing is  constructed  on  the  latest  and  most  approved  plans  for  securing 
the  greatest  amoimt  of  light  in  the  school-rooms,  the  best  ventilation 
and  an  equal  temperatm-e  of  the  right  degree.  It  meets  all  the  require- 
ments of  good  taste  with  regard  to  architectural  display,  presenting  a 
handsome  exterior  and  interior  view ;  it  is  convenient  and  healthful, 
and  withal  inexpensive.  There  are  now  three  excellent  buildings  for 
school  purposes  in  the  district. 

The  attitude  of  the  directors  with  respect  to  the  teacher's  tenui-e  of 
office  is  the  proper  one  I  think.  Good  teachers  are  re- employed ; 
indeed  at  the  last  election  two  teachers  were  elected  for  a  term  of  three 
years  and  two  for  a  term  of  two  years.  The  wages  for  service  are  good. 
In  the  first -year  grade  experienced  teachers  are  employed  and  they 
are  retained  there  at  salaries  equal  to  the  salaries  of  teachers  in  the 
fifth-year  grade.  In  the  other  grades  of  the  primary  department  the 
teachers  receive  an  additional  sum  for  each  year's  experience. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  school  tei-m  a  change  from  three  to  two 
grades  in  a  room  was  made.  The  change  was  in  all  respects  of  great 
advantage  to  the  teachers  and  the  pupils.  By  increasing  the  number 
of  schools  and  by  a  careful  distribution  of  the  pupils  the  average  enrol- 
ment per  month  was  about  forty -five  pupils  for  each  teacher. 

Proceeding  upon  the  principle  that  the  pupil  should  be  made  self- 
helpful  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  matter  of  the  use  of  a  text-book, 
arithmetics,  books  of  language  lessons  and  primary  geographies  Avere 
placed  in  the  hands  of  children  in  grades  where  the  instruction  on  these 
subjects  had  been  conducted  previously  without  a  text-book.  Good  re- 
sults have  followed.  The  instruction  has  been  more  systematic  and 
the  children  have  learned  more. 

The  teachers  in  the  main  have  been  faithful  workers.  Sickness 
during  January,  February  and  March  interfered  with  our  work,  but, 
notwithstanding  ill-health  and  interruptions  consequent  thereupon, 
the  progress  and  discipline  of  the  schools  did  not  suffer  much  harm. 

I  must  state,  in  as  few  words  as  possible,  the  plan  of  organization  for 
next  year.  It  is  true  that  the  law  considers  one  teacher  and  his  scholars 
as  constituting  one  school,  but,  for  purposes  of  local  gradation,  the 
following  is  good :  Public  instruction  in  Bethlehem  is  conducted  in 
one  school.  This  school  has  four  departments,  viz.  :  high,  gi^ammar, 
secondary  and  primary.  There  are  two  classes  in  the  high  department 
taught  by  one  teacher.  There  are  two  classes  in  the  grammar  depart- 
ment, with  two  divisions  in  each  class,  taught  by  two  teachers.  There 
are  three  classes  in  the  secondary  department,  Avith  tAvo  divisions  in 
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each,  class,  taught  by  six  teachers.  There  are  four  classes  in  the  primary 
department,  with  three  divisions  in  each  class,  taught  by  twelve 
teachers. 

Summary. — Twenty-one  teachers,  three  teaching  two  classes  each,  and 
eighteen  teaching  one  division  of  a  class  each,  are  required  to  instruct 
twenty -foui-  divisions  of  eleven  classes,  located  in  three  buildings,  and 
together  comprising  four  departments,  in  a  course  of  study  covering  a 
period  of  eleven  years.  The  number  of  pupils  in  a  class  is  about  fortj'- 
four. 


BEADFOKD— Ella  M.  Boyce. 

The  progress  of  our  schools  in  the  past  year  has  been  very  satisfac- 
tory, not  only  from  an  educational  point  of  view,  but  also  as  to  increase 
of  numbers.  Arrangements  have  been  comj)leted  and  contracts  let  to 
erect  another  eight-room  building,  and  an  addition  of  two  rooms  to 
one  of  the  old  buildings.  These  will  be  furnished  with  all  the  modern 
conveniences,  including  the  Smead  system  of  heating  and  ventilating 
and  also  dry  closets.     A  two-room  school  building  has  been  sold. 

An  entertainment  was  given  by  the  pupils  for  the  benefit  of  the 
library  and  $100  was  raised.  My  successor,  as  superintendent,  is  Prof. 
C.  D.  Bogart,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  is  a  gentleman  of  fine  attain- 
ments, and  a  prominent  educator  in  the  west.  Bradford  schools  are 
to  be  congratulated  in  securing  his  services. 


BKISTOL— Matilda  S.  Booz. 

During  the  year  no  important  changes  were  made,  either  in  the 
course  of  study,  methods  of  instruction,  or  general  management  of  the 
schools.  The  work,  however,  has  been  progressive,  and  the  greater 
part  excellent. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  by  the  teachers  to  professional  read- 
ing. Such  books  as  Bain's  "  Education  as  a  Science, "  Tate's  "  Philoso- 
phy of  Education,"  Eitcli's  "Lectures  on  Teaching,"  have  been  in  con- 
stant demand.  Sully's  "Psychology"  has  formed  the  basis  of  many 
discussions  at  the  teachers'  meetings,  twenty  of  which  have  been  held. 
All  the  teachers  but  three  attended  the  county  institute  in  October. 
All  these  meetings  have  been  exceedingly  helpful. 

In  June  the  senior  class  of  the  grammar  department,  having  passed 
a  creditable  examination,  were  gi'aduated,  receiving  certificates  from 
the  board  of  directors.  In  addition  to  the  regular  branches,  algebra, 
geometry,  botany,  philosojjhy  and  physical  geography  are  required. 
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While  drawing"  has  formed  iDart  of  ovir  cuiTiciihim  for  several  years, 
it  did  not  receive  the  attention  that  it  should,  and  the  results  were  there- 
fore unsatisfactory.  It  was  decided  to  employ  a  special  teacher  of  this 
branch  and  Miss  Emilie  P.  Rousseau,  a  graduate  of  the  School  of  In- 
dustrial Art,  was  elected  to  the  position.  The  action  was  a  wise  one, 
and  it  is  hoped  it  may  be  continued.  The  drawing  is  from  the  object, 
Prang's  models  being  used.  Slate  black  boards  replaced  wooden  ones 
in  one  building,  and  needed  apparatus  was  furnished.  Pupils  in  the 
l)hilosophy  class  have  shown  much  interest  and  ingenuity  in  making 
some  of  the  apparatus  used  in  experiments. 

On  Arbor  Day,  one  tree  and  twenty-five  bushes  were  i)lanted  at  Wood 
street.  Fifty  books  were  added  to  the  library,  and  King's  "Methods 
and  Aids  in  Geography"  placed  upon  the  teachers'  desk  for  reference. 

On  Decoration  Day  the  Junior  Order  of  American  Mechanics  pre- 
sented the  school  board  with  flags  for  each  of  the  buildings.  Appro- 
priate exercises,  consisting  of  addresses,  music,  vocal  and  instrumental, 
were  held  on  the  school  grounds  at  Wood  street.  The  flags  were  re- 
ceived on  behalf  of  the  board  by  President  J.  K.  Wildman.  As  the 
flags  were  unfurled  to  the  breeze,  hundreds  of  tiny  ones  fluttered  to  the 
gi'ound,  and  were  eagerly  seized  by  "  young  America"  as  souvenirs. 

There  were  some  changes  in  the  corj^s  of  teachers  to  our  regret,  yet 
to  their  gain.  One  resigned  to  attend  the  West  Chester  State  Normal, 
(graduatine-  in  '91) ,  another  to  many,  and  two  on  account  of  ill-health. 
One  of  these  two.  Miss  Lizzie  S.  Bailey,  has  since  died.  She  had  ])een 
a  teacher  in  the  schools  of  Bristol  for  twenty-five  years.  Prior  to  that 
she  taught  in  the  county.  She  was  widely  known  and  much  respected. 
She  died  in  Philadelphia,  October  15,  and  was  interred  in  St.  James' 
churchyard,  Bristol. 

The  board  of  directors  will  hereafter  consist  of  twelve  members, 
three  having  been  lately  elected  in  a  ward  just  organized. 


BUTLER— E.  Mackey. 


Our  teachers  have  made  commendable  progress,  and  our  school  ac- 
commodations have  been  satisfactorily  increased.  We  held  twenty-eight 
teachers'  meetings,  devoting  the  sessions  to  the  study  of  psychology, 
to  practice  in  drawing,  Dr.  Augsburg's  system,  and  to  informal  con- 
ferences on  details  of  work  and  methods.  We  have  kept  up  our  study 
of  psychology  nearly  three  years,  and  we  find  it  steadily  increasing  in 
interest  and  practical  value,  notwithstanding  the  jest  and  ridicule  to 
which  hobbyists  on  this  subject  are  exposed.  One-half  our  corps  of 
teachers  mil  attend  summer  schools  of  methods.  We  are  proud  of  the 
fact  that  almost  every  teacher  is  an  earnest,  conscientious  student,  and 
npon  this  do  we  build  our  greatest  hopes  for  the  success  of  our  schools. 
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The  board  has  erected  and  equix^ped  a  handsome  brick  school  build- 
ing-, containing-  eight  commodious,  well-lighted  school  rooms,  three 
recitation  rooms — and  every  convenience  in  the  way  of  cloak  rooms, 
lunch  room,  etc.,  all  elegantly  fitted  up  in  "natural  wood"  finish,  and 
ventilated  on  the  Smead  system.  The  largest  school  building  in  town 
was  rejjainted,  calcimined  and  thoroughly  renovated  throughout.  In 
consequence,  the  difiiculties  of  school  discipline  this  year  have  been 
reduced  to  the  minimum. 

We  think  that  our  school  board  is  especially  to  be  commended  for 
excellent  judgment  in  making  imi)rovement  and  repairs  in  elegant 
style.  Our  school  buildings  are  worthy  objects  of  pride  of  our  citizens, 
and  must  demand  a  degree  of  respect  for  American  institutions  on  the 
part  of  our  rapidly-increasing  foreign  element,  that  will  tell  for  good 
in  the  great  work  of  molding  their  youth  for  citizenship. 

The  Junior  Order  of  United  American  Mechanics  presented  to  each 
school  building  a  beautiful  large  flag.  We  think  that  the  efforts  of 
this  Order  to  have  the  national  flag  floating  over  every  school  house  in 
the  land  are  most  commendable,  and  tli<at  the  members  of  the  Order 
deserve  great  i^ raise.  In  a  system  of  education  maintained  by  the  State, 
upon  school  houses  erected  to  conserve  the  highest  interests  of  the 
State,  it  seems  to  me  there  can  be  no  more  significant,  no  more  appro- 
13riate,and  no  more  beautiful  crown,  no  more  soul-stirring  emblem,  than 
the  glorious  banner  of  "  stars  and  stripes. "  Here  far  more  fittingly  than 
from  rampart  or  arsenal,  postoflice  or  capitol,  shall  the  flag  of  our 
Union  teach  eloquently  lessons  of  culture  and  patriotism,  whose  influ- 
ence for  good  shall  be  too  vast  for  human  thought  to  comprehend. 


CAEBONDALE— J.  J.  Forbes. 

The  school  year  of  1889-90  has  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in 
the  history  of  this  school  district.  The  new  high  school  building  was 
opened  with  the  largest  attendance  ever  attained  up  to  the  present  time. 
The  course  of  study  has  been  revised  so  as  to  allow  the  pupils  to  gradu- 
ate at  the  close  of  the  common  school  studies.  The  regular  course  is 
followed  by  a  two  years'  preparatory  course  for  college  or  normal 
school. 

In  addition  to  the  new  high  school  building  which  has  been  opened, 
two  other  new  school  buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  district  during- 
the  year.  These  improvements  were  rendered  necessary  by  a  new  rail- 
road line  having  been  run  through  two  of  our  old  buildings.  We  re- 
ceived a  fair  price  for  the  old  structures,  which  were  unsuitable  for  our 
purposes  and  standing  in  very  undesirable  locations.  The  new  build- 
ings are  substantial  frame  structures  with  ample  grounds  and  many 
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modem  improvements.  All  of  our  new  school  building's  are  heated 
and  ventilated  by  the  Smead- Wills  system,  which  has  been  found  to 
be  the  most  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  attendance  at  the  various  schools  has  been  ren- 
dered very  iiTegailar  by  diphtheria,  influenza,  and  kindred  diseases. 
These  and  other  causes  have  also  affected  a  g-reat  falling-  off  in  the 
number  of  pupils.  Sickness  has  detained  many  of  the  teachers,  also, 
fi'om  their  school  rooms  and  fi'om  the  bi-weekly  institutes,  thus  ren- 
dering oiu-  work  less  thorough  and  less  effectual  than  it  would  have 
been  under  more  favorable  circumstances.  Four-  new  teachers  have 
been  added  to  the  corps  making  a  total  of  thirty-two. 


CHAMBEESBUEG— AY.  H.  Hockenberey. 

During-  the  jeRv  1,460  scholars  were  in  attendance,  making  an  average 
of  ninety  per  cent.,  the  highest  being  ninety-five  i:)er  cent,  and  the 
lowest  seventy-seven  per  cent.  These  scholars  were  graded  as  follows  : 
fii-st  gi-ade,  477;  second,  307;  third,  293:  fom-th,  267;  fifth— high 
schools — 116.  The  average  eiu-olment  for  the  first  gi'ade  was  sixty- 
eight  for  each  teacher,  and  for  all  the  gi'ades  forty-five  for  each  teacher. 
We  expect  two  more  schools  in  lowest  grade  next  year  which  will  re- 
duce the  average  to  fifty. 

While  the  board  of  directors  did  less  visiting  of  schools  than  in 
some  former  years,  thej^  are  credited  mth  218  visits,  the  patrons  with 
190,  and  the  superintendent  with  587.  The  average  annual  salaiy  of 
male  teachei-s  is  $569,  of  female  teachers  $348  :  the  highest  and  lowest 
for  males  is  $693  and  $495  :  and  of  the  latter  $693  and  $270. 

If  suitable  rooms  can  be  procured  we  expect  to  consolidate  the  two 
high  schools  which  will  be  advantageous  in  many  ways. 

The  strict  enforcement  of  the  law  requiring  that  children  be  six  years 
old  before  they  can  be  admitted  to  om-  schools  has  been  m-ged  upon  the 
board,  both  because  it  is  best  for  the  children  themselves  and  because 
our  lowest  grade  is  already  too  full. 

Each  year  the  work  of  oiu*  schools  approaches  nearer  the  high  stand- 
ard at  which  we  aim,  and  the  past  year's  j)rogress  is  highly  satisfactory. 
We  have  aimed  to  concentrate  the  energies  of  our  teachers  upon  giving 
the  very  best  possible  training  to  the  young  peoi^le  in  oiu*  schools. 
Nothing  especially  novel  or  startling  has  been  attempted.  A  constant 
effort  has  been  made  to  improve  in  the  quality  of  the  instruction  given 
and  also  in  the  methods  and  devices  used  in  imparting  it. 

T\Tiile  making  even'ihing  easy  for  the  untrained  mind,  there  comes 
a  time  when  nothing  but  hard  study  A\-ill  avail  in  such  a  development 
as  we  seek.    We  have  fortunately  escaped  the  manifold  e\'ils  that  follow 
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the  too  ready  adoption  of  the  methods  of  some  educational  evangelists 
who  seek  to  make  a  reputation  for  themselves  by  their  attacks  upon 
everything"  venerable  with  age.  Our  aim  has  been  to  welcome  and 
adopt  the  new  if  useful,  and  to  hold  fast  to  the  old  for  the  same  reason : 
to  abandon  nothing  because  of  its  long  use  and  to  adopt  nothing  new 
if  that  be  its  only  recommendation. 

In  most  of  our  schools  the  work  has  been  entirely  satisfactory,  while 
in  many  of  them  both  teachers  and  scholars  surpassed  our  expectations 
by  the  excellence  of  their  work.  A  persevering  devotion  to  the  best 
interests  of  their  schools  was  a  marked  characteristic  of  many  of  the 
teachers.  Not  only  dui'ing  school  hours,  but  at  other  times  they  did 
much  to  make  the  work  of  the  day  more  profitable  and  interesting. 
More  and  more  teachers  generally  realize  that  professional  work  re- 
quires those  who  engage  in  it  to  do  their  best  regardless  of  pecuniary 
reward,  and  that  if  they  would  continue  to  succeed,  they  must  keep 
abreast  of  the  educational  thought  of  the  day.  Those  who  make  no  pro- 
gress in  scholarship  or  skill  in  teaching,  and  take  no  interest  in  educa- 
tional meetings  or  literature,  are  everywhere  rapidly  dropping  out  of 
the  work.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  the  fittest  survive.  While  I  look  forward 
hopefully  to  a  time  when  schools  and  teachers  shall  both  be  in  advance 
of  the  present,  I  am  proud  of  the  work  our  teachers  have  done,  and  I 
hope  they  may  live  to  teach  when  they  will  be  better  appreciated  and 
rewarded. 

Many  reasons  could  be  assigned  for  the  progress  om-  schools  have 
made  in  the  last  few  years  ;  among  them  ought  to  be  mentioned  two  new 
school  houses ;  a  very  able  and  active  board  of  directors  who  attend 
X)unctually  to  theii-  part  of  the  work ;  a  rigid  adlierence  to  a  more  sys- 
tematic coui'se  of  study  than  formerly  prevailed,  together  with  the 
continued  efforis  of  our  teachers,  already  referred  to.  My  own  share 
in  the  work,  although  by  no  means  easy,  has  been  rendered  so  pleasant 
by  the  co-operation  and  courtesy  of  directors,  teachers,  scholars  and 
the  press  that  I  thus  publicly  thank  them  all. 

A  good  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  school-room  deco- 
ration by  means  of  beautiful  iJictures  costing  very  little.  The  elevating 
and  refining  influence  of  what  has  been  accomplished  in  this  gi-ows 
more  visible  every  day. 

Many  of  our  teachers  were  industriously  engaged  during  the  year  in 
their  own  scholastic  improvement  which  has  resulted  in  their  securing 
higher  grade  certificates.  Four  of  them  hold  provisional,  ten  profes- 
sional and  nineteen  permanent  certificates. 

With  the  now  expected  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  we  hope  for 
even  better  results  next  year. 

As  every  borough  and  city  having  a  superintendent  pays  into  the 
state  treasury  a  large  percentage  of  what  goes  into  it  from  the  counties 
in  which  they  are  situated,  it  is  suggested  that  justice  demands  that  a 
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portion  of  it  is  returned  in  jiayment  of  the  salaries  of  the  respective 
boroiigfh  and  city  superintendents. 

The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  has  my  thanks  for  many 
favors  during  the  year. 


CHESTEK— Chaeles  F.  Foster. 

The  city  has  been  re-divided  into  wards,  and  the  number  of  directors 
is  increased  from  twelve  to  sixteen.  The  present  business  activity  and 
rapid  growth  in  population,  call  for  additional  school  accommodations. 
Although  it  is  but  little  over  a  year  since  a  building  of  eight  rooms  was 
completed,  another  of  like  capacity  is  needed. 

The  American  flag  has  been  placed  in  each  school  room  by  the 
Patriotic  Order  of  Sons  of  America.  The  beautiful  prize  flag,  won  for 
Pennsylvania  by  Miss  Martin  of  the  high  school,  in  the  "  Youths  'Com- 
panion" contest,  was  unfurled  last  Decoration  Day,  with  aijpropriate 
exercises,  by  Wilde  Post  G.  A.  E. 

The  free  text-book  plan  has  been  in  operation  with  us  more  than  a 
decade,  and  is  very  satisfactory  in  point  of  convenience  and  economy. 
Oui"  experience  is  such  that  we  commend  it  to  those  districts  which 
have  not  yet  adopted  it. 

One  of  the  strongest  public  utterances  of  the  late  Dr.  Higbee  was 
his  stirring  appeal  for  libraries,  at  the  teachers'  institute  in  our  city 
last  November.  His  words  were  not  lost.  Early  in  the  year  action 
was  taken,  and  the  sum  of  $83.43  was  raised  by  the  teachers  of  Chester 
for  a  professional  library.  It  already  consists  of  150  well-selected 
volumes.  The  high  school  has  sixty-five  volumes  and  funds  for  a  large 
increase.  In  the  lower  grades,  we  make  use  of  books  of  reference,  pe- 
riodical literature  and  other  supplementary  reading. 

The  high  school  has  done  good  work  the  past  year.  Thirteen  young 
ladies  took  the  normal  course.  The  principal  in  his  report,  says  :  "  In 
the  study  of  the  sciences,  inductive  methods  have  been  used  so  far  as 
possible,  and  the  recitations  were  supplemented  by  visits  to  manuf ac 
tui'ing  establishments. "  The  experiment  in  manual  training,  though 
limited  in  extent,  has  given  satisfaction.  The  work  has  not  been  ob 
ligatory,  but  most  of  the  high  school  boys  have  gladly  availed  them- 
selves of  the  i3rivilege,  without  any  abridgment  of  their  other  school 
work.  They  have  thus  gained  ideas  of  mechanical  di'awing,  learned  to 
handle  the  saw,  plane,  square  and  chisel,  and  manufacture  some  of 
their  scientific  apparatus.  Principal  Reigart  says  :  "  To  lay  off  a  piece 
of  work  accm'ately,  simple  as  it  appears  to  be,  is  acquired  only  by 
patient  and  careful  effort.  Such  practice  combines  recreation  and  physi- 
cal development  with  most  valuable  intellectual  and  moral  training. " 
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The  school  savings  bank  system  went  into  operation  in  Chester, 
February  24,  1890.  The  amount  deposited  by  pupils  from  that  time  till 
June  2,  was  $3,431.50.  The  whole  number  of  depositors  is  1,565.  Very 
few  of  these  have  withdrawn  money  from  the  bank.  The  movement  is 
a  popular  one,  and  the  results  thus  far,  seem  to  indicate  that,  as  an 
educational  agency  for  the  promotion  of  habits  of  order  and  economy 
in  the  community,  through  the  training  of  the  children,  it  is  in  the  same 
line  as  the  efforts  to  inculcate  patriotism,  temperance  and  good  morals. 

My  recommendations  to  the  local  board  for  the  coming  year,  com- 
prised :  1.  The  erection  of  another  school  building.  2.  The  further 
substitution  of  slate  for  slated  surface.  3.  The  purchase  of  more  sup- 
plementary readers.  4.  The  furnishing  of  libraries  and  periodical 
literature  for  the  lower  grades.  5.  An  increase  of  the  salaries  of  pri- 
mary teachers.     6.  The  employment  of  a  special  teacher  of  vocal  music. 


COLUMBIA-^S.  H.  Hoffman. 

In  taking  a  brief  review  of  the  work  of  the  public  schools  of  Columbia, 
at  the  close  of  my  first  official  term,  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that 
our  work  during  the  time  covered  by  this  report  has  been  marked  by 
evidences  of  substantial  jsrogress. 

There  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled ; 
improvements  in  school  gi'ounds  and  buildings,  as  well  as  in  the  furni- 
ture of  many  of  the  rooms  ;  and  the  teachers  have  manifested  a  com- 
mendable earnestness  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  instruction. 

The  following  statistics  give  some  idea  of  the  condition  of  our 
schools :

Irregularity  of  attendance,  caused  chiefly  by  the  indifference  of  par- 
ents, is  an  evil  against  which  we  are  constantly  compelled  to  contend, 
and  which  greatly  retards  the  work  of  the  schools.  Our  teachers  have 
been  very  persistent  in  their  efforts  to  overcome  this  difficulty.  One 
scliool  of  the  primary  grade  was  organized  at  the  beginning  of  the  term 
of  1888-89,  and  one  of  the  secondary  gi-ade.  An  additional  teacher  was 
assigned  to  the  grammar  department.  At  the  opening  of  the  term  of 
1889-90,  one  young  lady  was  elected  to  serve  in  the  different  grades, 
to  assist  the  regular  teachers,  when  necessary,  and  to  substitute  for 
absentees,  as  a  preparation  for  future  responsibility  as  a  teacher. 
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All  promotions  are  now  made  at  the  close  of  the  term,  instead  of  at 
the  begfinning"  of  the  following  one,  as  heretofore  ;  this  plan  has  the 
advantage  of  keeping  up  the  attendance  to  the  last  day  of  the  term, 
and  of  leaving  the  schools  well  organized  for  the  next  year's  work. 

The  school  grounds  and  buildings  have  been  kept  in  an  excellent 
condition,  an  additional  room  in  the  high  school  building  was  fitted  up 
and  suitably  furnished  for  the  accommodation  of  the  high  school ;  a 
one-room  building  was  purchased  and  furnished  in  a  very  substantial 
manner.  Twenty -four  rooms  were  supplied  with  black-boards  of  the 
best  slate ;  these  are  greatly  superior  to  the  old  glossy  boards  which 
they  replaced. 

The  course  of  study  for  all  departments  below  the  high  school  was 
rewritten,  revised  and  improved.  Being  convinced  that  the  subject  of 
writing  had  been  neglected  to  some  extent,  pupils  of  both  divisions  of 
the  primary  department  were  required  to  use  the  pen,  so  that  several 
liundred  more  pupils  receive  systematic  instmction  in  writing  each  year 
than  formerly  ;  the  interest  in  this  subject  has  been  greatly  increased. 
The  re-introduction  of  the  siielling  book  has  aroused  increased  interest 
in  the  subject  of  orthography,  and  the  success  with  which  it  is  taught, 
indicates  that  a  step  has  been  taken  in  the  right  direction.  Believing 
that  reading  is  the  most  important  branch  of  instruction  in  elementary 
schools,  and  that  the  ability  to  read  intelligently  is  the  basis  of  all 
education,  efforts  were  made  to  improve  our  work  in  that  direction  ;  our 
board  heartily  seconded  these  efforts  by  providing  a  supply  of  excellent 
supplementary  reading  matter.  No  one  not  actually  engaged  in  school 
work,  can  fully  appreciate  the  benefit  to  be  derived  from  such  a  course. 

The  views  held  by  our  teachers  as  to  the  importance  of  language 
"work  in  our  schools  is  a  source  of  gratification.  Our  object  has  been 
to  restrict  technical  grammar  to  the  higher  grades,  and  to  train  the 
Xiupils  in  the  correct  use  of  language,  by  constant  practice,  both  oral 
and  ASTitten,  thus  preparing  them  to  express  their  thoughts  readily  and 
coiTectly. 

No  change  in  the  course  of  study  has  given  so  general  satisfaction 
as  the  introduction  of  vocal  music  as  a  regular  branch  of  instruction. 
The  teachers  and  patrons,  appreciating  the  humanizing  and  refining 
influence  of  music,  join  in  commending  the  action  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors in  this  matter.  The"  teachers  were  provided  with  a  course  of 
instruction,  under  the  guidance  of  thoroughly  competent  musicians,  at 
the  expense  of  the  district ;  the  beneficial  results  of  this  action  are 
readily  seen  in  the  improvement  in  the  methods  of  teaching  that  branch, 
and  the  rapid  progress  made  by  the  pupils. 

As  a  class  our  teachers  are  intelligent  and  earnest  in  their  labors ; 
their  work  in  the  school  room  indicates,  with  few  exceptions,  increasing 
skill.  The  desire  for  greater  usefulness  and  higher  rank,  has  developed 
a  degree  of  professional  study  and  professional  pride  that  is  commend- 
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able  in  itself,  and  that  is  making-  itself  felt  in  improved  methods  of 
instruction  and  school  management.  The  results  of  the  work  are,  in 
general,  quite  satisfactory  ;  there  has  been  a  very  i:)erceptible  improve- 
ment in  the  work  of  each  year  upon  that  of  the  preceding-  term.  While 
this  is  true  of  all  grades,  it  is  especially  so  of  the  "  primary  depart- 
ment;" encouraging-  as  this  is,  we  realize  the  fact  that  much  remains 
to  be  done  in  order  to  reach  the  standard  that  has  been  fixed,  and  shall 
enter  upon  the  labors  of  the  coming  term  with  the  determination  to 
place  our  schools  upon  a  still  higher  plane  of  efficiency. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  obligations  to  the  teachers  and  patrons 
of  oiu-  schools,  and  to  the  press  of  our  town  for  kind  words  of  en- 
couragement and  to  the  board  for  valuable  advice  and  friendly  counsel, 
as  well  as  for  complying  with  every  request  and  suggestion  intended 
to  promote  the  interests  of  our  schools. 


CORRY— A.  D.  CoLEGROVE. 

A  retrospect  of  the  past  year  is  not  wholly  wanting  in  signs  of  pro- 
gress. Three  buildings  were  furnished  Avith  slate  black-boards.  New 
single  desks  were  put  into  the  Fairview  building.  Through  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  teachers  and  pupils,  large  additions  were  made  to  our 
school  libraries,  so  that  we  now  have  upwards  of  eight  hundred  volumes, 
that  have  been  procured  within  the  last  three  years.  The  high  school 
carried  on  another  successful  lecture  course,  by  which  we  were  enabled 
to  add  one  hundred  and  fifty  volumes  of  standard  books  to  the  high 
school  library.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  introduced  a  few  of 
Prang's  drawing  models,  the  use  of  which,  we  think,  has  been  attended 
with  beneficial  results. 

Our  schools  were  interrupted  a  week  in  the  middle  of  the  fall  term,  as 
usual,  by  the  county  institute.  Why  the  institute  could  not  be  held 
during  the  first  week  of  September,  or  the  week  preceding  or  following 
the  holidays,  so  as  not  to  break  into  the  best  of  the  year,  is  a  query  we 
should  like  to  have  answered. 


DUNMORE— L.  R.  Fowler. 

But  few  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  schools  since  my  last  annual 
report,  but  in  reviewing  the  year's  work  I  think  I  can  see  many  im- 
provements and  that  as  a  whole  our  schools  have  done  well. 

Our  teachers  have  been  earnest  in  their  labors  and  the  directors  are 
doing  all  they  can  to  promote  the  usefulness  of  the  schools  of  the 
borough. 

9  School  Report. 
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Like  many  other  sections  of  the  state  the  progress  and  attendance 
of  the  schools  were  interfered  with  to  some  extent  by  the  epidemic 
termed  Grip  as  it  attacked  both  teacher  and  pupil — in  fact  our  physi- 
cians affirm  that  its  effects  were  more  serious  here  than  in  any  other 
locality  in  the  state. 

We  held  monthly  institutes,  they  Avore  well  attended  and  were  in- 
strumental in  much  good,  especially  to  the  younger  teachers. 

AVe  added  two  more  teachers  to  our  corps  at  the  commencement  of 
the  school  year,  and  opened  one  new  room  in  number  three  building. 

For  some  time  past  the  directors  and  most  of  the  patrons  of  the 
schools  have  felt  that  the  number  one  building  was  neither  safe  nor  suit- 
able for  a  high  school,  so  a  few  months  ago  the  directors  had  x)laris  and 
specifications  for  a  new  one  drawn  up  that  will  be  a  credit  to  the 
borough.  Already  the  contract  for  the  new  building  has  been  let,  the 
old  one  being  torn  down,  and  we  hope  to  have  the  new  one  ready  for 
occupancy  by  February  1,  1891.  The  new  building  is  to  cost  thirty 
thousand  dollars. 

Seven  night  schools  were  kept  open  three  months  for  the  benefit 
principall}'  for  boys  who  worked  in  and  about  the  coal-mines  during 
the  day.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  was  not  large  but  as  good  as 
could  be  expected  under  the  circumstances.  It  is  very  hard  for  these 
little  fellows  to  work  hard  all  day  and  then  spend  two  hours  at  night 
in  the  school  room. 

It  is  to  be  regi-etted  that  so  many  parents  are  compelled  to  place 
their  boys  at  work,  especially  in  the  mines,  at  so  early  an  age,  but  as 
matters  exist  at  the  present  time  in  this  locality  I  see  no  other  remedy, 
for  we  have  many  families  who  cannot  earn  enough  to  support  them- 
selves without  the  assistance  of  their  children  who  should  be  attending 
school.  It  is  necessity  and  not  desire  or  indifference  that  leads  parents 
to  take  this  course  with  their  children. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  directors  and  teachers  for  their  assis- 
tance and  co-operation  with  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  business. 


EASTON— W.  W.  COTTINGHAM. 

The  educational  exhibit  of  this  district  presents  nothing  beyond  the 
usual  routine  of  school  work.  The  school  machinery  has  been  well  ad- 
justed and  cpiite  harmonious  in  all  of  its  operations.  The  general  sys- 
tem, although  susceptible  of  some  improvement,  has  nevertheless  been 
unaffected  by  any  change.  The  aim  has  been  to  enforce  more  rigidly 
the  claims  of  that  which  is  practical  and  essential  in  educational  work, 
and  to  stimulate  activity  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  pupils  in  the 
pursuit  of  processes  that  lead  to  natural  and  rational  development. 
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Hence  an  unusual  effort  has  been  put  forth  in  the  direction  of  adjusting' 
the  details  of  school  work  to  meet  the  demands  of  what  is  legitimately 
regarded  as  modern  progressiveness.  The  results  attained,  although 
they  have  not  reached  the  standard  of  our  expectation,  are  yet  gratify- 
ing and  full  of  promise. 

The  aggTegate  annual  enrolment  of  2,518  pupils  this  year,  is  in  ex- 
cess of  that  of  any  previous  year  of  our  school  history.  Of  this  number 
425  were  admitted  as  new  pupils,  they  having  entered  the  schools  of 
this  district  for  the  first  time.  The  records  of  attendance  develop  an 
amount  of  absenteeism  that  is  certainly  not  encouraging.

The  high  school  is  still  progressive,  and  continues  to  exert  a  com- 
manding influence  as  an  educational  agency.  The  provisions  furnished 
by  the  school,  in  the  way  of  building  accommodations,  are  not  ade- 
quate to  the  demands  of  those  seeking  the  benefits  of  its  advantages. 
This  year's  gi'aduating  class  was  the  largest  of  the  thirty-four  classes 
that  have  jDassed  out  of  this  institution,  and  was  composed  of  thirty- 
three  young  ladies  and  twenty  young  gentlemen,  of  whom  a  majority 
of  the  latter  have  already  been  matriculated  in  Lafayette  College. 

The  teachers'  local  institute,  hitherto  regarded  and  maintained  as 
a  valuable  arm  of  school  service,  was  continued  during  this  year  and 
conducted  agi-eeably  to  the  intent  of  its  organization.  Twenty-three 
ladies,  graduates  of  the  high  school,  who  are  in  course  of  preparation 
for  the  teachers'  profession,  were  enrolled  as  members  and  constituted 
the  normal  class  which,  by  direction  of  the  board  of  control,  has  be- 
come an  adjunct  of  the  teachers'  institute. 

The  school  building,  referred  to  in  last  year's  report  as  in  process  of 
erection,  has  been  completed,  furnished  and  occupied.  The  several 
rooms  of  this  building  are  large,  well  disposed  as  to  light  and  ventila- 
tion, of  convenient  access,  and  provided  with  furniture  of  the  latest  and 
most  approved  i^attern.  The  dimensions  of  this  building  are  such  as 
to  afford  ample  school  accommodations  for  the  section  in  which  it  is 
located. 


EEIE— H.  S.  Jones. 


The  year  has  been  one  of  straggle  and  encouraging  victory.  The 
building  of  the  large  "  central  school"  was  opposed  in  several  ways, 
and  the  opposition  finally  took  the  line  of  procedure  that  would  lead 
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to  ail  injiiuction  if  successful.  The  raising-  of  so  large  a  sum  by  direct 
taxation,  independent  of  bonds,  as  a  hundred  and  i>ixty  thousand  dol- 
lars, seemed  to  many  as  a  financial  burden  that  the  taxpayers  could  not 
stand  under,  and  those  members  of  the  board  that  stood  unwavering- 
for  the  large  outlay,  were  called  extravagant  and  lacking  in  i^ractical 
sense  as  to  the  actual  wants  of  the  school  system  as  to  buildings.  The 
building  as  planned  and  beg-an  was  called  "  The  Jumbo, "  and  "  The 
Jumbo"  got  into  "  politics, "  being  used  as  a  weight  to  crush  every  can- 
didate ninning  for  any  office  whatever,  from  mayor  down,  that  even 
nodded  his  head  in  favor  of  the  great  educational  elephant !  Time, 
which  instructs  men's  minds,  and  often  softens  their  hearts,  removed 
much  of  the  spirit  of  antagonism,  and  broug-ht  to  the  front  the  fact, 
that  the  "  Jumbo"  would  after  all  be  only  an  ordinary  elephant  in  size, 
as  many  cities  had  had  for  years  school  buildings  considerably  larger 
and  had  found  them  economical  and  satisfactory.  So,  good  sense  finally 
prevailed  and  a  compromise  was  agreed  to,  that  if  the  building-  of  the 
structm-e  could  nm  through  a  larger  period  of  time,  thus  lessening  the 
strain  on  the  taxpayer,  the  opposition  would  withcbaw  its  forces,  and 
thus  though  "slow  but  sure"  the  good  cause  won,  and  Pennsylvania's 
"  Lake  City"  will  surely  have  one  of  the  very  finest  school  building-s 
for  high  school  and  general  purposes,  in  the  country.  Too  often,  the 
building  that  stands  at  the  head  of  the  system,  is  very  like  a  larg-e  dry- 
g-oods  box  ornamented  or  "  relieved"  by  a  tower.  The  "  central  school" 
shows  an  attractive  front  on  four  sides.  It  will  bear  the  stress  of  a 
hundi-ed  years  without  looking-  as  if  it  had  better  give  way  for  some- 
thing- more  sightly.  In  plan  and  finish  it  may  be  weak  in  some  minor 
points  of  a  kind  that  can  be  easily  changed  or  remedied.  Although 
an  imposing  school  building  is  not  a  school,  still  it  adds  dignity  and 
permanancy  to  the  system  by  offering  a  home  for  the  very  best  school, 
leading  pupils  and  teachers  to  be  ambitious  in  the  direction  of  noble  en- 
deavor. Architecture  in  a  broad  and  high  sense,  is  a  teacher  that  never 
leads  to  error  and  never  wearies  in  giving-  impressive  lessons. 

Erie  went  through  a  similar  experience  about  thirty-four  years  ago, 
but  the  conservative  element  was  headed  off  by  his  honor.  Judge  John 
Galbraith,  who  refused  to  serve  an  injunction  upon  the  East  Ward 
school  board  as  they  were  putting  up  what  is  known  now  as  "  No.  2, " 
the  present  home  of  the  high  school. 

The  "  Jumbo"  has  been  the  cause  of  the  official  death  of  a  number  of 
brave  progressive  men,  but  the  death  has  been  one  of  honor — and  I 
may  say  without  exaggeration — one  of  patriotism. 

The  Avork  of  the  year  has  gone  on  in  the  channels  of  progressive  de- 
velopment. The  enrolment  increased  in  a  greater  ratio  than  the  pop- 
ulation, and  the  spirit  of  the  teaching  has  been  larg-ely  more  profes- 
sional than  ever.  The  person  that  "  taught  school  once"  is  still  Avith  us, 
and  knows  as  a  "  citizen"  and  school  director  more  about  the  work  of 
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education  tliau  those  that  have  made  teaching'  a  business  and  a  profes- 
sion for  years. 

This  report  is  made  up  at  the  close  of  thirty-two  years  of  school  work 
in  this  city.  They  have  been  years  that  called  for  great  patience,  per- 
sistence and  faith.  I  feel  that  I  can  honestly  say  that  I  have  been  de- 
voted to  the  young-  people  of  Erie  during  this  long  time,  and  that  I 
have  had  the  confidence  of  nearly  every  one  of  the  thousands  of  the 
children  enrolled  m  the  schools  during-  my  extended  service.  And  I 
may  add,  that,  through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  true  school  people 
of  this  city,  every  good  thing  introduced  into  the  system  has  not  only 
held  its  own,  but  has  g-rown  and  gained  permanent  acceptance.  This 
has  been  accomplished  not  by  the  many  who  are  apt  to  be  indifferent 
or  eisily  misled,  but  by  the  few  who  are  blessed  with  foresight  and 
devotion.  There  are  educational  patriots  as  well  as  those  that  "  save 
their  country  at  the  cannon's  mouth." 

In  retiring  from  the  work  in  this  beautiful  city,  I  am  proud  to  say 
that,  with  hardly  an  exception,  I  have  had  the  hearty  cooperation  of  a 
corps  of  teachers  unexcelled  in  general  scholarship  and  professional 
skill.  To  the  many  teachers  who  have  been  co-laborers  with  me,  I  am 
indebted  for  the  happiness  I  have  found  in  educational  effort.  It  also 
affords  me  pleasure  to  say,  at  this  time,  that  in  serving  under  thirty- 
two  different  boards  composed  of  men  of  different  callings  and  profes- 
sions, I  have  never  been  treated  with  discourtesy  by  a  single  member. 

As  I  turn  my  back  upon  the  school  children  and  teachers  of  this  city 
that  has  been  my  home  for  nearly  a  third  of  a  century,  and  move  west- 
ward, my  will,  purpose  and  faith  are  stronger  than  ever,  for  I  know  I 
have  the  professional  sympathy  of  thousands  who  wish  me  Godspeed 
in  my  new  field.  And  my  closing  words  are,  that  Erie  may  have,  in  all 
time  to  come,  teachers  who  are  fully  worth}'  to  instruct  and  lead,  and 
school  directors  that  will  fill  the  office  to  the  honor  of  the  cause  of 
education. 


FEANKLIN— N.  P.  Kinsley. 

In  looking  over  the  work  of  the  year,  I  finjd  no  "  new  departures"  to 
report.  The  work  of  the  pupils  has  been  thoroughly  done,  and  their 
prog-ress  has  been  satisfactory.  This  is  the  result  of  faithful  work  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers,  but  along  the  old  lines. 

Two  new  school  rooms  were  built  and  furnished,  to  accommodate  the 
increasing  number  of  pupils.     The  whole  number  enrolled  was  1,422. 

About  one  hundred  volumes  were  added  to  the  school  library,  pur- 
chased with  money  raised  by  the  pupils  themselves  in  public  musical 
entertainments. 

The  g-raduating  class  of  the  high  school  numbered  twenty-seven,  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
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HARRISBUEG— L.  O.  Foose. 

It  is  somewhat  humiliating:  not  to  be  able  to  report  that  gl  owing:  pro- 
gress in  school  work  which  is  generally  fomid  on  these  pages. 

We  shall  be  content,  however,  to  give,  in  a  few  words,  the  situation 
as  it  exists,  and  patiently  look  to  the  future  for  what  of  success  we  have 
thus  far  been  finable  to  attain. 

The  condition  of  om-  work  at  the  end  of  the  year  indicates  growth 
which  has  been  gradual,  and  at  the  same  time  thorough  and  sure. 
Quietly  and  steadily  om*  schools  are  being  transformed  and  changed 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  day,  and  the  increasing  immediate  wants 
of  our  children  and  youth.  In  the  same  way,  both  in  matter  and  meth- 
ods, the  old  gives  place  to  the  new  just  as  fast  as  prudence  dictates, 
and  om'  peculiar  environments  permit.  Our  work  as  a  whole,  also,  is 
being  lifted  up  into  a  higher  plane,  and  magnified  into  more  import- 
ance from  year  to  year,  and  our  teachers,  with  limited  exceptions,  also, 
magnify  their  calling  by  that  professional  studj^  and  special  ])rei)ara- 
tion  which  is  causing  a  gi-adual  revolution,  often  unconsciously  on  their 
part,  both  in  themselves  and  in  their  work.  The  educational  work  of 
a  city  like  this  is  best  elevated  and  directed  by  elevating  and  directing 
the  thinking  of  those  who  do  the  teaching.  In  this  way  all  progi'ess, 
all  changes  in  methods,  all  growth  of  every  kind,  all  revolution  and 
transfoi-mation  are  made,  and  if  worth  anything,  must  be  the  outgrowth 
of  a  more  intelligent  apprehension  of  the  underlying  principles  of  ed- 
ucation. These  must  permeate  the  work  all  along  the  line.  To  secure 
these  results,  on  this  basis,  has  been  our  constant  aim,  and  we  have 
succeeded  in  our  work  only  to  the  extent  that  these  have  l)een  attained. 

Many  of  our  teachers  come  to  us  ah'eady  trained  for  their  work,  but 
for  the  special  preparation  for  teaching  of  those  graduates  of  our  high 
school,  who,  fi'om  various  causes,  cannot  or  will  not  secm-e  this  prepara- 
tion in  normal  schools,  and  yet  who  with  almost  unemng  certainty  be- 
come teachers  in  our  schools  in  the  near  future,  the  board  of  directors, 
one  year  ago,  organized  a  city  training  school. 

The  course  of  study  for  this  school  includes  instruction  in  psychology, 
history  of  education,  general  iirinciples  of  education,  and  in  school 
management,  together  with  a  thorough  study  of  proper  methods  of  in- 
struction, or  teaching  in  reading,  writing,  spelling,  number  work,  ge- 
ogi-aphy,  drawing:  also  much  other  work  in  development  exercises, 
criticism,  manners  and  morals.  Extended  opportunities  are  also  af 
forded  each  student  for  obseiwation,  teaching,  handling  classes,  and 
managing  and  controlling  an  entire  school.  This  school  has  been 
found  a  very  helpful  agency  in  securing  better  work  from  those  just 
entering  the  profession,  and  in  giving  them  a  higher  ideal  of  what  true 
teaching  is. 

An  eight-room  building  was  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year, 
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also  a  four  room  addition  to  another  building.  Both  are  heated  and 
ventilated  by  the  Smead-Ruttan  system,  and  both  have  the  dry  closets. 
These  rooms,  together  with  many  others  in  different  buildings,  have 
been  supplied  with  new  fumitiu-e. 

A  large  number  of  maps,  charts,  dictionaries  and  gazetteers  have 
been  iiut  into  the  schools  during  the  year ;  also  about  eight  hundred 
volumes  for  supplementary  reading,  consisting  of  much  of  the  brighest 
and  best  matter  available.  This  is  the  first  step  towards  free  text- 
books. 

One  of  the  gi'eatest  hindrances  in  our  work,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades,  is  irregular  attendance  at  school.  Large  numbers  of  children 
are  very  irregular  in  their  attendance,  and,  of  course,  very  imperfect  in 
their  work.  Many  also,  who  have  no  ostensible  employment,  and  who 
are  too  young  to  earn  much,  if  anything,  to  help  maintain  themselves, 
stoiD  school  at  an  early  age,  and  wander  about  the  streets  many  of  them 
destined  to  become  tramps  and  villains.  The  parents  either  cannot  or 
will  not  exercise  that  authority  which  will  prevent  it. 

Steps  have  been  taken  for  the  erection  of  a  central  high  school  build- 
ing, which  I  trust  will  be  done  without  delay. 


HAZLETON— David  A.  Harman. 

The  i^ast  school  year  has  been  in  some  respects  the  most  successful 
during  my  nine  years  of  superintendency  in  this  borough. 

The  members  of  the  school  board  have  been  liberal  and  progressive  ; 
the  citizens  considerate  and  apparently  interested  in  the  success  of 
their  schools,  and  the  teachers  have  shown  more  professional  skill  than 
in  any  previous  year. 

Before  attempting  any  radical  reform  either  in  the  course  of  study 
or  in  methods  of  instruction,  we  always  secure  the  intelligent  and  hearty 
coo]oeration  of  our  teachers.  We  find  that  the  best  means  of  accom- 
plishing this  object  is  the  borough  institute.  In  our  programme  is 
always  found  a  period  devoted  to  "  suggestions  by  the  superintendent," 
during  which  hints  are  given  concerning  school  management,  methods, 
devices,  etc.,  and  then  certain  jDarticular  phases  of  our  work  are  famil- 
iarly discussed,  making  evident  to  all  the  reasons  for  the  course  to  be 
pursued  as  outlined.  The  other  features  of  the  programme  are  class 
drills  from  the  various  grades,  laapers  uj)on  educational  topics  followed 
by  discussions,  instruction  in  vocal  music,  criticisms,  and  usually  two 
recitations,  this  year  in  psychology  and  history  of  jiedagogy.  We  have 
thus  been  enabled  to  study  rather  systematically,  during  the  past  nine 
years,  several  works  on  mental  philosophy,  "Payne's  Lectures  on  the 
Science  and  Art  of  Education, "  "  Quincy  Methods, "  "  Parker's  Talks  on 
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Teaching,"  "Tate's  Philosophy  of  Education,"  and  "Compajucs 
History  of  Pedagogy." 

A  joint  institute  of  this  district  was  hekl  at  Freeland.  Superinten- 
dent P.  F.  Fallon,  chairman  of  the  district,  presided.  A  good  pro- 
gi'amme  was  well  carried  out. 

Quite  a  number  of  changes  in  oiu-  corps  of  teachers  took  place  last 
year.  Two  accepted  positions  as  instmctors  elsewhere,  and  several  of 
the  ladies  were  man-ied. 

Four  additional  schools  were  opened  in  a  new  building  completed 
last  December  -,  hence  eleven  strangers  were  added  to  our  number, 
each  of  whom  had  been  prepared,  however,  for  his  or  her  work  so  that 
the  changes  were  not  so  injurious  as  might  be  supposed. 

We  now  employ  eight  teachers  who  hold  ]n-ovisional  certificates :  five, 
professional :  six,  permanent ;  and  fifteen,  normal  diplomas :  repre- 
senting five  schools. 

Our  "  course  of  study"  was  changed  slightly  last  year  in  the  lower 
grades,  and  considerably  in  the  high  school ;  there  we  intend  to  permit 
more  election  of  branches;  and  have  added  several.  I  enclose  a  coi^y 
of  the  latest  manual. 

liesults  in  language,  including  botli  oral  and  silent  reading,  in  in- 
dustrial work  in  the  primary  gTades,  and  in  arithmetic,  are  encouraging 
and  quite  satisfactory  :  in  history  and  the  sciences  there  is  room  for 
improvement. 

Literary  societies  have  been  formed  in  most  of  the  schools  above  the 
l)rimary.  Into  these  are  introduced  the  available  features  of  similar 
societies  for  adults  ;  a  paper  is  edited,  debates  occur,  matters  of  present 
popular  interest  are  discussed,  recitations,  readings,  etc.,  are  given, 
and  a  valuable  knowledge  is  obtained  of  how  a  meeting  should  be  con- 
ducted in  accordance  with  good  parliamentary  usage. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  last  fall  by  holding  special  exercises  in  each 
school  and  the  planting  of  several  ]iundi-ed  vines,  shiiibs  and  trees. 

The  high  school  gave  a  public  entertainment  and  with  the  ])roceeds 
purchased  books  for  the  library. 

The  schools  contributed  seventy-five  dollars  to  the  Johnstown  school 
fund  and  forty-three  dollars  and  thirty -five  cents  to  that  of  the  other 
flooded  districts. 

Instead  of  making  an  exposition  of  Avork  in  Hazle  Hall  as  we  have 
done  for  several  years  past,  we  invited  everybody  to  visit  the  schools 
upon  "parents'  day;"  about  six  hundred  parents  accepted  the  invita- 
tion and  3,370  visits  were  recorded. 

The  school  board  has  just  decided  to  build  another  four-roomed  ])uild_ 
ing.     Pros])ects  for  the  coming  year  are  encouraging. 
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HAZLE  TOWNSHIP--P.  F.  Fallon. 

In  submitting  my  linal  report  to  the  Department,  it  affords  me  gTeat 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a  very  successful  year's  work.  The  schools 
of  the  township  were  in  active  work  for  nine  months.  The  results  at- 
tained have  given  general  satisfaction  to  all  interested  in  school  work. 
I  can  assure  the  Department  that  substantial  progress  has  been  made 
in  all  the  different  gi'ades  in  our  township  schools. 

Our  teachers  are  a  body  of  efhcient  and  active  workers.  They  have 
labored  faithfully  in  their  schools  and  did  excellent  work. 

Eight  township  institutes  were  held  during  the  year.  The  exercises 
were  very  interesting.  The  attendance  was  good.  In  these  institutes 
the  branches  taught  in  our  schools  were  discussed.  Particular  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  the  subject  of  the  Tonic-8ol-Fa  system  of  music  for 
which  a  special  teacher  was  employed.  A  joint  local  institute  was  held 
in  Freeland.  The  institute  was  Avell  attended.  There  are  one  hundred 
and  twelve  teachers  employed  in  the  district. 

I  must  say  the  directors  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  perform  their 
duties.  They  furnished  all  our  grammar  schools  with  maps,  dictiona- 
ries, copy-books,  and  Hyd's  Lessons  in  English.  The  poor  childi-en  of 
the  township  were  supplied  with  all  the  necessary  books  that  they 
might  attend  school.  They  oi)ened  seventeen  evening  schools  for  the 
accommodation  of  those  working  in  and  about  the  mines.  In  addition 
to  this  they  have  made  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  personal  visits  to 
the  schools  of  the  township. 

Enrolment  of  Hazle  township  schools:  male,  1,132;  female,  1,233 ; 
total,  2,365;  average,  1,326;  per  cent.,  84.  Cost  of  educating  each 
pupil,  one  dollar  and  sixty  cents.  Evening  schools  :  male,  505  ;  female, 
10;  total,  515;  average,  301;  percent.,  74,  cost,  sixty -seven  cents. 

Visitations  during  the  year :  superintendent,  397  ;  directors,  183  ;  pa- 
trons, 307.  The  patrons  and  directors  have  taken  considerable  interest 
in  our  schools  the  joast  year. 

I  return  my  thanks  to  the  Department,  the  directors,  teachers,  patrons, 
pupils  and  the  press  for  the  many  kindnesses  shown  me  during  my 
term  as  superintendent  of  Hazle  township  schools. 


JOHNSTOWN— T.  B.  Johnston. 

To  fulfil  the  law's  requirements,  I  send  a  brief  statement  of  our 
school  work  during  the  past  year. 

Recovering  from  the  calamity,  our  schools  were  opened  in  October, 
twenty-four  in  number,  as  against  thirty-six  the  year  before. 

Johnstown  borough's  appeal  for  aid  for  the  schools  yielded  about  six 
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thousand  dollars  which,  with  a  like  amount  received  from  insurance  on 
school  buildings  Ijunied  after  the  flood,  enabled  the  directors  to  have 
eight  months  of  school.  Our  records  show  that  fifteen  hundred  and 
forty  pupils  were  enrolled  during  the  year,  and  that  of  the  number  en- 
rolled the  x>revious  year,  one  hundred  and  one  were  lost. 

The  board  of  directors  repaired  and  purified  the  four  buildings  left 
by  the  flood,  removing  from  them,  as  far  as  possible,  all  traces  of  the 
disaster  and  succeeded  so  well  that  the  school  houses  were  pleasanter 
spots  to  many  children  than  their  own  homes. 

With  few  exceptions  we  had  oui-  old  corps  of  teachers.  Our  work, 
notwithstanding  the  dismal  and  distressing  sun'oundings  throughout 
the  city,  prospered  beyond  exi)ectation.  During  the  year  the  boroughs 
of  Johnstown,  GnibtoMTi,  Conemaugh,  Woodvale,  Prosjiect,  Millville 
and  Cambria  voted  in  favor  of  a  city  charter,  and  are  now  one  under  the 
name  of  the  city  of  Johnstown. 

To  the  De]iartment  and  to  many  of  the  superintendents  and  other 
friends  of  education  throughout  the  state,  we  return  our  grateful  thanks 
for  aid  and  encouragement  in  the  hour  of  need. 


LANCASTER— R.  K.  Buehrle. 

General  Condition. 

The  general  condition  of  our  schools  continues  to  show  steady  pro- 
gress in  the  methods  of  instruction  and  the  appliances  and  devices 
called  into  requisition,  but  especially  in  the  spirit  of  the  teachers,  many 
of  Avhom  are  eaniestlj^  striving  after  self-improvement,  and,  as  they  can- 
not attend  normal  schools  and  colleges  without  resigning  their  posi- 
tions, they  have  fonned  evening  classes  for  the  study  of  the  higher 
branches  of  which  Latin,  German  and  geometry  were  the  favorites  this 
year.  In  the  primary  and  intermediate  grades  there  has  been  more 
illustrative  teaching  by  means  of  apparatus  devised  by  the  teachers,  and 
as  a  consequence  the  school  life  of  the  pupils  has  been  more  i^leasant. 

Supplementary  Work. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  intermediate  schools  has  been  materially 
enriched  by  the  introduction  of  the  geographical  reader  and  primer, 
in  addition  to  Hooker's  Child's  Book  of  Nature,  as  su}) piemen tary  read- 
ing matter,  and  by  the  addition  of  a  regular  course  of  language  lessons. 
The  secondary  and  grammar  grades  Avere  supplied  with  copies  of  the 
"  Young  Folks  Cyclopedia  of  Common  Things, "  and  on  the  desk  of 
every  teacher  of  these  grades  is  found  a  copy  of  Webster's  Unabridged 
Dictionary,  latest  edition.  Quite  a  number  of  schools  have  made  com- 
mendable eflforts  towards  the  creation  of  school  libraries. 
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Night  Schools. 

Seeing  no  good  reason  why  children  who  desire  to  attend  night 
schools  should  be  obliged  to  traverse  so  large  a  portion  of  the  city  in 
order  to  reach  them,  the  committee  in  charge  recommended  the  opening 
of  two  additional  rooms  with  the  most  gratifying  results.  There  is, 
however,  a  serious  question  as  to  who  should  be  employed  to  teach  in 
these  schools.  The  usual,  if  not  universal,  practice  is  to  emjiloy  the 
regular  day  school  teachers,  but  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  this  de- 
prives them  of  needed  rest  and  change,  and  must  eventually  tell  on 
them  and  their  schools. 

Convinced  that  education  in  the  broadest  acceptation  of  the  term  in- 
cludes more  than  the  usual  branches  laid  down  in  the  curriculum,  as 
well  as  that  music,  because  of  its  moral  and  refining  influence,  deserves 
the  attention  of  all  who  are  charged  with  the  education  of  youth,  the 
l)rincipal  of  our  boys'  high  school,  Dr.  J.  P.  McCaskey,  has  supple- 
mented his  efforts  to  promote  a  general  acquaintance  with  the  best 
selections  for  vocal  music,  by  especially  exerting  himself  to  introduce 
iutrumental  music  among  the  pupils  of  our  high  schools.  For  the  execu- 
tion of  his  plans  he  found  able  lieutenants  in  Prof.  Carl  Matz  as  teacher 
of  vocal  music,  and  Prof.  Carl  Thorbahn  as  leader — creator — of  the  high 
school  orchestra.  As  a  consequence  the  music  at  our  high  school  com- 
mencements and  Arbor  Day  and  forestry  meetings,  both  vocal  and 
orchestral,  is  now  all  furnished  by  pupils  of  the  high  school  and  mem- 
bers of  its  orchestra. 

As  the  seat  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  whose  tuition  is  now 
FREE,  and  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and 
with  public  schools  whose  excellence  attracts  pupils  in  large  numbers 
from  the  neighboring  towns  and  villages,  supplemented  by  academies, 
parochial  and  private  schools  and  kindergartens,  and  a  community 
fairly  aroused  on  the  subject  of  music,  Lancaster  bids  fair  to  become  a 
centre  of  high  literary  and  artistic  culture,  which  is  the  natural  fruit  of 
"  a  thorough  system  of  public  instruction." 


LEBANON—J.  T.  Nitrauer. 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  for  the  year  just  closed,  it  is  with  no 
little  gratification  that  I  feel  myself  able  to  bear  witness  that  the  yeai- 
has  been  one  of  faithful  work  and  fair  success.  The  greatest  and  most 
important  enterprises,  often,  if  not  always,  have  small  beginnings. 
What  a  wonderful  contrast,  between  the  time  when  the  first  prayer  of 
the  pilgrim  from  the  tyranny  of  the  old  world  to  this  better  country, 
rose  up  through  its  virgin  forests,  and  the  present  time  of  our  unex- 
ampled prosperity  !     It  is  then  from  small  beginnings  and  great  ira 
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peii'ections  that  we  must  look  forward  for  great  results.  This  applies 
very  forcibly  to  our  system  of  public  schools.  Its  beginning  was  still 
small  and  humble  eighteen  years  ago,  but  its  progi-ess  has  been  sure 
and  extensive.  It  has  achieved  victories  and  yielded  golden  frait,  to 
an  extent  to  discourage  its  opponents,  and  gi-atify  and  reward  its 
friends.  Eeal  progress  is  made  slowly.  Substantial  development  is 
the  result  of  slow  and  steady  growth.  We  have  endeavored  to  perfect 
our  system  of  gi'ading :  to  elevate  our  standard  and  improve  our  meth- 
ods of  teaching ;  to  interest  the  parents  of  the  pupils  and  secure  their 
intelligent  co  operation,  and  to  educate  the  pipils  to  a  self -regulated 
pursuit  of  knowledge.  In  these  we  have  been,  perhaps,  reasonably 
successtul,  though  we  have  not  realized  our  anticipations  in  the  high 
schools. 

While  endeavoring  to  avail  ourselves  of  all  the  advantages  of  close 
giadiug  we  have  sought  to  avoid  its  disadvantages.  The  tendency  to 
subordinate  the  individual  jnipil  to  the  school  or  class  Avhich  is  insepa 
rable  from  all  classification  we  have  guarded  as  carefully  against  as 
possible.  The  child  with  its  special  wants  instead  of  the  school  or  class 
should  be  made  the  unit  to  be  dealt  with. 

Our  course  of  iustractiou  ought  to  include  vocal  music  and  drawing 
in  all  our  schools,  and  the  science  of  education  in  our  high  school.  We 
employ  new  teachers  every  year,  and  it  is  l)ut  natural  to  take  them  out 
of  our  owTi  midst,  generally  out  of  our  high  scIkjoI.  These  young  teach- 
ers, though  comparatively  well  qualified  in  other  respects,  have  not 
enjoyed  any  instiiTction  in  the  science  of  education,  in  the  business 
they  intend  to  pursue,  for  the  simple  reason  that  this  subject  is  neg- 
lected in  the  high  school. 

We  are,  however,  not  content  with  the  achievements  of  to-day.  Future 
success  will  not  be  measured  by  present  results,  but  by  the  constant, 
steady  advance  which  shall  be  made  in  the  development  of  all  the  de 
tails  of  our  great  educational  work,  the  foundation  being  well  laid. 
From  the  advances  already  made  we  may  reasonably  expect,  as  a  con 
stant  result  of  the  efforts  of  a  careful,  considerate  board  of  control,  the 
untiring  devotion  of  teachers  to  their  noble  calling,  of  a\  hich  we  have 
many,  and  the  open  approval  of  the  people, expressed  by  a  liberal  press, 
that  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  city  shall  not  only  ])ossess  the  advantages 
of  the  highest  mental  training,  but  shall  also  bear  with  them  into  the 
arena  of  life  those  fixed  sentiments  of  moral  tmths  which  are  the  best 
and  surest  safej^aiard  oi  the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation. 

The  ill  effects  of  absenteeism  are  patent  to  every  thinking  person, 
consequently  comment  is  unnecessary.  We  will  state,  however,  that 
influences  have  been  exerted  with  the  view  of  effecting  an  abatement  of 
the  evil,  but  all  effort  thus  far  seems  fruitless.  Not  until  the  heads  of 
families  fully  recognize  the  obligations  of  the  parental  relation,  and 
home  influence  assumes  a  proper  attitude  towai'ds  the  evil,  can  we  hope 
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for  reform.  We  also  note,  in  this  connection,  that  the  terrors  of  the 
rod  are  not  an  essential  ingredient  of  successful  school  government. 
The  experience  of  our  school  management  attests  the  fact  that  the  main- 
tenance of  good  order  does  not  involve  an  indiscriminate  and  excessive 
use  of  the  rod.  We  are  not  i3repared,  however,  to  advocate  the  total 
abolition  of  corporal  punishment  as  a  disciplinary  agent,  but  hold  that 
its  employment  should  assume  tlie  character  of  an  exception  rather  than 
that  of  a  rule. 

Our  school  buildings  are  good.  Some  of  them  rank  among  the  best 
in  the  State.  The  supply  of  school  houses,  however,  does  not  keep  pace 
with  the  demand.  The  rapidity  of  our  city's  gi'owth  and  the  consequent 
spread  of  school  population  beget  a  necessity  for  a  continuous  increase 
of  school  accommodations. 

We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  teachers'  library  which  was  mentioned 
in  my  last  report  has  made  reasonable  progress  during  the  year,  num- 
bering now  fifty  one  volumes  of  the  best  professional  reading  matter 
obtainable,  and  with  a  little  fostering  might  be  increased  in  a  short 
time  to  five  hundred  or  a  thousand  volumes. 

Thankful  for  every  encouragement,  with  unkind  feelings  towards 
none,  the  writer  sincerely  hopes  that  every  child  and  young  person  in 
the  city  especially,  and  elsewhere,  will  enjoy  the  best  opportunities  for 
moral  and  mental  improvement. 


LOCK  HAVEN— John  A.  Robb. 

Few  changes  having  taken  place  in  our  schools  since  my  last  re})ort, 
there  is  little  to  add  to  what  has  been  reported  to  the  Department.  This 
much  must  be  said,  there  has  been  no  backward  movement,  but  steadjj^ 
]irogress  in  our  educational  work.  Our  schools  are  organized  and  con- 
ducted on  a  definite  i^lan.  We  have  good  school  houses  and  grounds, 
a  well-aiTanged  course  of  study,  schools  closely  gi-aded  and  strictly 
governed  ;  what  we  need  most  are  free  text-books. 

The  attendance  in  many  of  oin-  schools  the  past  year  was  much  in- 
terrupted by  sickness  of  the  children.  A  number  of  diseases  prevailed 
to  an  unusual  degi-ee.  In  some  schools  almost  half  the  pupils  were 
absent  for  weeks  in  succession.  Two  of  our  brighest  pupils  in  our 
.graduating  class  died  during  the  past  school  year 

The  work  done  during  the  x^tist  year  is  much  the  same  in  kind  and 
quantit}'^  as  re^iorted  for  previous  years.  It  is,  however,  becoming 
more  thorough  and  efficient,  as  well  as  more  practical  in  its  applications 
to  the  general  duties  of  life.  The  schools  seem  to  have  a  strong  hold 
upon  the  community.  Their  influence  and  usefulness  are  felt  and  ap- 
preciated more,  perhaps,  than  ever  before,  in  a  general  way,  but  they  do 
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not  receive  that  immediate  attention  and  concern  which  their  import- 
ance deserves.  Here,  as  is  the  case  ahnost  everywhere,  the  school  and 
children  with  all  the  interests  common  to  both,  are  handed  over  to  those 
intrusted  with  their  administration  with  an  assurance  and  confidence 
that  are  never  manifested  in  any  of  the  other  affairs  in  life. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  at  all  the  building's  with  appropriate  ex- 
ercises. A  commendable  spirit  was  manifested  in  all  the  schools  in 
this  exercise.  We  have  an  earnest  and  fi>ithful  corps  of  teachers  who 
enter  into  the  spirit  of  their  work.  Most  of  them  have  successful  ex- 
perience in  teaching-.  Our  liig-li  school  still  maintains  its  reputation 
and  is  doing  a  good  work.  Each  year  its  good  results  are  seen.  The 
superintendent  is  greatly  aided  in  his  work  by  the  uniform  support  of 
the  school  board  in  any  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools ; 
also  by  the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  patrons. 


MAHANOY  CITY— Frank  Seward  Miller. 

Superintendent  W.  L.Balentine  resigned  his  position  in  the  Mahanoy 
City  schools  last  March,  and  I  succeeded  him  about  six  weeks  later. 
When  elected  I  was  a  perfect  stranger  to  the  schools  of  the  borough  ; 
and  my  only  knowledge  of  them  has  been  gained  during  a  mouth  and 
a  half  of  superintendence  of  their  work.  Under  such  circumstances  an 
extended  report  is  impossible.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  schools  are 
in  a  fairly  prosperous  and  progressive  condition,  but  they  do  not  form 
an  exception  to  the  nile,  "  that  there  is  always  room  for  improvement." 
Several  changes  that  are  deemed  essential  to  this  improvement  are  con- 
templated, and  as  they  shall  be  worked  out,  the  results  will  be  faith- 
fully reported. 


McKEESPOET— P.  A.  Shanor. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress  While  all  that  was  desired 
was  not  accomplished,  yet  many  steps  have  been  taken  forward,  none 
backward.  The  standard  has  been  raised,  the  instruction  broadened, 
the  work  made  more  thorough,  the  methods  more  modern.  Special  at 
tention  has  been  given  to  writing,  geography  and  history,  and  gi-eat 
advancement  made  in  these  branches.  The  work  of  the  teachers  has 
been  earnest  and  enthusiastic.  Clearer  conceptions  of  the  principles 
and  objects  of  education  have  secured  more  intelligent  application  of 
those  principles  and  the  more  successful  attainment  of  those  objects. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  unusual  amount  of  absence  caused  by  sickness, 
our  schools  would  have  been  greatly  crowded  during  the  entire  term. 
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Two  new  building's,  now  in  process  of  erection,  containing-  twenty- 
eig-lit  rooms,  will,  Avhen  completed,  furnish  ample  facilities  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  our  rapidly-increasing-  school  population.  These 
building-s  will  be  modern  in  their  architecture,  convenient  in  their 
arrangement,  and  will  be  supplied  with  every  device  that  will  add  to 
the  comfort  and  health  of  the  scholars. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  increased  amount  of  apparatus  provided  by 
the  board  of  education  during-  the  past  year.  These  additions  extend 
throug-h  all  g"rades,  and  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  teachers' 
work. 

During  the  entire  year,  a  course  of  free  monthly  lectures  was  con 
ducted.  These  were  g-iven  by  prominent  educators  upon  educational 
topics  and  were  larg-ely  attended.  They  were  highly  interesting  and 
instructive,  and  furnished  the  stimulant  for  much  investigation  and 
thought  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  We  commend  this  most  hig-hly 
as  a  means  of  creating  an  interest  among  teachers  in  pedagogic  princi- 
ples, and  in  developing,  through  the  resulting  investigation,  g-reater 
educational  power. 

We  have  had  in  successful  operation  in  our  Second  ward  building  a 
system  which,  for  want  of  a  better  name,  we  have  denominated  the 
"  Faculty  System. "  It  extends  over  the  grammar  and  intermediate 
gi"ades.  Each  teacher  has  one  or  two  branches.  She  teaches  them  in 
all  the  rooms,  moving-  from  one  room  to  another  at  the  end  of  i^eriods. 
The  results  have  surpassed  all  ex])ectations.  We  have  had  increased 
interest,  enthusiasm  and  jjower  from  the  teachers,  more  work  and  de- 
velopment from  the  scholars.  As  a  rule,  both  teachers  .and  scholars 
prefer  it  to  the  old  system.  It  needs  closer  supervision  in  some  re- 
spects, but  is  an  advance  in  the  right  direction,  and  can  be  made  a  suc- 
cess in  any  graded  school. 

Considerable  effort  was  made  to  increase  the  educational  sentiment 
in  the  city,  with  g-ood  results.  The  citizens  have  manifested  more  in- 
terest in  the  schools  and  their  work. 

The  number  of  visitors  received  during  one  session  was  greater  than 
the  total  number  during-  the  entire  preceding-  year.  The  result  of  this 
interest  is  always  good.     Its  benefit  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated. 


MEADVILLE— H.  V.  Hotchkiss. 

There  are  substantial  evidences  that  the  schools  of  this  city  have  been 
in  the  line  of  progress  during  the  year. 

The  high  school  has  occupied  the  new  building,  which  was  dedicated 
in  August,  and  has  found  it  exactly  suited  to  its  needs. 

The  natural  science  department,  having  a  laboratory  well  equipped 
for  individvial  work,  has  followed  modern  methods. 
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Tlie  cooking'  school  is  thoroughly  established  and  has  proved  itself 
a  valuable  and  popular  department  in  our  schools.  Every  girl  in  sixth 
gi"ade  has  cooking  as  a  part  of  her  coiu-se  for  that  grade.  The  boys  of 
this  grade  are  taught  elementary  book-keeping  while  the  girls  take 
cooking.  A  carpenter  shop  for  the  instruction  of  high  school  boys  in 
manual  training  has  been  operated  since  January  13.  For  various  rea- 
sons it  will  not  be  continued  next  year. 

Valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  libraries  of  the  ward 
schools.  The  endeavor  has  been  to  make  these  real  "  working  libraries" 
for  the  children.  Their  value  as  a  means  of  leading  pupils  to  read  good 
books,  to  remember  what  they  read,  to  think  and  investigate  for  them- 
selves and  to  look  beyond  the  mere  statement  of  any  single  text-book, 
on  a  subject,  cannot  be  estimated. 

In  language,  while  the  mechanical  pai-t  of  instruction  has  not  been 
lost  sight  of,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  fhougJtf  element. 
The  thought  first,  afterwards  its  ex]iression,  should  be  the  order. 

Although  this  report  is  "  brief ,"  I  cannot  close  without  expressing 
my  appreciation  of  the  intelligent,  skilful  and  faithful  work  of  the 
teachers  of  the  city,  and  of  the  liberal  and  wise  management  of  the 
board  of  controllers. 


MIFFLIN  TOT\^SHIP— Allegheny  County— John  Collier. 

The  principal  feature  that  seemed  to  be  of  imusual  occurrence  was  the 
unexpected  rapid  increase  of  population  at  Duquesne.  The  directors 
sui^posed  they  had  ])rovided  sufficient  accommodation  at  the  beginning 
of  the  term.  Shortly  after  they  Avere  ()l)liged  to  rent  two  school  rooms 
and  to  cause  half  day  sessions  to  be  held  in  two  others  and  yet  there 
was  lack  of  room. 

The  teachers  were  nearly  all  faithful,  progressive  and  thorous-h. 
The  principal  thing  to  be  regietted  is  that  the  inducement  is  not  suffici- 
ent to  cause  all  good  teachers  to  remain  from  year  to  year. 


NANTICOKE— C.  B.  Miller. 

The  progress  made  in  the  schools  of  this  borough  has  been  most 
encouraging  in  every  particular.  Oiu*  attendance  during  the  year  has 
been  better  than  for  any  other  year  in  the  history  of  our  schools :  the 
teachers  have  shown  a  commendable  zeal  in  all  work  pertaining  to  their 
several  schools  and  the  work  accomplished  has  been  entirely  satis- 
f  actor  V. 
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Eleven  pupils  graduated  from  our  hig-h  school  at  the  close  of  the 
term.  Of  this  number  one  has  been  appointed  to  a  position  as  teacher 
in  our  schools  for  the  coming  term,  three  Avill  enter  one  of  the  state 
normal  schools  in  the  fall,  while  several  will  return  to  take  advantage 
of  oiu"  teachers'  class. 

The  people  are  taking  an  interest  in  their  schools,  which  promises 
much  for  the  future. 


NEW  CASTLE— F.  M.  Bullock. 

We  hesitate  to  apply  the  term  success  to  school  work,  it  so  often 
seems  ambiguous.  The  real  value  of  successful  school-work  can  be 
properly  estimated  only  by  considering  the  superintendent's  stand 
point  and  the  peculiarities  of  his  field. 

Since  last  report,  three  schools  have  been  opened ;  good  facilities  for 
the  scientific  work  of  the  high  school  have  been  added.  Plans  for  a 
new  building  are  now  being  prepared. 

Patrons  show  more  interest  in  our  work ;  the  children  are  more  loyal 
to  the  school,  and  the  teachers  stand  as  a  unit  for  all  that  pertains  to 
the  good  of  the  pupils.  Higher  standards  of  attainment  and  duty  are 
displacing  the  lower  in  the  work ;  teachers  more  generally  follow  meth- 
ods founded  upon  principle  than  machine  devices. 

The  finances  are  now  upon  a  sound  basis,  and  our  business  is  con- 
trolled by  able  men. 

We  never  have  experienced  a  more  pleasant  year  in  school,  never  felt 
more  like  pushing  ahead. 


NOKBISTOWN— Jos.  K.  Gotwals. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  advance  in  several  respects. 

Free-hand  drawing  has  received  special  attention.  The  Prang  sys 
tem  of  model  and  object  drawing  was  introduced,  as  revised  by  Prof. 
J.  S.  Clarke. 

The  board  went  to  considerable  expense  to  secure  the  proper  outfit  for 
teaching  this  branch.  A  new  interest  was  created  in  the  study,  both 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  pupils,  who  began  to  see  that  there  was 
more  to  be  done  than  making  dots  and  drawing  straight  lines.  Where 
this  outfit  has  been  properly  used,  the  results  have  been  all  that  could 
be  expected.  The  system  being  new,  the  teachers  labored  under  some 
disadvantage  but  those,  that  gave  it  the  proper  attention  did  good 
work.  It  is  due  to  state  that  much  help  was  derived  from  the  lectures 
10  School  Report. 
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delivered  on  the  subject  by  Prof.  Clarke  at  the  local  institutes  held  on 
Saturdays.  We  hope  to  do  still  bettei-  work  another  year.  The  board 
elected  a  special  teacher  for  this  branch  for  the  last  three  months  of 
the  term,  to  aid  teachers  and  give  instruction  to  the  pupils. 

School  Exhibit. 

An  exhibit  of  school  work  was  given  the  last  two  days  of  the  term. 
This  consisted  of  work  done  dui'ing  the  term.  The  exhibition  was 
visited  by  a  large  number  of  parents  and  others,  all  of  whom  seemed 
highly  pleased  with  the  work.  The  effect  upon  teachers  and  pupils  is 
good  and  doubtless  all  will  profit  by  it.  The  frequent  changes  in  teach- 
ers, especially  in  the  lower  grades  is  to  be  deprecated.  A  teacher  who 
is  properly  interested  in  her  work  always  does  much  better  work  the 
second  year  than  she  did  the  first  year.  Here,  then,  there  should  be 
some  inducement  for  teachers  to  be  willing  to  remain  longer  and  not  be 
looking  forward  to  promotion,  as  is  generally  the  case.  The  first  school 
term  of  a  child  is  a  very  important  period,  hence  the  necessity  of  having 
an  experienced  person  to  take  charge  of  it. 

Grade  Meetings. 

For  several  years  Prof.  Eisenhower,  principal  of  high  school,  has  held 
a  meeting  of  the  faculty  on  Monday  evening  of  each  week  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  matters  ijertaining  to  the  best  interest  of  the  school 
under  his  charge.  The  benefit  of  such  meetings  must  be  evident  to  all 
who  are  familiar  with  school  Avork.  During  the  year  just  closed  the 
teachers  of  the  E  and  F  primaries  held  similar  meetings.  A  portion  of 
the  time  of  the  local  institutes,  held  on  the  first  and  fourth  Saturday 
of  each  month  was,  also  thus  set  apart,  giving  teachers  of  the  same 
gi-ade  an  opportimity  to  meet  and  compare  notes.  Since  the  adoption 
of  this  plan  there  has  been  a  greater  uniformity  in  work. 

Om-  teachers,  as  a  class,  worked  hard  dui'ing  the  year,  with  good  re- 
sults. It  is  encoui-aging  to  note  the  desire  on  the  part  of  nearly  all  to 
keep  up  with  the  times.  Much  of  this  spirit  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  are  but  few,  if  any,  who  do  not  regularly  read  educational  peri- 
odicals. 

The  music  taught  by  the  special  teacher,  aided  by  the  regular  teach- 
ers, may  truly  be  termed  a  success.  Our  pupils  have  made  excellent 
progress. 

Savings  Bank 

It  would  not  be  proper  for  me  to  close  this  report  without  reference 
to  this  addition  to  our  work.  We  have  every  reason  to  feel  that  it  was 
a  wise  act  on  the  part  of  the  board. 

The  amount  deposited,  in  small  sums,  during  the  last  six  months  of 
the  tei-m,  is  nearly  $5,000.     Many  a  child  has  been  induced  to  save 
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money  that  Avould  have  spent  it  needlessly.  Besides  teaching  economy 
it  also  teaches  business  habits.  It  is  a  part  of  school  work  that  deserves 
attention. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  work  of  the  superintendent  during 
the  year,  hence  it  is  not  necessary  to  enumerate  the  work  done.  The 
general  good  feeling  existing  formerly  among  all  engaged  in  the  work 
is  still  manifest.  The  great  desire  among  those  who  have  charge  of 
the  work  is  to  do  that  which  will  help  on  the  work,  which  is  a  gi-eat 
encouragement  to  those  engaged  in  it. 


OIL  CITY— C.  A.  Babcock. 

The  Avork  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year  has  been  characterized 
by  a  good  degree  of  earnestness  and  thoroughness.  We  are  great  be- 
lievers in  work,  especially  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  To  interest  the 
children  to  the  end  that  they  shall  try  to  achieve  something  for  them- 
selves, and  that  the  joy  of  conquest  over  difficulties  shall  lead  to  further 
effort,  is,  we  believe,  the  business  of  the  teachers. 

During  the  year  an  exhibit  of  the  work  of  all  pupils  below  the  high 
school  Avas  held  lasting  three  days.  Specimens  of  free-hand  and  of  map- 
di'awing,  of  modeling  in  clay,  sand  and  putty,  and  of  papers  in  all  the 
subjects  of  the  course,  Avere  shoAvn ;  the  design  being  not  to  choose  the 
best  Avork  for  exhibition,  but  to  present  a  paper  in  each  subject,  from 
every  pupil  in  the  schools.  The  exhibit  Avas  largely  attended  by  both 
the  pupils  and  their  parents,  and  by  the  citizens  generally.  In  this 
Avay  the  people  Avere  made  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  schools 
perhaps  better  than  was  possible  by  any  other  method. 

The  teachers'  meetings  are  continued  as  formerly  and  seem  to  in- 
crease in  interest  and  usefulness.  Each  grade  meets  once  a  month,  and 
we  have  also  a  general  meeting  or  institute  monthly.  A  normal  class 
has  been  organized  by  the  superintendent  consisting  of  high  school 
graduates,  which  meets  once  a  week  for  the  study  of  the  theory  of  teach- 
ing, Avith  particular  attention  to  the  work  of  our  oAvn  schools.  This 
study  is  supplemented  by  observation  of  the  methods  in  use  in  the 
schools,  and  by  practice  in  teaching.  At  the  close  of  the  course,  pro- 
visional certificates  are  issued  to  those  members  of  the  class  Avho  pass 
a  fair  examination  and  have  been  successful  in  practice. 

There  has  been  this  year  a  noticeable  groAvth  of  public  interest  in 
the  schools  and  appreciation  of  them.  Our  people  desire  the  best 
schools  and  are  willing  to  pay  for  them.  There  are  still  too  many  chil- 
di-en,  however,  running  at  large  in  the  streets,  becoming  proficient  in 
the  practices  of  vice,  many  of  whom  will  undoubtedly  become  a  burden 
to  the  state  in  the  near  future.     Where  parents,  as  in  these  compara- 
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tively  few  instances,  neglect  the  claims  of  chilcUiood  and  their  duties 
to  the  community,  should  not  the  state,  in  self-defense,  by  a  compulsory 
education  law,  compel  them  to  attend  to  this  matter? 


PHCENIX^^LLE— H.  F.  Leistek. 

In  obedience  to  law  the  report  of  our  schools  for  the  scholastic  year 
ending-  June  6,  1890,  is  respectfully  submitted.  No  startling  changes 
have  taken  place  in  our  system  of  education,  corps  of  teachers,  or  cur- 
riculum. 

Education  "  fads"  like  school  savings-banks,  manual  training,  sewing 
and  cooking,  have  not  received  special  attention.  Their  usefulness 
and  advantages,  however,  are  not  to  be  disparaged,  but  their  introduc- 
tion must  depend  ujjon  time  and  circumstances.  Progress  might  have 
been  accelerated  under  closer  supervision,  more  trained  teachers,  more 
regular  attendance  and  closer  co-operation  of  parents.  Among  the  im- 
provements that  may  be  noted,  is  the  increased  interest  resulting  from 
the  exposition  of  pupils'  work.  Manuscript  reviews  of  the  different 
branches  of  study,  geographical  maps  ai-tistically  colored,  putty  relief 
maps,  perspective  and  object  dra^wings  found  prominent  places  in  the 
different  school  rooms,  for  the  inspection  of  school  officers  and  visitors. 
Perspective  and  also  object  drawing  was  more  systematically  taught 
than  heretofore. 

General  history  and  physical  geography  have  been  added  to  the  high 
school  course. 

"Flag  Day"  was  one  of  the  gala  days  of  the  school  year.  On  the 
24th  of  May  a  magnificent  United  States  flag  was  unfurled  on  the  Gay 
street  school  house  and  each  public  school  room  in  the  borough  was 
adorned  with  two  small  silk  flags  and  a  shield,  the  generous  and  patri- 
otic gifts  of  Wajme  Council  Jr.  O.  U.  A.  M.  of  Phoenixville.  The  pres- 
entation exercises  were  public  and  took  place  in  Reeves  Park,  in  which 
the  school  board,  nearly  all  the  clergymen,  all  the  schools,  the  "  Phoenix 
Military  Band,"  and  "  drum  corps"  participated,  as  also  all  the  teachers 
excepting  several,  who  found  excuses  to  be  absent. 

The  salaries  of  teachers  was  raised  nearly  six  per  cent. ,  so  that  the 
average  salary  paid  to  lady  teachers  was  nearly  forty  dollars  per  month. 

The  number  of  directors  has  been  increased  from  six  to  ten. 

Three  thousand  three  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  twenty -five 
cents  of  the  school  debt  was  liquidated. 

Among  the  notable  events  of  the  year  was  the  sale  of  the  Emmet 
street  school  building  to  the  Catholic  ecclesiastical  authorities,  for 
parochial  school  purposes.  The  assurances  having  been  given  that  all, 
or  nearly  all,  of  the  Catholic  school  population  would  be  withdi'awn 
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from  the  public  schools,  it  was  considered  right  and  expedient  to  sell 
the  large  old  building  and  erect,  in  a  more  suitable  place,  a  new  one  of 
smaller  dimensions,  with  the  latest  improvements. 

This  retrospective  summary  would  be  incomplete  were  not  several 
unusual  incidents  of  the  year  recorded,  namely  the  loss,  by  resignation 
from  the  school  board,  of  two  able,  educated  and  popular  men,  Dr.  L. 
B.  Hawley  and  H.  H.  Gilkyson,  Esq.,  the  latter  having  been  its  presi- 
dent ;  and  another  member,  Mr.  I.  W.  Kurtz,  having  spent  the  prime 
of  his  life  in  connection  with  our  schools,  seventeen  years,  as  an  influen- 
tial director,  sixteen  years  of  which  a  very  efficient  secretary,  deter- 
mined to  sever  such  connection  at  the  expiration  of  his  last  term  of 
office. 


PITTSBURGH— George  J.  Luckey. 

Outside  the  regular  growth  of  our  schools  we  have  no  changes  to  re- 
port. The  course  of  study  is  about  the  same  as  for  the  last  five  years, 
but  the  methods  of  teaching  have  been  modified  and  changed  as  ex- 
perience dictates. 

In  western  Pennsylvania,  the  sturdy  Scotch-Irish  population  domi- 
nate and  the  idea  that  "  change  is  progress"  has  never  been  adopted  by 
them.  While  our  people  are  not  quick  to  approve  anything  simply 
because  it  is  new,  they  are  not  wedded  to  anything  because  it  is  old ; 
hence  all  that  has  been  proven  good  in  the  "  new  education"  has  been 
cheerfully  incorporated  into  our  schools. 

There  are  a  number  of  great  questions  now  before  the  American 
school  people,  which  are  awaiting  a  solution  and  in  which  we  are  deeply 
interested.  The  most  prominent  of  these  "  manual  training"  has  re- 
ceived much  attention,  but  up  to  the  present  time  no  plan  for  its  suc- 
cessful introduction  has  been  devised  to  meet  the  approval  of  our 
people. 

Taken  all  in  all,  the  schools  of  Pittsburgh  have  not  lost  by  the  year's 
operations,  but  will  be  somewhat  bettered  in  the  end. 


PLYMOUTH  TOWNSHIP— Luzerne  County— DA^^D  B.  Gildea. 

The  educational  work  of  this  township  for  the  past  year  has  been  in 
the  same  progressive  line  as  heretofore  noted  in  my  monthly  reports. 
Directors,  teachers  and  patrons  contributed  largely  to  the  elevation 
of  the  standard  by  arousing  a  healthy  public  sentiment  and  creating 
a  general  desire  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  best 
possible  schools  with  the  means  at  hand.     The  directors  have  been  very 
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faithful  in  attending  to  the  wants  of  the  district.  An  additional  school, 
furnished  with  patent  desks  and  slate  black-boards,  was  opened  at 
West  Nanticoke.  Two  rooms  were  renovated  and  six  supplied  with 
apparatus.  By  remodeling-  the  two  buildings,  -now  in  course  of  repair, 
two  more  school  rooms  will  be  added  to  relieve  the  over-crowded  at- 
tendance at  Larksville  and  Temperance  Hill. 

Local  institutes  have  been  held  monthly  and  the  effects  of  these 
meetings  have  been  beneficially  felt  in  the  school  room.  The  teachers 
did  very  earnest,  conscientious  work  and  their  labor  should  be  rewarded 
with  better  pay  than  they  now  get.  When  the  salaries  of  teachers  are 
based  on  professional  skill  and  on  successful  experience,  and  when  good 
teachers  are  retained  as  long  as  they  desire  to  remain,  the  strongest 
incentives  will  be  held  out  to  make  teaching  a  profession  in  reality  as 
well  as  in  name. 


POTTSTOWN— W.  W.  Rupert. 

The  introduction  of  supplementary  reading  into  our  schools  during 
the  last  year,  is  a  matter  of  so  much  importance  that  we  wish  to  give 
the  subject  some  prominence  in  this  report. 

We  found  that  the  regular  readers  were  read  and  re-read  long  after 
all  information  had  been  extracted,  and  after  all  life  and  interest  had 
disappeared. 

To  remedy  this  defect  the  following  books  were  introduced :  Wright's 
"Nature  Reader,"  "Dodge's  Stories  of  American  History,"  Ballou's 
"  Footprints  of  Travel,"  selections  from  Irving's"  Sketch  Book,"  Scott's 
"Talisman,"  Shakespeare's  "Merchant  of  Venice,"  and  Shakespeare's 
"  Julius  Caesar. " 

The  first  named  book  was  used  by  pupils  who  were  from  eight  to  ten 
years  of  age.  It  has  opened  up  a  new  world  to  them.  The  "  Stories 
of  American  History"  have  done  just  what  we  thought  they  would 
do— made  the  boys  and  girls  hungry  for  more.  We  have  used  "  Foot- 
prints of  Travel"  to  add  interest  to  the  study  of  geography,  and  to 
throw  new  light  upon  it.  The  "Sketch  Book,"  "The  Talisman,"  the 
"Merchant  of  Yenice,"  and  "Julius  Caesar"  were  used  in  the  high 
school.  To  teach  English  through  a  study  of  some  of  the  masters,  and 
to  cultivate  a  love  for  the  good  and  the  beautiful  in  English  literature, 
were  the  ends  here  held  in  view.  The  results  have  even  surpassed  our 
expectations,  and  we  believe  it  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  good  that 
has  been  done. 

Next  year  we  hope  to  introduce  more  supplementary  readers.  We 
have  not  the  free  text-book  system,  but  all  supplementary  reading 
matter  is  bought  by  the  district. 
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During  the  year,  a  teachers'  library  association  was  organized.  The 
annual  dues  are  fifty  cents.  A  majority  vote  of  the  members  determines 
what  books  and  magazines  shall  be  bought.  Since  there  are  over  forty 
members,  it  Avill  be  seen  that  for  fifty  cents,  paid  annually,  each  member 
has  access  to  a  library  Avhich  in  a  few  years  must  become  very  valuable. 

An  exhibition  of  work  done  by  the  pupils  of  our  schools,  from  the 
lowest  to  the  Jiighest  grade,  was  made  in  April.  The  display  included 
work  in  Avriting,  drawing,  numbers,  language,  geography,  arithmetic, 
book-keeping,  history  of  the  United  States,  general  history,  English 
literature,  algebra,  geometry,  trigonometry,  botany  and  a  few  other 
branches.     About  six  hundred  visitors  inspected  the  work. 


POTTSVILLE— B.  F.  Patterson. 

Our  work  during  the  last  school  year  has  been  about  as  usual.  We 
have  just  closed  the  work  of  the  year  with  three  commencements.  Each 
of  the  two  grammar  schools  graduated  a  class  of  between  thirty  and 
forty  pupils.  Each  school  occupied  an  evening  at  the  opera  house 
before  as  large  an  audience  as  the  house  would  admit.  These  were 
followed  by  the  high  school  commencement,  consisting  of  a  class  of 
forty  pupils. 

These  exercises  have  become  very  popular  among  our  people.  The 
banking  system  of  which  we  spoke  in  our  last  rejiort,  has  been  success- 
fully carried  on  dui-ing  the  ]3ast  year.  We,  however,  feel  the  need  of 
some  recognition  from  the  Department,  with  regard  to  this  work.  As 
it  is  now  carried  on,  the  whole  responsibility  rests  upon  the  principal 
of  the  school.  We  think  that  it  should  be  recognized  as  a  part  of  the 
school  system.  It  should  be,  in  some  way,  under  the  direction  of  the 
school  board.  In  this  way  a  change  of  teachers  would  not  interrupt 
the  work  which  is  now  carried  on  by  the  individual  teacher. 

We  propose  to  give  a  short  account  of  our  work  by  gi'ades.  The 
lowest  grade,  in  our  work,  is  composed  of  the  abecedarians.  We  have 
in  our  schools  eight-tenths  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  enrolment  learning 
the  letters.  These  are  pupils  who  have  entered  school  within  the  last 
two  or  three  weeks.  During  some  parts  of  the  year  we  have  a  larger 
number  in  this  gi'ade. 

The  next  grade  consists  of  about  four  per  cent,  of  the  entire  monthly 
enrolment,  who  are  "  spelling  in  the  book. "  These  pupils,  upon  an 
average,  master  about  eight  hundred  words  in  about  five  months  time. 
A  few  pages  of  these  words  consist  of  two  syllable  words. 

Six  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  are  reading  in  the  first  reader.  Nine  ijer 
cent,  are  reading  in  the  second  reader.  Thus  far  they  have  been  drilled 
in  addition  and  subtraction,  and  have  learned  six  lines  of  the  multipli- 
cation table,  and  read  and  write  numbers  of  nine  places  of  figures. 
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Ten  per  cent,  of  the  enrolment  are  reading-  in  third  reader.  These 
pupils  have  completed  the  multiplication  table,  and  are  able  to  work 
problems  mechanically  in  the  fundamental  rules. 

Thus  far  more  attention  has  been  paid  to  reading  and  spelling-  with 
arithmetic  and  other  branches  as  incidental. 

Seventy  per  cent,  are  in  the  fourth  reader  or  beyond  it.  From  this 
point  reading-  becomes  incidental  and  the  other  branches  are  pursued 
with  more  zeal  and  vigor. 

At  the  average  age  of  fourteen  the  pupils  complete  the  grammar 
school  course  which  consists  of  the  common  school  branches  as  required 
by  law  together  with  composition,  drawing,  book-keeping  and  algebra 
to  radicals.  At  the  average  age  of  seventeen  the  pupils  gradue  .3  from 
the  high  school  after  having  completed  the  following  course  of  study. 

Junior  Class. 

First  term. — Algebra,  commencing  at  quadratics,  general  history, 
German  or  Latin. 

Second  term. — Algebra  completed,  geometry,  general  history  comple- 
ted, English  literature,  German  or  Latin. 

Tliird  term. — Geometry  continued,  English  literature  continued, 
German  or  Latin. 

Middle  Class. 

First  term. — Geometry  completed,  English  literature  completed, 
German  or  Latin. 

Second  term. — Physiology,  physics,  German  or  Latin. 

Hard  term. — Botany,  physics  continued,  German  or  Latin,  electives 
in  Greek  and  French. 

Senior  Class. 

First  term. — Physcis  completed,  astronomy,  botany  completed,  civil 
government,  (notes  and  lectures,)  English  composition  and  rhetoric, 
German  or  Latin. 

Second  ^erm.— Physical  geography,  astronomy,  notes  and  lectures, 
chemistry,  German  or  Latin. 

Third  term. — Physical  geography  completed,  trigonometry  and  sur- 
veying, geology,  (notes  and  lectures,)  review  in  arithmeitc,  algebra, 
geometry  and  book-keeping,  electives  in  Greek  and  French.  Pupils 
are  enabled  to  get  enough  Greek  and  Latin  to  enter  any  of  the  col- 
leges.

SCBANTON-Geokge  W.  Phillips. 

In  making-  our  annual  reports,  we,  as  superintendents,  usually  look 
over  our  fields  and  pass  judgment  upon  the  work  done  by  those  subject 
to  our  supervision.  AVould  we  be  prepared,  if  such  an  arrangement 
were  permissible,  to  have  the  order  reversed  and  allow  those  whom  we 
annually  criticise  to  pass  an  opinion  upon  our  work?  Do  we  as  super- 
intendents keep  ourselves  in  the  van  of  educational  thought  and  effort 
so  that  we  are  prepared  to  give  that  intelligent  aid  and  direction  to 
those  who  should  carry  out  the  suggestions  made  by  us  from  time  to 
time? 

The  work  of  the  past  year  in  this  city  presents  features  both  of  en- 
couragement and  discouragement ;  of  encoui-agement,  that  so  many  of 
our  teachers  are  alive  to  the  possibilities  of  their  work ;  of  discourage- 
ment, that  there  are  so  many  stagnation  points  that  must  be  elimi- 
nated at  whatever  cost.  The  light,  however,  is  beginning  to  dawn  and 
the  near  future  will  evince  a  stronger,  more  radical  treatment  of  the 
question  as  to  how  our  schools  may  be  improved.  Teachers,  boards  of 
control,  public  sentiment,  are  not  yet  fully  alive  to  the  requirements  of 
the  teacher 

New  Buildings. 

In  a  material  sense  the  wants  of  our  school  population  have  been  well 
attended  to  during  the  past  year.  Five  new  buildings,  of  brick,  with 
single  desks,  Smead,  Wills  &  Go's  system  of  heating  and  ventilation 
with  dry  closets,  and  other  modem  improvements,  have  been  opened, 
at  a  cost  of  about  seventy  thousand  dollars.  The  contract  for  a  sixth 
building  to  contain  eight  rooms  has  also  been  given.  These  buildings 
have  been  distributed  throughout  the  city,  in  some  cases  in  the  extreme 
out-lying  wards,  so  that  the  refining  influence,  enthusiasm  and  pride 
that  naturally  emanate  from  the  presence  of  a  fine  school  building 
should  here  have  their  perfect  work. 

Free  Supplies. 

In  the  lowest  grades  all  slates,  pencils, iDaper,  etc., have  been  supplied 
the  past  year  to  each  iDupil.  A  committee  of  the  board  has  also  under 
advisement  to  report  at  a  future  time,  upon  the  subject  of  free  books, 
etc. ,  for  all  pupils. 

Flag  Raisings. 

A  year  ago  a  flag  was  placed  in  the  principal's  room  of  each  build- 
ing. A  wave  of  patriotism  has  passed  over  our  city,  and  the  children 
thoroughly  imbued  with  the  sentiment,  determined  to  have  the  stars 
and  stripes  float  over  their  buildings.  These  have  been  raised  with 
appropriate  exercsies  in  which  the  members  of  the  board  of  control 
united  with  citizens  and  pupils  in  taking  part.     Much  historical  infor- 
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mation  lias  been  g'ained  by  the  pupils  in  their  researches  for  matter 
pertaining  to  tbe  occasion,  and  if  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  displayed 
by  the  pupils  in  looking  up  this  information  be  properly  taken  advan- 
tage of  and  directed  to  other  lines  of  school  work  by  the  teachers,  they 
are  building  better  than  they  know. 

Education  of  the  Boys. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  the  records  of  our  schools  show  that  the 
energies  of  the  school  department  in  all  the  grades  above  the  first  few 
years  of  the  pupil's  school  life,  are  devoted  largely  to  the  education 
of  our  girls.  T\Tiat  is  tnie  of  this  city  is  probably  true  of  all  cities. 
Where  are  the  boys  after  the  age  of  twelve  or  thirteen?  If  the  object 
of  our  schools  is  to  make  good  and  intelligent  citizens,  then  the  public 
school  is  educating  the  girls  of  our  country,  and  equipping  them  to 
intelligently  exercise  the  duties  of  citizenship,  while  the  boys,  under 
existing  conditions,  must  inevitably  in  the  future  shoAv  their  inferi- 
ority. Nearly  all  avenues  of  labor  requiring  something  beyond  mere 
muscle,  are  now  open  to  both  sexes,  and  unless  something  be  done  to 
aid  our  boys  intellectually  they  are  destined  to  be  distanced  by  the 
girls  who  are  coming  well  equipped  into  the  arena  of  life.  This  ques- 
tion deserves  more  consideration.  It  is  not  wholly  true  that  the  efforts 
of  the  boys  are  needed  in  the  support  of  the  family.  Hundreds  of  boys 
in  this  city  are  working  to-day  as  a  matter  of  choice,  without  any  plea 
of  necessity.  Parents  are  not  sufficiently  thoughtful  as  to  the  future, 
and  hence  allow  their  boys  at  that  difficult-to-be-controlled  period  of 
their  lives,  to  drop  study  and  school  and  seek  something  more  conge- 
nial to  their  animal  spirits.  The  state  must  inevitably  grapple  with 
this  question  for  her  own  welfare  and  jiossible  existence.  Pennsylvania 
will  undoubtedly  solve  this  problem  as  successfully  and  satisfactorily 
as  she  has  other  grave  questions  that  have  arisen  in  her  history. 


SHAMOKIN— Wm.  F.  Harpel. 

The  close  of  1890  suggests  a  brief  retrospect  over  the  decade  of  j^ears 
during  which  it  was  my  privilege  to  supervise  the  educational  affairs 
of  our  borough.  The  changes  in  these  j^ears  have  been  quite  marked, 
as  will  appear  from  a  comparison  of  a  few  statistics.

Total  enrollment  of  pupils, 1,658  2,887 

Average  daily  attendance, 950  2,054 

Percentage  of  attendance, 87               91.5 

Number  of  teachers,      24              42 

Number  of  schools, 21               40 

Number  of  directors, 6               18 
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It  is  especially  gratifying  to  note  the  improvement  made  in  our  per- 
centage of  attendance  and  daily  average  during-  this  time. 

The  rapid  increase  in  population  kept  our  directors  busy  to  meet  the 
pressing  demands  made  upon  them  for  the  necessary  school  accommo- 
dations. They  were,  however,  always  equal  to  the  occasion  and  pro- 
ided  well  for  the  children.  This  year  we  were  again  crowded  in  several 
of  our  districts  and  the  board,  in  the  spring,  took  the  necessary  steps 
for  the  purchase  of  two  new  school  projierties  and  the  erection  of  two 
first-class  eight-room  buildings. 

After  making  an  experiment  of  the  "  no-recess"  plan  in  one  of  our 
buildings  during  1889,  the  results  were  so  satisfactory  that  the  plan  was 
adopted  and  used  this  year  in  all  the  schools.  It  has  now  been  fairly 
tried  and  found  to  be  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  recess  system. 
We  had  less  sickness  among  our  pupils  and  better  attendance, especially 
during  inclement  weather,  for  parents  knew  that  if  their  children  were 
sent  to  school,  they  would  be  kept  indoors  and  not  permitted  to  expose 
themselves  to  the  weather  upon  the  play -grounds.  Proper  recreation 
was  provided  by  a  system  of  physical  exercises,  giving  all  the  pupils 
regular  and  systematic  training  every  session,  and  consequently  making 
them  healthier  and  more  studious  than  in  former  years. 

Several  new  studies  were  added  to  the  high  school  course ;  among 
them  were  chemistry  and  geology.  A  fine  set  of  chemical  apparatus 
was  purchased  by  the  board  and  a  geological  cabinet  started  by  the 
pupils.  Nine  young  ladies  and  seven  young  gentlemen  were  enrolled 
among  our  graduates  on  the  evening  of  May  27.  The  alumni  now  num- 
ber one  hundred  thirty-one. 

One  of  the  most  im])ortant  measures  of  the  directors  was  the  adop- 
tion of  a  resolution  preventing  the  employment  of  young  and  inexperi- 
enced teachers.  The  subject  had  for  a  number  of  years  been  warmly 
discussed  }:>ro  and  con  but  had  taken  no  definite  shape.  This  action  of 
the  board  should  and  will  receive  the  hearty  endorsement  of  every  in- 
telligent parent.  Far  too  often  are  little  children's  best  hours  trifled 
away  by  those  too  young  and  inexperienced  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
childhood's  years. 

Feeling  grateful  to  the  press  and  our  citizens  for  the  encouragement 
and  help  they  have  given,  we  enter  upon  another  year  fully  conscious 
of  many  defects  in  our  work,  but  hopeful  that  these  may  serve  to  urge 
us  on  to  higher  ideals  and  more  earnest  efforts  to  raise  our  schools  to 
the  highest  ]>ossible  standard. 
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SHAEOX— J.  W.  Canon. 

The  public  schools  of  the  country  are  to-day  more  popular  with  the 
masses  of  the  people  than  ever  before.  All  classes  of  educational  work- 
ers are  anxiously  seeking'  for  the  truth  as  related  to  their  work.  Some 
old  things  have  passed  away,  and  some  thing's  have  become  new.  And 
many  things  not  yet  changed,  have  become  unsettled  by  discussion, 
and  it  is  believed  that  many  important  changes  are  impending,  both  as 
to  the  subjects  studied,  and  to  the  manner  of  studying  them  in  the 
schools.  The  number  of  teachers  who  blindly  follow  "  tradition"  is 
growing  less  each  year.  Better  professional  qualifications  for  teachers, 
and  superintendents,  are  demanded  on  all  sides.  Teachers'  meetings, 
local,  cotmty,  state  and  national,  are  well  attended  by  the  humblest 
teachers  and  by  college  presidents.  Educational  interests  have  a  strong 
hold  on  the  minds  and  consciences  of  the  people. 

The  harshest  criticisms  of  the  public  schools  of  to-day  come  from  a 
class  of  men  who  should  be  their  most  zealous  defenders,  the  clergy. 
It  would  perhaps  be  just  about  as  near  the  truth  to  charge  the  Simday 
school  vri\jk  being  a  Godless  institutioD,  as  to  make  that  charge  against 
the  public  school.  If  by  the  charge  is  meant  the  effect  each  has  on  the 
lives  and  characters  of  the  attendants.  It  is  quite  probable  that  as 
large  a  percentage  of  those  who  attend  the  Sunday  school  in  childhood 
become  dishonest  and  impure  in  life,  as  of  those  who  attend  the  public 
school. 

All  the  leading  features  of  our  plans  for  training  the  inexperienced 
teacher,  and  for  promoting  the  gi'owth  of  those  who  have  had  experience 
have  been  given  in  foiiner  reports. 

We  believe  we  have  the  largest  and  best  selected,  exclusively  public 
school  library  in  the  western  part  of  the  state.  It  now  contains  1,350 
volumes  with  enough  money  in  the  treasury  to  add  one  hundred  vol- 
umes more.  Of  this  number,  about  one  hundred  volumes  are  profes- 
sional books  for  teachers.  The  library  is  regarded  as  a  very  important 
factor  in  the  work  of  education  in  our  schools.  And  how  to  make  it 
more  effective  in  that  work,  is  a  question  of  very  fi-equent  consideration. 
We  also  have  a  good  supply  of  reference  books,  and  supplementary 
reading.  Yocal  music,  writing,  and  di'awing  are  still  taught  by  special 
teachers  wdth  very  good  results.  In  oiu-  work  we  have  failed  to  come 
near  our  ideal,  but  still  believe  we  are  doing  about  as  well  as  our 
neighbors. 


SHENANDOAH— L.  A.  Freeman. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Shenandoah  schools, 
while  ever  striving  to  maintain  along  the  whole  line  the  standard  al- 
ready reached,  to  make,  each  year,  a  special  effort  to  advance  in  one 
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or  two  particular  directions.  During  the  past  year  the  chief  objective 
points  have  been  declamation  and  literature. 

Children  ought  to  be  required  in  school  to  commit  to  memory  choice 
passages  of  literature.  They  should  be  led  to  an  acquaintance  with 
the  standard  works  of  the  best  authors.  Acquisitions  of  this  kind  will 
be  a  source  of  continual  pleasure  and  intellectual  profit  to  them  when, 
in  after  life,  the  greater  part  of  their  knowledge  of  the  sciences  shall 
have  vanished. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  past  school  year,  a  graded  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  declamation  was  established  for  the  higher  grades  of  the  Shen- 
andoah schools.  There  were  assigned  to  each  class  four  selections, 
each  of  which  is  well  adapted  for  a  declamation  and  has  an  intrinsic 
literary  value.  The  selections  are  to  be  memorized  and  studied  with 
reference  to  their  proper  delivery  and  their  literary  merits.  It  is  pro- 
posed, that  as  pupils  advance  from  class  to  class,  they  shall  review  the 
declamations  of  the  i)receding  classes,  until,  upon  graduating  from  the 
high  school,  they  shall  have  learned  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  ability  to  recite  thirty -six  declamations.  Thus,  when  children 
leave  school  they  will  have  at  their  command  at  least  a  small  store  of 
good  literature.  The  study  of  declamation  and  literature  thus  outlined 
is  put  upon  the  same  basis  with  respect  to  recitations  and  examinations 
as  any  other  study.  Pupils  must  pass  satisfactory  monthly  and  yearly 
examinations  in  this  branch,  as  w^ell  as  in  arithmetic  or  grammar. 

Teachers  and  pupils  have  shown  great  interest  in  this  study,  and  the 
results  of  their  work  in  this  direction  have  been,  thus  far,  very  satisfac- 
tory. 


SOUTH  BETHLEHEM— Owen  E.  Wilt. 

Considering  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  we  were  obliged  to 
wait  nearly  two  months  for  the  completion  of  Webster  building,  and 
thus  compelled  to  crowd  the  twenty-seven  teachers  and  the  twelve  hun- 
di'ed  pupils  into  twenty-one  rooms,  and,  considering,  too,  the  interrup- 
tions from  sickness  and  other  encumbering  causes,  we  were  compelled 
to  experience  during  the  teim,  we  can,  with,  just  pride,  speak  of  the 
progress  made  in  our  schools.  This  delightful  condition  of  affairs  is 
due  to  the  increased  energy  on  the  part  of  our  teachers,  and  to  the 
patrons  and  the  directors  who  have  kindly  given  us  their  sympathy 
and  co-operation  to  advance,  in  every  way,  the  good  of  our  schools. 

The  supplies,  such  as  books  of  reference,  supplementary  works  in 
language  lessons,  objects  to  illustrate  elementary  arithmetic,  etc., 
furnished  by  the  board  oi  directors  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  have 
greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  teaching  and  aided  very  materially  in 
bringing  about  better  and  more  practical  results.     Directors  and  pat- 
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rons  may  feel  assured  that  money,  thus  iuvested  is  not  lavishly  spent. 
I  am  also  g"hid  to  state  that  many  of  our  teachers  have  larg-eh'  increased 
their  stock  of  supplies  by  their  own  devices,  partly  l)y  making  and 
partly  by  purchasing  such  articles  of  ar)paratiis  as  were  adapted  to 
their  grades :  this  shows  no  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  teachers. 

Most  of  our  teachers  have  greatly  improved  in  their  scholastic  and 
professional  qualifications  during  the  past  year.  In  view  of  this  fact 
it  was  very  gratifying  to  me  to  learn  of  the  board's  liberality  in  raising 
the  teachers'  salary,  especially  since  the  primary  teachers  are  mostly 
benefited  by  the  increase.  A  erood  efficient  primary  teacher  deserv^es 
a  good  salary-,  as  much  so  as  a  good  teacher  of  a  higher  grade. 

Steps  have  been  taken  toward  establishing  public  school  libraries  in 
each  building.  Arbor  Day  Avas  observed  by  all  the  schools.  Trees  and 
shrubs  w^ere  planted  wherever  vacant  places  were  found.  Appropriate 
exercises  were  held  in  every  room.  The  school  yards  with  their  thrifty 
shade  trees,  flowering  shnibs  and  green  lawns  add  materially  to  the 
good  appearance  of  our  town. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  school  board  of  this  borough  has  dis 
played  an  unusual  degi-ee  of  educational  zeal  during  the  past  year. 
Every  director  seemed  to  be  fully  determined  that  our  schools  should 
be  second  to  none  in  this  part  of  the  state.  Perfect  harmonj'  prevailed 
among  directors,  teachers  and  superintendent,  and  it  is  my  caraest 
wish  that  the  same  energy  and  harmony  may  oxis^  in  tin-  futuiT. 


SOUTH  EASTON— S.  E.  Shull. 

In  submitting  my  annual  report  for  the  year  just  ended,  it  affords 
me  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  year's  work  as  satisfactory.  A  matter 
of  more  than  ordinary  occuiTence  was  the  time  lost  during  the  year 
by  the  prevalence  in  our  "  bailiwick"  of  la  (jrlppt,  measles,  whooping 
cough  and  chicken  pox.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  our  board  put 
in  operation  several  miles  relative  to  absenteeism,  which  have  had  a 
marvelous  effect  upon  that  class  of  pupils  who  formerly  spent  as  much 
time  in  conjuring  excuses  for  remaining  out  of  school  as  they  did  in 
the  preparation  of  work  incident  to  the  class  room. 

As  a  result  of  the  board's  action,  oiu'  attendance  for  the  year  was  bet- 
ter than  that  of  last  year,  notwithstanding  the  time  lost  through  the 
existence  of  the  above-named  contagions. 

In  accordance  with  a  custom  which  we  have  learned  to  be  a  profitable 
one,  we  organized  a  semi-monthh^  institute.     At  the  end  of  each  ses 
sion  of  the  institute  the  teachers  organized  themselves  into  a  vocal 
music  class  under  the  instruction  of  one  of  our  corps  of  teachers.     Sufli- 
cient  progress  in  that  department  has  been  made  to  enable  the  most 
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of  the  teachers  to  handle  the  subject  intelligibly  should  the  branch  be 
added  to  oiu'  course  of  studj^  in  the  futm-e. 

There  will  be  graduated  from  our  hig-h  school  a  class  of  nineteen 
pui^ils,  fourteen  young  ladies  and  five  young  men.  ^Tien  I  recall  the 
fact,  that  within  a  decade  the  number  of  those  being-  annually  g-radu- 
ated  has  increased  from  a  half  dozen  to  treble  that  number,  without 
any  material  increase  in  the  number  of  those  admitted  to  the  hig-h  school 
yearly,  I  realize  both  that  oui-  school  system  is  becoming-  more  popular 
and  that  the  people  are  taking  a  deeper  interest  in  the  education  of 
their  childi-en. 

Without  in  any  way  underestimating  the  valuable  labors  of  its  prede- 
cessors, I  can  fairly  say  that  the  board  of  the  past  year  has  endeavored 
to  do  its  full  duty  in  the  irksome  but  important  work  incident  to  the 
position  of  its  members,  and  that  it  has  succeeded  to  a  degi'ee  hereto- 
fore unequalled. 

The  majority  of  our  teachers  deserve  to  be  commended  for  the  char- 
acter of  their  work  during  the  year. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  the  schools  were  much  more  satis- 
factory than  those  of  foi-mer  years.  Finally  we  lay  no  claims  to  rest 
from  the  labor  of  former  years.  We  recognize  that  much  remains  to  be 
done  before  our  schools  will  take  a  position  styled  ideal.  With  the  con- 
tinued co-operation  of  directors  and  teachers  and  ^^^th  more  visits  on 
the  part  of  parents  who  are  making  but  little  use  of  this  privilege  at 
present,  we  look  for  the  achievement  of  greater  results  the  coming  year. 


STEELTON— L.  E.  McGinnes. 

It  is  impossible  to  reduce  to  writing  the  results  of  a  year's  work  in 
mind  and  heart  training.  The  slow  i^rocesses  of  mental  development 
and  character  building  are  not  as  visible  to  finite  eyes  as  is  growth  in 
physical  life.  The  most  that  can  be  done  is  to  indicate  some  of  the 
efforts  that  have  been  put  forth  and  the  methods  that  have  been  em- 
ployed to  bring  about  desired  results.  To  do  this  would  be  to  repeat 
much  that  has  been  ah'eady  reported  to  the  Dei^ariment. 

We  feel  that  a  reasonable  degree  of  success  has  attended  the  labors 
of  the  term.  Our  progi*ess  has  been  gi-adual  but  sure.  When  we  con- 
sider the  peculiar  conditions  that  operated  against  the  most  substantial 
progress,  we  have  no  reason  to  feel  discom-aged.  Never  before  in  our 
history  were  we  compelled  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  term  with  so 
many  teachers  unacquainted  with  oiu'  work.  Over  one-third  of  them 
had  never  seen  their  pupils  before  entering  their  school  rooms  at  the 
opening  of  the  session,  neither  were  they  familiar  with  the  character  of 
work  required  of  them.     These  changes  were  made  imperative  by  four 
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marriagres,  four  changes  of  occupation  and  one  death.  The  influenza 
epidemic  that  prevailed  so  universally  during  the  midwinter  also  had 
a  detrimental  effect  upon  the  work.  A  third  influence  that  operated 
■unfavorably  was  the  crowded  condition  of  several  of  oiu'  primary  rooms. 
This  latter  condition  is  the  only  one  over  which  the  board  of  directors 
has  any  control  and  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  by  the  beginning  of 
another  term  a  fine  large  eight-room  building  in  the  Fifth  ward  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy.  This  will  afford  an  opportunity  to  reduce  these 
crowded  schools  to  their  proper  size. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  had  these  di-awbacks  to  contend 
with,  we  feel  that  when  the  time  for  "final  summing  up"is  at  hand  the 
term  of  1889  and  1890  will  compare  favorably  with  its  predecessors. 

Among  the  featui'es  that  contribute  to  make  the  futui-e  prospects  of 
our  schools  encoui-aging  are  the  following : 

First. — The  continued  interest  of  citizens  as  indicated  by  their  en- 
couragement  and  heai-ty  support. 

Second. — The  devotion  of  the  board  of  directors  to  its  responsible 
trust, manifested  by  regularly  attending  all  stated  and  special  meetings, 
by  systematically  ^'isiting  the  schools,  by  applying  the  increased  state 
appropriation  to  the  better  payment  of  teachers,  and  by  erecting  school 
buildings  in  keeping  with  the  progress  of  the  age. 

Third. — The  careful  preparation  that  teachers  made  and  are  continu- 
ing to  make  for  their  great  work  l^y  attending  schools  of  methods,  ed- 
ucational conventions,  and  gi-ade  conferences,  and  by  reading,  sys- 
tematically and  thoughtfully,  educational  and  general  literature. 


TAMAQUA— EoBT.  F.  Ditchbukn. 

In  school  matters  the  past  term  has  been  both  pleasant  and  profit- 
able ;  pleasant,  from  there  having  been  less  trouble  than  usual  between 
pupils  and  teachers  and  none  between  parents  and  teachers  ;  profitable, 
from  the  fact  that  we  have  done  good  work.  The  progi-ess  of  our  pupils 
and  teachers  has  been  very  satisfactory,  the  latter  having  done  more 
professional  reading  this  term  that  during  any  preceding  term. 

In  this  term  we  lost  three  of  our  teachers  ;  this  caused  considerable 
derangement,  but  having  a  good  supply  on  hand  we  are  now  moving 
along  as  smoothly  as  before. 

Our  attendance  has  been  very  good,  better  than  ever  before.  Num- 
ber of  pupils  admitted,  1,242.  Average  monthly  attendance,  987. 
Average  daily,  859.     Average  per  cent.,  87. 

This  is  not  a  bad  showing,  but  in  the  attendance  there  is  yet  room 
for  improvement,  there  are  yet  too  many  children  who  ought  to  be  in 
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school,  runnino;'  the  streets,  and  the  echicatiou  of  stioh  is  too  one-sided, 
being'  entirely  of  the  street. 

The  health  of  pupils  and  teachers  has  l)een  very  s"ood,  and  this  has 
been  so,  mainly,  throug-h  the  healthy  condition  <»f  onr  schoolrooms. 
In  winter  we  have  plenty  of  heat,  rooms  are  always  at  sixty-eig-ht  or 
seventy  degi-ees.  Having  plent}'  of  heat  we  can  afford  to  have  plenty 
of  pure  air.  During-  the  ijrevalence  of  la  (jrippe  none  of  our  teachers 
and  few  or  none  of  our  puj^ils  were  affected,  and  this,  to  a  very  great 
extent,  can  be  attril)uted  to  the  healthy  condition  of  our  schools. 

We  have  a  good  prospect  of  another  school  building,  our  school  board 
laid  last  year,  a  building  tax  for  that  purpose.  This  building  will  l)e 
for  the  accommodation  of  our  high  school  and  grammar  schools. 

On  Thursday,. Tune  26, in  the  afternoon,  we  had  an  exhibition  of  school 
work,  such  as  slate-work,  penmanship,  maj)  drawing-  and  free-hand 
drawing,  then,  in  the  evening,  we  had  our  commencement  exercises. 
The  president  of  the  school  l)oard  i>resented  the  diplomas  to  our  seven 
g-raduates.  The  presentation  was  followed  by  addresses  by  the  ijresi- 
dent  and  other  members  of  the  school  board.  Everything"  in  connec- 
tion with  our  exhibition  and  commencement  appeared  to  give  the  great- 
est satisfaction  to  the  very  large  cong-regation  that  came  to  see  and 
hear  our  work.  The  exhibition  and  commencement  exercises  were  held 
in  Allen's  Opera  House. 


TITU8YILLE— E.  M.  Streeter. 

The  schools  of  this  city  for  the  past  year  have  kept  on  in  the  even 
tenor  of  their  way. 

The  high  school  has  continued  to  thrive  and  this  year  a  class  of  thirty- 
six  was  graduated  on  the  twenty -seventh  of  June.  Our  diplomas  are 
increasing  in  value.  Ten  years  ago  a  diploma  was  awarded  for  the 
time  a  student  studied  :  now  the  diploma  depends  upon  his  knowledgfe 
of  the  studies  of  the  course.  Then,  students  to  enter  a  first  class  college 
were  obliged  to  attend  a  preparatory  school.  In  mid-June  we  had  stu- 
dents who  passed  satisfactorily  the  Princeton  examination. 


WEST   C^HESTEE— Addison  Jones. 

The  scliool  work  of  the  borough  has  moved  along  quietly,  and  sub- 
stantial progress  has  been  made.     The  county  institute  held  in  West 
Chester  was  replete  with  instruction  and  suggestion.     During  the  week 
of  its  continuance  the  privileg'e  of  inspecting-  the  teaching-  in  the  model 
11  School  Keport. 
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department  of  the  State  Normal  school  was  g-iven  to  the  teachei"s,  aud 
as  a  result  of  these  visits  we  have  better  methods  in  some  of  the  lower 
rooms.  The  teachers  Avork  hard  to  do  their  pujDils  justice,  but  all  are 
not  equally  successful.  The  difference  lies  principally  in  the  fact  that 
not  all  read  and  digest  educational  literature,  but  are  satisfied  with 
their  own  methods  without  anj'  improvement.  All  the  teachers  strive 
to  make  their  rooms  attractive  and  pleasant ;  thus  retaining"  in  school 
a  longer  time  the  children  who  come  from  homes  of  culture,  and  incul- 
cating ideas  of  beauty  and  refinement  in  those  whose  homes  are  unat- 
tractive. The  teacher  and  her  surroundings  should  not  only  stimulate 
the  pupils  to  do  their  school  work  intelligently  and  willingly,  but  she 
should  arouse  a  greater  desire  to  do  right,  and  foster  a  determination 
in  every  pupil  to  make  the  j'^ears  of  study  and  discipline  a  help  to  a 
time  manliood  and  a  noble  womanhood. 

The  public  library,  and  the  reading  table  in  the  high  school,  are  po- 
tent factors  in  the  education  of  oui*  school  children.  Those  pupils  who 
read  good  books,  the  best  magazines,  and  the  daily  i^apers,  are  the 
ones  who  stand  best  in  theu*  classes  and  who  are  the  most  intelligent 
learners.  One  of  our  citizens  who  has  the  public  good  at  heart,  gives 
annually  a  share  of  library  stock  to  the  first  pui^il  of  each  class  in  the 
high  school. 

The  manual  training  department  is  in  excellent  working  order.  The 
boys  spend  two  and  a  half  hours  a  week  in  the  shop.  All  take  up  the 
work  wdth  evident  relish.  The  work  in  this  department  affords  a  vent 
for  the  overflow  of  animal  spirit  Avhich  usually  shows  itself  in  the  various 
forms  of  mischief.  It  is  evident  that  there  is  not  less  development  of 
the  mind  when  time  is  taken  to  train  the  hand,  for  the  boys  rank  w  ith 
the  girls  in  their  classes.  Surely  the  hand  needs  the  education  ;  for 
every  day  of  a  boj^'s  life,  he  must  construct  plans  or  models  with  pencil 
or  knife.  If  the  public  school  neglects  this  manual  edujcation,  the 
boy's  "household  economy"  is  incomplete  Avhen  he  leaves  school. 

In  February  the  directors  introduced  the  savings  bank  system  into 
the  schools.  The  project  is  well  supported  bj^  the  pupils.  In  order 
to  make  the  deposits,  fifteen  minutes,  or  less,  are  taken  from  the  school 
work  once  a  Aveek.  Nearly  five-eighths  of  number  enrolled  are  deposi- 
tors The  children  bring  the  small  sums  they  save,  and,  continuing 
this  practice,  acquire  the  habit  of  savins-.  This  habit  aa411  be  of  in- 
estimable service  to  all  in  these  times  Avhen  so  many  persons  live  up 
so  closely'  to  their  incomes 

The  members  of  the  school  board  made  nearly  tAvo  hundi-ed  visits  to 
the  schools  during  the  year.  About  seven  hundred  A'isits  AA^ere  made 
by  patrons  and  parents.  No  one  can  estimate  the  good  resulting  from 
these  visits.  The  children  do  better  Avork  by  haA'ing  the  stimulus  of 
a  parent's  interest  and  presence  ;  and  the  teachers  need  the  kindly  sug- 
gestion and  the   earnest  sympathy  Avhich  a  A-isit  so  often  brings.     A

short  visit  to  the  school  room  will  frequently  give  a  parent  a  better 
understanding-  of  a  child's  progress  and  deportment  than  can  be  gained 
in  any  other  way. 

The  newspapers  of  the  borough  have  shown  great  interest  in  educa- 
tional movements,  the  people  have  been  in  sympathy  with  the  school 
work,  the  directors  and  teachers  have  given  the  heartiest  co-operation, 
all  of  which  have  made  the  school  year  pleasant  and  profitable. 


WILLI AMSPORT— Samuel  TranseaiI. 

Prosperity  and  success  attended  our  schools  during  the  year  just 
closed.  Notwithstanding  the  great  Hood  and  the  attendant  losses  en- 
tailed upon  our  citizens,  tlie  schools  were  opened  for  the  same  number 
of  months  as  in  other  years  ;  the  salaries  were  the  same  and  the  number 
of  piipils  enrolled  was  one  hundred  and  forty-two  greater  than  ever  be- 
fore in  the  history  of  our  schools,  being  four  thousand  five  hundred  and 
ninety -eight 

During  the  past  year  an  eight-i'oomed  building,  at  an  expense  of 
about  twenty  thousand  dollars,  was  completed  in  the  Sixth  ward  of  this 
city,  and  at  the  present  time  another  building,  in  all  resjiects  like 
the  one  in  the  Sixth  ward,  is  in  course  of  construction  in  the  Eighth 
ward.  With  the  eomjiletion  of  this  building,  the  district  will  have 
eight  or  ten  school  rooms  not  reallj'^  necessary  at  the  present  time. 
They  are,  however,  located  in  such  parts  of  the  city  as  are  destined  to 
grow  in  population  in  the  near  future.  On  the  completion  of  this 
Eighth  Avard  school  building,  the  district  will  have  spent  about  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  additional  school  accommodations  during 
the  last  four  years.  And,  withal,  the  financial  condition  of  the  district, 
is  most  excellent.  AVhen  the  state  appropriation  was  received  the 
treasm-er  Avas  al)le  to  pay  all  orders  issued  by  the  board  and  leave  a 
large  balance  in  the  treasury,  besides  a  large  amount  due  the  district 
on  uncollected  duplicates. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  high  school,  was  so  changed  as  to  admit 
a  larger  amount  of  book-keeping  to  be  taught  than  formerly.  The 
graduating  class  numbered  twenty -five  students.  The  school  has  pros- 
pered and,  having  lietter  facilities  now  than  we  had  formerly  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  lowin'  grade  schools,  we  are  able  to  send  better  prejiared 
pupils  into  the  higli  school.  The  average  age  of  those  admitted  to  this 
school  is  about  fifteen  years. 

Our  district  institute  met  regularly  every  month  dining  the  term. 
The  annual  institute  held  during  the  week  preceding  Christmas  week 
was  a  gTeat  success,  and  the  exhibit  of  school  work  was  a  credit  to  our 
schools.     Onward  is  our  watchword. 
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Ai-l)or  Day  was  not  observed  with  the  same  degree  of  entliusiasm  as 
heretofore,  because  our  school  gi'ounds  are  well  planted  with  trees. 

We  liope  to  be  able  to  report  in  another  3' ear  that  the  board  lias 
adopted  the  free  text-book  system,  making-  the  public  schools  free  in 
every  respect.  But  while  urg-ing-  this  matter  on  the  part  of  our  district, 
we  cannot  help  suggestiner  that  when  tin*  schools  are  thus  perfec-ti>- 
free  that  the  Legislature  compel  i)urents  to  use  this  fi-eedom  to  send 
their  children  either  to  public  or  private  schools,  a\  lure  they  may  enjoy 
their  natural  rights  and  be  educated. 


YORK  -W.  H  Shelley. 

In  retiring  from  the  position  of  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  this 
city,  a  position  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  ocupy  for  the  last  twenty 
years,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  teachers  my  grateful  api)reciation  t)f 
their  hearty  co-oi>ei-ation  in  the  effort  to  build  up  a  school  system  which 
is  regarded  as  second  to  no  other  in  this  country.  The  results  ha\e 
been  satisfactory  to  the  patrons  and  taxpayers  generally,  and  it  af 
fords  me  jdeasure  to  leave  the  schools  not  cjnly  with  a  complet«'  organ- 
ization but  with  the  highest  degi'ee  of  working  efficiency. 

I  ask  for  my  successor  in  office  the  same  ready  co-operation,  <»u  the 
part  of  the  board,  teachers,  and  educational  ])ublic,  whicli  has  been  so 
generously  accorded  to  me. 

The  commodious  school  building  of  six  rf>oms  just  completed,  will 
afford  increased  facilities  to  the  school  pojuilation  of  the  city,  and  theic 
is  abundant  reason  to  believe  that  under  the  direction  of  the  new  super- 
intendent, Prof.  A.  Waniier,  the  schools  will  have  a  prosperous  future. 
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FIKST  DISTEICT— WEST   CHESTER. 


Ct.  M.  Philips,  Principal. 

The  past  year  has  been  the  most  successful  and  prosperous  in  the 
school's  history.  The  number  of  students  enrolled  reached  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  an  increase  of  seventy -five  over  any  previous  years'  at- 
tendance, and  in  -all  deiDai^tments  of  the  school  better  work  has  been 
done  than  ever  before.  The  gi'aduatin^  class  numbered  thirty-one,  all 
of  whom  are  filling-  g-ood  positions  as  teachers,  except  two  v,ho  entered 
colleg-e  and  one  who  remains  at  the  normal  school  as  the  principal's 
secretary.  The  new  year  has  opened  with  an  attendance  of  five  hun- 
dred students,  which  will  be  g-reatly  increased  during-  the  year. 

The  gi-eat  improvement  here  during-  the  past  year  has  been  the  com- 
pletion and  equi])ment  of  the  gymnasium,  which  was  referred  to  in  our 
report  of  a  year  ag-o.  It  has  jiroved  to  be  even  finer  and  more  complete 
than  we  expected.  The  apparatus  has  been  put  in  b}^  the  Narrag-ansett 
Machine  Company  at  a  cost  of  over  three  thousand  dollars,  the  total 
cost  of  building  and  equipment  has  been  $30, 000.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  best  and  the  best-equipped  school  or  colleg-e  gymnasium  in 
tliis  country  to-day  is  at  a  Pennsylvania  normal  school. 

Dr.  Q.  E.  Ehiuger,  recently  a  professor  in  the  Chicago  Medical  Col- 
lege, and  lately  associated  with  Dr.  Anderson  at  the  Brooklyn  School 
of  Physical  Culture  and  at  Chautauqua,  has  been  appointed  director  of 
the  gymnasium  and  is  now  in  charge  of  the  work.  Mrs.  Ehinger,  who 
is  also  thoroughly  trained  for  the  work,  is  assisting  her  husband,  having 
special  charge  of  the  young  ladies.  All  students  are  carefully  measured 
and  examined,  and  the  measurements  recorded,  in  accordance,  with 
the  rules  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Physical 
Education.  Light  gymnastics  are  required  of  the  students,  and  all 
have  an  opportunity  to  use  the  gymnasium  daily,  the  proper  exercises 
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and  apparatus  being-  prescribed  by  the  directors.  So  far  this  work  has 
been  very  successful,  and  we  expect  great  good  to  result  from  it. 

More  than  five  hiuidred  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  librarj'  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  a  complete  card  catalogue  (Dewey  System)  is  lieing- 
prepared.  Complete  sets  of  bound  volumes  of  Harper's,  Century  and 
Scribners'  magazines,  Science,  Popular  Science  Monthly  and  Fonim 
have  been  placed  u^Don  the  shelves.  Nearly  a  thousand  dollars  have 
been  spent  in  furnishing-  and  decorating  the  library  during  the  past 
year.  "With  a  skilled  librarian  g-iving-  his  whole  time  to  it,  kept  con- 
stantly open  ever}'  day  at  the  hours  when  students  can  use  it,  with  its 
five  thousand  bound  volumes  and  its  seventy -five  periodicals,  our  lib- 
rary is  one  of  the  most  attractive  and  valuable  features  of  the  school. 

During  the  past  summer,  gas,  which  has  heretofore  been  iTsed  only  in 
the  i)ul)lic  rooms,  has  been  introduced  int<j  all  parts  <jf  the  main  build- 
ing. Every  teacher's  and  student's  room  is  furnished  with  an  Argand 
burner,  with  chimney  and  shade,  Avhile  the  halls,  stairways  and  toilet 
rooms  are  lighted  all  night.  The  gymnasium  is  lighted  everywhere 
with  electric  light. 

For  the  past  two  years  we  ]iave  maintained  a  first/class  course  of  lec- 
tures during  the  winter,  which  the  whole  school  and  many  citizens  of 
the  town  and  vicinity  attend.  These  have  proved  a  very  attractive 
feature.  We  have  aiianged  for  a  still  better  course  for  the  coming- 
Avinter,  to  be  opened  by  Georg-e  Kennan,  the  Siberian  traveller. 

We  have  hjst  several  of  our  l)est  teachers,  Prof,  and  Mrs.  Welsh  have 
gone  to  Bloomsburg,  where  the  former  succeeds  to  tlie  principalship  of 
the  normal  school.  Prof.  Cutler  takes  charge  of  the  Mt.  Hermon 
School  in  Massachusetts,  and  Miss  Bemus  goes  to  the  School  of  Ex- 
pression in  Boston.  Much  care  has  been  taken,  however,  in  filling  their 
places  and  the  year's  work  o])eHs  very  auspiciously. 


SECOND  ]:)ISTEICT— MILLEKSVILLE. 

E.  OPiAM  Lyte,  Principal. 


I  have  the  honor  to  forward  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instniction 
the  report  of  the  Millersville  State  Normal  School  for  the  thirty-sixth 
year  of  its  existence  as  a  normal  school. 

The  steady  and  rai^id  gi-owth  of  this  school  during  the  past  three 
3-ears  is  gratifying  to  all  friends  of  education  tliroughout  the  state. 
The  school  year  which  closed  July  3,  was  one  of  the  most  successful  in 
every  respect  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  Large  as  the  attendance 
was,  it  could  have  been  made  larger  if  the  trae  purpose  for  which  the 
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school  was  established  had  not  been  kept  in  view — that  of  fitting-  i^er- 
sons  scholasticallj^  and  i^rofessionally  for  the  vocation  of  teaching-. 

Among-  the  improvements  of  the  past  year  was  the  refurnishing-  of  the 
class-rooms  with  desks  and  seats  of  the  latest  and  most  approved  pat- 
tern. They  are  made  of  cherry  and  maple,  and  besides  being-  comfort- 
able, add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  rooms.  This  completes  the 
Avork  of  refurnishing  begun  a  year  or  more  ago.  The  buildings — out- 
side and  inside — ^have  been  painted,  all  the  halls  and  rooms  have  been 
i:»apered,  and  all  the  rooms  have  been  carpeted. 

The  school  has  maintained  its  standing  in  its  scholastic  and  profess- 
ional work.  The  various  departments  continue  to  be  in  charge  of  ex- 
perienced instructors  with  special  aptitude  for  their  work,  and  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  most  approved  methods  of  teaching.  The  crowning 
work  of  the  school  is  its  professional  department.  Every  efibrt  is  put 
forth  to  make  skilled  teachers  of  our  students.  Among  the  new  features 
in  this  department  Avas  the  introduction  of  a  kindergarten,  which  was 
made  a  part  of  the  model  school  and  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  trained 
kindergartner  and  an  assistant.  This  new  feature  of  normal  school 
work  in  our  state  proved  of  gi'eat  value.  It  will  be  continued  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  trustees  of  the  school  are  alive  to  its  best  interests,  and  spare 
neither  expense  nor  pains  to  make  the  school  a  comfortable  home  for 
its  teachers  and  students,  and  to  provide  all  the  facilities  needed  for  its 
educational  work.  It  is  with  regret  that  I  record  the  death  of  Mr. 
Christian  B.  HeiT,  Lancaster,  Pa. ,  who  was  a  member  of  the  board  of 
trustees  in  1856,  and  from  1878  to  his  death  on  February  11,  1890.  Mr. 
Herr  was  a  valuable  member  of  the  board  and  took  a  deep  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  school. 

At  the  election  held  in  May  by  the  contributors  of  the  school,  one  of 
the  leading  members  of  the  alumni  association  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees.  I  have  long  felt  that  the  i>rominence  of  the 
alumni  association  in  every  field  of  intellectual  labor  entitles  them  to 
a  voice  in  the  management  of  the  school,  and  I  believe  that  this  recog- 
nition of  their  relations  to  the  school  will  be  productive  of  much  good. 

The  improvements  for  the  coming  year  include  the  completion  of  a 
large  gymnasium  for  ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  erection  of  a  boiler 
house,  the  fuller  introduction  of  steam,  etc.  The  gymnasium  will  bo 
ready  for  use  this  fall,  and  will  be  fully  equipped  with  all  the  modern 
appliances  for  x^hysical  training.  It  will  not  be  excelled  in  its  appoint- 
ments by  any  building  of  the  kind  in  the  state. 

The  school  has  opened  for  the  winter  session  with  a  largely  increased 
attendance  over  that  of  last  year.  Our  aim  continues  to  be,  to  make 
the  school  a  real  training  school  for  teachers,  and  we  hope  to  continue 
to  merit  the  esteem  of  the  educational  public.

The  Keystone  Normal  School  prospered  in  numbers  and  efficiency 
during-  the  past  year. 

In  no  long  time  we  hope  to  add  greatly  to  our  facilities  for  instruc- 
tion and  to  the  comfort  of  all  concerned,  by  the  completion  of  the  new 
\\'ing'  now  in  process  of  erection. 

The  new  methods  of  teaching  instrumental  music,  introduced  during" 
the  year,  led  to  an  increased  number  of  pupils,  necessitating  the  pur- 
chase of  several  new  pianos. 

The  work  in  water  colors  by  pupils  of  the  model  school  inspired  them 
with  greater  interest  in  drawing"  and  sketching". 

We  seek  to  attain  thoroughness  ^^'ithout  wasting"  the  time  and  energy 
of  our  young"er  students  by  urg"ing  them  to  advanced  studies  for  which 
they  are  prepared  and  which  throw  light  upon  the  most  difficult  sub- 
jects in  the  common  branches. 

In  order  to  counteract  the  tendency  of  the  age  to  deify  methods  and 
appliances,  we  find  ourselves  compelled  continually  to  impress  upon  the 
minds  of  the  student-teachers  the  most  important  fact  that  true  teaching 
is  not  to  be  gaug"ed  by  any  set  of  methods  or  devices,  but  rather  by  the 
play  of  mind  upon  mind,  and  that  devices,  methods  and  branches  of 
knowledge  are  only  valuable  in  so  far  as  they  enable  the  teacher  to 
reach  and  arouse  the  intellig"ence  of  the  pupils,  to  inspire  them  with  a 
thirst  for  knowledg"e  and  to  beget  in  them  habits  of  study  by  which 
they  can  acquire  the  results  of  the  best  thoug"ht  of  every  age  and  sage. 


FIFTH  DISTRICT— MANSFIELD. 


D.  C.  Thomas,  Principal. 


I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  the  usual  lorogress  of  the  institution. 
The  attendance  was  large,  and,  in  every  particular,  we  had  the  most 
prosperous  year  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

The  entire  senior  class  of  ninety-three  members  passed  the  final  ex- 
aminations last  June.  All  have  since  secured  good  positions  as  teach- 
ers. It  is  certainlj'  gratifying  that  so  large  a  number  are  at  work  doing 
valuable  service  for  the  commonwealth  in  return  for  the  liberal  aid  she 
has  given  them.     We  are  glad  that  we  can  send  so  large  a  number  each 
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year  into  the  service  of  the  common  schools,  where  the  state  so  much 
needs  trained  teachers. 

Many  of  our  gi'aduates  return  to  us  after  they  have  taug"ht  a  year  or 
two  to  take  the  scientific  coiu'se.  We  encourag-e  this,  because  we  can 
fit  them  for  higher  positions  where  they  can  do  better  service  and  re- 
ceive larger  remimeration.  We  had  nine  taking  scientific  studies  last 
year  and  fifteen  so  far  this  year.  So  large  a  class  of  advanced  students 
inspires  the  lower  classes  and  gives  a  higher  tone  to  the  literary  work 
of  the  school.  It  also  furnishes  an  incentive  for  members  of  the  faculty 
to  remain  longer  in  the  service.  No  able  instructor  will  remain  long 
where  he  feels  the  mental  stagnation  which  is  produced  where  nothing 
but  the  common  branches  are  taught. 

Last  June  this  institution  completed  the  twenty -fifth  year  of  her  ca- 
reer as  a  normal  school.  During  this  first  quarter  of  a  century,  she  has 
graduated  nearly  one  thousand  students,  most  of  whom  are  holding 
honorable  positions,  and  many  are  still  in  the  work  of  teaching.  The 
prospects  for  the  future  of  this  school  were  never  more  hopeful.  Her 
friends  have  every  reason  for  rejoicing.  Peace  and  harmony  reign 
everywhere  among  trustees,  teachers,  students  and  patrons. 


SIXTH  DISTKICT— BLOOMSBURG.

The  school  property  was  greatly  improved  this  year  by  the  erection 
of  a  wing  to  the  dormitory.  This  has  greatly  added  not  only  to  the  ap- 
pearance, but  also  to  the  convenience  of  the  building.  The  wing  is  one 
hiindred  and  four  feet  by  forty,  four  stories  high.  The  reading  room 
was  transferred  to  more  commodious  quarters.  Additional  bath  facili- 
ties were  provided.  The  dining  room  and  chapel  were  enlarged,  and 
a  room  forty  feet  square  on  first  floor,  was  i:)ro\'ided  for  manual  training. 
This  room  is  in  every  way  a  delightful  one.  A  portico  one  hundred 
and  seventy  feet  long  was  extended  along  the  entire  south  side  of  the 
building.  From  this  covered  promenade  may  be  enjoyed  the  charming 
view  for  which  the  school  site  is  noted.  The  additional  rooms  in  the 
new  wing  were  nearly  all  occupied  during  the  siDring  term.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  the  interior  of  the  dormitory  was  transformed  by  papering 
and  the  introduction  of  new  furniture. 

The  retiring  i^rincipal  takes  this  opportunity  to  put  upon  public  re- 
cord, his  acknowledgment  of  deep  obligations  to  the  board  of  trustees 
and  the  members  of  the  faculty,  with  whom  he  has  been  associated  dur- 
ing the  past  thirleen  years. 
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The  board  of  trustees  has  administered  its  trust  with  conspicuous 
fidelity  and  ability.  Laws  that  have  been  enacted  by  the  State  Legis- 
lature in  the  interest  of  the  state  normal  school  system  were  drafted  in 
that  body.  Building's  have  been  erected  when  the  board  knew  that  the 
undertaking  implied  great  individual  responsibility.  Subordinating 
everj'  personal  interest  with  unselfish  devotion,  they  have  displayed  a 
unanimity  and  a  wise  foresight  that  have  produced  a  flourishing  school, 
and  have  made  the  jjosition  of  trustee,  once  thankless  and  undesirable, 
now  most  highly  enviable. 

The  members  of  the  faculty  have  conducted  their  departments  with 
great  ability,  have  given  unswerving  support  in  the  discipline  of  the 
school,  have  freely  aided  with  wise  counsel,  and  have  been  loyal  at  all 
times  to  the  institution. 

The  principal  having  resigned,  Prof.  J.  P.  Welsh,  A.  M.,  vice  princi- 
pal of  the  State  Normal  School  at  West  Chester,  was  elected  principal. 
Mrs.  Alma  Sager  Welsh  was  elected  to  the  charge  of  reading  and  Eng- 
lish literatui-e.  Prof.  O.  H.  Bakeless,  A.  B.,  was  elected  to  the  de- 
partment of  natural  sciences,  and  Mr.  D.  T.  Hartline  was  put  in  charge 
of  the  manual  training. 


SEVENTH  DISTKICT— SHIPPENSBUEG.

I  am  happy  to  state  that  we  have  had  a  very  prosperous  year.  The 
increased  attendance  over  previous  years  is  certainly  very  gratifying, 
and  the  outlook  for  the  future  gives  every  indication  of  continued 
growth  and  prosperity. 

We  have  endeavored  to  form  a  coiTect  ideal  of  what  a  normal  school 
should  be,  and  are  measuring  uj)  to  it  as  rapidly  as  time  and  circum- 
stances will  permit. 

We  have  a  faculty  of  superior  teachers,  and  the  ra]>id  development 
of  oui"  students  is  due  to  their  skilful  efforts. 

The  board  of  trustees  have  been  watchful  of  the  interests  of  the  school, 
and  are  doing  all  in  their  j^ower  to  make  the  Cumberland  Valley  State 
Normal  School  the  pride  of  the  Cumberland  valley. 

They  have  begun  a  series  of  improvements  which,  when  completed, 
will  make  our  building  one  of  the  most  comfortable  and  suitable  normal 
school  buildings  in  the  commonwealth. 

The  model -school  room  and  the  connected  recitation  rooms  have 
been  re-fitted,  and  are  now  among  the  most  neat  and  attractive  rooms 
to  be  found  among  the  normal  schools  of  the  state.  The  Smead  system 
of  dry  closets  has  been  iilaced  in  the  building  at  a  considerable  cost. 
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We  are  eiideavoriDg  to  maintain  a  liig-li  standard  of  scholarship  for 
our  g-raduates. 

Our  art  departments  are  in  the  charge  of  teachers  of  superior  skill 
and  culture,  and  the  very  latest  approved  systems  of  ch-awing,  music 
and  elocution  are  being-  introduced.  We  are  endeavoring  to  secure  a 
high  standard  of  discipline  for  our  school,  realizing  its  value  in  the  for- 
mation of  character,  and  in  the  securing  of  proper  conditions  for  study. 

We  graduated  this  year  fifty-three  young  men  and  women,  the  largest 
class  yet  gi-aduated  in  the  history  of  the  school.  This  class  has  been 
remarkably  successful  in  securing  good  positions.  Our  graduates  have 
been  very  siiccessful  as  teachers  and  but  little  difficulty  is  encountered 
in  their  efforts  to  secure  positions. 

Our  training  department,  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Emma  G.  Olmstead, 
is  doing  very  excellent  work,  and  we  anticijaate  very  fine  results  from 
the  class  of  1890,  as  this  class  has  had  the  benefit  of  her  training  and 
direction.  Judging  from  all  we  can  gather  of  the  past  history  of  the 
school  it  has  never  before  been  in  so  good  a  condition  for  effective 
work  as  now. 

It  shall  be  our  aim  and  effort  to  still  further  promote  its  efficiency 
and  elevate  its  standard  so  as  to  keep  it  in  the  front  rank  of  the  normal 
schools  of  the  state. 


EIGHTH   DI8TEICT— LOCK  HAVEN.

On  the  6th  of  May,  1890,  the  faculty  and  students  of  the  Central 
State  Normal  School   marched  out  of  the  Montour  House,  which  they 
had  occupied  for  a  year  and  a  half,  and  took  possession  of  the  new  build 
ing  erected  on  the  campus  at  the  west  end  of  town. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  1889-90,  notwithstanding  the  mis- 
fortunes which  followed  the  fire,  and  the  fact  that  the  school  occupied 
narrow  temporary  quarters,  was  three  hundred  and  twenty -five. 

At  the  examination  in  June,  thirty  were  graduated  in  the  elementary 
course  and  forty -four  juniors  were  promoted  to  the  senior  class. 

AVitli  a  magnificent  new  building,  pleasantly  located  and  well  equip- 
l)ed,  we  look  for  a  period  of  great  prosperity. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  the  graduates  <  )f  the  C -entral  State 
Normal  School. 

The  graduates  are  doing  excellent  Avork  and  are  securing  the  very  best 
positions  as  teachers.  There  could  be  no  better  evidence  than  this  of 
the  value  of  normal  school  instruction  and  training. 

We  want  to  extend  the  benefits  of  this  school  to  as  great  a  number  as 
i:)Ossible  of  the  young  i^eople  of  the  state. 
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NINTH  DISTRICT— INDIANA. 
Z.  X.  Snydee,  Principal. 


The  function  of  the  normal  schools  is  to  make  teachers.  To  do  this 
they  must  not  only  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  but  they  must  lead  the 
educational  van.  They  must  project  the  futui'e.  There  must  be  a  con- 
tinual growth  in  scholarship,  jyoiver  and  influence. ;  such  scholarship, 
such  power,  such  influence,  as  will  send  out  strong  men  and  women, 
equipped  for  the  work  of  teaching  children.  To  this  end,  those  who 
graduate  should  go  out  scholars  and  teachers  with  character.  To  make 
the  foiTiier  we  need  strong  academic  departments  ;  the  latter,  strong 
professional  departments. 

Scholarship  which  should  characterize  the  normal  graduate  is  not 
only  an  accumulation  of  knowledge,  but  it  shoidd  be  a  combination  of 
knowledge,  power  to  think,  and  character  To  attain  these  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  that  students  should  stay  in  the  school  longer.  The 
means  of  secui'iug  this  lie  within  the  faculty.  This  is  what  will  raise 
the  standard  of  scholarshii3.  It  seems  to  me  legislation  will  not  do  it, 
while  the  school,  if  disposed,  can  do  it. 

The  element  with  Mhich  the  professional  department  has  to  deal 
is  potver  to  teach.  To  quicken  and  develop  this  power,  appropriate 
stimuli  and  training  are  necessary.  The  stimuli  consist  in  observing 
expert  teachers  work,  in  the  children  taught,  in  reading  professional 
works,  in  conversation  with  other  teachers  and  in  thinking  in  profess- 
ional lines.  The  training  results  from  a  response  to  the  above  stimuli. 
To  know  the  child,  to  know  hooks  and  to  know  nature,  give  rise  to  the 
proper  stimuli  to  grow  into  a  strong  teacher.  Here,  again,  to  reach 
the  end  desired  lies  within  the  province  of  the  faculty. 

It  seems  to  me  that  in  every  graduate  of  a  Pennsylvania  state  normal 
school  there  should  be  a  happy  combination  of  health,  scholarship,  poiver 
to  teach,  and  character. 

The  school  has  just  closed  a  very  prosperous  year.  It  never  had  so 
large  an  attendance — two  hilndred  and  fifty-six. 

A  number  of  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

Manual  Training. 

A  special,  teacher  of  manual  training  was  employed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  The  work  was  thoroughly  systematized.  It  embraces 
kindergarten,  shijd,  and  manual  training  proper.  The  kindergarten 
industrial  work  is  adapted  to  the  primary  department  of  our  model 
school :  slojd  to  the  intermediate  and  grammar  departments  of  the 
same.     The  niaiuial  training  proper  is  adapted  to  the  normal  students. 
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Science. 

During  the  year  we  added  about  five  hundred  dollars  worth  of  appa- 
ratus to  our  already  well-furnished  science  department.  The  apparatus 
was  so  selected  as  to  enable  the  students  to  do  the  work  themselves. 
In  analytical  chemistry  individual  work  is  done,  and  in  biology  the 
same. 

It  seems  to  me  that  teachers  should  have  more  natural  science.  They 
should  be  able  to  interpret  the  objects  which  surround  them.  Again, 
they  will  never  interest  children  until  they  interpret  books  by  interpret- 
ing nature. 

Building. 

All  students'  rooms  have  been  furnished  with  new  furniture  during 
the  year — full  oak  suits  and  book-shelves.  A  steam  laundry  plant  and 
steam  cooking  apparatus  have  been  put  in  at  a  cost  of  about  four  thous- 
and dollars.  Several  gymnasium  rooms  have  been  added  to  those 
already  well  fitted  up.  The  camf)us  received  considerable  attention. 
A  landscape  gardener  was  employed  to  draft  a  plan.  We  also  have  a 
gardener  to  trim  and  keep  the  grounds. 

Summer  School  of  Methods. 

At  the  close  of  the  regular  school  year  a  session  of  three  weeks  was 
held.  This  school  was  well  attended — numbering  one  hundred  forty- 
two.  Seven  different  states  were  represented,  and  many  counties  of 
Pennsylvania.  It  was  composed  of  high-class  teachers,  principals, 
high-school  teachers,  superintendents  and  primary  teachers  of  high 
grade.  Among  the  instructors  were  Dr.  W.  H.  Payne,  Dr.  E.  E. 
White,  Miss  Mathilde  Coffin,  Miss  Cooley,  Prof.  S.  C.  Schmucker,  Miss 
Sara  Kow  and  Miss  Edith  Mansfield. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  board  of  trustees,  the  faculty,  the  alumni, 
former  students,  and  all  the  friends  of  the  school  for  the  aid  they  have 
given  us  in  this  our  first  year  which  has  been  so  pleasant. 


TENTH  DISTKICT— CALIFOKNIA. 


Theo.  B.  Noss,  Principal. 


The  attendance  of  students  has  been  increased  over  twenty -five  per 
cent,  within  the  past  two  years.  Our  last  graduating  class  numbered 
forty-eight,  thirty  ladies  and  eighteen  gentlemen.  These  are  nearly 
all  already  employed  for  the  coming  year,  most  of  them  in  very  desir- 
able positions.     One  of  the  most  encouraging  signs  in  our  work  here  is 
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the  growing"  demand  for  onr  graduates  in  tlie  better  class  of  positions. 
Memljers  of  our  last  class  are  employed  for  the  coming  year  in  the  public 
schools  of  Allegheny  City,  McKeesi>ort,  Connellsville,  Monongahela 
City,  West  Newton,  Scottdale,  and  numerous  other  important  places 
in  this  part  of  the  state. 

We  have  in  various  ways  and  X)erseveringh'  soiight  to  emphasize  the 
importance,  in  our  work,  of  fitness  and  ability  to  teach.  For  three 
successive  years  we  have  supplemented  the  work  of  our  regular  faculty 
with  that  of  sjiecial  instractors  oi  distinguished  ability  diu'ing  a  few 
weeks  of  our  spring  term.  Every  student  in  the  school  received  this 
instiiiction  without  extra  expense.  Among  the  special  instructors  who 
have  thus  been  called  to  our  aid,  for  periods  varying  from  one  to  fiAe 
weeks,  maj'^  be  named  Colonel  F.  W.  Parker,  Dr.  Edward  Brooks 
(twice) .  Miss  Lelia  E.  Patridge.  Miss  Mathilde  E.  Coffin  and  Dr. 
Albert  E.  Maltl)y. 

Few  changes  have  been  made  in  our  faculty  within  recent  years,  ex- 
cept by  additions  of  new  teachers  required  by  the  growth  of  the  school. 
Our  teachers  endeavor  to  keej »  fully  abreast  of  the  times  professionally. 
Tavo  spent  six  months  in  Eur()i>e  last  year,  studying  school  work. 
Three  others,  last  vacation,  Ayere  students  at  eastern  summer  schools 
of  methods. 

Our  library  is  steadily  gi'owing  by  the  addition  of  well -selected  books. 

The  demand  for  more  room  for  schot)l  purposes  has  led  the  trustees 
to  be^n  the  erection  of  a  new  building.     This  is  designed  to  accommo 
date  on  the  first  floor,  the   manual  ti-ainiug  department,  on  the  second 
floor  the  model  school, on  the  third  floor  the  natural  science  department. 

Manual  training  for  educational  purposes  has  had  a  thorough  test  in 
this  school,  and  we  are  well  satisfied  with  the  results.  During  the  j>ast 
year,  the  department  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  Elin  Esselius,  a  native 
of  Sweden,  and  a  g-raduate  of  its  famous  Sloyd  schools.  The  senior 
class  and  several  of  the  model -school  classes  had  work  in  the  sho]i,  two 
periods  per  week,  throughout  the  entire  year.  Some  of  the  jimior  classes 
had  work  during  a  i)ai*t  of  the  year.  Without  a  single  exception,  the 
students  were  pleased  vn.th  the  work,  and  considered  it  profitable.  We 
have  thus  far  borne  the  expense  of  this  new  line  of  normal  work  in 
order  to  give  it  a  fair  trial.  AVe  have  been  earnestly  ho])ing  that  the 
Legislature,  at  its  forthcoming  sessitm,  would  make  some  suitable  pro- 
vision for  maintaining  such  a  department  in  connection  with  the  state 
normal  schools. 
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ELEVENTH  DISTEICT— SLIPPEEY  ROCK. 

Jas.  E.  Morkow,  Principal. 


That  a  school,  situated  as  this  oue  is,  wanting-  in  so  many  of  the  build- 
ings and  appliances,  regarded  as  essential,  should  have  secured  such 
a  wide  spread  recognition,  surprises  those  who  predicted  slow  growth. 

From  its  organization  in  March  1889  to  the  close  of  the  academic  year, 
1889-90,  three  hundred  and  sixty-two  pupils  were  enrolled  in  its  nor- 
mal department,  and  one  hundred  and  forty  in  its  model  school. 

Fifteen  counties  were  represented.  Eleven  pupils  were  graduated 
in  the  elementary  course   and  twenty-six  received  junior  certificates. 


TWELFTH  DISTRICT— EDINBORO'. 
.7.  A.  Cooper,  Principal. 


The  year  past  was  one  of  prosperity  for  the  State  Normal  School, 
Edinboro. 

The  enrolment  reached  nine  hundred  and  sixty  eight.  Of  these 
eighty-seven  graduated  and  one  hundred  and  eight  received  junior  cer- 
tificates. The  receipts  for  tuition  and  room  rent  exceeded  those  for 
any  previous  year. 

The  money  received  from  the  state  has  been  exi3ended  in  erecting  a 
new  building  now  approaching  completion.  In  a  few  weeks  we  expect 
to  have  enlarged  facilities  for  our  library,  our  cabinet  and  our  model 
school.  The  expense  of  the  improvement  will  reach  nearly  forty  thous- 
and dollars. 

In  iiistniction  we  have  continued  our  former  methods.  We  hold 
even  more  firmly  than  ever,  that  the  student  must  do  the  effectual  work 
of  education  for  himself ;  that  but  few  daily  subjects  should  be  pursued 
and  that  these  should  be  thoroughly  mastered.  The  aim  of  the  teachers 
is  to  stimulate  the  student  to  work  and  to  direct  his  energies  aright. 
As  heretofore  the  teacher  seeks  to  inspire  a  noble  purpose  and  to  incite 
a  love  for  learning. 

Library. 

The  library  continues  to  receive  marked  attention  and  remains  a  most 

useful  department  of  the  school.     It  is  open  daily  from  nine  until  four, 

and  a  librarian  is  in  constant  attendance.     Students  are  encoui-aged  to 

read  regularly,  daily  and  systematically.    The  teachers  direct  the  stu- 
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deuts  and  incite  them  to  pui'sue  their  studies  with  the  aid  of  the  Avorks 
in  the  library.  The  number  of  vohimes  in  the  library  noAv  exceeds 
seven  thousand. 

Model  School. 

The  popularity  of  the  model  school  has  compelled  an  enlargement  of 
the  rooms  devoted  to  its  use.  The  work  of  the  student  teachers  is  yearly 
more  and  more  satisfactory.  The  better  teachers  find  that  their  model 
school  work  is  of  great  servdce  in  after  life. 

Geaduates. 

Of  the  eightv-seven  graduates,  over  eighty  have  accepted  schools  at 
wages  from  forty  to  ninety  dollars  jier  month.  Several  of  them  receive 
twice  as  much  as  before  graduation. 

Physical  Culture. 

Greater  attention  is  paid  to  physical  culture.  All  students  are  ex- 
pected to  exercise  two  or  more  hours  daily  in  the  open  air. 


THIRTEENTH  DISTEICT— CLARION. 


A.  J.  Davis,  Principal. 


A  new  building  has  been  erected  which  will  be  used  as  a  music  liall, 
a  model  school,  a  gymnasium  and  a  manual  training  department. 

An  aiipropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  was  made  by  the  board  of 
trustees  for  books  for  the  library  and  for  apparatiis,  and  more  than 
the  sum  appropriated  has  been  expended  on  these  items. 

There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  of  students  in  attendance  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  whole  number  of  students  registered,  during  the 
year,  in  the  normal  school  was  four  hundi'ed  and  twentj'^-two,  and  in  the 
model  school,  four  hundred  and  eighty-three,  making  a  total  of  nine 
hundred  and  five.  The  total  enrolment  last  year  was  five  hundred  and 
three,  making  an  increase  for  this  year  of  fom^  hundred  and  two  pupils.
